It having been brought to the knowledge of Government, that no 
regular Book of the Estate* of the Deceased Native Officers and 
men has been kept in earn' of the Provincial Battalions, in oonse- 
q nence of which, much eonfusioo has been found to exist, with res¬ 
pect to the Claims of Heirs, particularly on the decease or removal 
of Commanding Officers; the Most Noble the Governor General in 
Conncil is p]iavd to direct, that such ft Book shall form a part of 
the records of Provincial Battalions, and that it shall be called for, 
and reported on in common with the othjr Bgtialjon records, by 
the Major General, or other Officer making the periodical inspection 
of these Corps. 

In any i orps where such a document does not exist, the Com¬ 
ma ogling Officer is directeu to compile it without loss of time; 
and any Officer who may recede .'uige of a Provincial Battalion, 
without having this Book regularly signed and made over to him, 
or immediately reporting the deficiency for the information of Gov- 
eminent, shall be held responsible for all Claims that may be sub¬ 
stantiated against his predecessor. 

This order is in no wise to be considered as interfering with the 
General Regulations, which provide for the final disposal of unclaim¬ 
ed Estates. 

The Governor General in Council has also reason to suppose, that 
the Ordeis contained in the Extract of a letter from the Adjutant 
General of the Aimy, atad approved by Government op thefiSd 
January 1810, respecting half Mounting in these Corps, have 
not been strictly attended to: His Lordship in Council is therefore 
further pleased most positively to direct, that the Half Mounting 
inclusive of I'urbands, that may be necessary to be used by Provin¬ 
cial Corps, shall be provided by the Individuals of the Corps ; and 
that no Stoppages shall be made from the Meg for the provision of 

those Articles. , 

The Commanding Officer is authorised however, to put each In¬ 
dividuals under stoppages, as may not provide themselves with the 
neceBsary Articles of Equipment of this nature, agreeably to the 
nattern worn by the Corns, to the Amount of their actual entt.

EMPLOYMENT OF CIVIL SURGEONS. 


TO THE EDITOR. OF THE INDIA GAZETTE. 

SiR,—The question of*emp!oying Civil Surgeons as As¬ 
sistants to Magistrates, having been repeatedly canvassed 
in the Calcutta Journal « by the Correspondenrs of thar pa¬ 
per, Philo Patris, M. D.,a Lover Justice, and aw 
Old Officer, 1 am induced for the edification 

of your readers, such sentiments as 1 have entertained.on 
the subject, consequent loan examination of the question on 
ail its possible healings and points. 

My purpose in this object is two-fold ; and in the first, 
I shall endeavour to prove that a host of difficulties and 
obstacles exist to the prevention of such a measure being 
adopted, independent of its inexpediency and bad poiicv'; 
and 2d, shall venture tn suggest -the varieties of study 
and mental occupation, which medical men ought to putsue 
in connection with their specific medical duties, u-hidh 
if attended to. would supercede all such chimerical ideas 
as that of vesting them with Magisterial functions. It ap¬ 
pears from the Army List and Bengal Directory for the 
present year, that 50 Medical Gentlemen, .Surgeons and 
Assistants inclusive, ave attached to the civil btnuch of the 
service; nor do the required duties of -live Government 
lender a greater number of them necessary for such em¬ 
ployment. Of the said 50, about one-third of the whole 
are the youngest in the h«t, many of them being *enr into 
the interior a few days or weeks subsequently t 0 rhoir 
landing at Chandpaul Ghaut; and I beg to ask, would any 
of the Journalists Corr«spondents be bold enough in hazard 
the assertion, thEtf. the qualifications these genilenmn 
possess, admit of so grave a proposition being tenable *aa 
that of granting them diplomas to act as Assistants to Ma¬ 
gistrates? 

The next third of the 50, may on an average, he suppled 
to have officiated as Civil Surgeons, from 4 in 7, jukI some 
of them even '0 years; even of these it might peihar-s the 
expected, that a large piupoman would be found <Ute4 
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for the employment in question ; hut, look into their avoca¬ 
tions, pursuits, feelings, and habits, and do we not find 
many with as much duty in their own profession to perform 
as they can well as tend to; others evbaiked in trade, ot 
devoted to literary pursuits; whilst the remainder are 
totally unqualified either from ill health, temper, indolence 
or other causes 

7die last thiid or division of the AO, are such, art no con¬ 
sideration short of most ample pecuniary r> muneralion 
would induce to the task—I allude to such as ate looking 
forward to furlough, to higher an| more lucrative situations, 
to change of residence or resignjtions in the service for 
ulterior prospects of a mercant'ie nature. In addition to 
these objections, not only supposing them to he well 
grounded, hut decfltadly good; we have the question, to 
what extent and in deg ree are Assistant Surgeons to 
act as coadjutors to Magistrates? 

It is well known, that in many districts under the Bengal 
presidency, the Magistrates have seldom any duties to per¬ 
form stiictly judicial;—the Police and iTiminal cases 
chiefly occupying their time —this is the case in the Western 
provinces, particularly whilst the reverse holds good in the 
lower, and in Bengal proper. To many Zillahs a Register 
is appointed, who not only relieves the Magistrate from the 
minor duties of Police, and of the administration of t li- 
minai Law; hut, as occasion requires, is invested with 
additional powers, under the demmiinaiion of “ Assistant 
Judge,” “ Assistant Magistrate,” and <4 Joint Magistrate 
to manv of the larger districts, we see additional Regis¬ 
ters, 46 2d Registers,” “ 3d Registers." &e. &c. ; others 
acting on deputation in particular places in the same. 
Zillah, and, in short, such a mass of assistance (selected 
from the experienced of the junior Civil Servants) collect¬ 
ed in every quarter, where unforeseen or un-looked-for 
circumstances may have rendered such temporary aid neces¬ 
sary ; that there is neuUe.r occasion nor 100 m for the Civil 
Surgeon’s services, even were they available. I do not 
deny that particular cases occur iiqw and then, in which 
Judges and Magistrates are placed in difficulty by excess 
of business, which, notwithstanding they give the whole 
of their time to the duties of the Cutcherry, they are un¬ 
able, even with all the Assistants Government can send 
them to prevent accumulating on their hands. .Such con¬ 
tinued close attention to business, often injures the health 
of Magistrates, and forces them tisquit their stations, and 
proceed to sea. The evil was before sufficiently serious.

From a pee tty generd acquaintance with the Civilians 
and Civil Surgeons in Bengal^ 1 first venture to predict 
Mint any appeal to the latter, will not draw forth ten 
candidates for the additional honor proposed for them, 
even were Government inclined to allow a tolerable in¬ 
crease of their salai res. Secondly, 1 have no hesitation in 
stating my conviction, tlku Magistral**, if officially en¬ 
quired of, would not recclnniend the measuie:—ann lastly., 
fcask, does “ Philo Patiiis, M. D ’’ or any oilier man, 
suppose that Government does not know the public inter¬ 
ests, and the best way to serve thev^ or that the plan, 
K compatible with those inter^t sju\ practically useful, 
would not have been long ago adopied? An increase of 
the number of Civil- Servants or separation of their Judicial 
from their Magisterial functions, would perhaps be well, and 
may some day be effected ; but, never—depend upon it-** 
will the Juniors on the Medical list he employed in Magis¬ 
terial duties'; the idea is chimerical, and totally at variance 
with the structure and feelings of Government, and even, 
were exceptions, occasionally made in favor of some As.- 
sistunt Surgeons, being appointed 8udder A-urneens in cer¬ 
tain districts by which they could not realize more than 
from 60 to 80 llupees a month; I presume very few would, 
willingly- devote 4- t.o & houisadayin Cnlcherry lor so 
l-rithng a lamuneratiou. Again—Assistant Surgeons ought 
not to have, nor have they, in fact, if they neglect not 
their own proper-duties, so much snare time as some of your 
Covre-pondents infer-. AH of them have from 400 to 1200. 
prisoners to attend to, not to visit the sick of them Only, 
yr—often in number 50, 100 or even 2fc)0, according to sea¬ 
son and circumstances,—but to order and superintend 
the execution of all measures tending to the pre¬ 
servation of the health and comfort of the whole, and 
the genmal healthiness of the Jail. Visiting the sick, 
takes up daily from one to two horns in the morning, and 
half an hour in the evening —at the lowest computation, 
ami often three or four hours both morning and evening, 
pnrticulaily in times of Rpidenfic diseases;—as Jail Fever, 
Opthalmia, and Cholera. Their Surgical practice is often 
extensive in ca#es of manning and wounding—among 
thieves brought in by the P-ulice, and between tbe inhabi¬ 
tants of contiguous villages, who often fight among them* 
$eiyes ou the subject of disputed boundaries, ancient family 
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fends, &c. 8fc. The duty of the Surgeon embraces, like 
wise, an inspection of the quality of the food supphcd fo* 
the prisoners—the state of their cloaking—the drains and 
wells, and Jail-wards, as to cleanliness and ventilation: 
further he has, at stated periods, to report to the Magis¬ 
trate, in writing, on allthese points, and besides on persons 
said,or pretending to he insane; to examine the dead bodies 
of those supposed to have been murdered; to attend the 
infliction of the heavier corporal .punishments awarded by 
the superior Court*, and to report . ( o the fudges of Circuit, 
the Superintendent of Police, to„ the Medical Board, and 
to the Magistrate for the informs lion of Government, on 
all subjects connected with the Jail. 

In addition to af these, a detachment- of Troops, Pro¬ 
vincials, Nujeehs, 'Invalids, is, likewise, under his 
care;—and tho’ nominally obliged toaffbid Medical atten¬ 
dance only on the few Civilians of the station, a host of 
Native Omlahs attached to the Judge and Collector,—-'.he 
Jailor's Servants, Writers, Baboos, European Assistants 
and their respective Families, all fall under the province of 
his professional care* The Natives in the city or town ad¬ 
joining the iJndder station, the Native Servants of private 
persons, and Europeans, Civil and Military, whether Vi¬ 
sitors or Residents in the immediate vicinity, all look to the 
Civil Surgeon for Medical aid;—and an Assistant Surgeon, 
thus situated, has, 1 should think, ample employment every 
day in the year, particularly if endowed with a strong feel¬ 
ing of humnni'y, philanthropy, and love of his piofession; 
feelings, which generally speaking, have deep root in the 
breasts of that valuable class, Assuming the above as 
indisputable, though, of course, more or less varied in its 
application to particular men, places end times;—the 
candid will allow that an Assistant. Surgeon at. a Cm! 
Station (piovided, that either of his own ardour or bom 
compulsion, he does his whole duty) is not that idle charac¬ 
ter some Cm respondents seem to insinuate,; and, when 
we make the ordinaly allowance fop the. time required by 
every man for his private concerns—whatever his situation 
may be—for exercise, amusement, meals, rest, and sleep; 
it will not be denied, that Civil Suigeons are, ceteris, 
paribus, in general equally employed with their ueighbuuis 
in the respective branches of. the profession, and, on that 
plea singly, cannot well be employed as Assistant Magis¬ 
trates even, where it. the only objection* How much more 
honoinhle, and truly useful would it prove to the science 
of Physic—to the Medical list generally—to the Govern* 
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ftnd to the Public at large, were all Surgeons and 
Assistants, Military as well as Civil, to devote what spare 
time they mty haVe, to the study and improvement x>{ 
their own profession, and the sciences connected with it.

Sia,—In a letter headed u School for Native Doctors,’* 
under the signature, of Sensx, which appears in the Cal¬ 
cutta Journal, occurs # this remark:-* 44 If the Superin¬ 
tendent even produces one individual 2&pable of answering 
the most common place qiicsti'JSS-bh Anatomy, or of treat¬ 
ing scientifically an abcess, 1 really think he will deserve 
well of the Directors, and will say he has well deserved 
the munificence of Government" Now, Sir, without pre* 
tending to anticipate the results which may arise from the 
establishment of the New Medical School, 1 undertake to 
answer this challenge of Senex, and to produce not one 
but three individuals. Natives, and I might add more, who 
are “ capable of answering the most common place ques¬ 
tions on Anatomy, and of treating scientifically an abscess/* 
These men have been instructed by myself in the Allahabad 
School; and as its existence has been more than once re¬ 
corded m the Newspapers, and was reported in April last 
to the Supeiintending Surgeon of the Division, who in¬ 
formed me in reply that he would SHbmit the letter in 
which it was mentioned, to (lie Medical Board, and as the 
Institution was also submitted to the notice of a. higher 
quarter, J presume there may without piopiiety be claimed 
for the Allahabad. Class the merit, if nothin - else attached 
to it, of having given birth to the New Establishment in 
Calcutta. 

Perhaps it may be as well to remark, that I pay no at¬ 
tention to the caste ol my pupils, aud for the following 
reasons. Experience, amongst the natives has taught me, 
that the lower clases are much more docile than the 
higher, and that Chumars are by far the most intelligent 
race of people in the Country next to Europeans.—They 
work admirably in leather* stuff birds and other animals 
beautifully, aud cleag bones with a neatness and accuracy 
which would do credit to a London Dissector. Indeed, 
if properly instructed, I make no doubt these people would 
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mkfce Anatomical prepaiatiofis, equal in beauty to arty pro¬ 
duced in "London. But a rntiri of high caste, or even pre¬ 
tending to c'aste, is affronted at the idea e»f being asked only 
to touch skin br leather , when rn a olean dry state, and 
'consequently avoids a dying uiftn, and a dead body, with 
aft affectation approaching to abhorrence. Then in whtft 
'manber fcffn such persons ever prove Anatomists, and if 
not Anatomists, how can they be ever qualified to fulfil 
the important duties, for important they be truly called, 
that attach to the office ofa, Nafi'vcl Doctor? 

A matt of low caste, or rather net caste at air, which is 
by far preferable, does whatever he is asked ; a man pre- 
tendiug to taste reftfses, and the patient of course dies. 
There is no Royal roaV fc to Medicine,—cdste and Physic ate - 
opposite as day aud fj&Thl to each other,—and no one 
need ever hop'e to shine in our Profession by means of the 
artificial distinctions of Society. It is hard labour, and! 
diligent study, aud the Grand Vcdume revealed to Man 
by our Almighty Creator in the Book of Nature, that 
c?n ever qualify a man, black or white, to undertake the 
fulfillment of the duties, which are required in that most 
responsible of Professions,---the practical application of 
Medical and Chirurgical Science to the relief 6f our trader- 
mg fellow creatines.

LETTERS FROM MAJOR STUART. 


TO!?. SHAREsPRARE, ESQt. 

Chairman of the Committee (\f Rdlicf, Calcutta 
Ktr, —I beg leave to apprise you for the information of 
ihe Committee that I had yesterday an assemblage at. Go- 
pauldee Than an, fcdirtmoidy called KhiuUee Khaully,) of 
about eleven- thousand live hundred of the surviving 
Siitfeiers of tins neighhomhood. 

As the cash I had m hand was tiof equal to relieve scf 
thany, (being only 4*3^00 Rs 'i 1 resolved on selecting the 
most fit objects for Charity, find afler some Httle trouble 
1 succeeded in separating the old men,' ivouien, and childisn 
from the general throng, the former atrlouitlcd to 505 
and the latter to 899, including HX3 children. 

During these m-qjurea three of iht four Europeans, t 
liave with iiv> ?. absent on detaphed duties, one to fchtr 
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Island of Cataul with tifeo Boats of Bice, another left in 
charge of eight Rice Boats, coining from Noacollyj and 
a third gone in searc|j of them, I bad in consequence only 
one young man with me, Mr. Telatman, Overseer in tha 
Telegraph Department* who has been extremely useful to 
ine on all occasions, and especially yesterday Wheti we 
were all exposed to much heavy rain, which obliged many 
of the people tq remain on ground more than ancle deep 
for hours together.* 

We left Gopnuldea Tlianah soon after day light this 
morning, and are now froceedibg to RotUindie, were I 
hope to arrive early to-morrow ; on our passage through 
the Bytaghee and Durrundee creeks, some hundreds of 
people followed in boats and on the Mhiks, to whom we 
distributed near 300 Rupees in uyq^’ut the rate of eight 
annus each, with a few seers W rice which they seemed 
to pii*e more than the money. This is a strong proof of 
their great want of that essential article, indeed, t am at 
a loss to conceive how they preserved any quantity of 
grain or any thing else, wh*n not one hut* in one hundred 
Mood, though some 1 saw in wins h&d many large posts* 
but they all appeared to have been placed perpendicular, 
as they were sloped like a tuft of young bamboos in a 
hard squal, whereas had the same timber been judiciously 
applied, ’fs moie than prcbable these boosts would have 

Stood the tempest. . , 

lu my letter of the 20ih T apprised you of my having ap* 
piied to the Acting Collector of Buriisaulfor an advance of 
4,000 Rupees, which, together with the value of the 500‘ 
fliaunds of Cowries left in his chaige, \ hope to receive af. 
Roitundce, where it will enable us to distiibute some lelief 
to a considerable number in that quarter, yet as ail t can 
give will ouly be temporary, ! hope more effectual aid will 
be given to enable them to subsist two months more, whert 
such of the rice fields as have not been destroy* d will 
probably produce enough for the consumption of thd

I have the pleasure to apprise you ofl my arrival at Rot- 
tundie yesterday at 12 r. m. likewise of iny having; lectiv- 
rd 4000 Rupees on loau from the Acting Magistrate of 
Burrisaul, which will, I trust, enable me to alleviate the 
present wants of the sufferers in their neighbourhood, and 
I hope to have something to spare for those at Bowphul 
Thaunali, where great numbers are, I Understand, in and 
distress for means of subsistence I have therefore ap¬ 
plied to the Acting Magistrate td send 1,000 maunds of 
ltice to that Thannah, and propose proceeding there myself 
by the nearest small creeks, after leaving this place, which 
1 hope to do to-morK'w, as 1 do not anticipate a latge as¬ 
semblage here, owing boisterous wet weather, which 

deters the people from going far from their homes, nay in 
some quarters they cannot attempt it with salety in the few 
miserable Boats they have left. 1 had 200 maunds of Rice 
conveyed to this place in small Boats, and as I have in¬ 
timation from the Darogali at Bakurghunge that he woidd 
immediately purchase and dispatch 1,000 maunds to Go- 
pauldie Thannah, I hope to find it there to-morrow as also 
some of the lice Boats fiom Noacally, when I will send a 
further supply to Ca 2 &ul and such places as may be most 
in want. 

The Serjeant I sent in search of the Rice Boats found 
some of them at Dooneah Thandah where the Serjeant 
in charge of them, had landed 400 maunds of Rice, and 
distributed 300 maunds of it to the sufferers on the 23d 
instant, after which he was to proceed and land 30Q 
maunds more at Churr Patla, the small Island that had 
suffered so much on the west of Dekau Shabastpoor. A 
part of the Boats collected by Mr Parker for the convey¬ 
ance of the Rice had not arrived, as they were found on 
examination not to sea worthy, but others would imnie* 
diately be got, as Mr. Parker wrote me. 

The Serjeant who went to Cazaul with 60 maunds of Rice 
in a Row Boat and Paunsway, has just returned, and le- 
puits that he distributed it to 1174 people, including 174 
children, being little more than two seers to each, yet they 
were very thankful for it, and anxiously looked forward for 
a further supply, which shall be sent as soon as 1 can get 
a suitable Boat for its lonveyanfce; the Saugor Paunsway 
being often nearly swampt on ihfe pab’ffftge across, though 
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H bad only 30 maimds op board merely as ballast, as the 
above were not half the inhabitants of the Island, and they 
have occasionally no communication for ten days together'. 
It will be very desirable to send a good supply, as they may 
be left to their own. resources for a long period during ihi* 
boisterous season. 

It has rained so incessantly all day, that only a few 
hundred people has assembled from the immediate vicinity, 
I have therefore dismissed them with directions to come 
to-morrow morning, whAt I hope for better weather and $ 
considerable assemhlage^specially as I have apprised them 
that I cannot remain beyond to-morrow.

The vis. inertias derived from the climate, it is said, 
combined with the * f Argentifimes” which is but too fre¬ 
quently inherent in the individual, or imported along with

I5TORM tiNTHE GANGES.

Sir,— Ydtl Will no doubt have many account# of the 
dreadful Squalls and Storms We have had about this part 
of the rivet, but as I myself was an eye-witness of, and suf¬ 
ferer from one of the most severe tempests I havje ever ex¬ 
perienced in this country, you may perhaps find room foi 
a short description of it. 

I left Randali (from whence I am proceeding to Calcutta, V 
with my family on the afternoon of the 14th, and arrived 
at Buxar on theSSth 5 whteh^^t^^" a \^ Wage, 
consider'"*: ^i^dfhme force of the stream in our favor. 
We left Buxar the next morping* and from tl time to 
this I may say it has been onfe continual Storm, the eas¬

uovTbroke open the venetinhft, and rushed in uncontrolled, 
Md ws bett&nto consider that h would he most adviaaUe 
to wH the boat, and weather the Stoimon abore. W. 
wwe morc determined oa it, when tie Dandies mforined 
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tts that our Cook boat had already been dashed to piec¬ 
es. Upon sending a manotit we found there was a small 
village, consisting ofrfhree or four huts, at the distance 
of a quarter of a mile. We immediately landed, though 
with some difficulty, and proceeding along the shore up 
to our knees in mud and water, we met the wreck of the 
Cook boat, iri a small nmlah about 50 yards from the 
village, where to our gnst consolation we found all its 
passengers, happy that tley escaped an untimely death, 
and most of whom offered'to the river sacrifices of milk 
and herbs, in gratitude for tbeir preservation. The poor 
Maungee and Bandies, (who had all a share) moaned most 
piteously over the wreck of their boa^tlie whole night, 
and though they gave 80 Rupees for it when new, were 
content to take 5 Rupees from one of the villagers for the 
wreck. After wading through the nullah we proceeded to 
the village, and what might astonish admirers of the na¬ 
tive character, we were absolutely and resolutely refused 
a shelter from the storm. Not, however, much relishing 
the idea of spending the whole night in the open plaui, 
and having an infaut child and two females with me, I 
immediately thrust a hard-hearted rascal out of his hut, 
and we all went in and passed the remainder of the night 
in a most miserable hovel, indeed but yet better than com¬ 
plete exposure. We were in great distress for food and 
light, (the night being dreadfully dark) but which the 
hospitable inhabitants refused us, and asked us if we had any 
. reason .to expect any thing from them, after we had taken 
their hut from them. I considered the necessity of the 
case justified that violence. We had not been a quarter of 
an hour in tins hut, through the chopper of which the rain 
, poured in torrents, before a servant Came to inform us 
that another boat had been dashed to atoms by the violence 
of the waves dose to our Budgerow. You wilt hardly con¬ 
ceive our feelings at the moment, when 1 tell you that, a 
female relative was in another boat which had been 
separated from us in the course of the afternoon. 1 was 
preparing to sally fort#, when another man arrived and 
said it was a large Patella, laden with grain, and that the 
men on board were all saved. We were now expecting 
every minute to hear of the wreck of the Budge row, and 
■ Sent on board for a large supply of dry clothes and 
blankets. The country around us was a complete swamp, 
and the inundation fas gaining ground , with every 
breaker. To complete our distress, the village was im¬ 
mediately on the b anks, and there was no other but 
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'■ of’ any 'description within 5 ,koss ; while the howling 
and roaring of the winds and waves, .blended with the 
' piteou^dries of the shipwrecked Dandies who had, .lost 
*' their, lit tie ' all, conspired todepress owp hearts, with the 
.'deepest melancholy, and to impress us with a full, sense 
‘of our unhappy situation. Wewad' parted company with a 
lap£e Patella containing my hopse and several servants, and 
' began to be extremely fearful}) that it was lost, and were 
more confirmed in our fears ,o*; hearing that two men in 
a Dingee had endeavored in .vain, to reach our Budgerow. 
But in the morning we heard that it was perfectly safe, 
and that our relation's bqat had also weathered the storm 
with little mateMal injury. * About 2 o'clock in the morning 
the wind began-to abate, and by 6, we were able again to 
• tirust ourselves to the Budgerow. • As we returned ^to our 
boat, we saw many wrecks, and the dead body of a native 
r dashing ,against the shore.

The William Money, from England*, arrived at Madras 
on the 28th July. 

It rained very heavily during the night of Tpesday, 
J and almost the whole of yesterday was wet aiid drizly. 
We have heard Of no hcconnts respecting the state of 
Indigo from the up country sine*', our last notice on the 
-subject, and hope therefore, that in this instance—-no news 
—ds good news. 
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Twormore letters havebeeo received from IiIajar$TUAR-jy 
the active and humane agent of the Burrisaul Relief Com*; 
miftee. These letters bear date, the one Bowphul «Sttk r 
ultimo, and the other <jn board the Saugor Schooner 30th 
ultimo. They principally refer to the distriution of grainf 
and. money made by the writer among a multitudfe of the , 
suffering inhabitants assembled by previous notice; first, 
at Ruttundee, where aboil 5,141. men, women and chil¬ 
dren received-a dole j and scondly, on the eastern bank 
of the Bowphul river, whem alms were bestowed on about 
5000 souls. The eastern fide of the river was pitched 
upon because it afforded an open area, where, the appli¬ 
cants for relief could be more easily numbered. The 
total of inhabitants who shared pn these two occasions in 
the,-distribution of grain and money, anlounied, to up¬ 
wards of ten thousand. Many of these came from a dis¬ 
tance of 15 and SO miles, some of whom comprised the 
aged, the infirm, the blind, and children j a fact of 'it* 
self sufficient to demonstrate that it was no common pres¬ 
sure of distress which could prevail upon such to leave their , > 
distant homes for the purpose of receiving a scanty al¬ 
lowance of a Rupee or Eight Annas, and a few seers of 
rice each. Scanty as it was however, it must have been 
comparatively a most seasonable relief to the unfortunate 
creatures. 

Thus, (and as formerly stated,) have the funds raised 
in Calcutta been exhausted,—and thus has Major Stuart 
finished the good work upon which he entered with such 
philanthropic alacrity, and which unmindful of personal . 
trouble and exposure to inclement weather and. fatigue, 
he has conducted throughout with a compassionate zeal 
and judgement which reflect upon him the greatest honour. 

Notwithstanding what has been done, we fear that a 
great deal of want and distress still prevail in the Burrisaul 
district. The sums of money and quantities of grain dis¬ 
tributed, can afford only a very temporary measure of re¬ 
lief among a whole population, many of whom were pre¬ 
vented .by circumstance* from receiving any at all. In 
tke^rieighbourhood d/Etuttundee, we are told, that “ many 
melancholy marks of devastation still remain , such as the bodies 
of .people hanging on trees, the wreck of huts and houses in all 
directions, and many trees torn up by the roots , evidently by the 
violence of. the storm, with an intolerable stench from the ' 
quantities of ratten grain in every bazar, where galahs were 
keptr • 

From all that we can learn then, we should - not be at all 
surprised were we to hear a short time hence, that a pee- 
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tilence or Epidemic liad succeeded the effects of the late 
inundation, and the putrefaction of vegetable and animal 
matter which is consequence of it. 

■ ■* (* 

River navigation, it would appear, has been particu¬ 
larly dangerous this season. In a preceding page 
obliging correspondent has favored us with an account of 
a furious storm, in which he and hhs family were exposed to 
most serious inconvenience and peril. We fear that the 
same hurricane may have produce!! more fatal effects than 
are yet known: indeed, it is a'matter of surprise that 
accidents do not more frequently occur. From the des¬ 
cription of our correspondent we expect to hear of more 
misfortunes by and bye. It was reported, but we know not 
with what truth, that some boats belonging to the 59th 
had sunk. 

Oude, too, feels the power of the Press. It is said to 
be a powerful engine, and there can hardly be a greater 
proof of that potency than the morbid sensihility which the 
caustic application of Truth has produced upon the for¬ 
merly apathetic minds of the Lucknow Oracles. In a 
contemporary Journal of Tuesday last the 6th instant, a 
paper appeared, which was intended by the author to be 
an elaborate defence of the Government of Oude. That 
paper is so palpably the production of a Native, that it 
was hardly necessary to place ihe word Translation at 
the bead of it. If it is not the composition of the Minister 
himself, it must have been written by a zealous friend or 
flatterer of his. Concerning the worthy Vizier we are 
told that “ he is by the favor of God, both wise and 
prudent." If he is so, it is what he much requires with 
such an awfully responsible charge as he is represented to 
hold—for we are informed by his Lucknow Eulogist, 
“ that he has the sole management of the affairs of the 
Sircar!" Here is a^confession ! The sole management 
of the affairs of the Gufcar! ! We long ago suspected as 
much. It turns out then, as we had previously been in¬ 
structed, that His Majesty the Kihg^f Oude is the next 
thing to a cypher— -for the Minister has the sole ma¬ 
nagement of the affairs of the Sircar." It is evident from the 
perusal of the document alluded to, that there is a very sore 
feeling in the mind of the Minister, and in the minds of 
bis friends respecting the hints thrown out about the low¬ 
ness of Agameer’s origin. Had his Highness conducted 
himself with proper humility after ids elevation j .—had lie 
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stood by the side of the Prince Royal with a less of¬ 
fensive obtrusiveness of demeanour j — had he, in short, 
been less of the upstart and more of the gentleman,*— 
the bowlings about his origin would not have been so vividly 
remembered. However much the writer of the silly de¬ 
fence, which is the subject of our present cursory notice, 
may plume himself upon the circumstance of his local ac¬ 
quaintance and his juup, position to the Minister, we will 
tell him that we have Sen in Lucknow—-that we had our 
eyes and ears about us-»and that the Minister seemed any 
thing hut beloved among the people. Nay, we will go 
further, and assert that he was most unpopular, some 
would say detested, but that is a termrwe do not like to 
use. . 

The writer of the'defence, quite writated, turns round 
upon those who have presumed to write upon the affairs 
of Oude, (ourselves no doubt included.) and angrily 
asks: “ Of what concern can it be to such men, whether 
the kingdom is well or ill governed ?” !! ! ! Oh the bright 
one ! This is just the question which of all others we 
should have supposed the Destinarian slave of a despotic 
government to put. It is just what we are to expect from 
the profound casuist, who deems all riches and worldly 
honors to be immediately derived from the Almighty, 
and of course to be signs of his favor and vice versa. Per¬ 
haps to the novice in philanthropy, who could put 
such un unfeeling question as the one observed upon, it 
would be idle to quote the celebrated sentiment of 
a warm hearted Pagan — Homo sum nihil a me 
alienum puto. This, in fact, is but another form of 
that sublime command given by the author of our 
holy religion— Love thy neighbour as thyself. Even a 
well written history shall rouse the passions; though the 
incidents of records, and the persons whom it comme¬ 
morates, have ceased to exist. The sympathy that kindles 
at the touch of the Historic Muse, is ever ready to be 
called into action by living nature. The teeling, or 
rather the impulse, that causes an Englishman to leap 
into the waves far«the purpose of rescuing a drowning 
fellow creature /(no matter whether he ever knew hinj 
before or not) from death, also impels him to express 
aloud his sentiments of scorn and indignation whenever 
he hears of oppression and tyranny. It matters not where 
the scene of oppression or mischief is laid—it signifieth 
not an atom whether its victim be a Deist or Atheist—a 
Christian or Jew—a Musselui an or Hindoo, He is a Man, 
and the noble, the sublime sentiment is alive in his 
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bfeAst. -■ Homo sum;nihil a me alienum puto. I am ; a haw,

to mb ! We dwell longer upon the sentence quoted than 
some may allow is necessary. Let such remember that it 
forms the rule of conduct of the majority of the natives 
of Hiadoostan. We may create smile by the'frankness 
of our declaration, but we have no hesitation in saying that 
the adage, “ every man for himsef^Ood for us all" ap¬ 
pears to be something more than ajunere proverb among 
the orientals. It is a rule of life—a command and a guide 
of ^conduct. So much in a cursory way for that. 

r ‘ Because a person was formerly destitute of riches 
" and was of no respectability, but is now through the 
*' favor of the Almighty raised to prosperity and honor, 
is it therefore necessary that men' should speak ill of 
“ him or envy his fortune We answer the Lucknow 
casuist—Certainly not 5 .but if the person so raised should 
forget in the wantonness of prosperity the lowliness of hia 
outset in life, the memories of his contemporaries become 
exceedingly retentive - } and what assuming insolence con¬ 
veniently forgets, is provokingly remembered by un¬ 
presuming worth. The " principles of resurrection," as 
the Marquess of Londonderry has it, are so powerful in 
the"human mind, that, as far as regards the memory 
of injuries, or weaknesses, they throw out a power of 
blossom and life, which is exceedingly provoking to 
those who would rather see every faculty of soul an¬ 
nihilated, than that their own wild follies should be held 
in remembrance. 

However much his eulogist may insinuate to the con¬ 
trary, we can tell him, nevertheless, that no sensible man 
envies, or can envy, the situation of the Minister. The 
Peasant has the comfort when he lays down his wearied 
bead, to be pretty certain that he shall raise it again from 
the pillow of rest, without a chance of the seyniiter of 
despotism, or, as our Lucknow Casuist would consider 
it, ; Providence cutting off.

which when ultimately transmitted to the Presidency,

own expence, under the supeuntendence of the Medicuf 
Board, or of such gentlemen of the profession lesident in 
Calcutta as would undertake the tasic of superintending* 
the press on the joint requisition of the whole or greater 
number of Medical Officeis in a Dv'ision. 

The plan certainly appears practicable and advantageous. 
“ But there are some, I make no dpubt, (tho* \ trust not 
et many) who are unwilling to divert themselves of that in- 

dolence and apathy of character they may have con- 
“ traded, and who will ask the question-—what repons 
“ or essays can L'pinish yvortliy of accord or publication i 
“ there are few $i<v in the Corps or station I am attache^ 
“ to, and these labouring under ordinary diseases of every 
** day occurrence, and withall there is such similarity ir^ 
“ the lew Indian diseases lobe met with, the cure of windy 
“ is so well known, that really I do not know what I can 
“ communicate worthy of value.’* I have anticipated tliiq 
objection, and shall endeavo’ur to repel it. 1 would reply 
to such a man by asking him the question—Have you not 
repeatedly, in the course of your professional dulies, seen 
many rare and interesting cases, which excited new ideas 
on the nature and cure of certain diseases, but which 
from not having recorded in writing, you have now onlv an 
imperfect recollection of, which you deeply regret, his 
the fullest and most complete knowledge of the nature 
and treatment of these every day diseases that is particular¬ 
ly required, as many deaths daily occur from our ignorance 
of these diseases, while uncommon cases and unnatural 
diseased appearances, such as monsters and the like, are of 
rare occurrence, only fit to gratify curiosity, and in no way 
calculated to improve the science of medicine. 

The duties of a scientific Physician comprehend not only 
the cure but the prevention,, of diseases, the latter being 
a species of knowledge acquired and formed on a general 
acquaintance with external phenomena, natural and arti¬ 
ficial :—hence the important branches^nf Meteorology and 
Medical Topography fall necessarily and directly within 
the line of medical etoservation and application in practice. 
It h matter of astoniAhmeftt and wonder, that while the 
medi' al works of the day periodically published in Eng¬ 
land, exhibit, the results of our Army and Navy Surgeons* 
attentions to these objects, in the West holies and Ame¬ 
rica, in Spain, the Mediterranean, andealmost all places in 
the globe, where the exigencies of the state have required 
diem, - a niaiked indifference or uoa*attention to them have 

L 
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been evinced by the Medical Department in India, parti¬ 
cularly in Bengal. The reports on the Epidemic fever of 
Coimbatore, drawn up by order of the Madras Government 
—the account of the Seringapatam fever by Nieve—and of 
that of Guzerat by Mjp Gibson,—in addition to the Cholera 
reports of each Presidency^-are certainly exceptions; these 
however are but partial as to place and time, while th-e 
direct influence of the government must be particularly 
admitted in relation to the|eports of Cholera since the publi¬ 
cation of which it seems to have fallen into their usual le¬ 
thargic torpor in the Bengal side of India. 

. What little Topographical information we possess, on the 
various provinces subject to the Bengal Gayernraent, have 
been chiefly acquired by Military menJfeither in com¬ 
mand of troops, of employed in the Siidfeyor or Quarter¬ 
master General’s Department, by Gentlemen employed in 
Embassies or residing at foreign Courts, but in no One in¬ 
stance I am aware of, by Medical men. Every Medical 0di¬ 
cer on this Establishment of 8 or 10 years service, has either 
had opportunities of furnishing such details, fiom being 
long fixed at certain Civil stations, the country and dis¬ 
trict around which they are intimately acquainted with—or 
from marching in a series of years as Surgeons of Battalions 
from station to station, throughout these vast countries. 
Jt is evident that certain districts and military stations 
are more unhealthy than others, that the causes of such 
can be traced to locality, or to some peculiarity of situation 
in relation to jungles, stagnant waters, want of cultivation, 
elevation of the country, hills, mountains, and the like 
—for it is an assumed axiom, that certain causes operating 
or produced under the influence of specific circumstances 
■will produce certain effects in all parts of the world. Such 
have been observed and elucidated in relation-tQ the pro¬ 
duction of disease in Europe, aud in the Western hemis¬ 
phere, but in this country we look in vain for any such inves¬ 
tigations. ft 'would therefore be more creditable to th« 
Bengal Medical Staff, were they to direct their attention 
to ‘hose useful pursuits; and. in addition to their *tor4 
of surgical instruiprffts pnd medicines, to furnish them¬ 
selves with a few articles of philosophical apparatus, as 
would facilitate their acquisition of the knowledge expected 
of them. A small pocket compass, for'observing.!he course 
of winds; & good thermometer, with barometer, and ihe 
junction attached ; a piuvimeter or glass graduated cylin¬ 
drical vessel for measuring the quantity of rain and eva¬ 
poration j a eudrimeur and other vessels for examining 
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ijtjprtim of air, would cost but little money, and in their appli¬ 
cation and use have a constant source of elegant amuse¬ 
ment atid entertaining medical research. It fs not a dry detail 
of meteorological facts and observations, Such as the ranges 
6f the thermorrieter and baromeleV tHfafc can be practically 
useful; but the influence of such iti the production of diseases 
or indiseases, which accruing fr'ow other causes, may con¬ 
tinue during their agency and influence. Since medical 
men in other parts of the world h^ve accomplished much in 
these particulars, both with honor to themselves and utility 
to the best interests of society, in climates equally baneful 
to European constitutions under all the usual privations of 
wat,—why should any difficulty occur in the Medical esta¬ 
blishments Of lnol* in times of profound peace, in climates 
naturally good, and when comfortable and at ease, with 
abundance of time in their hands. 

By a combined regularity of system, amass of topo¬ 
graphical and Meteorological information might be in this 
manner collected, in addition to that science, strictly medi¬ 
cal, the advantages of which, while it would confer much 
honor on the Medical department, would make the real 
and actual state of India much better known than it is j 
and, above alt other considerations, lead to an immense sav¬ 
ing of human life. A knowledge of the actual state of 
countries in regard to the production of health and dis- 
e.ise, is a subject of the first moment to Military as well 
as to Medical men; it is worthy of encouragement fiom 
every Government, and I hope ere long, will attract atten¬ 
tion in Bengal. When the extent of woods and jungle 
marches, waste and uncultivated lands, properties of waters, 
prevailing winds and rains, variations of temperature, alti¬ 
tude of places above the surface of the ocean, and many 
such peculiarities, are observed by Medical men,—those 
who have the direction of aff&iis in the marches and halts 
of Armies, the positions Selected for fixed encampments, the 
suites of barracks arfft hospitals, &c, &c. will not. disdain 
their advice or treat it with contempt, which can scarce 
be wondered at under present circnjpslances, when such 
total want of attention to these objects is so uniformly 
manifested by Medical men, and of which Military Com¬ 
manders have evinced their perception by never consult¬ 
ing them on any of the above questions, and which is 
the cause of every cantonment, station, Hospital and Mi¬ 
litary Fort in the country being placed in the very worst 
possible situation. It is such mental occupation that 1 con¬ 
sider worthy of the attention of Medical men in India, and 
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»t duties, for which they are tn every 
pther would it be, unworthy of them 
.edge of the various branches of Na¬ 
gy, botany and geology) which in this 
country are vei ™ u«eir iafancy, and highly interesting to 
Science at large, Ibe^mparutiv* anatomy of Indian 
animals is yet scarcely beW; the varrous jegetab c sub¬ 
stances in application to dief, to, medicine,, and the arts very 
imperfectly known; the state, of horticulture and agriculture 
extremely rude ; the cultivation of sugar, coffee, and cot¬ 
ton and other valuable articles, indigenous or exotic, care¬ 
lessly attended toby the indolent and superstitious natives, 
though perfectly understood in Amenca/nd in the West, 
and which rival the prodOcUons of IndiaAn the maikels of 
Europe, more from the mode of cultivation than any specific 
difference of quality.* The diseases incident to those use¬ 
ful animals, the Elephant, the Camel, and the Horse, and 
which are indispensihle attendants on Our armies, have 
not hitherto been attended to, and which jt is the ‘"terest 
both of Government and individuals to conduct and con¬ 
stitute one department of laudable study, worthy the time 

and attention of our Surgeons. . , **•

On thiB information a great number of Blacks were taken 
up in Town, and tlie Soldiers marched out to disperse those on the 
mountain. The next day Detachments were formed in all quarters 
for pursuing the fugitives and a reward offered of 1000 Dollars for 
the head of the Chief, of 500 for 2nd Chief, and 60 Dollars for 
each ot the gang. They are nearly all brought in, and the Court 
is-siMing since Sunday last to ivy them. It was believed, that a 
Madagascar prince, who was exiled to this place by the King of 
that I~land was the leader, because he was among them^-but it 
falls out from the examinations before the Court, that the Plot was 
hatched fay a Creole who is ( hief of a Detachment going in pursuit 
ei.M avoons for the sake of making a fin tune—he used the fellow, 
who gave information as bis tool, be (bis black) arranged all matteifi 
between the Prince and the Blacks, all of whom are Malagasses— 
hg provided them with food and some Anns, and be pointed out 
the wajs and means for a general insurrection.

Mr. Fergussom then rose and said, that he felt himself called

sick by the motion of the ground.

From Dacca we learn that the Assamese had withdrawn 
their forces from the H. C. frontier. It is supposed th^y 
were apprehensive of a severe handling from the troops 
which they heard were to be collected upon that point. 

From Allahabad, we learn that the River 'had risen so 
much on the 27th ultimo, as to threaten destruction to the 
lower parts of the town. Providentially the water fell in 
*21 hours and had not risen since. The fall of raip since 
we last heard from our Correspondent in that quarter, has 
been prodigious. The fleet with the 59th Regiment on 
board, was passing the station when our Correspondent 
was writing.

We have received files of (’ape papers up to the 18th of 
May, and lia'c seen letters from that Colony of a stiil 
later date. The Fame, before she reached the Cape, had 
met with dreadful weather off the coast. A letter of the 
-22d May, mentions the arrival of the. Kingston in Simon’s 
Bay, after having experienced \ery bad weather also. 

A scarcity ol grain prevailed at the Colony, in conse¬ 
quence of the corn crops having nearly failed for two suc¬ 
cessive years. No 'cry flattering prospect appeared of 
the ensuing harvest pro' ing more bountiful than the last. 
Good Mongy Rice was selling at 35 Rix Dollars the bag 
of 2 niaunds, and Patna, -there was no doubt, would be 
4 or 5 higher, but there was none in the market. Oh 
the morning of the 23d May, the price of wheat in the 
market was 40 Rix Dollars the maund of 1-80 lbs. These 
prices are unusual! y high, and not to be calculated upon 
rin the event of large importations. With respect to the 
ensuing harvest, even should it escape the blight or 
mildew which destroyed the crops of the two last seasons, 
it can only be a scanty one. At the dispatch of the let¬ 
ters cited, there was not see.i corn in the Colony sufficient 
far the farmers to sow the usual extent of soil with. 
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, Takirig all theafe cifcutnataircesr into consideration, the 
Cape may be deenfed a fair field for moderate speculation 
in grain. We trust that relief may be afforded by various 
hands, so as to prevent an improper monopoly. It is re¬ 
quisite to add, that a very small supply of wheat was 
expected from England, and of rice from Irnlia. f)ur Au¬ 
thorities also mention, that hope* were entertained of an 
active and beneficial trade being established between the 
Colony and America. . Tlve American ship Lion after dis¬ 
posing of a general cargo in the Cape market, sailed 
again direct to Boston with a full cargo of Cape and East¬ 
ern produce. She was expected to return in 5 or & 
months, when many others, it was hoped, would ac¬ 
company her. These ships will, hi all likelihood, load 
partly with flour, which should not be forgot by persons- 
who may be inclined to speculate in Cape supplies here* 

We have given place to a Proclamation of the Cape Go¬ 
vernment, permitting foreigners to bond their produce and 
manufactures for exportation under certain restriction^ 
which by good judges upon the sjiot is thought calcu¬ 
lated to produce favorable results to the Colony, as it pro¬ 
mises to afford' an opening to a Trade with America and the- 
Continent of Europe, making the Cape a general dcpbC 
between the great American and Indian Continents.

sent there by Mr. Newnham, with strict orders to allow no¬ 
thing to he removed from the placed One Barfield (a 
Coachman of Raveatreroft , 8) Wns fimpowejed to take pos¬ 
sessionby a letler,(prod^c«d kaavidence) signed by the 
Defendant; who desired him to ¥ 4nke possession; and 
take c«Te that no breach of the peace was committed’' 
—like a seditious libel {the Counsel observed)> concluding 
, with (< God save the King!” ^ ,.t ' ■ .» 

In this work of spoliation, ooeSraggs, a Writer of .Mr. 
Newnham’s, and pne Woollands, a 1 person in Mr; Smith’s 
employ, took a pan with Bayfield. But when . Mr. Smith 
neat day (the 12th Nov.) saw the south gate of the Factory 
fixed up with planks, he caused his people to break them 
down; whereupon this Woollands—this Judas who had 
fed on Mr* %nith, sent intimation of this breach bf the 
.peace (it was’ called?) to Mr. Newnham, The Plaintiff, 
who although a little man, has a large spirit, was not 
to be daunted even with his own servants rebelling against 
him; indignant at these proceedings he; attacked,, knocked 
down dr disarmed the 12 Chowkeedars wito had been 
placed as a guard over him by Mr. Newnham. The latter 
. on the other hand was highly offended ypith the Jsmedar, 
Emambux, who commanded these guatffklbr allowing them 
lo be beaten, and therefore placed another (Mohan Sing,) 
who he supposed perhaps would giw* battle morecourage- 
ously.. t . . ■ .. ■' 

The PlaintiiT then stuped 3 or 6 days, hoping to ob¬ 
tain redress, from the Magistrates, of CaWnpoor, to whom 
.he made application for that effect, %tjt without any suc¬ 
cess. (However the learned Counsel , did riot mean to 
- impute any blame to them,- as die . circumstances were ina- 
perfectly known.).. Mr.Smith their proceeded * to' Chow- 
dfi spoor factwy.were he received. %Otters from the De- 
* fendant of a similar tenor SS l^fore, anillte again* returned 
4 to Cawnpoor about the 29th of "With him 

property to a large amount; and found thePebhs sen 
by Mr. Newnham still in possession ofhispreraMes.—-Nex t 
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morning: (the SOtb^owmber,) ■> Mr. ftay^sbroft' hhaself 
entered the*Fuctory vifcTiaidls, and if what tb$ witness¬ 
es stale'be true, M*. Smith lyas most unhumanly treated. 
Mr. Ravenseroft forced his way into Mr, Smith's 1 Bun¬ 
galow, , into the rods Where lie was sleeping, dragged hint 
fiont his bed; end beet him till the blood gushed from his 
nose and ears and he became senseless. “ 2 (said the learn¬ 
ed Counsel, roused to indignation) would not have expected 
this of Ravensot’oft; and no provocation he could have re¬ 
ceived can excuse so disgraceful, So inhuman an outrage ” 
Mr. Ravenseroft then pressed into his service all the 
hackeries and. coolies that could be found, who were col¬ 
it oted together in great numbers^ and he thus swept the 
premises of everjf thihg; a work in which they- were, not¬ 
withstanding their numbers, engaged many successive days, 
not less than 8 or 10. Every thing they carried- away; not 
only goods, furniture, but the articles for Mr. Smith’s pri¬ 
vate and personal, use; tables, chairs, pictures, shawls, 
dresses, books—the .Family'Bible itself, even Mrs Smith’s 
curling irons! How (he ask£d) could Ravenseroft be a te¬ 
nant in common (if such were’ the plea set up,) in such 
things as these—curling irons, whips, spurs, &c ? As to 
the value of the personal property, the Plaintiff's house 
was furnished out, as would appear from the evidence of 
the servants as well as'gentlemen who 1 ad 'visited him, 
in a stile of magnificence, of which we in Calcutta have 
no conception. Mr. Smith had bought and amassed im¬ 
mense property as appeared by the Auction Bills and 
Merchants’ receipts. This very property was sold by Bay- 
field the Defendant’s agent, at could be prOved by the 
Auction Catalogue ; this man haying cleared the premises 
and disposed off the property for the sake of the Commis¬ 


sion. 

The Auction Catalogue was produced * and the sale of 
some of the Articles of Mr. Smith’s furniture also proved by 
witnesses', and it was contended, that as these things were 
seized by Mr. ‘ Newnham, and carried away entirely from 
Mr. Smith, and sold, into whomsoever^ possession they 
might ultimately come, Mr. Newnham must be answerable 
for the whole. .Letters were read which had been address¬ 
ed by the Defendants in their character of Trustees, to the 
Plaint'ff, calling upon him to,ex plain what right he had in 
the p operty.; and that empowering Bayfield to take posse s. 
si n of it; andMr-^attGOsspw contended that although 
i e tatter might have gone beyond his commission; yet ihe 
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Defendants, at least Mr. ftfewohaih, ,must be. responsible 
for ail his acts. The ,learned Counsel thought it ft trespass 
of a flagrant nature and wholly without excuse. It was bad 
enough for-Mr. Raveuscroft to be engaged illicitly in trade 
and neglecting his duty to • the Companyhis. great em- 
. burrassmeats ..however might ha ve#d riven him to try this 
mode of retrieving himself; but there was nothing whatever 
to extenuate his harsh conduct to the Plaintiff; no excuse 
for forcibly and illegally carrying away his property; nor 
for the cruel treatment to which he subjected him. The 
Plaintiff thus abused and beaten, plundered of all he had 
and reduced to beggary, was obliged .to go before a ma¬ 
gistrate in the same clothes with the marks of violence 
about him. What redress did he obtain ? This was a mat¬ 
ter not now before the Court, but it was a shame to the 
c mntry if such acts of spoliation and, violence could be com¬ 
mitted with impunity ; but the.Plaintiff', now came for jus¬ 
tice to his Lordship’s bar, where he hoped for that re¬ 
dress be could not elsewhere obtain. 

A number of witnesses were then examined for the 
Plaintiff:— Thomas Bra&gs, a person who had been in 
the service of Mr. Newnham and was sent as an Inter¬ 
preter along with Bayfield, when the latter was empowered 
to take possession of Mr. Smith’s premises. 

Thkbka, a Native Cook of Mr. Smith’s, proved Bavfi'dd 
end Braggs coming on the 11th November with 10 Chow- 
feedars and taking possession, declaring it was by Mr. 
Newnham and Major Cunliffe’s orders; that Mr. Newnham 
himself came some days after and ordered Kassinanth, a 
bricklayer, to be beaten, for assisting Mr. Smith in burst¬ 
ing open the doors which had been fastened up; and M r. 
RavenscrofYs coming on the 30th and beating the Plaintiff 
and causing others to do so.— Meer Lall, a Hindoo 
Moonshee, corroborated live above and provdd that the 
Plaintiff made application -to the Kotwal for redress, 
without effect; also proved the existence of the Plain¬ 
tiff’s property of great value, furniture, carriages, 
horses, dec. (among the horseswas Tom Thumb, Which is 
supposed to have been Mr. Smith’s favorite.)-- Su maid a n, 
the Plaintiff s Surdar fearer, confirmed the above. 

SECOND DAY. 

The examination of the Plaintiff’s witnesses was conti¬ 
nued: -James Dohav, son of Mr. Duhan, Merchant, 
Cawnpoor; Lieut. John Shipp of H. M. 87th Regimpnt 
deposed particularly to the Plaintiff’s property, his large 
^ puichases in Cawnpoor, &c.— Ruttoo, a Hindoo the 
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Plaintiff's cook;—T. P. Vaqveun* Musician and Cabinet¬ 
maker, who had been several times in Mr. Smith's employ; 
G. H. Carter, who had been in the employ of John Hay, 
Merchant at Cawnpoor; James Dick, Apothecary in the 
30th N. I.; Ciias. Aimsustus Nicol, Merchant in Calcutta. 
We shall give the evidence of the latter at length as a spe¬ 
cimen very characteristic of the rest. 

Mr. C. A. Nicoll , Examined by Mr. Mafnell. 

1 am slightly acquainted with Mr. Smith : our acquaint¬ 
ance commenced in the year 1818—I have seen both the 
Factories — The Cotton Factory might be worth about 
15,000 Rupees, and the other in which. Mr. Smith resided 
at Cawnpore about 20,000. 

I have dined and supped in Mr. Smith's House.—The 
Furniture was very costly, 1 mean such as was displayed 
there. The Articles were a great deal jumbled together 
like goods in the Auction Room, some actually having 
tickets upon them.—He shewed me when I dined wiih him 
a small quantity of his Plate* a couple of Organs and a 
number of Musical Instruments.—1 saw no Jewellery ex¬ 
cept that worn by the Nautch Girls \yho were present* 

1 really can't say what was the value of the Furniture, 
Plate, &c.. in Mr. Smith's House," it is impossible to make a 
calculation—1 left Cownpore between the 10th and 20th 
January, 1820—Whilst at Mr. Smith’s house, I lecolleefc 
his shewing me some papers.—There was an Agreement or 
paper purporting to be made by Mr. Ravenscroft,. and, as 
Mr. Smith said, given by that Gentlemen to him.—1 re¬ 
collect 5 per cent for Commission being named and an 
allowance for travelling expenccs.— I saw no other “ agree¬ 
ment.” Mr. Ravenscrolt’s name was attached to the paper; 
but 1 cannot gav whether or not it was his signature. 

Cross-Examined by Mr. Advocate General. 

1 first became acquainted with Mr. Smith iu the latter 
end of 1817, or the beginning of 1818. 

Mr. Advocate Gr.NF.RAE—Did you not hear of Ra- 
Vcinsoroft’s having oiigmally taken Mr. Smith by the hand 
and raised him from beggary 

Mr. Nicoi.l— 1 did not hear it then, but I afterwards did. 

M r. Advocate Gen era i,.—Did not Smith tell you that 
he and itavei.scroft, would “ drive the world before them? ' 
Mr. Nicoi.l. —No, I did not hear him say exactly that , 
but he threatened to ‘ stop the Company” (great laughter.} 
Mr. Feiig csaoH.—Why in that case my Learned Friend, 
the Advucute General;* would lose his Salary. 
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Mr. Advocate General.— And so would you. 

Mr. Njcoll. —It was after dinner that tins agreement 
with the other papers were shewn to me, but as the organs 
which moved by clockwoik at this time were in full play 
ami the Nantch Girls 'lancing, andpgreat confusion around 
me, I could give but little attention to their contents. 

Plaintiff's Witnesses — continued. 

Davit) Ronald, Merchant; James Wheatley, J. L. 
Jones, Theekn(iUe 1st witness) being lecalled, proved 
that 5 chests or boxes were earned from the Factory the 
morning after Mr. Ncvvnham waited it, taken io Mr. Jones, 
and that t'my were brought buck equally heavy before Mr. 
Ravensci oil’s spoliation. 

THIRD DAY. 

The evidence for the Plaintiff was resumed. Thomas 
Braggs lecnlltd, deposed to the hand-writing of certain 
docmmnfs George Chisholm, Esq. Merchant in Calcutta 
and paitmr with Mr. Hay at Cawnpore, deposed as to the 
pincha*'* mode by Mr. Smith ftom his Paitnei, amounting 
to 11,000 Rs Mr. JMactier then rea l rename •rrrspondence 
tlm* passed between the Plaintiff and Defendants and 
Mi. Jones, about the time of ihesc owuirenccs A Bill 
of SJe, foi the most part in Mr. Bayfield's hand-wi,rint?, 
was produced and several of the articles contained in ii wie 
cicaily indentified to be those of the Plaintiff, ft i. 1 < r- 
g’lssun then closed his case, which he resit d on this ba--is. 
It appears (he observed) viewing ihe whole as one trespa s, 
tliat a pei >on of the name of Bayfield was cmpoweied by 
the Defendents to take possession of the prcptriy, which 
he did; and kept possossion lill Mr, llavcnscroft nine with 
their knowledge and concurrence, and cunied it off; after 
which this same Bayfield, the Defend mis' avowed agent, 
sold this M.*ry property, hv winch nm.ms ir nevei from the 
moment, thev had siezed it icturned to the Plaintiff's pos- 
sessioo ; and the Defend mts must not only bo accountable 
fur the deeds of their Agi nl Barfield, even altho* he might 
have exceeded his ..-ifhuiirv l but also for Ruvenscrofi’s act 
of spoliation, since having taken possession of the Plain¬ 
tiff's pioportv ttiey were bound to restore it to him safe ai,/l 
sound, or indemnifv him for all and every loss it sustain* d. 

The ADVOCATE GENERAL in lising to dclcnd his 
Clo uts, Mr. Newnham and Major Cunliffe, had great satis¬ 
faction in observing, that the.v had no personal interest 
in the transactions which had led to this litigation; if 
responsible at all for what had bee*ti done (which he denied) 
it was a mere legal responsibility, anil involved in it no de- 
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grpp of moral blame. [The Judge on the Bench expressed 
1 ms A' - .nt to this obversation—and was confident no one 
could impute to them anv thing J ke an improper motive,] 
Out of friendship for Mr. Ravenscroft (the learned Gen¬ 
tleman continued) thev had involved themselves in a wot Id 
of trouble and anxiAy : out of pure kindness to him and 
a regard to his famil«, the only object they could possibly 
have to accompli*’-, they took upon themselves the cha¬ 
racter of Trustees, with a view to relieve him from his 
embarrassments. From his statement of his own affairs, it 
appealed to them, that if they could collect certain pro¬ 
perty which they believed to be his. and which had 
In en created by money improperly taken from the pub¬ 
lic funds, they might. enable him to retrieve his affairs 
and make up his defalcations to the Company, and 
also re-cue his nroprrty from the fangs of those who 
taking advantage of his necessities encouraged him in his 
crrois, and hoped to enrich themselves by his peculations. 
Such were the motives of his Clients; and against Major 
Cnnjiffti at least there was not the shadow of evidence, and 
no trespass could be made out against cither, A letter was 
signed empowering Bayfield to take possession, but it is 
evident that Mr. Smith si ill retained the command of ins 
pronertv hv hi* carrying away six chests and bringing them 
buck; and having Ins donts opened, merely by the assistance 
of liis Dm wan. Mr. Ncwnham's object, in sending the 
Chmvkeed-t'S wan evidently to protect it ag.inst others, not 
to injuiP Mr. Smith. As Mr. Ravenscrofl's situation was 
pvecanou'i, and drills and warrants were impending ov- r 
him, and the Defendants were anxious to protect the pro¬ 
perty, which they had had a right to do as Trustees of 
Ravenscroft, arid therefore absolute proprietors or tenants 
in common with Mr. Smith, who was perhaps more propt r- 
Jy only a reliant at will. No two thing-, could be more 
A fferent in character than llie prudent measures adopted 
bv Mr. Newnbani, and the irruption of Ravens-’roft cm the 
30ih of November ; the latter was evidently the act, of a 
person enraged at another whom he now thought the cause 
of his ruin “ I (said the A. G.) don’t defend los conduct 
jn bialing and maltreating Mr. Smith ; he h.wl no rialit to 
do so ; hut,l view it, us tlie natural effect, of human feelines 
when wroutrbt upon bv great wrongs, from a person in 
whom he nad confided both his property and Ins Iwnoi.”— 
As soon as the defalcation to a large amount was known to 
Government, Mr. Katpmscrolt was suspended (on the l(Jila 
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Nov.) Mr. Rarenscrofthad transferred his property to Mr, 
Newnluiiu and Major Cunliffe about the 1st of that month t 
but he now thought it would be better to get the whole 
property into his own h inds, and therefore broke forth of a 
sudden and captured all he could without accounting to 
them as he was m law and in duty bound to do. To go 
back to the origin of these transactions when Mr. Ravens- 
or oft entered upon the Cawnpore Collectorship in 1818*19, 
he was very much involved by his extiavagant way of life. 
Some persons put it into his head that there were mines of 
gold in the shape of Saltpetre, Cotton and Indigo Concerns; 
and he immediately resolved to embrace them to relieve 
his difficulties, as well as feed that affluence which it ap¬ 
pears custom had rendered almost necessary to his existence. 
At this time Siuhh fell in with him* and by fostering his 
hopes, and promising him mountains of wealth, he launch¬ 
ed linn into immense speculations. R&venscroft like the Al¬ 
chemist in the play ruined himseif by trying to find out the 
secret of creating gold. Smith like Doustersv/ivel in the 
novel of the Antiquary played uponhis hopes, and wrought 
him to his purpose with extiavagant expectations. He m 
one letter pursuades him that in two years he would make 
two large foitunes ! Strange as it may seem to persons who 
can calmly exercise their judgment, desperate men will listen 
to such insidious advisers who prey upon their distresses 
and under the pretence of leading them out, plunge them 
siill deeper in the miie. Ravenscrolt was at last convin¬ 
ced this man was abusing his confidence, deluding and 
chea ing him at every hand ; but after involving himself 
so far he h.*<l not courage to stop. In one year ( 1818 — 
18*9) his out-lay in these concerns amounted to above ten 
lakhs of rupees. But Mr. Smith rendered his accounts with 
great difficulty, and many of the letters of Ravensrroft 
urge him to a settlement; when rendered, there appear 
only large totals, without the articles and prices being spe¬ 
cified ; besides most extravagant charges for this Smith's 
petsonai expences. We have items of 97,129 rupees for 
sundry Factory expences, &c. 46.58.5 rupees for advances 
on account of (.howdriapoor Indijto Factory, Arc. and Mr. 
Havenscroft is charged with 500 rupees for a buggy and 422 
rupees for shawls, neckcloths, Ac. which last appears to 
have been resisted. This Smith—this Dousterswivel, as if 
realty acting a character in a novel, always affects an epithet 
when he writes: sometimes he is “ The Grateful Smith" 
sometimes the “ faithful Smith the “ Sincere Smith ” 
or the “ Fuiihlul Little Smith." He tlius insinuates himself 
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Into the confidence of hie patron; he bide him trust in hint 
only, and all will he well He was afraid Ravenscroft 
should listen to the wholesome advice of others who might 
open his eyes to the delusions practised upon lum. 11 Trust 
to me alone (says he in one of his Letters) and wealth 
will flow in like dirA” Yes, there were two others in whom 
he wished him to trusft—Jomee Lall and Girdliares Lall, 
Sirkars, whose credit he first supported as his own, and 
will not allow them to be doubted ; but when 't suits his 
own purpose or he can no longer conceal it, he afterward* 
pietends to have discovered that they cheated Ravenscroft 
out of 80,000 rupees. The whole of Smith’s letters show 
a perfect system of imposition on one person or another. 
S mietimea he is coaxing Ravenscroft to get money out of 
him, feeding him with extravagant hopes of profit; at other 
limes setting him on ways and means of cheating others. 
ISu, i, is the strain of bis letters : ‘ There will be 7 lukhs 
and thousand of clear profit ; now is the time or never 
to make a foitune; every day is so manv thousands lost. 
'!o accomplish all this I only want two or three Lakhs moie. 
Do send me a little more money. Do not forget my 
abilities in Indigo: trust in me." This Dousterswivei is 
perfectly well aware where the money is to come fioin; but 
he says “Never mind; 1 will i-iii-lack,’’ knowing it to 
be the Company’s money. 

Amon 1 * the persons whom Ravenscroft induced to ad¬ 
vance monev to assist, in copying on his schemes was 
the House of Cruttenden and Co. who unfortunately con¬ 
tinued tlieii connection with him afier he was suspended, 
by which they sustained considerable loss. The late l ament¬ 
ed head of that respectable house took a trip up the country 
in 1818, chiefly to see how Ravenscroft was getting on, 
and iVir.’smith's object m the Letters he wrote about this 
time was to present such an appearance to Mr. Cruttenden 
as might induce him to make more advances. He with 
this view writes a Letter to Ravenscroft—holding out fair 
prospects, and then in a private Letter written the follow¬ 
ing day he savs—“ I wrote you two Letters yesterday. 
one of which I soaped Cruttenden. thinking you nimlit show 
the letter to him. Was the idea good?” He had thus his 
public and Ins private dispatches; one to be shown and 
another to be believed. He seems to have made a regular 
system of “ So*Pi*Ohaus of Cajoai.ing, for he says in 
annlher letter “ I have soaped Foley up well, the- Jew a 
person to whom he had contracted to furnish Indigo lor 
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advances of money. In a letter dated 8th October 1818, 
written about a fortnight after the soaping letteii, he 
Bays, “ Get out of debt with Cruttendeifs House: That 
House will never do you any good but harm; maik 
niy words. They will always keep you back by selling your 
goods 50 or 75 per cent, cheaper th&n any oilier House, 
and take a mean and unmanly advantage, knowing you to 
be in the judicial line.” Here this fellow who had Ruvcns- 
croft by the collar, utters this impudent calumny against this 
respectable house, which no one can believe, either because 
he despairs of imposing upon them successfully or is 
afraid they will penetrate his real character. “ Then my 
Dear Ravenscroft(he continues) why not turn away from 
them in disdain, and let me, who is your faithful friend 
alone, manage every thing in my own way for you.” He 
advises him to purchase 5000 maunds of Indigo seed, say* 
ing *■ On account of the good name I have got, and you 
being my friend, Collector of the Zillah, I can get it at 4 Rs. 
when others offer 5 Rs. per manud.” He towards the con¬ 
clusion says “Take my advice dear Ravenscroft, and leave 
all to me, and I will make Two Grand Fortunes in two 
years (besides clear your debt.) I am A Devil &c. 
&c.! !!” Thus he goes on bleeding Ravenscroft at 
every pore, and the lattei bleeding the Public. Havcns- 
croft in his lucid intervals saw that he was the dupe of 
this Smith, and was seized with great fits of passion ; but 
his minion contrived by working alternately 'n his hopes 
and fears, threatening, cringing and cajoling to soothe 
him again and lead him further on. He made him pay even 
for his personal expences, as apppars by Dills to a large 
amount that are produced. The Leaned Counsel had 
heard that Mr. Ravenscroft was a Gentleman of most 
agreeable manners, .nul in many respects an amiable 
diameter, and it was quite astonishing how he could suffer 
himself to lx* duped by a creature who must have been 
disgusting toanv one with the feelings of a gentleman, and 
man of honour : ami Ravenscroft himself, befme he was 
borne down by misfortunes, must have shrunk from his nau¬ 
seous contamination ! Smith having got into jail sometime 
about Julv 1820, write® to Ravcnacroft. as appears by his 
lettei, praving him in the most abject manner t.o get him re¬ 
leased ; testifying that all he had was Ravenscroft’s, call¬ 
ing him his Prince and his Dear George ! In another 
ieiter lie tells h»m “ If you don’t give me the money— 
every rupee, I shall know how to aat.” Here he threatens 
hint. In another he reproaches him with being himself the 
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«ole cause of his own ruin. Again he apologises for the 
saucy letters lie had written—telling his patron that all he 
had was his : ‘‘Take them all and you will not have oc¬ 
casion to say, the little boy you took by the hand is un¬ 
grateful—forgive the letter I wrote like a brute as I am,” 
Evidently fawning tgain at the feet of Ravenscroft with 
whom he was afraid*to quarrel; and he. hoped to keep 
him going on, as he did, for several years, and build his 
own fortunes on his total ruin. With regard to the de¬ 
fendants, the Learned Gentleman continued, there was no 
evidence against them as to the appropriation of the 
goods; nor that they had possession at the time Ravens- 
croft broke forth and swept all away without any authority 
from them. Mr. Smith as appeared in evidence could go 
out and come in, and actually removed 5 chests, contain¬ 
ing it is supposed, h's most valuable property If the Sheriff 
ofTalcutta make a levy, and puts his own people in charge 
of property, and in the mean t ine the Plaintiff lrirnself comes 
and carries it off, would the SheiilF be liable for his illegal 
proceedings 7 Tbp goods then were taken by Ravenscroft, 
borne to his owt/compound, and sold by his own Coachman, 
without the advice or sanction of the Defendants. They 
could not be liable tor the acts of Ravenscrol't, who was 
no agent of their’s, since the propel ty was not in any man¬ 
ner traced to them. 

Mr. FERGUSSON observed that the property was traced 
to one of the Defendant's agent, Mohuu Sing, Mr. Newn- 
ham’s Jemadar. 

The ADVOCATE GENERAL contended this was not 
fully made out, as with regard to Mr Newnham and Mohun 
Sing, there was merely a sequence (like Mr. Hume’s Cause 
and Effect,) hut no proof of any necessary connection 
between them; and to supply this vinculum by inference 
was jumping too hastily to a conclusion. He con¬ 
tended, therefore, that there was in the first instance 
no trespass in placing the Chokidars—and next, there was 
no previous authority to Ravenscroft to commit the spoliation 
—and lastly, there wa« no subsequent sanction by his 
clients, who were therefore in no wise responsible. 

Several letiris of Mr. Smith’s were then read, and 
Mohun Sing, the Jemadar sent by Mr. Newnham to take 
charge of the premises, was examined, and proved that he 
remained in charge till Mr. Ravenscroft came on the 30th 
of Novembei, and sent him away. He denied, however, he 
had any power overathe 10 Chupprassies or Chowkeedais, 
but he was charged to let nothing lie canicd away. 
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Mr. FERGUSSON then replied at considerable length. 
The only difficult part of his Learned Friend's speech 
ro answer was, its wit and humour; for it contained no 
conclusive argument. He had in factresorted to Plays and 
Romances, knowing that serious reasoning would not bear 
him out; he had compared Smith to Dousierswivel, and 
had himself attempted the part of <■ Edie Ochiltree. He 
ihought he had, like his prototype, laid Smith sprawling, 
buthe would find in him “ a principle of resurrection,” that 
would raise him again. It appears from the letters that 
Mr. Ravenseroft was the person in whom all the extrava¬ 
gance originated; for if any part of Mr. Smith’s letters be 
believed, they must admit the whole; and therefore hia 
client was not to blame. At any rate this could form no 
excuse for’ the Defendants. They laid hold of the pro¬ 
perty, and were accountable for all that happened to it 
in their possession. If otherwise, it would be terrible; for 
you might take a man’s property and lay it on the public 
mad, and when it was destroyed or carried off, plead in 
excuse that you did not do it. It was r-fi'^enough to say 
the Cliowkedars put in charge took nothing, according to 
sucli doctrine I might surround the Advocate Geumal’s 
house and pievent his Client’s coining in;—(this would 
be worst, for iL is no matter whether they caiue art. or not, 
having deposited their money) and plead that I did not 
touch the Advocate General. It was enough that the 
persons had orders to watch and allow nothing to pass; 
and it was no proof they did not do so, that a few chests 
or articles might escape their vigilance. I however im¬ 
pute no improper motives to the Defendants. They are 
men of high character, and it is not necessary I should 
praise them; but it appeals to me that the whole was a 
plan to get possession of this property supposed to be 
Ravenscroft’s, with impunity. I do not sav they ronspiicd, 
but they no doubt conversed on the subject. It was un¬ 
derstood that they were to take possession and prevent 
any thing from going awa;,', till Ravenseroft could go on a 
certain day and lay hold of all when they would not op¬ 
pose it. The Chowkedars (it does not signify what their 
names were) sent by Mr. Newnham were accordingly not 
withdrawn till their post was relieved by Ravenseroft him¬ 
self. Bayfield must he considered from first to last, as 
equally the agent of Newnham, as if not the servant of 
Ravenseroft, and that the goods were carried to the house 
of the latter was nothing; Mr. Newnham, his employer.

AUGUST, 26. 

The Bahicshall report of the 23d instant announced the 
arrival of the Hercules, Capt. J. HeAox, from Timor 14th 
Tebruitry, and coast of Chili 26th -March. The Hercules 
called at Pitcairn’s Island, respecting which Infant Colo¬ 
ny, and her own voyage, we have been obligingly supplied 
with the particulars which follow. 

The Hercules sailed from Valparaiso the I3th March, and 
proceeded to Pitcairn’s Island, calling at the ports of Co- 
quimbo and Gucasoo to take in copper. She reached Pit¬ 
cairn's Island on the 28th April, and was detained there live 
days by bad weather. Leaving Pitcairn’s, the ship made all 
sail for Torres straits, where she arrived on the 11th June, 
but had-the misfortune, after passing the half way islands, 
of losing two anchors in a gale of wind and of driving upon 
a sand bank', having then 1 only one anchor. Cnpt. Heron 
wasi obliged^ for the safety of the ship and cargo, to order 
a gi*ekt part of the ebpper to be hove overboard, (supposed 
about 600 pigs.) They remained' on the bank ten days be¬ 
fore the ship could be got off. During, that time-,* with the 
exception of one day, it-blew very hard, with heavy squalls 
and rain, the ship floating at highwater arid grouhdingat a 
quarter ebbl At times the ship struck- very hard j so much 
so, that her false kedbwas- knocked-off, and fears were en¬ 
tertained lest she should*bilge ; however, by the strength 
of the wind, and the flood tide co-operating, she drove a 
good way over the reef into smoother water. As they had 
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no.stream anchor, cable nor hawsers in the ship, almost 
every one on board despaired of getting her off. They 
had to add to their misfortunes, a number of their meit 
sick, while some had.deserted at Chili, and the remainder 
ol' the crew were in such a weakly state that they could not 
weigh anchor or work the Ship. One further addition to 
which catalogue of mishaps was, th^y were short of provi¬ 
sions. At length they succeeded in getting her off on the 
S4th of June, and arrived on the 88th off Prince of Wales' 
Island, where Captain Heron was obliged to anchor, as it 
was getting dark and the tide .setting in fast, towards a 
bank to leeward of the ship. Next day it came on to blow 
so hard, that Capt. Heron was forced to remain at anchor. 
At night the gale increased with a heavy short sea, and 
towards morning the ship drove close to the breakers* 
Capt. Heron directly made sail, and cut the cable for the 
safety of ship and cargo; and succeeded in clearing the 
breakers' alter striking several times. At 10 am. saw Booby 
Island, for which he steered, and came up with it at noon, 
being then dear of the Straits, short of provisions and wa¬ 
ter, and without an anchor. * Capt. Heron next touched at 
Oopsng, in the Island of Timor, for supplies, but was great¬ 
ly disappointed, every thing being extremely dear, and no 
anchor to be had. They had a broken anchor on board, 
with whieh Captain Heron made shift to anchor, the ship. 
In heaving it up again, he found they had hooked another 
anchor of 10 cwt. I At Oopang the Ship’s company instead 
of recovering their health weregetting a great deal worse. 
More than half the men were sick, and the rest so weak 
that Captain Hsxon had to get people from the shore to 
help in getting the Ship under weigh. Leaving Timor on 
the 14th July, after being there three day$,the Hercules 
Reached Balasore Ronds on the 17-th instant,Sphere she re¬ 
mained two days before she got a Pilot; and at length on 
the 81st reached Kedgeree after escaping these several 
perils. 

After Captain Hwrosr had landed the presents sent from 
Calcutta for the use of our poor countrymen on Pitcairn’s 
Island, John Ajams expressed himself extremely obliged to 
the gentlemen of Calcutta for their generosity, anti ex¬ 
pressed his regret that it was out of his power to make a 
proper return for their great goodness. Then turning to 
the rest of the inha- bitants, he made a short speech to 
them for the purpose of impressing on their minds how 
grateful they ought to feel for the gifts they had just re¬ 
ceived. Afterwards, he sent on bdard a number of piece* 
of the kind of cloth made on the island; saying, that he

Iwd nothing 1 else to send to Calcutta * and .hoping, that 
the gkrth might prove acceptable, as he earnestly wished 
to tit the gentlemen of Calcutta know how much he and 
the rest of the inhabitant of Pitcairn's Island were obliged 
by their kindness and generosity. 

The Venerable PalriSrch requested Cnpt, Heron to let 
his countrymen know how much he and the re st of the 
inhabitants wanted a Clergyman among them to teach and 
instruct them. He also expressed uneasiness of mind, at 
the absence from among them of the established ceremony 
of marriage, and spoke his doubts whether the state of.' 
nature in which they of necessity lived was not sinful. 
Capt. Huron- told him that a Magistrate, or a Captain of a 
man of war might perform, the marriage ceremony if no 
Olergymast eoukl be had, and that such marriage was law¬ 
ful. 

JonN Adams also mentioned to Captain Heron, what? 
xnay be considered as n very curious circumstance. Ha 
stated, that the whole of the ground was fast getting ex¬ 
hausted, and deprived of nourishing germinative powers. 
That they could not trust to sow seed in a piece of ground 
a second time, and that there were pieces of- soil which 
had been lying in fallow <24 years, and had not-yet come 
round! He considered that there would still.he enough of 
productive ground during his life time, but that there, 
would not he ground sufficient to supply the rising gene* 
ration with food, and that they would have- to emigrate. 
This is an importani.faot for the disciples of Mr. Malthusu 

In addition to the very interesting notices.just detailed 
concerning these Anglo-Arcadians* we have to subjoip,

The American Ship George, Capt, Samuel Endicott, was 
announced in yesterday’s Kedgeree report, and has had 
a remarkable quir k run from Salem of only 89 days from 
that place to the Bengal Pilot. The George sailed from 
Salem on the 24tli May, passed the Cape de Verd Islands

ANNIVERSARY DINNER IN COMMEMORATION 
i‘OF THE PROCLAIMED CONSTITUTION OP 
u PORTUGAL, ON THE 24 th AUGUST, 1820. 

■ Saturday evening last witnessed a scene of civic triumph 
at the Town Hall, which no person of well constituted 
. mind who witnessed it can easily forget, or remember it 
but with feelings of pride and delight. Such scenes are 
* the green spots upon memory'9 waste,’ to which one 
turps for refuge, from the dust and littleness of every day 
life, and finds a soothing balm in the retrospection of 
tours, devoted not to selfish, not to paltry, not to solitary 
enjoyments and things—but to the feast of reason and the 
Row of soul,—where the genius of Liberty held, the sparks 
ling goblet to guests assembled cheeringly at the social 
call of their fellow men, to testify their joy at the em¬ 
ancipation of a great and glorious nation from the thral¬ 
dom of Priestcraft, and the fetters of Despotism ! This is 
an occasional which th® loftiest may be seen with dignity, 
and where to rejoice amidst the excitements of wine and 
music is honorable; for the cheers that fill the banquet-

It was $c 
commemorate the fruition of their lately asserted libjeatire 
of one of these nations, t hat the communit y of Portuguese , 
in Calcutta, headed by Mr. DaSilva and Mr. Pines,MPa, 
patriotic and independant Portuguese gentlemen, resolved 
upon having a dinner at the Town Hail on the evening of 
the 24 th instant, being the anniversary of the 5Mth August 
1820, a day ever memorable in Portuguese annals j for 
on that day Portugal received a Constitution. A number 
of the principal Gentlemen of the Settlement were invited 
by cards sent round several days before the intended 
cveniig. 

At about, a quarter past 7 p. m. Saturda we entered the 
Town Hall, and found they, gentlemen of the Portuguese 
community assembled, as well as their guests. Along 
table w as spread, with a noble dinner, At one end,of the 
table the eye fell upon a line transparency, emblematical 
of regenerated Portugal. It consisted of two .majestic- 
pillars resting upon a massy base, upon whicji.was inscribed, 
OPORTO XXIV. D’ACOSTA DE 
MDCCCXX. 

T be pillars were surmounted by a vas open. Volume 
-representing the proclaimed Constitution, or thejleposit o„ 
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the people’s Rights. t)n the Volume of the Constitution 
stood upright and duly quartered the escutcheon of Portu¬ 
gal, on which rested the Koyal Crown, Streamers de¬ 
pended from the last, and branches of palm and olive .were 
seen wreathing round the lower parts of the pilltrs. On 
the shafts of the pillars hud twining round them were the 
following names emblazoned :— 

Fernandez Thomas Ferreira Borges 

SfLVA Caraalho Gomez Da Silva 

Sepulveda Cabreira 

Sao Luis Scuto Mayor, 

The whole had avery chaste and classic effect, which was 
heightened by association with the peculiar object of the 
meeting. It was a subject for the Moralist to reflect on, 
to see the Priests of Portugal in their Monkish garbs walk¬ 
ing about a festal hall with national cockades upon their 
bosoms. It was a subject for the Philosopher to exult 
over, to see men of different religions and different nations 
walking in the bonds of amity and cordial good wiil side 
by side previous to pouring out at the hospitable board-li¬ 
bations in honor of ther e-assumption of human rig>its. 
At length dinner being quite ready, the inviters anu the 
invited sat down to the number of about a hundred; among 
whom we observed Sir Francis MacNagittey and sevm-al 
of the heads of offices, and gentlemen of the bar, and mem¬ 
bers of the principal mercantile houses, &c. &c. of Calcutta. 

The Cloth removed, Mr. Da Silva rose, and, as well as 
we could understand, delivered himself nearly iti tin- fol¬ 
lowing words " The Portugueze nation, once^o lv il- 
liant and distiiiguis hed for learning and enterprise-—those 
men once the founders of flourishing colonies and the dis¬ 
coverers of new regions, declined into nothingness, and 
were nearly lost in the chaos which succeeded the general 
destruction of freedom; until (after a series of her oic 
struggles against tyranny) the glorious 24th of August 
1820, when the energy of a Genius, not altogether extin¬ 
guished, was aroused, and gave to Portugal a Constitution 
that ranks her once more amongst the independent nations 
of Europe t

On Monday afternoon, an Inquest yras summoned by tbeiiTotoqer ■ 
of Calcutta, tq enquire into the. circumstanced that Jed to the death 
of Gunga flam, a Bengalee muji„who died in the Native Hospital 
sometime so the Cpurscof that day. In the Hurkaru of last Batur- ' 
day we inserted an account of, a Singular Robbery,as communicated 
to us ; but we were hpt iflhn aware.the wound given to the delta* 
queiit was of so seridqa a nature, as it shortly turned out to be; and 
as the case ; seems to involve some nice legal.distinctions, we shall, 
here give, as nearly as possible, the substance of tbfe evident* 
elicited by tne Coroner’s Jury. , 

’ Mr. Thomas Measures, who committed the Unfortunate act,, lately 
arrived in this country from England, as ■& Merchant, dud lodged, 
with his wife In the house of Mr. Clements. No. 150, DurrUmtoliah* 
The deceased was a Sirdar Bearer in the service of Mr-Clements*

Leicester saw the flash, and Mr. Measures slanding.ni the room 
within three feet ol the window, limned lately after they heird a 
man (supposed to be the deceased, exclaim “ O Bahii-, 11apre t" 
(Alas, aim-..*) The voice seuuied to proceed from the near gulden 
gate, which is about ten or twelve feet from the window, .vum* 
id them ran out, and saw the »!i- leased proceeding along toward*; 
the gate, holding his side, and lie f-dj down at the porch in a 
eenseloss state. Being earned'to tin- Native Hospital* ho lingeied 
there till Monday the 10th instant, wheu he died.

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Mr. Homctt, the head assistant In the Native Hospital, deposed 
eft Oath, that be bed no doubt the man died of the wouhd, which 
from the first appeared to be inevitably mortal.. The whole of 
the shot (which was No. 6) bad lodged,-without spreading, in his 
loft side, broken some of the ribs, and penetrated the intestines. 

Toroturn to the room. When Mr.'tod Mrs. Clements, Mr. 
Whitfield, and Mr. Leicester entered, jint after this occurrence, 
they found Mr. Measures there, and he declared to them the cir¬ 
cumstances. of the case, which he afterwards confirmed by 
making affidavit before Mr. Alsop,' Justice ofthe Peace. Accord¬ 
ing to his statement he had placed himself in the room, and 1 taken' 
his seat at die’ tod of the bed, with the view of watching for and 
detecting the thief. ■ He bad also prepared' himself by loading the 
gun with only about half a*cbarge, not intending to do him much 
iiyury, but perhaps give him aftw drops about (he legs. A sample 
of the lead drops was produced, of the size called No. 5. It was ' 
not in evidence to whom the giro belonged, no person having ever 
aeen It before in his possession, or about .his room, except Mr. 
Leicester, who saw it in the room when passing through \t a few 
days before. When Gmga Ram entered, he allowed him to open a 
drawer and begin takingmutsoBie articles, and then started out upon 
him. The deceased was thunderstrtick, dropped the articles, 
and began to make Salaams and beg forgiveness. Mr. Measures 
shut the window by which the Bearer had entered, and went towards 
the door which was locked, and shouted out for Hssistance. [From 
his calling out “ 1 hat caught the thief,” to the firing of the piece, 
was according to the evidence, about two minutes ] The Bearer 
takiug advantage of his being at ths door, ran to the window, 
unbolted it, and sprung out. Mr. Measures then fired after him, 
more with;a View, he says, of giving alarm than any thing else. 

At the examination before the Magistrate, the wounded man 
naked Mf. Measures, "Why, if you thought me a thief, did you 
not seise me instead of shooting me?” Mr. MeasnreS answered, 

* I did nut choose to seize you. I fired to give an alarm.” 

- When the deceased was got lying wounded at the porch, no pro¬ 
perty was found about him: when the witnesses entered the room 
Immediately after the occurrence, they saw no plate or other 
property lying about, or other traces of robbery. The duty of.lhe 
deceased as Sirdar Bearer, was to clean the furniture, pull the 

J unkah, Ac. He used to tuck in Mr. Measures* curtains, and bring 
i« lights, and indeed made himself very officious, and acted as lug 
interpreter, as the deceased spoke English fluently, and Mr. 
Measures but had lately arrived in the country; but Mr. Clements 
did n»t conceive he hnd any right to be at that part of the hose at 
that time of the night. 

At the time the shot was fired, the outer gate is stated to have 
been shut; and the only mode of escape therefore would have 
been by struggling with and overcoming the Durwan, or jumping 
over the garden wall, which is said to be 4 feet high inside, and 5 
feet or 5| feet outside. 

The Coroner's Inquest returned a Verdict of. Manslaughter. 
against Mr. Measures, who has entered, into recognizances before 
Sir F. Mncuaghten, with two Sureties in 10,000 Rupees each, and 
himself in 20,000 Rupees, to appear and stud his trial next

The house ^i£ at present dneated 
bf furniture, the chandelier* and portrait! which it contain¬ 
ed, ere, as in well known v at present m the Government 
hfiose of Calcutta. * 

To the houte ie attached an elegant Garden, well stock¬ 
ed with a variety of rare and Cttrlou* tree*. On the sides 
of the gravel Walks ate xfrcwg "wooden trellis frames tor 
creepers; some Statues are dispersed over the garden, ad¬ 
joining which ie a jtartetrfc. obtaining dowers and shrub*, 
arranged in beautifol style* 

Opposite the Mansion and verging on the Goomtee is 
a large column with a bfrfatd base, built in the middle of a 
tank, containing abOut fit* fcfet water ; the column is very 
high, and a temporary wood eh bridge is cotirracted for 
getting to it. 1 do not knOfr hoar far l may be right, in 
ascribing the erection of this column to General Mai tin.

the very pinnacle if the building, and fa likewise the pas¬ 
sage to the cava below, Ybp gateway is very ih signifi¬ 
cant ; in fact many ptivhte, dwgfbeg# of natives, have sn~ 
^perior entrances, far surpassing to beauty and aichitei'lme 
that belonging to a Itouse,undoubtedly one of the greatest 
curiosities in Lucknow,

(Uagonuth ftao) octhe geprmt conduct of the Bombay 
Presidency relative that shameless procedure. The 
Constitution of thy Mu hr at tab Government was then im¬ 
perfectly known, wad the opportunities of interfering in the 
disputes and poUiitb^pf the dative powers so preriovs nnti 
eagerly sought after, that right awl justice were obliged 
to yield & expediency and the policy of the moment. 
The act ual stale of oftr relations- With the 5 leading states 
of India at the close of the'year VT7^» Watt not calculated 
to give a weak and ignorant state like Bhopitul much 
confidence either itt tlw faith or even stability of our 
power. Our recent had faith to the NaWaub of Broach, 
ami out present espousal Of the party Of a murderer 
and usurper from aeifbh?i««t»ves, spoke little for the wfe>- 
rale of our actions.: Hydec Alee had established a 
powerful Kingdom:in the Pertinsnla, and; disgusted with 
the Jesuitical faith and vaciUutmg policy of 1 the Madras 
Presidency, wjt& threatening them with destru* ti •», and 
in effept almost sueceedMf, a few months afterwards, iu 
dictating a peace the gttt.es of Fort St. George. Malmje® 
Siudiah, who by great talents and an assumed modern- 
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tion and humility had raised himself from comparative 
insignificance to be the first of the Muhruttuh Chiefs, had 
recently acquired a preponderating influence at Poonah, 
and taken the lead in opposing the British Government 
and its tool Ragonath Rao ;—he was also undisputedly 
master of Maiwa and swayed its various and conflicting 
interests. At this time he also projected the extension 
and security of his power by the introduction of French 
Officers and disciplined Brigades into his army. In the 
present war against Rugonauth Rao and the English, 
principle and popularity were for continuing the contest ; 
bis interest and expediency for peace. The establishment 
of the rights of the infant Madhoo Rao would have the 
probable result of placing his enemy Nanah Furnawces 
(Ballajee Junardun) at the head of affairs at Poonah, 
which, in his absence, was equivalent to the euiire 
prostration of his interests and designs in the Dhukhun. 
He also foresaw that the present time was favorable to 
his designs on upper Hindustan and the Rajpoot Prin¬ 
cipalities in Marwarand Mewar,—the active prosecution 
And the favorable issue of the war, are therefore very 
creditable to Muhajee as a Mahraitah, and not discre¬ 
ditable to him as a Soldier ^or Statesman. 

The narration of the claims of Rugonauth Rao to the 
IVrshwaship* or Hereditary, Ministry of the Muhrattah 
Empire,—the eveuts which led- to, and succeeded bis 
crimes and usurpation, —- and the character of the 
support which he received from the British Govern¬ 
ment. are very imperfectly detailed and very partially 
sketched by Mr. Mill, the able and philosophical Historian 
of India, who appears to have consulted little more than 
the exparte documents and evidence of the Bombay Go¬ 
vernment. He does not attftbute the murder of the 
young Peshwa Narrain Rao to his Uncle, although such 
was never doubted by any*' European conversant in the 
modem History of India, and although the Muhrattah? 
high and low are of the same opinion. He considers the 
second Madhoo Rao to have been of spurious origin, which 
is also at total variance with the belief of the Muhrattah 
nation. The principal reason which has led him to this 
latter conclusion, appears to be the, carrying the widow 
from ,f disinterested witnesses/' (he means from Poonah) 
* r to the retirement and securfty of a Fort.” Now it is 
evident, that when Ragonath Rao was c openly accused of 
the murder of her husband to pave his own way to the 
Peishwaship, withdrawing her to a place of safety would 
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be the first step which Would suggest itself to ft sane 
mind as the most probable means of safety to herself arid 
offspring. The Mamkeries or Hereditary Ministerial 
Chiefs of the state, (who are oddly enough called Mootus* 
sutlies by Mr. Mill, qfluitfaleilt to confounding Mr. Vansit- 
ta it with a Clerk of the Treasury, or the Lord of the 
” Fundamental features’ 4 with a meesenger of the Foreign 
Office) considered Ragonath Rao as the murderer of Ids 
Nephew, and the second Madhoo Rao as thelegitimate 
tho* posthumous son of that nephew. In this belief they 
were joined by the whole Mahfattah nation ; and it ap¬ 
pears extraordinary, that an able and sound reasoher like 
Mr. Mill should at this time of day, prefer the perverted 
facts, the limitted information, and the false arguments, 
of the Bombay Government, to-the moral proof given 
by this universal belief of the Mahrattas themselves. 
His authorities appear to have been little more than tha 
Fifth Report and Forbes's Oriental Memoirs j—the lat* 
ter a superficial work of no authority with people conver¬ 
sant in Indian afhtirs, and the former only a digest of the 
dispatches which passed between the Home Authorities 
and the Indian Governments. In these documents facts 
and rights were distorted or misrepresented. Any trouble 
v hich the Bombay Government might take in glossing 
over their own machiavellianism Was very unnecessary, 
—a mere waste of time, as the Court of Directors were 
in the humour to approve of the utmost political pro¬ 
fligacy resulting from their connection with Ragonath Rao, 
In one of fheir dispatches to rhe Bombay Presidency, they 
write thus—“ *We approve, under every circumstance, of 
the keeping of all the territories and possessions ceded to 
the Company by the Treaty concluded with Ragobah," 
(Ragonath Rao) that is to say, they intrigue dirtily for, 
and accept, thankfully of grants of Territories from a man 
who had no right or title to them himself. 

Although Detachments from the three Presidencies 
were then acting simultaneously against the Muhrattas, 
and that ther^ was an apparent and real vigor and com¬ 
prehensive me a -ures in the acts of the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment ; still public opinion leaned strongly to the belief, 
that We were unequal to keep or benefit by any territories 
acquired against the, will of the Muhrattas, and the bare 
apprehension of a confederacy between the Muhrattah

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Chiefs, the Nisam and Hyder in 1780, Would seem to have 
heartily frightened the Governments of that day. Such a 
combination of interests may be considered as very un¬ 
natural, ami although Mr Hastings in his defence assumes 
to himself infinite credit for breaking up and neutralizing 
this combination, yet calm reasoners of our day will in¬ 
cline to think, that from such various and jarring interests 
no unity of action could have been expected* and by 
consequence our rum ought not to have been feared. 
But although- our very existence -could not with pro¬ 
priety be sakl to be threatened, the general aspect of affairs 
in central India would have naturally led the generality 
iof Native Politicians to abstain from commuting them¬ 
selves by any marked assistance to the British Govern¬ 
ment. We accordingly find* that with the exception of 
the aid given to General Goddard by the little States of 
Bhopaul and Koorwey, his route to the Nerbuddah was a 
continued scene of opposition and hostility. 

The first effect to be dreaded by Bhopaul would seem to 
be the encreased hatred,of &in&ia|vao4 the Bhoonsla, and 
such, especially from the Nagpoor State* was the result. 
Muhajee Sindiah was shortly afterwards so intensely en¬ 
gaged in consolidating his newly acquired territories in 
Upper Hindoostun, and,, in Mf*war and Marwar, as to 
withdraw his attention from minor interests in Malwa. 
Besides, that the Bhopal Minister C hot ah Khan who sue-; 
ceeded his brother Chelah Fowlad Khan, was a man of ' 
great talent and much political foresight, who courted 
Muhajee's favour by acts both.of policy and courtesy. 
Among these the following is worthy of narration. 

The ancient Rajpoot Principality of Ragooghur was des¬ 
troyed, and its Chief, and his son, the late celebrated 
Jye Singh, taken prisoners &y 'Mahajet Sindiah in 1780. 
Sheer Singh, one of the Cadets of the family, immediately 
put himself at the head of the remaining relatives and 
adherents of his Cluef^in, and commenced an active and 
destructive warfare agaiut the Miihrattas. His first care 
was to make the P rincipality useless to- Muhajee, by 
burning all'the villages, and forcing the cultivators to 
hetakV themselves to the neighbouring States, more es¬ 
pecially to/Bbopatil. He then at the head of rf small 
Kam i of devoted Rajpoot Cavalry flew about Malwa, at¬ 
tacking and putting to the fcwdrd everf Muhraltah detach- 
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tnent and Cafilah he (bet. The Brahmin Pun d hits f were 
the particular objects of his hatred and revenge j—be 
invariably cut off their noses and ears, and bade them go 
to Muhajee Sindiah, and skew him what was to be ex¬ 
pected from cutting t off a Rajpoot Principality, Whilst 
Sheer Singh's name was** a word of fear," most hateful 
to Muhrattah ears, tile wife of Muhagee Sindiah chanced 
to ue on her way Irom the Dhukhuti to join her husband 
in Hindustan, accompanied by the wives and families of 
some of the Muha Rajah's Chief Officers. The Baee, like 
all the woman of her tribe. Was not timid, but she knew 
that Sheer Singh Was In the habit of successfully attack-, 
ing large bodies of Mtthrattahs with his small Corps of 
well mounted and brave Rajpoots, and that he might he 
Expected to make a desperate attempt at wrecking his 
Vengeance on the family of Sradivia, the hated oppressor 
of his Chief and Clan. On approaching the Bhopal ter¬ 
ritories, she pres si ugly implored the aid and interposi¬ 
tion of the Minister Chotuh Khan. Chotah Khan gal¬ 
lantly answered the call, appointed a detachment of troops 
to increase her escort, and wrote to Sheer Singh, enjoin¬ 
ing him by all the ties which bound them together, to 
refrain from molesting the <Baee. 

Sheer Singh had prepared himself for the attack of the 
Baee’s escort, but liis obligations to the Minister were 
so many, and his respect for hk character and regard of 
his advice so great, that he conceived himself bound »o 
attend to his. recoin mend at ion, although it restrained 
him from taking what he and his Rajpoot followers term¬ 
ed necessary and honorable vengeance. 

The Baee was profuse in her gratitude to Chotah Khan, 
—-never forgot this, act of kindness^ and mainly influenc¬ 
ed Muhajee Sindiah in the favorable line of policy which 
he pursued towards the state of Bbopaul during the re¬ 
mainder of his reign. Such,an event is very honorable to 
all concerned ;—it is like an Oasis in the Desert,—a 
green spot in the barren waste of Indian history. 

General Godoakp continued, at Hoshungabad* during 
the rains, and was plentifully supplied with pro visions, 
and necessaries by the Bhopaul Government.

Sir,—1 have the honor to hold th§ situation of Aiimil 
under the Government of His Excellency the Nanah, and 
for a Long period have had charge of several Pergunnaha 
adjoining tp the British possessions in Bun ilecund. During 
the lvtst tw nty years 1 have observed pails of the countiy, 
which when under the Government of the Bendcleh Ra¬ 
jahs, or the short-lived dominion of Aly Buhaduor, were al¬ 
most desolate, yielding a very large amount of Revenue, 
and produemg the most luxuriant crops. Nay more : with¬ 
in a much more limited space of time, I have seen a Per- 
gunnah fiom which my master's servants could with diffi¬ 
culty collect seventy thousand Rupees yearly, give to the 
British Government a net annual Revenue of nearly a Lack 
and a quarter of Rupees of a higher staudard, while the 
prospeuty of its inhabitants has, notwithstanding the in¬ 
creased amount of their payments, been manifestly advanc¬ 
ing and ibe slate of the cultivation progressive. I had 
heard also that the Revenue of England, though an Island 
only, and unprovided with gold or silver mines, was equal 
to that of the u Haft Akleen,’’ and concluding that there 
must be some “ jadoo,” some magical secret connected 
with British financial arrangements, which it was impossible 
for a native to arrive at, without first mastering the Eng¬ 
lish language, 1 determined that my Naib should be in¬ 
structed in LhaL tongue. A “ Poorubbee" was his precep¬ 
tor; the lad applied hard ; suppose him proficient, and h t 
us come to the use he made of his knowledge. At the 
cominuucemem of the present year, tny Naib told me that 
he had carefully considered the maimer in which the Reve¬ 
nues were raised in England end India by the King's and 
Company's servants ; that in-the measures adopted by the 
latter, he saw little womhwof imitation, and rather thought 
the restriction of the direct demand in the landholder to a 
consolidated land tax, and the abolition of arbitrary cesses 
a virtual sacrifice of the right of the ruling power. To be 
sure such a limitation and simplification of the demand 
>* might be beneficial to the payers, but his views regarded 
principally the receivers. In England, however, he observ¬ 
ed the conduct of the Deewaiuts was more knowing, and 
approached nearer to the practice of Lhe MahratUt, as they 
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there levied what they called 11 taxes,"' or ** J as tee 
Puttees," on a thousand things besides the land, and there* 
bv collected a Revenue exceeding that realized by any 
other two countries in the known world. Their example it 
was his intention, he added, to follow in the management 
of the Perguiinaii 1 had given him charge Of, and in full con¬ 
fidence that his new measures would prove as aurifective as 
the Phi osopher’s stone, 1 sent him to his station- On hie 
arrival here, he maintained the former demand on the land, 
doubled the number and amount of the extra cesses levied 
on the Zemindars, and trebled the amount of the contri¬ 
butions theretofore demanded from village residents fol¬ 
lowing no profession, and shop-keepers, merchants and 
artisans. His new measures were deplored by all classes, 
and 1 soon had complaints m&de against them, and re¬ 
ceived the most piteous representations of the general dis¬ 
tress; crowds of landholders daily beset my gate, ex¬ 
claiming, “ Doonyeh Undheir by?” and asserting that there 
was not a single article of their scanty habiliments untaxed; 
that eveu their “ Lotahs" were not exempted from a 
duty, and at the same time prophesying, that unless I in¬ 
terposed and checked my Naib’s acts, there would not ere 
the end of the year, be a lamp seen, or the noise of a 
handmdl heaid in the whole Pergunnah. Oti my requiring 
an explanation, the young man informed me, that the “ new 
“ measures were neither the argunientable nor possible 
*• cause of the distress complained of-*-ihat the Zemindars 
“ had nothing to do with'his plans, and that any remarks 
“ made by them were impertinent, and Ought not to he 
“ listened to, their business being with Haths and Meilehs, 
“ maikets and fairs, and not with financial plans or pro- 
“ jeers; that there had been a very abundant crop, corn was 
* very cheap, the supply exceeded the demand, which was 
11 the real cause of so many people being in a state of 
“ starvation, and compelled to subsist on the proceeds of 
“ the sale of their agricultural stock. He concluded by 
“ observing, that although the complainants could only 
“ rationally hope for effectual relief from the laws of politi- 
cal ceronomy already beeinning to operate, he neverthe- 
“ less desired me to inform them, that if they returned 
“ to their homes he would remit one Cowrie per Rupee of 
“ the demand, and if not,'that their complaints should in 
“ no wav fructify to their advantage, further than to recom. 
" mend the adoption df a more than commonly vivifying 
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** course ofTwkayeh”!ll* I said nothing, being appalled 
at the singularity of these outlandish doctrines, but as tho 
net receipts of the year fell very short, 1 could not avoid 
last month enquiring the reason, I was told that it had 
been found necessary to increase the establishment, threefold, 
and to maintain a little standing ai^ny of peons to make 
the collections; and that this increase in the establishment 
had necessarily led to an increased expenditure: that the 
new measures had not been so universally successful as had 
been anticipated, but that the “ resurrection” cf the Jowar 
crop would set all right again,—-Not satisfied, 1 made far¬ 
ther enquiries, and found to roy sorrow that these new mea¬ 
sures, instead of having enabled the Revemte to tc make 
fresh strides and take new dimensions," had obliged the 
inhabitants to abandon the lands, deset t the villages, and 
stride” away as rapidly as possible to tbe Company’s terri¬ 
tories; and as for the “ resurrection’’ of the. Jowar crop, 
it would be no less folly to expect it than to look for 
peaches on a willow tree; since these same notable mea¬ 
sures had prevented a single grain being sown. My Naib 
is now sensible that he has not yet discovered the “ feature 
on which the grand secret of raising a large Revenue 
hinges,” and would fain adojd the Company’s plan, or even 
return to our old “ Dustoor:"—but it is too lute; tbe culti¬ 
vators have applied their stock and labour to other lauds, 
which they cannot be persuaded to relinquish, and their 
industry and capital are lost to my district for ever. For 
myself, I have had anolherd radical proof, that exces¬ 
sive luxation and the maintenance of a u standing army" 
are not favorable to the increase of “ crop* of standing 
com," and am strengthed in tbe opinion, that one-third of 
the members of an unnecessarily numerous M Oroleh.” in¬ 
stead of being supports to the good management or 
“ pillars” to tbe prosperity of a district, are a set of 
“ caterpillars,’’ who consume the fruits of the earth, and 
re-prodnee lacs of jeptiles , like themselves, desirous in 
their turn too, to devour the substance of their neighbour. 
Yon may guess, Mr. Editor, that I will have no more

Sir,—*S ince writing to you, I have fade* in with an arti¬ 
cle in the Asiatic Journal of December 1816, headed 4< Aui 
then tic Anecdotes of the Life of -Major-General Claude 
Martin." Deeming some points thereinto be of a ques¬ 
tionable nature, kihdly permit me once more to encroach 
on the columns of your paper, with a few remarks rendered 
Unavoidable, after the account of Constautia furnished by 
me, arid obligingly published by you. 

In advertence to the structure above mentioned, it is as¬ 
serted of the rave*, that “ he (General Martin) genera "y 
lived in them during the hot season, and continued m them 
until the commencement of the rainy seasou, when the in¬ 
crease of the river obliged him t.o remove. He then as^ 
cended another htory, to aparlmenLs fit»rd up in the form of 
a gfrotto; and when the further rise of the liver brought 
its surface on a level with these, he proceeded up to the 
third story.’* From this passage it would Seern, that not¬ 
withstanding the distance of the house fiom the river, up^- 
wards of 100 icet* the two lower stories Were suhject to be 
filled with water on the rise of the river, a Tike which cer¬ 
tainly could not have been less than 16 feet above the sm- 
face of the ground; a rise unprecedented I Suppose, in ilifl 
annals of India, and which would have laid the whole town 
of Lucknow under water, presenting a scene more distres¬ 
sing than the laie dreadful calamity tft BuirbauL 

In a following paragraph it is said, that the General “ laid 
onto. ereat sum of money in constmcting a gothic Castle, 
surrounded by a Wide and deep ditch,, fouified on the on let 
side bv stockades, and that within tins Castle, he limit a 
splendid Mausoleum in which he was interred.” Now, Sir, 
this gothic Castle, with all its fortified appurtenances exist¬ 
ed, I apprehend, only in the imagin&tiort of the writer, for 
f fancy it Can no wlfhfe be traced except in ihe Asiatic 
Journal. But a* in another place it is said, that the General 
did not live to fitiish this Castle, 1 will not dispute its former 
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existence. I shell however feel thankful to-you, or to afcy' 
of your Correspondents, who can' refer ihe to any other 
work on India, wherein notice is taken of this, to me, ima¬ 
ginary Castie, which, from the assertion of the writ* r, that 
u Martin was interred in it," leads md to suppose is meant 
to be Constantia Souse..as* in the latter he was without 
doubt buried. The inscription- given in ihc Aiiuiic Journal', 
and said to be written by the deceased some months be- 
foie his deatli, is-as follows:— 

“ Here lies Claude Martin. He was bona at Lyons, A. 
D. 1732. He came to India a Private Soldier, and died »• 
Major General,” 

On comparing the above with the inscription given in my 
first letter, and which was taken by me verbatim from the 
t&blet, your readers will perceive the difference. 

't hese are the fc.w inconsistencies that struck me most 
forcibly in perusing the *• Authentic A'»e<’d<-tes.” I have 
thence thought it proper to make the foregoing brief ob¬ 
servations; and as- 1 could not, without' invalidating my 
account of Coustantia, pass unnoticed the article in the- 
Asiatic Jot-rnal, differing so materially with my own, you- 
will, I hope r not attribute my remarks to any unworthy* 
motive.

The season 
all over Arabia has been extremely favorable, and the 
crops promise abundance. At Jfdda alone, I understand, 
a want of'rain exists; and as little fell last year, the sup¬ 
ply of water for the city is very scanty. 

t{ We have also been favored with the perusal of a letter 
from Teheran, dated 12th April; which states, that Me. 
Willock was to quit that place for England on the 14th of 
the same month.'* 


THE THEATRE. 

We had really anticipated that two such apparently 
dwarf pieces as theO.nMAin and Ella Rosknbkrg, must 
have p;ujsed off with but indifferent success. We did not 
doubt the powers of the amateurs, but we were very appre¬ 
hensive that the powers ol $hc weather would vanquish 
even theirs. . Such a sultry, oppressive, close steamy even¬ 
ing we do not recollect. There was a heaviness in the at¬ 
mosphere that absolutely weighed down the animal spirits, 
and pre-disposed to sleep. It was an effort tq keep one’s 
eyes open while the house was filling; an operation by 
the way which proceeded rather slowly. Indeed the 
friends of tue Drama when they begun by woeful personal 
experience to calculate the height of the Thermometer, 
almost despaired of seeing any thing like a full house. 
Much to the general satisfaction however, the boxes and 
the pit filled rapidly a little before the members of the 
Orchestra had assembled £ and ere the first squeak of the 
tuning instruments had vibrated upon the ears of the 
audience, the axiom we have so often advanced, was 
strengthened by a further proof: for in spite of hot, sickly, 
oppressive weather, and the absence of any thing loity 
or highly classical upon the stage, another numerous fa¬ 
shionable and brilliant audience ’tad assembled. Before 
proceeding to the business of the stage, it is our duty 
to observe, that the Orchestra upon Friday evening bust, 
was managed and conducted with a degree of science 
and execution not yiL-.nnmon perhaps, but still richly 
deserving of more than common notice. It mav be, that 
by our silence hitherto respecting the Orchestra ot the 
Chowringbee Theatre, we may have given reason to some 
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' persons to suppose, that we were either deficient in mu- 
. flical taste, or else indifferent to the claims of harmony and 
patlody. On the first point we shall say not a word; but 
refernng to the second, we can honestly and boldly assert, 
that we are second to none in enthusiastic attachment to 
* musical entertainments ; and if hitherto it should have ap¬ 
peared, that we have not indicated that warmth of res¬ 
pect for the Orchestra which it richly merited, and does 
pow richly deserve, it ought to -be attributed rather to 
the hurry with which our theatrical observations are 
generally penned, than to any want of prpper feeling. We 
have been l.efl to fltake these cursory remarks upon.the 
Orchestra of our Cho’wringhee Ururv, because we noticed 
that when the audience wi re the neaft thing to passing 
into the “ land of Nod,” Mr. Demme drew his bow over 
the strings—the hsqid followed-—the overture struck upj‘ 
and every eye which had drowsily winked was briskly 
Open, ami every car alive to the electricity of mufeicad 

sounds. ■ 

After the overture we were preparing to take ^ a snug 
little bit of a sleep, when the stage bell rang. There is 
something extremely enlivening in the merry chime of 
the stage bell, after an audience have been snoring and 
yawnimr. - 1 

The first piece was the Otn Maid. Before last night 
we thought it read better than it acted—but it was acted 
in such a supereminent manner on that occasion, that wc 
feel at d loss what to shy. We do so the more especially, 
because acting merit, in our'Opinion, was not last night 
monopolised by one indiyidual, as is often the case. On 
the contrary, it wus shared between all the characters ; 
and the picture instead of affording merely a few excel¬ 
lent touches and peculiar graces-appertaining to particu¬ 
lar individuals', blended into: a beautifully harmonicas 
whole w here nothing was distorted or obtrusive. 

'lhe story of the Old Maid is one which v fight happen 
in real life—a loyer might mistake a wife for her sister- 
in-law ; and from that single told feiinple mistake, many 
complex situations might arise.’ Accordingly, in the evo¬ 
lution of the plot of the Old Maim, the minil readily and 
easily credits the tliffcrentimpressions to which peculiar 
circumstance- expose it. It enters into the spirit of the fic¬ 
tion, am! dues not pause coldly to enquire how reason is 
satLkcii. '■ ■ 

The characters of the Oi.» Maid were happily cast. C7e- 
~'moiU looked extremely well. It may appear trifling ns 
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f on nee ted with the gentleman who plaved the part, but we 
bannot help observing hoW very well he dresses ; this wfe 
mention in the hope of impressing the ppint in question 
Upon the minds * qf young amateurs. To say that 
<Jlerimont looked extremely well, would be taking a very 
meagre sketch of tire perfection which distinguished that 
character on Friday night. We are aware that we have 
nothing new to offer in the way of commendation to this 
respected performer ; and yet to commend him we cannot 
help, though we haVe not a jot of novelty to add upon 
this occasion. All we need say, therefore, is, that he per¬ 
formed the part with his usual skill and judgement. Mr. 
Harlow succeeded very well in pourtraying a respectable 
■ house-keeper. * 

Captain Cape was admirable. Indeed it would be great 
injustice not to mention how very much gratified we felt. 
In common with the audience, at the very evident im¬ 
provement made by the respectable amateur who had the 
part. 

' We hasten to fay the tribute of our hearty applause it 
the feet of Mas. Hablow. Let her believe us when we 
declare to her in the utmost sincerity, that we consi¬ 
dered Iter performance most, excellent. 

A: for Miss Harlow, she was quite irresistible. We 
have before expressed our great surprise at the ease 
and felicity with which this amateur overcomes*!he pecu¬ 
liar difficulties with wnich he has to contend, and on 
Friday there was more than sufficient scope for similar 
admiration. ! * " "

heat over-powered audience* but oar (’howringhee hand 
on Friday night did more j and it was the more relished, 
because, unexpected, they kept the audience in one conti¬ 
nual roar of the heartiest laughter in the world, from the 
beginning to the end of the “ Old Maid." 

The vapouring old maidish ltauteur of Miss Harlow 
was delightfully represented, and had an admirable relief 
in the lady-like jealousy and elegant petit malice of her 
Sister-in-law Mrs, Harlow.

conclusion, that the distemper which so fatally ravaged 
Colonel Pear sc’s camp was occasioned by Bengal w, and 
my mode of reasoning was this. It is upon record, that

people generally can be agniust a sudden attack. What- 
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ever tends to disorder the stomach, the bowels, or the

tt, then, is prudence, and tact as respects dietetics and gc- 
ecral reg.men.

Juld Lang Syne,'* 
was repeated at the Dum Duin Theatre yesterday. This 
drama both in spirit ami letter, departs much from the Ko¬ 
vel. Rashkigh and Diana Veruon arc comparatively speak¬ 
ing-, subordinate’ characters ;—the Atlas of the piece is 
ButUur Nieni Jarvie. Frovan, in this part was, generally 
speaking, very happy inr his conception of the character— 
but thpre are spots on-the 8an, awl 1 must hint to Mr. 
Fkovast, that his dress was havthy respectable— -certainly 
not what a Bhillie Merchant and Agent wore in Glas¬ 
gow, even m those thrifty simple times. His dis¬ 
pensing with a glass, when taking “ a drop of com¬ 
fort" previous to his expedition t» the Tolbootli, was 
in very bad taste. Hisjunotiuns were rather too mercurial, 
and lie latterly threw too much of the buffoon into tin. 
grave though joyous Baillie. Fawcxtt as Rob Roy look¬ 
ed his character exceedingly well, struggled v>ith hi^ 
captors in a fine gladiator like manner, and killed Rash 
itigh most execrably : indeed both these Heroes ap 
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peared to know as little of fencing as of the alkahest, anii 
the Bailie with his pokes could have made both of thent 
bite the dust.

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The rumours which prevailed 'some time ago, off softie 
Russian ‘Officers in disguise having made their appearance 
oti the northern fiontiers of our Indian Territories, have, 
it seems, areceiv ed confirmation by advices from the Interi¬ 
or, as win bexeen by an extract given in ‘another part o€ 
to-day’s paper. The Jealousy that‘must -naturally be ex- 
ciied by the appearance of such visitants in any shape, is 
not at all diminished by the circumstances mentioned re¬ 
specting these European strangers, whether French or 
Russian ; for the grasping policy of the Autocrat of the 
North is well known, aud he Would notseruple to avail 
himself of the services of individuals of airy nation, qualifi¬ 
ed and inclined to forward his ambitious projects. The 
jealousy that subsists between England and France, and 
the seal with which Oriental literature is cultivated in the 
latter country, might naturally -suggest to him to look 
among the disbanded Officers of the ^Gratnd Army, for per¬ 
sons of sufficient knowledge, zeal and enterprise for such 
a design. The rhtimate knowledge they are said to pos¬ 
sess of the Persian language, proves that there is nothing 
accidental or unpremeditated in their visit to the East; but 
that they were duly prepared for such an expedition 
and it is indeed surprising with the qualifications they aie 
-said to possess that they were discovered to be Europeans, 
which could only have happened from mere accident, or a 
carelessness On their own part of concealing the ’circum¬ 
stance. ' * 

The conjecture that they wished to establish themselves 
-about the Raja's person seems probable, arid opens up a 
wide field of at'least possible danger. . tf the Emperor of 
all the Rnssias were by such insidious methods to con¬ 
stitute emissaries at the Courts of the Native Princes, to 
poison their minds against the English nation, and the pre¬ 
sent order of tilings—in concert with Russia, the con¬ 
sequences might be serious. 

French on Russian Officers fit Tna PtiXiA®. 

Oui lleadeis will recollect the rumours circulated some 
time affoof two French nr Russian Officers’ .haying reached 
the Punjab and entered the service of Rfliijeet ‘Singh s 
rind the important political consequences attachedto their 
wupoosed mission. We have just learnt* ^t-tne^ particulars 
regarding these adventurers,-which 1 prove that, whatever 
wav have been the purport of their visit to the >e3th Court, 
its success has not been flattering. Who or what the 
two travellers are, is not very well known. It is con- 
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jpeetured that they are tlussian Officers in the service of 
Persia, and have come from Tabreez by ihe route of -Kan,- 
dahar and Cabool., What add* to the piobabilty of this 
supposition is, that they write Persian with ease and ele¬ 
gance. Some Correspondence has, we understand,passed 
between one of our political agents and them, but in all their 
tetters they have studiously concealed their names and de¬ 
signation, Their reception by Runjeet has been at once 
polite and wary;. Heassi'aned to them apartments in Lahore,, 
elephants, horses, servants,.and the customaiy daily allow¬ 
ance. He invited them to a grand review of his troopa. 
and in short heaped civilities on their heads. But he ac¬ 
companied all this with the unwelcome declaration that 
they must take their departure within three months, 
the objeetoffheir visit probably was to secure a permanmt 
footing near the Raju’s person, itis likely that this intimation* 
to remove must have proved'very unwelcome. We have 
not learnt if they have yet left the Punjab. 

We announce with sincere regret the dfenth of the Vene¬ 
rable H, L. 1 oaiNtr, D. D. Archdeacon of Calcutta, on the 
night of Wednesday the 4th of September, after an illness. 
of only a few hours. 

When distinguished' inrlh’iduals, who fill a large space 
in a limited community, are cutoff, in rapid succession, by 
sudden and premature death, the frailty of our eanhly tenure 
comes home to us with redouhled force and keenness ; and 
though instances are daily and hourly accumulating which 
remind us of the uncertainty of life, the sensation is slight 
when compared with that which is produced by the melan¬ 
choly events that have lately occurred in Calcutta. It is 
but the other day that the lamented Bishop of this Diocese, 
■with a form and constitution- that promised a protracted 
period ofexistence, fell a victim to a sudden and short at¬ 
tack of fever,—and now, whilst the forcible and affecting 
funeral sermon, which the A r ehdeacon delivered on the oc¬ 
casion, is still sounding in our ears, we are surpiized with 
the sad account of the death of' that respected Preacher- 
Truly might he have said : 

F,v#*n he, who«<* soul now melts iti mournful lays, 

Shall shortly waaf the generous tear he pays. 

The death of the Bishop, had imbued his mind with an 
increased feeling of man’s transitory condition, and fre¬ 
quent meditation on this-event, and on the utter unsted- 
fastness of all human enjovment, had 1 fully prepared him 
for the mortal change. He died sudden as- was the visit- 
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aiion, in perfect composure and with the most pious, re* 
signatiori. He was fully aware of the fatal character of 
the disease, and gave instructions about his funeral,— 
desired that it might be as private as possible, and that 
po monument, should be erected over his remains. The 
humility of his death-bed corresponded with the amenity 
of his life, which was strongly manned by gentleness* 
domestic love, and all the milder passions of the heart. 

IODINE IN GOITRE. 

A new mode of administering Iodine has been discover^ 
ed by ! Dr. Coivoet, ip the cure of the Goitre. The ob¬ 
ject was to introduce it into the system by other \yays than 
the stomach, as dangerous symptoms appear to have arisen 
from its local action upon the mucous membrane of that 
organ. An ointment was made of an ounce and half of 
hogs-lard, and half a drachm of kydriodate of potash. A 
piece of the size of a nut whs prescribed night and mor¬ 
ning, to be rubbed in on the Goitre, or the enlarged glands 
of the neck. In the first case of its administration Ln this 
way, the tumour softened after eight days of friction ; it*, 
fifteen days the diminution was much greater, and the 
tumour had divided in many small lohes, distinct fiom one 
another ; at the end of a month it had entirely disappeared, 
without any other tfleet being produced by the Iodine. After 
that twenty-two persons were treated in the same way. A- 
bpve half the pumher were cured in between four and six 
weeks ami the others to a greater or less degree. Iodine 
thus iutioduced into the absoibent system, present!* tl*e 
same results as when administered internally.

TO THE *DXT©I» OH THE IWBI* GAZETTE^ 

Sriij—As sonie particulars of the family of His HighntSH 
Kutteh Qolleh Khan, lately arrived ,here from Persia, may 
be interesting to some of your readers, and as the circum* 
-stances-may not be generally known, 1 ha^e taken the liber«- 
ty of sending a hasty sketch, from 46 Waring's tour to 
Bberaz.” 

Though Mr. Waring’s History of the Ztind dynasty is. 
written with great ease, and in a pleasant natural .style, it 
is. somewhat deficient in clearness and perspicuity, I> 
trust, however, the following account from it may prove 
acceptable:— 

, On the death of Ulee Moorad Khan, in A. D: 1784,' Jafir 
Khan (the grandfather of Futteh Oolah) ascended the throne 
of Persia, and was assassinated in 1788 by the machina¬ 
tions of Syyud Moorad Khan who was proclaimed King', 
and letters were written in his name to the different 
Chieftains under the Government of Slieraz, Upon receiv¬ 
ing, this-intelligence, Lootf Ulee Khan (the father of ouf 
royal visitor) was deserted by the whole of his army, and 
was-happy with five attendants to, accomplish his escape 
to. Bushire. He here meets with, protection and.hospita¬ 
lity from Sheikh Nasir, who in the course of, three months, 
assembled a force with the view ofbeseiging Sheraz* upon, 
which Syyud Moorad Khan sent a force against him, and- 
penetrated to Dalikee, near which place Lootf Ulee Khan 
was encamped, wheij a conspiracy broke out in the ene¬ 
my’s camp which put the brother of Syyud Moorad Khan 
into the power of Lootf Ulee Khan, who pnthini to death. 
Syyud Moorad Khan.however effected his escape, and.shel¬ 
tered himself from immediate danger in the citadel, 

Zt would he impossible to relate in the small compass, 
of a newspaper the wonderful reverses of fortune, and the 
many deeds of valour of this intrepid warrior, whom no 
misfortune could depress. 

In 1790, Lootf Ulee Khan left Sheraa and determined 
upon attacking Kirman. pi left the nominal government 
ofFais in the hands of his younger brother, a youth of 
tender age and no experience; but committed the civit' 
administrate of aff&rrs to Hajee Ibrahim, and the de¬ 
fence of the £ iort, and the adjacent country, to Burkhod&f 
Khan, 




Lootf Ulee Khan was shortly afterward 1 !. ®o»t treacher¬ 
ously deserted- ’'Hajee'- Ibrahim, who was indebted to 
the family of the Ztinds f-r the distinction and credit he 
possessed. The causes of thus* ingratitude and treason do 
not appear to be well ascertained. t ' 

...The. Persian historian from whom Mr. Waring occasion* 
•»1iy extracts, .says, “ that Burkhodar Khan, being a rela- 
“ tion of Lootf plee Khan, and much esteemed by biro* 
expected that Hajee Ibrahim should pay him the atten- 
tion which was due to n superior. The dignity of his 
“ situation or the pride of Hajee Ibrahim would not allow 
•‘him to make- this unmeaning sacrifice. Mutual neglect 
V excited mutual dl iijtiU; the transition from ill will to open 
and avowed enmity was easy arjd unobservable; and 
“ the absurd folly of twp men effected the ruin, and al- 
•* mdst>utter extinction of a family, which had swayed 
ft the sceptre ofPersia for more than half a century.” Bur- 
Jchodar Khan contrived to insinuate into the King's mind 
some suspicion of Hajee Ibrahim's fidelity, who finding 
himself regarded with distrust by Loqtf Ulee Khan, was de¬ 
termined to anticipate the machinations of his enemies, and- 
shortly after brolfe out into open rebellion, and advanced 
wjrii h a force, part of which he detached to occupy the pass¬ 
es between Maeen and Geery. and encamped in the latter 
place. His attend an had flattered him with the hope 
that f,ootf Uiee Khan would flv the instant he heard of his 
approach, but in the word-4 of Mr. Waring, ‘f They mistook 
“ the.character of Lootf Ulee Khan, whose ardent, spirit 
“ courted either dominion or death- His perseverance 
was unconquerable, and Iris resolution might be called 
“ fje$peraic. Hp became familiar with hardship, and 
“ sought danger that he might find glory.” In this in-. 
Stance he is ajrtpn d»-seried, ;but finds an asylum with 
Meef Husein Khun. lie now commences a journev into 
Cnndaria, and haring received letters from two of his 
adherents, whp inhumed him that they had collected a 
force, he lost not a moment in joining those friends, whose 
aff«:ctipu for him predominated over the malice of his 
fortune. He was j med on the road by a body of Afgans, * 
and proceeded wtLli Mobmmnud Khan to Bum, where he 
was received bv Julian Geer Khan. With their joint 
forces he matched against Kirmaun, and after a consi¬ 
derable resistance, carried the place by assault. The Gq.* 
Vdpor with the principal Officers effected tlieir escape.

His atten¬ 
dants had informed him of the suspicious approach of 
jifihr Ulee Khan,'who was accompanied by a body, of 
armed men, but His presumptuous disposition made him. 

He was now sur¬ 
rounded and attempted to escape on horseback; his liorse 
was wounded and fell, still not disheartened ; he attacked 
his ehedues, till he received two wounds on the hea^ 
dnd arm. ^ 

He was sent immediately to A Mohummud, who in¬ 
stantly ordered him (o be blinded, biit the tyrant still 
dreading him, soon afterwards gave orders for his murder. 
His remains were deposited in the iriausoletim of ode of 
the sons of Imaum. 

My subject has carried me further than I originally in¬ 
tended,' and my sketch is any thing but a short one, but 
I cannot close my letter without relating the character of 
this great man as given bv.Mr Waring. 

“ The actions of.Lootf Ulee Khan sufficiently declares 
" h>§ character’, Uis br^veiy would n6t be equalled by thd 
“ inflexible fortitude which lie manifested at the most 
“ disastrous events and at the most sudden and unexpect¬ 
ed reverses of fortune. If victory made bird presump- 
** fuous, defeat never made him- despond.; and whether 
“ deserted by his troops, ot betrayed by his friend, he still 
*' evinced the same unconquerable spirit; he might not 
“ command success, but he was able to repel despair.** 

“ Few men have contended with more ardour for gloryj 
,f and were I to compare his character with any European 
“ monarch, 1 should prefer onr English Richard’s to 
“Charles the Twelfth’s. His .military'talents appear to 
“’have been very great, at least much superior to that of 

his antagonists. He may be accused of a want of pru- 
“-deirce, but his history betrays no instance of it; and'his 
" measures appear to have been well calculated to remedy. 
“ unavoidable misfortunes. He-may have been supposed. 
“ to have been deficient in the act of conciliation; but in. 
“ a country where the dagger of the assassin is concealedl 1 
“ /h'd' the garb of friendshin, we must hesitate before 
” we pronounce undisguised treachery to be the result of 
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y supposed of violence. The prosperity d’f Lootf Ulee 

' w Khan procured him many friends, who deserted him 
" when his fortune declined; and in Persia even they want 
“ the hardihood to avow ingratitude. ’Lootf Ulee Khan 
"was at the time of his murder, about twenty-five years 
u of age, tall and handsome. He was a most accomplish* 
" ed horseman, and was esteemed unrivalled in the'mili* 
" tary exercises of Persia. 0 

Lootf Ulee Khan was the last sovereign of the 2und dy¬ 
nasty, but his son Futteh Oolleh Khan is related to the 
feigning family, by the marriage of His Highness’s siitet 
With the heir apparent to the Throne of Persia.

In otir former hotice of His Highness Prince Rt/ftfiar 
Oolla Khan, we undfer an erroneous impression gave hiirf 
the title of Persian Ambassador—whereas it now ap* 
pears that he has ednie to India as a Visitor only; hut con¬ 
joined with the illtlstrioUsncss of his rank, he has another 
qlaim to distinction, as being the bearer of a complimenta¬ 
ry and introductory letter from the PrInce Royal of Persia 
to the Governor General. Without pausing here to spe¬ 
culate upon any other motives, the Prince Futteb Olla. 
Kuan might have had for coming to Bengal, besides the 
ostensible ofte of travelling for amusement; we refer ouf 
readers to a letter from an esteemed Correspondent, 
Which gites an interesting account of the noble family 
from which he is sprung. 

On Friday evening, His Excellency the Marqxjess op 
Hastings paid a visit to the Prince Putteh Oolla Kuan. 
His Lordship left Government House at 5 o’clock in his 
state carriage, dressed in the uniform of a British Ge¬ 
neral, and wearing the Insignia of the Garter and Bath, 
His Lordship, who we are happy to say seemed in ex¬ 
cellent health and spirits, was accompanied by the Oflt* 
cers of his household in their richly embroidered dresses; 
and the postillions of his Lordship's carriage were dressed 
in state jackets. A second carriage contained the rest of 
His Lordship’s suite in their dresses of ceremofty ; and 
His Excellency was escorted by a squadron of the Body

effect, soon reachefi His Highness the Prince’s residence 
In Roydsfreet.

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A; number of Persians of distinction stood iff the anti- 
chamber, who. made a profound obeisahct as Hra 
Highness led His Excellency this Marquess to a chair oh 
his right hand. His Highness the Prince, through the me¬ 
dium of an Interpreter, entered into convdrsttthm With HFs 
Lordship, expressing his sense of the great honor of such 
a distinguished visit. Upon this His Lordship', in a most 
affable manner, replied in general terms, J&at his visit 
was one of cordiality. After the gentlemen w His Lord- 
ship’s suite were seated. His Highness salaamed to 
them gracefully, and with great courtesy of demeanour, 
bid them a hearty welcome in the Persian language, 
and politely expressed his fears that they- had Been 
much inconvenienced by coming to see him. He then 
resumed the conversation with his Lordship, and both 
seemed in very good spirits j His Highness especially 
evincing by his words and manner how very much he Wad 
pleased with His Excellency’s attention to him. 

The refreshments consisted of dried fruits and coffee,— 
the former remaining on acontigiious table, while thw 
latter was handed round. His Highness apologised to 
the English gentlemen for not presenting it with his'' 
own hand, as they had not been particularly introduced to 
each other. The servants who passed round the coffee, 
were clothed in shawl dresses, and wore richly embos¬ 
sed daggers, with curious handles and sheaths formed 
of Sheraz enamel. 

After remaining about five and twenty minutes. His 
Lordship rose to depart. The Prince rose Up also, and 
said he would accompany His Excellency down stairs;. 
this however His Lordship gobd humouredly declined ; and 
His Excellency’s departure was announced by a flourish of 
trumpets.

POLICE REFORM. 


tiie Editor or the Journal. 

Sir, —In a populous town like that of Calcutta, containing per. 
sons from almost every country in the world, an efficient Police 
Is of the first importance to the security and good order of the com* 
Htuuity at large. The Police of this metropolis has, I acknowledge, 
made rapid strides to improvement, but as I am of opinion, it will 
server reach that perfection which it is possible to attain, without 
some material change, I bug to state the nature of that change, and 
to propose such measures as to me appear likely to obtain the de¬ 
sired end. 

The principal reason for my forming the above opinion, is the 
present investiture ofthe public tranquillity in the hands ot native 
officers. The caste of these men generally, are not one of the 
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highest, and their principles of justice or honesty are such as to rea¬ 
der them unfit for the posts they are permitted to fill. The C'ho» 
Jkeerlars of the city, besides proving an annoyance to nocturnal 
quietness, by their loud and unnecessary halloos, a source of 
much uneasiness to the sick and to the weary, are known to bfe 
men not very scrupulous in sacrificing their conscience or their 
sense of duty to the temptation of money. They are noted for pu¬ 
sillanimity, a deficiency that entirely disqualifies them for the office 
of Watchman. The Thanadars are celebrated for extortion and 
oppression, instances of which are daily occurring, but unfortunate¬ 
ly for the sufferers, circumstances very rarely make the Magi®, 
trates acquainted with their acts of dishonesty and rapine on the 
labourer or bypassers, who in passing the ihannah? arc generally 
subjected to a levy of unwarranted contribution, and who prefer 
parting with a small share if not a moiety of their property, rather 
than risk an investigation, in which the combination of their op¬ 
pressors and party evidence give them little chance of redress. 
The sjstem of injustice adopted by the*e persons, requires no partW 
cular illustration ; they are discovered in every corner of the town, 
and a rigid scrutiny into the acts of the 1‘hannadars would bring to 
light instances of misconduct perhaps hardly worthy of belief 
from annnnymous recital. 

From the foregoing facts a remedy is urgently called for, I 
therefore beg to suggest that the situation of Thanadars be hence¬ 
forward conferred on East Indians, many of whom would be very 
glad to be so employed on a reasonable salary ; they will be more 
faithful in the discharge of their duly j their principles and ha¬ 
bits will secuse the inhabitants against extortion and villainy, now 
so generally prevalent; and thpir knowledge of equity and jus¬ 
tice will act as a powerful check.on the knavery of the lower class 
of Police Officers The Cliokeedars n:>w in employ should also be 
displaced by men from the. upper provinces, say from Rohilcund, 
where the generality of them are athletic, brave and honest fel¬ 
lows. The late disbandment of Irregulars offers a good opportunity 
for procuring them, and as I am not aware of any obstacles to em¬ 
ploying people of the description above-mentioned, probably the 
suggestions I have ventured to publish, may not be altogether un¬ 
deserving of attention.

Tobson, (Serjeant Msjor of the Bengal European Regiment, and 
afterwaid' exchanged with the Quniler Master Serjeant) df the 
Honourable East India Company’s Army, whilst on board the 
above Ship, for the preservation of the life of the third Officer, 
Mr. Dobson, when he fell overboard in adaik night at about 19 
. P. M. of the 29th Mgrch of 1822. 

Upon the alarm of “a man overboard” being given, Serjeaut 
TonsqN, ignorant who the unfortunate Individual was, nor deterred 
. by the roughness ol' the sea, the darkness of the night, or the 
velocity of the Ship’s way, at the time going 1 five knots, but md- : 
- mated and exalted by humanity and heroic indifference to danger, 
and a disinterested solicitude to save a fellow creature from 
destruction, plunged into the sea, and directly swam towards Mr.

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•pbt by the manly voice of the intrepid Serjeant, who remained 
swimming near Mr Dohson nntil they were both happily picked up.

MUSICALENTERTAINMENTS. 


The auspices under which the series of Musical Entertainments 
St the Town Hall for the ensuing season are to be conducted, 
cannot fail to ensure complete success and afford ample satisfaction 
to the Public} and it is gratifying to observe that all parties are 
so convinced of the excellence of the plan, that hardly the 
shadow of an objection has been suggested. The Editor of (he 
OoviiRN’i em r Gazette expiesses his opinion that the principle on 
winch these Concerts are proposed to be conducted — must mei:t 
with universal approbation ; but apprehends that there has been 
too much delay in bringing (lie plan forward. Now we are happy 
to iuioim linn, that his apprehensions are altogether vain ; for two 
years ago, it wa> not considered too late in the end of December; 
now it is only September! He observes further “ the introduction 
of the scheme ought to have preceded any other proposal tor a set 
of < oncerts; for allho’ the dfsireadleness of such an arrangement 
cannot be questioned, > et in carrying it into eft'-ct it must be the 
general wish to combine the gratification of the Public with an 
equitable attention to the claims of individuals.” 

The Poet has snug that “ Partial ill is L'niversal good we are 
of opinion that the claims of individuals ought to be secondary to 
the advantage of the Public ; hut independent of this, when a union 
was proposed two years ago, ahout the end of December as already 
stated, two of Mr. Lacy's Concerts were alieady past! There might 
have been some ground then for urging the late peiiod of the 
season and the claims of individuals ; but if we are to listen always 
to such pleas, we must make up our minds at once never to see a 
union of the entire musical talent of Calcutta, and be content .with 
two comparatively meagre sets of Concerts. As Mr. Lacy had 
secured the principal Performers, and-was prepared to institute 
Musical Entertainments of some kind, before the present scheme 
of Onion was euggestei ; it cannot surely be supposed for a 
moment that he intended to , remain inactive the whole season, 
and resign the entire field to Mr. Linton; which o< them tn*t 
put forth his Manifesto, announcing his intentions publicly, wa* 
therefore, in our estimate, a matter of perfect indifference ; since 
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itheit view# are so well Known to the Public. But if their claim* 
.upon the public patronage on the day of the Town Hall Meeting 
were not exactly on a par, we are happy to understand the Com* 
mi)tee hare liberally offered to do away any difference there might 
be in a pecuniary way by defraying the expenses that might bate 
been incurred by Mr Linton in consequence of hit previous arrange* 
mcutB; in doing which they have shown, w« think,every “ equitable 
attention to the claims ot individuals” that could be required of 
them. We have every reason to suppose, theiefure, that ihe Com* 
mittee will think it their duty to proceed with the Union Concert, 
at the Hown Hall, where we hope there will be both union and 
harmony during the Season. An .Amateur we understand has 
kindly promised to lend a most Maguifieent large Organ for the 
occasion.— Hark, 


SIAM. 

In all the East it is probable that there is not a more productive 
country than Siam; but very little of the merit of this is due to Ibe 
Siamese, and almost all of it to the peculiar fertility of the soil 
The consequence of this fertility, and of the great conveniences, 
afforded to the internal navigation by the numerous streams and 
canals by which the country is every where intersected, and which 
afford facilities unknown tu most countries, is, that its capabilities 
for trade are peculiarly great, and accordingly it carries on a 
trade with the Chinese, farexceeding airy thing of which aconcep- 
feion bad been hitherto formed. It is calculated that from 30 to 
40,000 tom of shipping are annually employed in this trade in 
Bang*Kok alone, an amount far greater than that of any native 
port in India ; besides these people alone have a free trade heie, 
and the ships of every other nation are subject to great incou. 
veniences in the piosecntiun oftheiis. This does not refer to the 
weight of the imposts, which aie very far from being heavy. 
Twelve hundred dollars will cover all the port charges of a ship of 
350 tons. The duties are 8 per cent, on impoits. The exportation 
of bullion and even eoiu in fiee adso. Many other articles are duty 
free ulso ; Sugar pays 1> ticals tile picul. 

An engagement has been entered into not to raise the duties 
beyond their present amount, but the word of the Siamese is not to 
be relied upon,- and they are only anxions for our trade, that they 
may commit extortions upon it in their own way. That way is this : 
they give a public order for a free trade, and a secret one not to 
deal with the persons so offered a free trade, under a penalty of 
Stripes and lines. The Oncers of Government, or rather a party, 

(for the whole is the work of a party) under (his monbply, take the 
most valuable parts o f the cargo, and when they want no' more, 
will allow the rest to be sold to other*, after having thus deriv¬ 
ed all the advantage they wish from the property. 

The principal articles of exportation from Siam are pepper, 
card am u ms, sugar, sapan wood, (about 300,000 piculs annually) and 
gamboge. The Chinese take away the greatest portion of all 
these, and many other articles suited to their own peculiar wants.. t 
such as sharks' fins, bird's nests, bivhode-mai. (about 

200,000 annually) rhinoceros’ deer's, bu^bn^'j^, tygers’ and elephants’ 
Ws, d«r.’,«ndIpMUJ; ^ „f .Imitar .Hide.. 

'"“"fcJl S»UV produced in inc.lcul.Mc n»d oMko. 
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by mean* of tbfrjintu;t 9 Bit the i£aro$e(q wttlfinBits to thft 
Eastward. 'Among tlie articles produced in the smaller quantities, 
but which are still valuable tor Indian or Euiopean cargoes, ara 
agil wood, benjamin, ivoiy, and stick, lac. 

The principal articles which' aietd demand at this place, among 
the various manufactures of India or Em ope ate glass- ware of 
every possible description-, firearms, cotton goods, hardware, and 
Cutlery and coarse woolen*. Hlany more articles ,may be introduced, 
and in time a demand for them would be created " Indeed, there can 
be no question that if we could gain permission to trade upon the 
same terms as tlie Chinese, front 20 to 30 ships, of from 209 to 300 ton* 
might be anaually employed in the commerce yvilii tins In every 
port to which Eutopeans a:e permitted to trade upon an equality 
with them, it is found that they always take that tank to which tho 
superior skill, wealth, intellect, and enterprise give them an an* 
doubted claim. The fereat causes to which the frei dora of Chinese 
trade is to be attributed, are the supple, bending, accommodating 
manners of the Thinese, the long eonftetioft existing between tho 
countries, and the number of those people residing here, who in¬ 
variably employ all the advantages they derive front this circum¬ 
stance to tkejbenefit of their countrymen. 

* Besides the at tides mentioned above, Siam produces iron, lead, 
tin, copper, gold, and stiver; the'three first in great quantities. 
Iron, manufactured iuto cooking utensils, forms au extensive 
article of exportation. Among the imports, Opium takes a pro¬ 
minent place, for of this about 250 chests a yeat are consumed. 
This is brought mostly in the junks, from Penang and Singapore, and 
although a contraband article, it meets with a speedy and safo 
sale. The very persons whose duty it is to enforce prohibition, arts 
the principal dealers in it. The present price is about 7,500 rupees* 

The Americans carry away from Siam a considerable quantity of 
sugar, three or four ships annually coming for this purpose. One 
bad arrived since the Massion were there, and had just left tha 
place. They bring dollars principally, and buy their cargoes for 
ready money. One of them last year brought some old uiu<iketgf 
for which the Siamese gave a picul of sugar each. 

Of the character of the people, it may be sufficient to say that 
front the highest to the lowest, they are considered to be mean, 
cowardly, and mercenary. This pietly nearly compiles the whole 
of their qualities, and this it is said prevades every actiuii of 
their liyea, Every means is tesoited to by them, however, lo in¬ 
crease their wealth and to promote.their own interests. Hence it 
is that the King and his Ministers are the principal merchants, and 
hence the system of Royal monopolies and pihileges which 
destroy tiade ; for they are more watchful over the most minute 
action that affects theii interests than overthe most weighty affairs 
of the kingdom. * It is iVoin this that arises their great repugnance 
to a free trade, which would dry up some of the'greatest soiifees bf 
their wealth, and it is much to be feared,that unless Government 
feel it their duty to interfere in a, decided manner for the further¬ 
ance of llritish interests, from' this cause, commerce wijl never be 
carried on to advantage, with this country. This character for 
rapacity pervades ftVeiy one who has any connexion with strangers, 
and they never fail to exercise it to the, utmostof their ability. 
With respect to security of persons anil propeity, they are quite 
as safe in the Mename as in the Gauges^ and no one dares to 
iuterlere with there.

Quiloti, Travancore , 21 st August , 1822* 

We had this morning thc'awful sentence of aGenorat Com! 
Maitial cauied into execution on Piivate J. O’BriIiN, H- M. 
89th Regt. lately tried fei Mutiny in stiiking his superior 
tier. 

The troops under the command of Col. Scott ,C* B. f»i med 
three sides of a square, ps follow s;H. M. 89lh Regt. in ihe Cen¬ 
tre facing the Rust a detachment of Aitilkry, lfiih Light ialau- 
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try,a detachment of the 234 9T. I. and the 25th N. J. formed 
ep potifii£—,At 7. o'clock the prisoner w as escorted frotri the 
Mai* Guard,, dressed in a loop White Robe, attended by our 
Military Chaplain,(Mr. Jefferson) and brought to. the Centre 
by tbe &. W. angle of the square, when the sentence, of his 
Court Martial and the Warrant for his execution were read; 
after which Ue was conducted to the right of the detachment 
of Artillery, hence ptneeded by the Band of his Corps, 
playing the |)ead March in Saul, and his coffin borne by four 
men erf his Company, lie passed along the three sides of the 
'square, and on arriving at the flank of the 2&tb N. I. the pro* 
-cession wheeled to the right, and on arriving opposite the Cen- 
tre of the 89th Regt. (where.the. filing Party were already farm¬ 
ed) halted; when the. Band ceased, and the prisoner with 
‘Mr. Jefferson continued in prayer for some time, both kneel¬ 
ing in rear of his coffin—a few minutes alter the Clergyman 
bad taken his leave in the most affecting manner, the awful 
sentence was (on a concerted signal) carried into effect—The 
troops were then wheeled back into open columns of Com* 
panics and marched past the corpse of the unfortunate man, 
whose conduct irr prison since his sentence had been corn* 
municated to him, was penitent and exemplary in the extreme; 
and his fortitude, and devout resignation, this morning, was 
truly deserving ot a liplter cause—the greatest possible ere* 
dit is due to our niucb respected Military Chaplain for his 
unreniiting attention to the wretched man, hefoie and after 
his sentence became known ; much is rjo doyl»t to he as¬ 
cribed tohim for having so far 'fortified the uufortunato 
mao's mind, as to have enabled him to have -borpe his fate 
as lie did, who although Steadfast in his devotion as lie was* 
yet did not fail in noticing with proper respect the colors of 
the different Corps as he passed. 

Sarh a scene as I have j£esciibed > s fortunately not com¬ 
mon in this Presidency, and were we to judge fiom the ap¬ 
parent feelings of the whole of the troops assembled this 
morning, we would he inclined to suppose tho effect would 
be such as almost to preclude tbe recurrence of a crime, that 
can seldom or ever be pardoned with safety in a well regulat¬ 
ed Military body. 

Tbe excellent and novel idea of our Commander in f C1iief, in 
ordering the whole, of the BuropeanForces of this Presiden¬ 
cy to paradf, on the day and time fixed for this Military ex¬ 
ecution and'the Court Maiiiai to be read; cannot we think 
fail in having a striking effect, and m«sl forcibly impressing 
hq the minds of out Buropean force, the great danger and 
tendency of one of the gieafest Military crimes a Soldier 
ean be guilty of.

Medical men of every description are merely grasping iu 
the dark, proceeding by "chance work, and stumbling at 
every step, with a sort of blind fold temerity calculated 
more to produce injury to the patient than increase his ad 
vantage;—and the hmrible mischief caused lathis blind 
leading the blind” method of treatment, is too fresh in the 
minds of this community, from the millions that hava 
perished from the means of it within the last five years, to 
requite from me in this place any particular elucidation of 
its baneful effects. 
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In the second piece, his assertion ibat “ it is not pro¬ 
bable the remote existing cause when known would conduct 
us to the means of lessening the frequency ol the disorder, 
or of treating it successfullyis not only wholly without

Now the prevention of 
diseases, and certainly of pestilential diseases, is of far 
greater consequence than the cure, as it is called, of such 
maladies, when through the ignorance tf the Public, and t 
may add lire indolence of Medical Men, they are permitted 
to occur, to the extent we ate daily witnessing.— Preven¬ 
tion, founder! upon the knowledge of remote causes, has 
ever been, and ever will be, cons.dered, excepting bv such 
writers as this Thernpeutes, the highest effort of Medicine, 
and it was from his knowledge of remote causes, enabling 
him “ to deliver his country from a dreadful pestilence in 
the beginning of the Peloponnesian war, that Hippocrates 
was publicly rewaided with a golden crown, the pri<i)eges 
of a citizen of Athens, and the initiation at the grand 
festivals.” 

But, Sir, rude as it may appear, a sense of duty to my 
own Profession, as well as the Public, constrains me to 
denv positively it* being a* fact, that no one is acquainted 
■with the remote cause of the disorder. Tt may indeed be 
convenient for men, so uninformed as this The apeutes, to 
reiterate in the Newspapers that the cause is unknown,— 
because such affirmations serve as a cloak under which 
to conceal their own want of reading, —investigation, and 
infoimation upon the important subject of Indian Epide¬ 
mics In short it is a most commodious mask, for cover¬ 
ing the general apathy and negligence by which Medical 
Research in this country has so long been chaiacterised { 
and by means of which, till within these few years, iliat 
the Grand Revolution took place, in which it is much to my 
satisfaction to reflect I mav claim so prominent a share, the 
science of Medicine in ^lindoostan was doomed to retro- 
gad e instead of advancing. Proofs multiply upon proofs, 
which place upon imperishable record the cause of this dis¬ 
ease to he the employment for food of vitiated or poisonous 
r 'ce; and unless your correspondent’s statements will dis¬ 
close such facts as tend to ovei throw the testimonies for 
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this imooftant truth that are before the iPublie, they 
must lie considered as perfectly nugatory either for theo¬ 
retical or practical purposes. 

Yet, before a person comedown with such t sweeping 
load of personal invective against me,—for 1 presume it *8

We went this forenoon to the Town Hull in hopes of 
being able to give our readers a general outline of the 
proceedings of the mee-ing convened there at 11 o’clock, 
for the purpose of taking into consideration the distressed 
state of the lower orders of the Irish throughout many 
parts of that portion of the United Kingdom. The meet¬ 
ing wus not a numerous one, and we felt rather surprised 
at seeing so very few Irishmen present at it. We have 
no douhfc however, although prevented by accident, ill¬ 
ness, or the shortness of the notice, from attending at 
the Town Hall, that they will exert themselves in private, 
and use all their influfiueuce in prevailing upon those 
w ho can afford it to spare something out of their 
abundance to the forlorn thousands who pine for food 
m.d mile the pelting of the pitiless storm of the bitter¬ 
est ad\er.sit\ in their native land. Certain resolutions 
\v re entered into at the meeting, well calculated to pro¬ 
mote the. object in view j they are too voluminous to ad¬ 
mit of being published in our number of to-day ; nor do 
v > like to allude mo r e particularly to them, for fear of 
it-. I'ling said, that we garbled the pioceediugs. The 
subscription intended to be commenced, is to be of that 
comprehensive nature that every one may join in it. We 
are aware that many warm-hearted persons, on occasion 
of subscribing to a great public ciaiit^, are sometimes 
kept back from a mistaken notion, that such small 
.aunts as their means permit them to bring forward, ap- 
. pear paltry compared with the amount subscribed by their 
' wealthier neighbours. lie who can only afford a Gold- 
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mohur. is ashamed to enter his donation immediately 
under hi: h<i has put down four or five hundred Rupees. 
Let such diffident persons bear in mind, that if is not. the nu¬ 
merical amount of alms that does honor to him who con¬ 
tributes them, but the proportion which they bear to his 
means, and the spirit with which they are given. It is a 
soothing reflexion, then, for the poor man to know, that 
even iie 1ms it in his power to succour human misery. 
Out of the vast heap in the treasury of the temple iri 
Jerusalem, all that is on record on earth, if not in 
H enveu, is a tiny mite thiown in by a pom widow. 
Several livn of wealth and subslauee no doubt had ad¬ 
ded substantially to the heap, but the widow’s mite 
alone is remembered. We hope, then, that the intention 
of the meeting will be successful, and that all ranks will 
come forward and endeavour, under Providence, to stay 
that plague of famine and disease which is preying upon 
the vitals of that laud whose inhabitants are proverbially 
fimed for the best, qualities that adorn human nature. 
Perhaps many may be of opinion, that, any succours raised 
iu ibis country cannot reach the scene of misery and 
devastation in sufficient time to he of use. We are con¬ 
vinced, if they seriously examine the subpc* for a moment, 
t'mt they will he of a different way of thinking. The 
di.-tre.ss, it appears, as f.u* as we can learn from the pub- 
li - papers and private letters received by Irish G\ ntie- 
men hcp' ; was most prevalent at the period of the year 
\v' t"; tin* inhabitants should huve been employed in culti¬ 
vating the ground for a new crop. Instead, Imwev* r, of 
possessing the net essarv quantity of seed for sowing the 
land in the months of April and 3\lay, the peasants were 
in absolute want of daily food, and, horrible to add, were 
dying along highways, in ditches, and under hedges and 
dykes, from sheer want of sustenance and shelter, or 
from Typhus fever induced by famine ! The preceding 
autumn had been unusually wet, and whole districts were 
ovcrfl >\ved in consequence; tins had proved particularly 
hurtful to tin 1 potatoes, which, it will be remembered, 
are generally let; in the ground till the end of autumn. 
Here, then, we have no ideal pietuie of misery—it is all 
r al, and terribh true. The subscriptions already raised 
in Kngbind, we trust Svill enable the thousands who .stand 
in need of relief io get through the winter; the bountiful 
sums which Wi confidently anticipate will he realised 
throughout. India, will arrive ne\t spring just in time to 
e nil lo the peasant to put hi- bit of luiiu iu proper train for 
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yielding a plentiful crop for the next season. British so¬ 
journers in the E ist have always been remarkable for their 
philanthropy^ even to foreigners and aliens, and sure we 
are that they will maintain their character for kind hearts 
ami open hands, now that- their brothers in Erin are groan¬ 
ing under the most appalling and comjdii a f ed afflictions. 
Just as we were about to conclude our hasty and desultory 
observations, the Madras Courier of 10th instant was put 
into onr hands, from which we select the following 
to'cihle remarks upon the subject we ventured to touch 
upon so sineerclv, but, we fear, feebly — 

“ Famine in Ireland. —We rerret that in returning to 
this afflicting subject we fire unable to nnnnunre that any 
measures have been taken at ♦his Presidency to assist 
th“ glorious work of Charity which 1ms so bountifully 
eo n me need at home. We lament this deeply, but al¬ 
though our appeal has hitherto been ineffectual, we led 
si net re satisfaction at having performed our duty by 
bringing the matter to the notice of the Public—it. is pleas¬ 
ing also to observe that, onr opiuions are not singular, and 
that both our Contemporaries have promptly followed up 
with their judicious remarks, the appeal made in lust Tues¬ 
day's Courier to the benevolent feelings of the community. 
It now rests with them to adopter reject the propositions, 
and it would ill become us to enlarge upon it. We will 
men ion, however, that we are authorised to announce 
that if any Public Subscription takes place for the relief 
of the population of Ireland, the Mount Corps Dnnnat'ijue 
will gladly come forward to promote the holy undertaking. 
We need imt repeat that the lives of thousands of our fel¬ 
low creaiurcs depon'd on prompt exertions, or that tlu; 
causes of distress are of such a nature that it will be the 
work of \ cars and not of wee kg to remove them. These 
are admitted facts. The Sifli'smptioii has commenced 
prosperously at home, but to do any permanent good 
it must be kept up and *fed from time to time by 
fnsh resources. The Towns and Counties of the United 
Kingdom are doing their duty, and we observe that, aid is 
expected from the Colonies, ft has been observed that 
f r the dih.rc""{'d Spaniards, and Russian*, and (Germans, 
hundreds of thousands were readily raised, “and that it 
’ v'.yuid shame justice as well as the charity of the Coun- 
“ tr\, it those, so nearly allied to us should be neg letted 
** at their last exiremity.” According to the statement 
of Sir Kovvvrd O'Bkikx, the boh of trees has been stripp* d 
off U> satVfy the pangs o< hu lger ; the young wheats have 
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keen sheared-, and eaten ae spinago—even the primrose 
leaves have b^?n carefully collected! One cannot .read 
$uch statements of distress orcurring. jn the most fertije 
Country in the World without shuddering..,,They, are cal¬ 
culated to afflict rs, and no matter,what produced the suf^ 
lering, our first duty is to endeavour to relieve it. 

* r In a Word) tlie distress is diiparalleled even in tlie 
annals of Ireland, the land of misfortune and misery. The 
afflictions with which that, unhappy ( ountry was visited 
In the frightful years of 1801 and 1815 were nothing com¬ 
pared to the, calamities which are now depopulating her 
Counties. We have a warrant for deserting that , the 
Peasantry of the Counties of Cork, Limerick, Kerry, 
tloscommon, and Mayo, and in fact the greater part 
of Munster and Cojiuaught are actually ,, dnd ^ literally 
starting, arid that the distress had not reached its height, 
A million and a half of people at the least, willing and 
able to work, are thus withodt the tfieafis of subsistence 
or the prospect of obtaining it.,, ^o add to the evil one 
jialf of the Cattle have died for want of t fodder. Can 
these,things be read withodt exciting feelings of Sympa¬ 
thy and coftimissetation f Is it hot H crime in human 
nature to allow a people to Continue in this frightful state 
where there is a possibility or prospect of affording relief ? 
Can a Christian Community alloW their Countrymen to 
support life on a iniserabte food of a Utile Oatmeal mixed 
teit/i nettles, without endeavouring to ameliorate a con- 
side ratioii so repugnant to the principles of humanity ?

*' What a spectable does the British Empire at this mo- 
ttisnt present. * In Ireland; thousands are perishing by 
famine, while the granaries of England are surcharged, 
In England the farmer is ruined by parting with his 
ebrn at a price even which the suffering poor of Ireland 
cannot afford to give—afford did we say >—fdr a price 
at which the united money stock) of hundreds would not 
purchase a single peck!—Ireland and England an* 
c tiled Sister Countries—united tinder one government; 
their interests and their rights should be the same. 
How comes it then, we ask, trial the Irish poor are perish¬ 
ing within reach of«relief, and yet that relief has been 
so long withheld ?’ 

“We naturally turn our eyes to Government for a 
solution of this curious enigma." 
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Had it been in ofcr power, we should have been happy 
fo publish the proceedings of the late Musical Meeting,

scale. At presefct we are quite in the dark as to the real 
cause of the Committee's failure, since we have seen no

Attended the general meeting. ‘In this notice, the Com¬ 
mittee merely state the failure which, they regretted to say, 
tiad taken place;—of course there is amend of the busi¬ 
ness as far as respects the first meeting, and the organisa¬ 
tion of Concerts, which should include all the musical 
talents at the Presidency. Notwithstanding the unauspi- 
cious circumstance of the failure on the part of the Mu¬ 
sical Committee, we learn that another Society has been 
formed forgetting up and -conducting Concerts at the 
Town Hall upon a similar scale to that submitted to the 
late meeting, and at which the whole musical and instru¬ 
mental force of the Presidency will be uniteijj, with the 
exception of Mr. Lt.vton, who, we are led to understand, 
declines joining in this scheme. Arrangements are mak¬ 
ing, we hear, to have such a graduated table of prices, as 
shall accommodate all classes of the community ; and the 
remarkably powerful and fine Organ so handsomely offei- 
ed to the late Committee, is to be as kindly contributed 
to the present undertaking. We have heard the names 
of some of the professors who had already been absolutely 
engaged for the nhw Concerts.

The tribe of Brahmins called Cnr&dvc,.,formerly had a horrid custom of 
yearly sacrificing a young Brahmin of & different sect, to their household 
Ciotl, SuklHee, who delight in human blood, and is represented with 
thre. fiery eyes covered with red flowers, in one hand holding a sword, and., 
in the other a bottle The prayers of his votaries are directed to him 
nnl\‘, clui iiig the first nine days of the Dusserah feast, and on the evening 
nlt'ie tenth n feast is piepared, to which the whole faimit arc invited, 
end an intoxicating drug is continued to bemixed with the victuals of 
the nnsiis|UTting stranger whom the master of the house baa for several 
iwi'Shs or perhaps year* irenled with the greatest attention and hind, 
rie-s .up! evui to lull into a fatal security given him his daughter in mar- 
jiaise ; as soon as 1 lie eliccts of poisonous and intoxicating drug appear, 
the master of the house, unattended, tabes t'ie death devoted victim into, 
the leu pie, leads him three times round the Idol, and when he prostrates 
himself, tithes the oppoitunity of cutting his throat, and with the gre-itest 
rare collects the fh>wing blood into a small bowl, which be first .tpplies 
to toe lips m hi. ferocious God, and then sprinkles it over the dead body, 
who li i> put 01 to a hole dug for it* reception at the foot of the Mol. - 
Attei th« pc: peli.dicn of this cruel action, the innocent Brahmin re¬ 
turns to his f nn'dy and fpend; .he night in mirth and revelry, his mind 
licit' c*iy satisfied, thai for, the praiseworthy action the favour of liis 
blooi i c'lghunc Vlv will -eniain upon him for the space of twelve 
veins, (hi the r .. 1 ning of ffte following day, the corpse is taken from 
ihr hole into which i:. hadbeen thrown, and then the Idol is deposited 
n il ' 1 nest Dusserah, and until the sacrifice of another victim. 


This horrihie custom, however, has bc-n ijreatly discontinued of late 
yeais, fiom the following circumstance, which happened at l’oonah, dur¬ 
ing the time of tlie Paiswah Ralhigee Bagce Row.

elapsed he asked and Obtained her iu ixSyrjage ; they lired happily toge¬ 
ther until the time of the Dusscrah^ when the deceitful old Brahmin, as 
be had all alongiMandedadetflttanied to 1 Sacrifice his Son-m-law tin the 
household Godof his caste i accordingly'on the firjth day if the feast, 
he succeeded in, mixing a poixtaou* «»d iilfcweieatiifg drugm his vie!? mis, 
not however without being pereeiml by hi^’daughter, who wis passionate¬ 
ly fond of bar husband j ■ She continued without being nb»ervi-d to tx- . 
change his dish ■with that of her brother, who in a short lime bccinn* 
intoxicated and 'senseless. The unhappy father si/eing the helple-s s.jie 
of his son ■mi despairing of his leenvery,' carried him to the temple, 

■ put hits to death with iris own hands, and made an offirin, of h> blood In 
the idol Suklitee ; this being peieeived by t'.i, yncni, llraiimin, lie asked 
his wile 1 he reason of an action so'shnehin., ami so nniiatunii. and was 
informed by her of the particulars of (he whale affaii and -n hi a recent 
clause!'; he, alarmed for his own safetyand desirous that jo-iice should 
be inU.cied on the cruel Brabuiin, coutiived to w.ake his escape, and im- 
mediately repairing to the Paiahwah, fell at his feat and related the whole 
affair. 

Orders were instantly given to seize every Caradee Brahmin in tlis 
city uf Poonali, and particularly the infamous perpetrator of the horrid 
deed, who was immediately put to death, together with several hu&d eff 
Brahmins, who were convicted of similar piactit'es, all of the same sect, 
were expelled the City, aud strict injauctions laid;upon the inhabitants to 
have with them as Uttle-connection as possible for the future. 

By this, Well-timed severity the Paiswah effectually prevented the re- 
pitiiion of similar crimes, and the Caradee Brahmins lire now conteuted' 
'with sacrificing a Buffalo or a Sheep, instead of a human victim.

Sya,—In the Calcutta-Journal of yesterday appeared the 
following; letter: — 

CASES OF ( HOLERA. 

To the Editor of the Journal. 

Dear Sir, — Heading in vour Journal of this date, a 
Letter signed Medicos, offering his friendly advice And 
prescription-for Choleia, and immediately under it another 
Letlwr., also signed Medicos, wh^watmly expresses his 
disapprobation of the other LeOer, as exciting fear and 
alarm amonesi ihe inhabitants of this opulent, city, and that 
in his extensive visiting of sick persons of all classes and 
ages he has not of late met with a single cube amongst 
Europeans, I do rtgret extremely to say, that I had the 
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misfortune to* lose one of my patients, a European, of the 
Spasmodic Cholera on the 12 th instant. 

Mr. Duck, 109 DurruratoUali, was seized with violent 
spasms, vomitine, and purging about 8 o'clock in the 
evening of the 9th, and continued without Medical aid un¬ 
til 10 o'clock the following day, when no hope of recovery 
could possibly be entertained ; and this morning about 6-| 
a. m. I was called to a young Gentleman of the most re¬ 
gular habits, likewise seised with Spasmodic Choleia: the 
usual means 1 adopt were immediately used, and I am 
happy to say. that he continues to do well. The above 
cases are not mentioned to cause alarm or contradict the 
author of the Letter of. Medicos ; but as-called upon to 
state the fact, that Cholera does exist amongst Europeans 
•—and that families should be provided with remedies to 
meet sudden or unexpected attacks of Cholera, um>l medi¬ 
cal aid can be procured.

P. S.—Amongst the Natives I witness Cholera more 
frequently, and find mustard bruised down to the con¬ 
sistence of paste, and applied over the abdomen in form 
of a poultice during the spasms, also causing the patient to 
take a few of the seeds internallv, almost equal in checking 
the Disease, to the Cholera Mixture generally given to 
Europeans.

The au thor of the above production, ! have not a doubt, 
was actuated by the best motives when he wrote it—albeit 
there may not be wanting some who may judge differently. 
Inclined as f am, however, to do all honor to the phi¬ 
lanthropy of the gentleman in question, ! cannot say that 
I greatly approve of his taste on the occasion. The ap¬ 
pearance of such a letter in a public paper can do no pos¬ 
sible good, and may do harm, by alarming the timid and 
the nervous already sufficiently appalled by a recent 
casualty, which deprived society here of one of its most 
amiable and pious ornaments.

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Medicos (whose letter it seems caused the * Police &r-' 
goon to take up his pen) was to allay the apprehensions 
of the cofomuiftty, 1 excited by floating nlmours that Cholera 
was ragihg asart epidemic.

0uck to’ do' with* the Question of Cholera as an epidemic t 
|t was a Sporadic Case, and had do more to do with a' 
frate of prevailing morbid influence than one of apoplexy. 
When l deny that the fetter referred to is calculated tor 
3o any good, hi course I do hot include the Postscript 
to it. I hfepfc, Sir, you Will publish this letter, and 
also mention' whether I am 1 right or wrong, in youroWn 1 
Opinion, when I' afcslert that Cholera does tfOT prevail' 
in Calcutta. The Police Surgeon cannot deem this letter 
any thing th’Sn fahr, since his own was calculated to cOUrf 
publicity, and whatever is submitted to' the public eye iff 
the property Of any whof chooses to examine its merits,* 
when he does so in a legitimate manner.

We h&ve heard bets made about the quantity of Indigo 
likely to be brought into the market this season. One 
party calculates the amount at a lack and thirteen thou¬ 
sand maunds, while others compute it as likely to be about 
& lack. Perhaps the latter calculation will turn out to 
, be* the most correct tfhe as the extent of injury done by 
the rains in the upper provinces is not yet well known. 
From the Calcutta Exchange Price Current of thisxttdrn* 
ing we select the following :— 
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We Have seen a letter from Singapore, bearing date 
the 9th ultimo. A native Craft had arrived from Saina- 
rang, which brought a report to Singapore of a threaten¬ 
ed rising of the Eastern and centrical districts of Java. 
General Djs Kock was said to be at Sainarang with a force 
of 8,003 men, partly Dutch and partly Natives. The report 
was not generally believed at Singapore, though those 
who had no cause to bear any very great good will to¬ 
wards the Dutch were inclined to.give it credit. It is 
understood that the Natives are very discontented with 
the present order of things, and the probability is, that 
had they arms, there would be no deficiency of inclina¬ 
tion on their side to make a bold'attempt at rectify¬ 
ing their real or supposed grievances. Some time ago 
the governor General of Java with his suit, as well 
as the Military and Naval Commanders in C-aief, &c. &c. 
were preparing to proceed on a tour to the East¬ 
ward, hut they appeared to have no dread of an ap¬ 
proaching insurrection. Perhaps the movements of such a 
party of magnates may have given the natives an idea that a 
rising of the Chiefs was in contemplation. 


By a letter fiom the Persian Gulf,* dated 8th July, we 
learn that the war between the Turks and Persians con¬ 
tinued to be carried on with the sincerest vigor of hatred 
on both sides, and that considerable reinforcements were 
on their march from different quarters of the Turkish em¬ 
pire, to act against Persia. As both parties are brave and 
furious zealots, we may easily imagine, that when the 
two armies meet in a^y strength, the outset will be 
dreadful. The Cholera had made Us appearance in the 
interior of Persia, and was last heard of at Yesd, des¬ 
troying at the rate of 1RO human beings per diem, ft did 
not reach so far last year, and was supposed to be spread¬ 
ing on towards Ispahan, where the writer of the letter 
concluded it had arrived about the time he was writing. 

The British Resident atBushire had been called up to 
Court by the King, and had also received two furmauns 
from the Prince at Sheiaz. requiring his attendance. It 
was the intention pjfthe Resident to comply with His Roy¬ 
al Highness’s wishes and proceed as far as Sheraz. Fur¬ 
ther ite did not conceive himself authorised to .advance 
without the instructions of Government. 
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Accounts of the Siam Mission under Mr. CaAyrfi&RD* 
dated Siam 10th June* have been received in town by tf»e 
way of Penang. The business of the Mission was' consi¬ 
dered at an end* nor were the results so satisfactory as 
could be wished. The Siamese are so jealous* cautious 
and unaccommodating* that it must take some time before 
negotiation can effect much with theca* either politically 
or commercially. They have* we understand* singular 
prejudices* which it is not easy to conquer. It may be 
hoped, however, that the dignified, generous and 'just 
conduct of our Indian Government* of which the Siamese 
have shown themselves not unconscious* will ere long 
produce the most desirable consequences. . 

The King of Siam is described as a man about sixty 
years of age* of bloated appearance* and of no very digni¬ 
fied habits. He gives himself, it is supposed, but very 
little concern about affairs of state, or the cares of govern¬ 
ment j the different departments of which he has divided 
among his children, who -together with some of the 
principal aristocrats of the country, manage the affairs of 
the kingdom. Prince Chroma-Chit, the fourth in point 
of rank, is the Commercial Director General of the 
nation* and officially takes cognizance of every thing re-- 
lative to commerce. He and Ins party, it is understood* 
would willingly abate something of the restrictive system 
in favor of a more liberal and extended system of trade. 
The party opposed to Prince Chjioua-Chit, and which is 
considered the most respectable* stand-up for ancient 
rules, all however are disposed to receive European Ships 
into their ports. Properly speaking, the King is the 
only merchant in Siam* for no subject dares offer to 
purchase ^ny thing until his Majesty has made liis bargain* 
from the. retail of which, be of course derives a handsome 
profit. His agents have by this arrangement a great deal 
of power in their hands* and are very difficult and hard 
to deal with. 

The Mission was to remain at Siam until the month of 
September* nor was it* we. believe* the intention of Mr. 
Crawford tovisitthe Eastern islands of the Archipelago. 

The scientific department of the Mission, we learn, has- 
been conducted with t^e utmost assiduity,ami zeal, There 
is no finer field in tift world perhaps for the Botanist than 
the peninsula of Malacca and the neighbouring islands* 
where the wonderful luxuriance of the vegetable king¬ 
dom is said to be beyond the power of imagination to 
preconceive* pr of language to describe. Notwithstand 
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in 2 various difficulties which stood In (he way of " 
scientific etwpircr, some of which art obvious to' 
who recollect itie inconvenience* of a seafaring life, ' ariu 
, some of which were particular to the expedition, many 
Tart atid sevtTtil new plants were collected j the JJfoolngl- 
cal collection was daily on the increase, and included 
complete specimens, 'being ihostly different'* species' of 
Mhmmalia, of Birds, a rewcuriups fishes, and a few of 
the Amphibia. Two of the quadrupeds are undescribed 
by any author. "A tolerably good specimen of that 
singular animal the Trichechua l>»Bong had been preserv¬ 
ed, and particular attentiqh had i>e$n paid to its internal 
structure, of which we may expect a full and accurate 
description. * We have not heard whether any Valuable 
mineralogical specimens were procured, but anticipate no 
great addition to this division of the scientific department 
frpm tiie peculiar circumstances under which the move¬ 
ments of the Mission were made.

THE PERSIAN PRINCE. 

Potter Qolla Khan, the son of Loorr ALt Khan, the last Prince 
of the Zuud dynasty, has -come as a visitor to India, and brings with him 
O complimentary nod introductory letter from the Prince Royal of Persia 
to the address of tbe Governor General. 

His Highness arrived in tbe Volunteer off Colvin's Ghaut on Thursday 
last, the 12 th instant, when Captain Macan, who has been appointed 
Mihmandar to the Persian Prince, proceeded immediately on hoard to 
Wait on his Highness, and convey a complimentary message from the Go¬ 
vernor General. 

Friday evening having been fixed nij for the landing Of the Prince, a De¬ 
putation proceeded on board the Volunteer, at half past'5 o'clock, Com¬ 
posed of Captain Macan, Persian Interpreter to the Commander in Chief 
and Mehmander to H»* Highness, and the Deputy Persian secretary, Mr. 
Montagu, to conduct tbe Khan to the bouse prepared for his reception. 
No. 1, Hoyd-street. 

His Highness landed at G'handpaul Ghaut—Government boats were 
employed' to bring him ashore,—and one of the Governor General’s State 
. Carriage was in attendance to convey the Khan and the Deputation, and 
a sufficient number of hired Carriages were in readiness to accommodate 
bis followers. 

A Det&hment of .2 Companies was drawn up at Chandpaul Ghaut 
—and a party of the Body Guard. The latter accompanied the Khan to 
bis house. A salute of 17 Gum was fired on his landing. 

A Guard of Honor was stationed at the Khan*s bouse, consisting of a 
Jemadar's party. 

Mr. Bwinton and Mr, Stirling formed a Deputation to visit the 
Khan immediately on his arrival at tbe house in Royd-street. 

His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General directed the 
following arrangements for the reception of the first visit of ceremony of 
tbe Persian Prince. • 

One of the Governor General's Carriages, with four horses, and 
a Detachment of the Body Guard, were-dispatched on Saturday, at 5 
o’clock P. M. with a Deputation, consisting of Captain Macan, and one of 
His Excellency's Aides de Camp, to conduct the Khan to the Govern¬ 
ment House. The Khan’* principal officer, Aga Svved Kauzim, bad 
also a seat in the Carriage. y 

An honorary Guard was draWn up. in front, of the - Government House 
which saluted the Khan on his arrival. A Deputation consisting of Lieut. 
Colonel Macba, the Acting Persian Secretary, Mr.-S tirling, and the 
Deputy Persian Secretary, Mr, Montagu, met him at the foot of the 
grand entrance, and handed him -to the door of the State Room in the 
thrift! story, where bis Lordship received and embraced the Khan,- and 
proceeded with him to his seat at the head pf the room. The Band began 

S aying on the Prince’s entrance into tbe Aptirfiamber fronting the 1 great 
ail, where the Body Guard was.drpwn up., 

Aga Srv*D Kauzim carried.on a Tray, resting against bit chest, the 
Kama, or letter, from the Prince Royal, Abbas Mirza, which, after 
the embrace had pasted, the Khan presented with bis own hand to the 
Governor General. The whole scene had a grand and Imposing effect, 
and the Khan seemed to be much gratified by his reception. 
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Tbe General th4-AKwal i§liiff' ; *f GKs Excellency tbi Mdft Nobl* tit* 
Governor General andCoafcaifBfR in Chief, «nd tbc 'fiflffiftttiriRt 
to Government were in attendance on tbe occasion, and septed 
trivet according to their rank ontbe left of the Governor 
C hair, and on tbe right below tli* KRKN,tnd hit principal officer. 1 

After a short conversation a signal was made for'the Otfur and Faun,, 
which were hro ught.for ward ,^and theOttur given to. the Khan to help 
hi in self. The Paun w*s jejjartMy bestowed 0 ]p the servants. The PniNOt 
(hen returned ia theAawie.ntMMiMRs on his arrival. His Lordship accom¬ 
panied him to the drTO^abd.rfhe deputation to the foot of the steps. 

We understand that FdTTEH .Qoi.LA Khan is 1 possessed of a most 
amiable disposition, and that he' is both intelligent and accomplished. 
It is said that he estcgms the English character very highly, and has al¬ 
ways shewn a decided partiality to the society of our countrymen in 
Persia. His Father. Lpotf, Abi KhaN, was a-Pi ince of a very distinguish¬ 
ed and remarkable character. He was burbarausly murdered, with 
nearly all his family add relations by Aga Ma'mohmud, the fattier of ihe 
present. King of Persia. FdfftKfi OottA Khan, then a bout four years 
of age, and an infant sister, .were alone allowed to escape. The fatter 
Hs now married to Absas'MiRZA, Prince Royal of Persia, and Governor 
ef Azcrbyjan, who reside*. at. Tahreea, and is a great admirer of the 
English. PuTTKit Oom-a KhaN has lired chiefly in the tatnily of kts 
Royal brother in l(w, with whom bo is a great favorite.

We do not profess tq be Critids on Music, or Reasoneis up¬ 
on Sound, as being more effective in one shaped building, or another,— 
nor are we prepared to say why. In so large a room as the Town Hall, the 
most delicate tone in. the female voice is audible in every part, even 
(and indeed superiorly so} in the gallery above: equally ignorant wy must 
profess ourselves, as to the reason why the Theatre is quite the revrrxc : 
but we simply state the fact, as it is generally admitted so to be. Be¬ 
sides which, there are many reasons why the Town Hall should not be 
discontinued ; the convenience and agreeablrness of a promenade between 
the acts, as was the fashion last season, which breaks the form and fa¬ 
tigue of sitting stilt so lung, and becomes thus an elegant Conversa¬ 
zione, affording opportunity-for remark upon the performance of Ups 
evening, added to the not inconsiderable advantage of enjoying the refresh¬ 
ments provided on such Occasion*. 

There arc also objections ‘0 the Town-Hall, and ope of its disadvan¬ 
tages is, that the room is too large for the strength of the Orchestra ; Ihis 
we hope will be happily-removed by the union of the whole vocal mid 
instrumental talents, which is the object of to-day’s Meeting. But We 
have many doubts with regard to the Theatre. It might be asked whe¬ 
ther the Proprietors of the Theatre would approof this encroachment, 
on tlieir property ? If-fas indeed can ‘scarcely bo doubted) they have 
the same privtlerige of free admission to all performances in that house,

JAVA PROCLAMATION. 


We, Goderd Alexander Gerard Phillip, Baron Van der 
Capellen, Great Cross of the Order of the Netherland 
Lion, Secretary of State, Governor General of Nether¬ 
lands India, &c. Ac. in Council. 

To all that may see and read these presents, do send Greet* 
ing, and do make known. 

Whereas the Supreme Government has taken it into 
consideration, that the commerce and mutual intercourse 
between the different Netherland possessions in India, is 
not so brisk as it could be wished. 

That in particular the trade between those possessions 
i an( j the Island of Java, is not so abundant and of that im¬ 
portance, as tho’ in, every respect favorable position arid 
extensive cultivation of the last mentioned Island might 
give reason to expect. 

That this' drooping state of affairs requires a speedy, 
powerful remedy and assistance.’

Art. 5. All goods without distinction, shall by their 
exportation from Java and Madura, with Dutch ships or na¬ 
tive vessels, on an equality put thereunto, on application 
of the owner* by the respective collectors of that revenue, 
be provided with a certificate, in proof that tne duties on 
those goods have been paid, on which certificate these 
goods are allowed to be imported in all the Netherlands 
possessions in India, and brought back from thence to 
Java, without paying any duty, and that as long as they 
shall be accompanied with their original certificate, with 
this condition however, that of the goods that have been 
deposited in the entrepot, and of which the full duty have 
not been paid, the payment of these duties, as well as of the 
exportation duties must be effected, in order to obtain the 
certificate mentioned here above. 

Art. 6. An eutrepot shall only exist at Batavia, and 
that under such restrictions as already have been made 
and shall hereafter be made, with exclusion from hence¬ 
forth of Sugar, which no more shall be receieved thereon. 

The fees of the enterepot are hereby fixed at a quarter 
of the duties for importation. ■ 

7* The coasting trade along the Islands of Java 
and Madura, carriAl on with Dutch coasting vessels, 
shall, except the obligation of rendering faithful declarati¬ 
ons of their cargoes on their arrival, and petitions for load¬ 
ing or for discharging their cargoes, be free from all fur¬ 
ther formalities, consignations, securities, &c. under tj*t 
following regulations and exceptions, viji. 
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a That said ships or vessels belonging to the islands of 
Java and Madura, aud carrying Coffee or Sugar from one 
■place of Java or Madura to another place in the same Is¬ 
lands, shall in the manner now in practice, give small but 
good securities for the value of the duties on exportation 
on those articles, at the place from whence they are ex¬ 
ported, which security bonds shall be cancelled on the 
production of a certificate, proving that those goods ac¬ 
tually have been relanded on the Islands of Java and Ma¬ 
dura, while all these documents for sp far as concerns the 
natives, shall be written inthe respective offices on the ver¬ 
bal declarations of the owners without paying any lees. 

b That all other ships and crafts not belonging to the 
ports of the Islands of Java and Madura, hut that never¬ 
theless are admitted as constintr vessels on these Islands, 
in like manner shall enjoy the same privileges, as ships 
and crafts belonging thereunto ; with this exeeprion, how¬ 
ever, that they not only for Coffee and Sugar, but for all 
other goods, shall tender securities, or consignations for 
the re-importation of them in the Island of Java and Ma¬ 
dura. 

| B. With regard to Net her I and India's possessions cut of Java 
and Maduia, (Malakka excepted.) 

Art. 8, On all Dutch possessions in India, with the 
exception of Malakka. equal duties on importation shall 
be levied as on Java and Madura, conform the stipula¬ 
tions expressed in Art 15 and 16 of the regulation of the 
88th of August, 1818, and 1 he explanations given thereof 
by the publications of the 7th of Sept, and 13th Oct. 1821, 
and 8th Feb. 182*2, where for henceforward on all goods 
about which lor as yet no fixed regulations are made, im¬ 
port duties shall be paid. 

When they shall be imported with Dutch ships or na¬ 
tive vessels considered equal therewith, six per centos, 
and when imported with foreign ships, or with ships navi¬ 
gating under Dutch colours, aud belonging to owners re¬ 
siding in India, but coming from ports belonging to foreign 
potentates, and situated in or in America, twelve per. 

centos. 

Calculated after the stipulations expressed in Art. 16th 
of the regulations, on which import and export duties of the 
28tli of August, 1818, of which the Opium alone is except¬ 
ed, and likewise those articles on which already a certain 
duty has been affixed, and which stipulations by these 
presents are declared applicable in all Netherluud posses¬ 
sions iu India, Malakka excepted. 
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Freedom is further hereby given to the respective Go¬ 
vernors find Residents, in case-they should remark that 
this system of equal duties is not applicable or disadvan¬ 
tageous to some places, to deliver in their statements * 
respefting it and the motives on which they ground their 
opinion. 

Art. 9. At all the Netherland possessions beyond Java 
and Madura, goods without exception shall be exempt 
from import duties, which are accompanied with a certifi¬ 
cate, mentioned in Art. 5, hereabove, which shall be im¬ 
ported in Dutch ships or native vessels in equality put 
thereunto. 

Art. lO. The duty levied at present at the different 
settlements out of Java and Madura on exportation of 
poods, shall continue till other arrangements respecting 
them shall be made, with exception alone of such goods 
as are the productions of the soil, or of the industry of 
the inhabitants in those settlements, of which goods, when 
exported t<> foreign ports, the double, exportation duty 
shall be paid, which, according to the existing regula¬ 
tions are not levied on them, when exported to a Dutch 
port, or to ports belonging to native Princes in amity 
with the Dutch Government, Siam included. 

<§ C. tespeding Mata Irka. 

Art. 11. The import duties at Malakka shall hence¬ 
forth, with the exception of that on Opium, and all such 
articles as whereon by the now existing tariff, a certain 
duty is fixed, be levied as follows:— 

On goods imported with Dutch ships, one per cent. 

On goods imported with foreign ships, two per cent. ; 
to be calculated on their value at the time of impor¬ 
tation ; while the exemption of duty mentioned in Art. 1. 
with regard to Java and Madura, shall likewise be appli¬ 
cable to Malakka, on native vessels considered in equality 
to the Dutoh. 

Art. 12 . Likewise shall the exemption of duties, men¬ 
tioned in Art. 9, with regard to settlements distant from 
Java and Madura, in every respect be applicable to Ma¬ 
lakka. 

Art. 13. The export duty in goods, being the produc¬ 
tion either of the soil, or of theindustry of the inhabitants 
of Malakka, shaU for first, and in expectation of other ar¬ 
rangements thereabout remain, as they arc at present.

Sir, -I Ijave just seen tbe sixth number of the Fkii-.mj of 
Intua, and beg to offer for insertion in your paper, some brier

1 must however premise in general, that this Indian publication 
is decidedly inferior to Quarterly works in Britain conducted on a 
similar plan. The design of the Editors is highly laudable, mid 
ti.e lii- ht they have helped to shed on some subjects of deep and 
geiu r .l Merest, will n^ doubt ultimately disperse the darkness by 
whusli i* is «t pieKcnt resisted Thus in the concluding ailicle of 
the pi *•«**»!» nuoilii’i, we have a succinct history of the controversy 
respect 'ini the homing of widows—a clear analysis of the arguments 
on both sides of the question,—a correct exposition of existing 
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British law as amply sufficient for the suppression of this cruel 
practice,—and a powerful appeal to all the principles and faelrAgs, 
by which we ought to be actuated as men and as Christians in 
seeking' for its entire abolition, I earnestly hope that the 
whole of this article may be printed in all the Calcutta papa is to 
give it the widest circulation possible, and that it may also be 
published as a separate tract with a view to diffusa still more 
generally correct ideas on this important subject. But while I 
am not blind to the excellencies by which this publication is 
distinguished, neither can I shut my eyes to the numerous faults 
that appear in its pages. There is such a heavy sameness in the 
style of their composition,—such an affected profundity of remark 
joined with a Teal inanity or weakness of thought,—such a canting 
repetition of benevolent sentiment on subject'* where it is altogether 
uncalled for,—and such a degree of bigotry and superstition on 
theological subjects even within the precincts of orthodoxy, as 
greatly to lessen the influence which they, might otherwise exer¬ 
cise by means of this publication, for the Promotion of (he best of 
purposes. Let them call into tlseir assistance a greater portion of 
that real talent which I am convinced lies within their reach 
amongst the members of the Baptist Mission in India, if they 
will condescend to employ it. Let them avoid the perpetual 
recurrence of drawling sentimentality, and exhibit more of 
the spring and elasticity of genius. And, above all, as enlightened 
religionists of the nineteeth century, let them inculcate piety with¬ 
out debasing it by the reveries and intolerance of superstition, 
and enforce the doctnues and precepts of Christianity with¬ 
out superinducing on them the obsolete ritual of Judaism. 

The justness of these lemarks will appear from a consideration of 
Dhe first article in the present number. It contains a thorough ex¬ 
posure of the evils attendant on the Hindoo festivals,and with the 
details on this subject 1 most fully coincide, but the wiiter of it has 
committed a great blunder in averting that the Hindoos have on 
Sabbath. The Hebdomadal division of time might almost be pro¬ 
nounced universal, and there can he no doubt that it lias long sub- 
aisled amongst the Hindoos Monday is set apart by tome, Satin- 
day by others, and as all Hindoos either are or ought to be wor¬ 
shippers of the Sun, Uobeehar or Sunday, by most. A vain, if as 
this writer supposes the Hindoos have no .'abbatli, and Christians no 
festivals, on what possible ground can lie contrast the Hlnisli.in 
sabbaths, and Hindoo festivals t If both had Sabbaths, or both had 
festivals, he might show the points of agreement by comparing, and 
♦ he points of discrepancy by contrasting them, but when the one 
has precisely what the olher wants, how nan he cither institute a 
comparison or draw a contrast J 

The contrast, however, vhich he has drawn has not only led him 
into a just exposure of the Hindoo festivals, but also into an erjual - 
J)y deserved emoma.: \ ofwhut he calls the Christian Sabbath The 
evils of the former he exposes <>u political, social, and nun at 
arounds; and it he had been contented to rest the benefits of (he 
other on the same gu.unda, I should have cheerfully joined with him 
m maintaining the ptopriety of its observance. But when h - iesU 
»nr observance of a weekly Sabbath on Strictly religions grou n s,— 
when he calls it a Christiau institution,—when he cmifmiiid* the 
Lord’s Hay of thristmus, with the Patriarchal or Jewish Sabbath,— 
and when he identifies the spiinl of the Sabbath with the spirit <>( 
religion itself. so tli.it no one destitute of the one can be posses¬ 
sed of the other,—1 .mi compelled to dissent licm the conclusion.- to 
which be emnei. 
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1. The rigid puritanism of this writer is inconsistent with the ge. 
taer&l spirit and design of Christianity. It was evidently intended 
to be a universal religion, ami as surli is adapted lo the most im¬ 
proved state of human nature. But a strict observance of times is 
at variance with both these marks which belong to it, and in per¬ 
fect consistence, therefore, with reason, we find no stress laid upon 
any particular day in the New Testament, See Rom. xiv, 5. <5. 

t It is inconsistent with the principles maintained, probably 
fey the same waiter, in auother article of this number. He very 
successfully traces the resemblance between certain heathen and Ro¬ 
mish superstitions. Each has its second birth, its holy water, its 
incantations, jts holy places, its festivals, its deification of human 
beings, its domineering priesthood, its mendicants, its ascetics, its 
extreme unction, and its service for the dead ! But let me ask ibis 
writer, does it not accord as much with heathenism and as little 
with Christianity, to attach a peculiar sanctity to any particular 
time, as to any particular plyce or person. The truth is, li.c religion 
taught by Jesus Christ and his apostles is alike opposed to one and 
ait of them.

4. 1’he sabbath mentioned in the scriptures is not, as this wi iter 
wsseri-. of universal obligation, but i*, on the contrary, a purely Mo¬ 
saic institution, and must consequently stand or fall with Judaism.

DESCRIPTION OF SECUNBRA. 


(For the Calcutta Journal.) 

At the distance of six miles from the Fort of Agra, you ap¬ 
proach the grand Southern gate, that leads to the Mausoleum of 
Acbar, which is situated on an extensive terrace, in the centre of a 
grove two miles in circuit: red stone walks 70 feet in breadth, 
and raised considerably above the level of the ground, divide the 
garden into four equal squares, adorned with several small cas¬ 
cades, and with a grand gate in the centre of each face of the outer 
wall. 

The Monsoleum is pf the pyramidal form, with octagon towers 
at the angles, built chiefly of red stone, rising 120 feet in height 
from a hase 120 yards square, with numerous Pavillions, with 
marble cupolas, and arcaded open gallery round each decreasing 
story of the pyramid, and terminates above in four small marble 
turrets, that rise from the angles of the supernal room, which is 
partly opeu at top. This edifice comprises twenty two apartments ; 
the upper-room, which is composed of white marble, being thirty 
yards square including it* open colonnade, the outer arches of 
which are filled up (as at Eatimad-ul-Dowlah’s Tomb) with de¬ 
licate lattice work cut through the solid slab ; the pavement is tes- 
aelated of black granite and white marble, the cenotaph of white 
marble is raised on an oblong base of the same materials ; the .sculp¬ 
ture is divided into compartments of flowers and Arabic inscription, 
executed with a taste and delicacy truly admirable : at a short dis. 
tanc> j is a marble pedestal three feet high, on which a * golden 

lamp, foiiurrly stood the turrets, are in a ruinous stale, one having 

fallen some years ago; tLe body is deposited in the central room be- 
low, in a neat sarcophagus, on which ia inlaid in black marble cha- 
ji'ters, simply the nsme of “ Acbar.'* 

1 he grand gale on the Southern face is built of red stone with 

:&gon towers at the angles and raised on an extensive terrace ; 
if forms an oblong square, 130 feet by 90 in breadth; in the centra 
of the princlpiil faces a magnificent arch 40 in breadth, rises to the 
height of 09 feet; the wall surmounted by battlements is carried 18 
feet higher ; the wings are decorated with a gbthic arch of smaller 


• The lamps were carried away by theTaute 70 years ago. 
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dimension*, in two stories from each angle of the roof, a fated 
minaret of white marble rise* in two stories with a balcony round, 
to the height of 60 feet; the pavilions which once surmounted them, 
have long since fallen; the front ig curiously inlaid in compartments 
with marble and different coloured stones : ah Arabic inscription in 
marble characters, executed in fine relief, decorates the grand 
arches. 

The plan of the interior is a central octagon room, with a hernia, 
plierical ceiling rising nearly to the top of the building, it is 40 feet 
in diameter, and is decorated with gothic arches on the different 
faces, with suites of apartments In two stories round it. 

On the road to Agra about three miles distant from the Mouso- 
leu®, yon pass through a handsome gale, which connects two 
large portions of a wall, that once enclosed the city of Agra, 
and is said to have comprised a space 12 t coss in circumference ; 
between this gate and STecundra the aya is presented with one wide 
extended view of rained building, square mosques, gates, pavili¬ 
ons and extensive gardens, which evince the grandeur of this once 
splendid Imperial Residence.

BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 


To the Editor of the Journal , 


Sir,—I n forwarding you the following Extract of a Bill sent for 
the charges of an Officer's Funeral. I wish to be informed whether 
a Clergyman has a right to demand a Fee for permission to erect a 
Monument over the deceased. 

It appears that the ground appropriated for receiving the re¬ 
mains of frail mortality, is entirely the property of Government, and 
the Clergy appointed for the purpose of reading prayers, 4ec. &c. 
are paid a very handsome monthly salary. The custom of the 
world demands that a Priest should attend the remaius of a Chris¬ 
tian to the grave, and also that some mark of respect should ha 
shown, by the erection of a monument- 

Now it appears to me a hardship that the estate of a poor Subal¬ 
tern in the Aimy should be incumbered with a charge of Fifty 
pees, when probably be does not leave assets sufficient to provide 
u decent Coffin for him. It would be better were a space of 
ground appropriated for the reception of the bodies o I the Officers, 
linbiurtfeened with a Fee of this kind, and I am sure that it is not 
the intention of Government to admit of such a charge. The office 
of a Priest was originally instituted to instruct and console mankind 
not to take from where there is little to receive. I disclaim every 
thing personal,snerely wishing that an evil of the kind should be 
remedied.

T^hp. rains commenced this year so unusually early, that front 
the quantity which had fallen up to the date of our last num* 
her, we naturally concluded they liad neatly finished their id* 
unrialing course; and that the remnant would be moderate 
and .urntic, not exceeding the quantity that was necessary 
for agricultural and other purposes. Fiom that day to the 
3lst. ultimo, however, the rain fell with little or no internals* 
itioii, and on the night of the latter day, the storm raged with 
its utmost violence ! With the morning or the 31st the gale 
gradually moderated, when it was found, that the damage in 
the Harbour was by no meaus equal ts what had been ap* 
prehended ! —We ure concerned, however, to learn, that tho 
Ships Iiliza and Asia Felix drifted from their anchorage, and 
were wrecked ; the former on Cross Island* the latter off 
hlaxngon. The Eliza was insured to her full amount.—A 
large Ketch, having on board treasure, to a considerable a- 
mount, belonging to native Banyans of this place, bound to 
Bhowuuggar, also drove and went down off Cross Island, 
lint we are happy to find that the principal part of the money 
lias been recovered. Another vessel, a Brig, was more fortu¬ 
nate; she dragged her anchors and rode over the reef of rocks 
which project N. E. from Butcher's Island without touching any 
thing, and brought herself up at safe anchor in good ground to 
leeward of (and protected by) the reef towards the neat's 
tongue. Such are the tidings that have reached us, with this 
addition, that every ship in the Harbonr had sustained some 
loss in anchors and cables, or were otherwise injured ; that ma¬ 
ny vessels which had left it had been forced back ; that 3 or 4 
Pattuuiars, it was feared, had fouudered, and some lives had 
beon lost. 

The interior oF the Island presented a most melancholy and 
distressing picture. Trees were seen levelled in every direc¬ 
tion, many of which in their fall, had brought down the dwell¬ 
ings of their owners. It may not be uninteresting here to 
describe a most Providential rircumstance, among, no doubt, 
many which have not reached us. A Carriage in passing 
the road into Town on the morniug of the 3tst was struck a- 
liont the centre of the roof by a falling Coconut Tree, by 
which the vehicle was dashed to pieoes, and yet the Pas¬ 
senger. a respectable Parsec merchant, received but a slight 
blow on the hand, while the Coachman and horses escaped 
totally unhurt. 

Within the Fort, the Houses in general from being compos¬ 
ed of the most durable materials have gone uninjured, but a 
few solitary Trees have been broken down, aud iu that num¬ 
ber, a very remarkable one near to the Charcb gate, which 
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it is said, has stood its ground upwards of a century; a cir¬ 
cumstance, which among many others is a stiong test of 
the violence of the late storm. 

The gale of November 1608 (which is fresh i'> our recollec¬ 
tion,) and which caused suoh extensive destruction to the 
ship-iing. was not more severe, we are of opinion, titan the 
Oiif in question. s 

There nas been much more distraction amongst the Hamlets 
and Oaits ibis year: —therefore, that the Shipping should 
have suffered nonipa* atively so much less, is owing solely, wo 
conceive, to the present efficient state of oar fine Harboui.

ance; but we learn, that it passed off with uncommon 
spirit and effect. We have heard the names of several of 
the performers mentioned in the most flattering terms ort 
the occasion, and the fair representative of Flora, we 
Rre glad to hear, was, beyond praise, happy in her part. 

The author of My Landlady's Gown , we suspect, was 
indebted to the Comedy of the Honeymoon, for so much of 
his plot as refers to the transformation of Dermot O'Linn 
into his Master Sir Pascal Paradox. At lea.-t, we im¬ 
mediately thought of theDu^e Aranza and his man Jacques. 
It gives us much pleasure to state, that our favorable antici¬ 
pations of the success ef the amateur who made his debut 
in Dermot O’Finn were most delightfully fulfilled. Ha 
was the genuine laughter loving, quick, witty, good 
humoured Irishman, and never spoke, but a roar of the 
heartiest mirth and a round of louder applause testified 
his success. It was indeed a most surprising first ap¬ 
pearance, and evinced more of the ease, self-possession 
and stage effect knowledge of a Veteran than we could 
have at all calculated upon. His genuine brogue of itself, 
was pure unadulterated nature; and gave great advantage 
in the part.

It now, however, appears almost beyond doubt, that in 
consequence of the great failure of the Indigo Crop in 
Oude, from the effects of bad weather, the above estimate 
is over-done by at least 18,000 maunds which will bring 
the produce of the season to an aggregate of about 
95,000 maunds. 

We are requested to notice, that owing to the rising of the Ri¬ 
vers, and bad state of the Roads on the Route from Bombay to 
Nagpore, fivb Presidency Mails, of the 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 of Sept, 
arrived togefBer at Nagpore on the 23d ultimo, whence they pro¬ 
ceeded with ni« Mails of that day to Calcutta, and arrived on the 
night of the 4th instant, at the General Post Office. The same 
impediments on the Bombay side of Nagpore checked the progress -jjj 
of the Mails of the lSth, 15th, and 16th of Sept, and that of the 14th 
is still unfortunately missing. % 

We have the pleasure of submitting the following extract of a 
letter written on board the H. C. Ship Princess Charlotte <\f Wales, 
dated 16th May last, addressed to a Gentleman in Calcutta, by 
whom it has been communicated to us, for publication. 

“ As there is a Ship fast approaching us, appirently bound for 
IndiH, 1 am happy i» having the opportunity of acquainting you 
with our safe arrival thus far. We sailed from St. Helena on the 7th 
May in the Evening, and arc now under the Line and in 20' West 
Long, with a fine breeze. All the Passengers we took flora t’el- 
catta, are in excellent health; much better indeed than we re¬ 
ceived them. Pray proclaim this, that their friends may hear of it 
and be comforted ! The If„ie ;s in company and all were well, on 
board of her on sailing from St. Helena.’'

On Friday evening His Excellency the Most Noble 
the Governor General gave a Dinner to the Persian 
Prince Futteh Ulee Khan, to which all the Civil and 
Military heads of Departments were invited. Every per¬ 
son appeared in full costume. A little after 7 o’clock 
His Highness came to Government House, and alighted 
at the private entrance, where he was received by a guard 
of Sepoys. 

On his entering the anti-chamber, the Marqttess of 
Hastings embraced him, ®»d led him to a chair, when 
the principal Civil and Military Gentlemen present had 
the honor of being imrorduced to His Highness. During 
dinner, the Band of H.M. 17th Regt. played many beau¬ 
tiful and appropriate airs. At 9 o’clock His Highness 
took his departure. The Prince on this occasion was 
dressed in a plain manner, wearing robes of white muslin 
only. 
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On Friday forenoon, the meeting of Mercantile men, 
to which we adverted in our last, for the purpose of taking 
into consideration the best mode of bringing about an 
equalization of the duties on East and West India Sugars, 
took place at the office of J. Farmer, Esq. who was called 
to the Chair. The Chairman explained the object for 
which the meeting bad been called, in a very able and 
clear manner \ and proposed that those who were inter¬ 
ested in the East India trade here, should petition Parlia¬ 
ment to grant an equalization in the duties alluded to, 
without which there could be no fair competition be¬ 
tween the East and West trades. Drafts of Petitions were 
then read, and a Committee was appointed to prepare 
or select such a petition as might be deemed proper, for 
the attainment of the object of the‘raeeting. The Com¬ 
mittee, we understand, will meet to-day. 


The Madras Gazette of 28th ultimo, reached us yester¬ 
day. We see no mention made in it of a Subscription to¬ 
wards the relief of the distressed Irish ; so that we fear 
the laudable and benevolent endeavours of our contem¬ 
porary, the Courier, to excite sympathy in the good 
cause, have not been as yet crowned with that succe£ on 
the Madras side of India, which might be wished. In 
Calcutta the Subscription, we are glad and we are proud 
to say, already exceeds 47,000 Rupees ! Let it be re¬ 
membered, that the contributions expected from the 
different corps, and stations of the Moffussil, are m-t 
included in this amount, which has been realized in Cal¬ 
cutta and its suburbs alone. Underneath are the last Re¬ 
solutions passed by the Committee of Management. 

While on this subject, we cannot omit noticing the 
kind intentions of the Revd. Mr. Hill, who has decided 
upon preaching a Sermon at the Union Chapel, Durruni- 
tollah, for the benefit of the charity in question. The

TO I HE EDITOR OF THE INDIA GAZETTE. 

Sih,—T read with surprise and uneasiness the passage 
giving- above :—I kijow the sentiments it contains to be 
most un-christian like,-'and think them to be most ab¬ 
surd.— W.i.tt, should Hie rirh Natives of Calcutta manifest 
a want of benevolence in not sufficiently contributing- to 
relieve the poor Irish, are the Europeans in fnilia (calling 
themselves Christians), in <onsequence, to refuse succour 
to tiie poor Natives when they be perishing for want of 
l-ood !—Whence did you acquire this abominal prin¬ 
ciple ?—It. 13 m direct opposition to the precepts of Chris¬ 
tianity , and I do not think that either the Koran or 
Master contain any thing so detestable (on the subject 
uncer consideration.)—More need not be said regarding 
this anti-scriptural,.this degrading principle :—its ab¬ 
surdity is no less gross.— 

Tins quoted passage will appear equally absurd, whe¬ 
ther considered in regard to the object fm which it must 
be supposed to have been written or the accuracy of itg 
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assumption,—Benevolent Persons need no more than to 
Be informed of the sufferings of their fellow creatures ; to 
afford relief is to them the greatest possible gratification ; 
and assistance is to be obtained from sordid beings by 
complacent management not by force.—Do you think men 
are to he coersed into subscribing 1—A Child will con¬ 
vince you of the absurdity of sueh thought:—all attempts 
to force an alteration in our inclinations necessarily streng¬ 
thens them ;—and consequently tins most ill timed threat 
must tend to prevent rather than to procure subscrip¬ 
tions.— 

Next it is assumed.—That the Europeans here, afforded, 
ready t hearty, and efficient measures of nelief to the Sufferers' 
at Buckergunge. This is a most extraordinary assertion !— 
The case of the Bakergunge Subscription, so far from 
being creditable to the Europeans of this Presidency, is, 
with the exception of the comparatively few Subscribers,, 
and most particularly excepting the worthy Gentleman'] 
who proceeded to the scene of suffering/a disgrace to the’j 
European name!—On an occasion, where upwards of thirty 
thousand Human Beings were destroyed, and conseV f ' 
quently many times that number left to suffer every bodily 
distress to which human nature is subject, less than 

Rupees were subscribed by the European Inhabi¬ 
tants of Bengal ! Ami, this you call—“ efficient 
kbuef !” Now, Sir, what share of this sum do you think 
each surviving sufferer could receive; and, would your 
wants be satisfied with such efficient relief, were you desti¬ 
tute of House, Raiment and Food ?—You may say—- ,f I 
am an European, and require costly Shelter, Clothes, and 
Food ; but the Sufferers at Backergunge were black fellows 
for whom any kind of Shelter, Raiment, and Food is good 
enough.—You may now audaciously say so ; but will you 
dare so to speak on your death bed ?—Most assuredly 
not !—When about to appear before our Creator, we 
see our relative situation in a true light !—We—but I 
will not write more or this part of the subject. I have 
experieueed much pain in writing thus far ; and regret the 
cause of my writing ; but I thought it improper to let the 
noxious passage pass unnoticed.— 

So long as nominal Christians possess these unworthy 
principles, Christianity is not likely to make much progress 
in India; but genuine Christianity" must necessarily 
make converts ; it’s spirit, it's effects, are too engaging., 
too lovely not to produce the desired effect on most who 
fitness them; and my Countrymen of whatever religi- 
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bu* persuasion, may rest satisfied, tliat although some 
Europeans, pretending to be Christians, may act on tire 
base principle here reprobated, so long as real Christians 
remain in India, who possess the means of affording relief 
to the suffering fellow creatures, they will readily succour 
the distressed Natives, whetlver the sufferers Ire Chris¬ 
tian, Mahomedans, or Hindoos, and that without looking 
to any worldly recompense. 

In conclusion, I hope the passage in question was 
penned when something had clouded your understanding 
and deadened your feelings that you regret having 
written it, and that you will duly state that regret to tire 
Public.—I equally hojre that my Countrymen, Christians, 
Mahumedans, and Hindoos, on the present, occasion will 
not manifest a want of humanity : the greater the 
amount of the Subscription, tire greater will be my joy ; 
—but it would be unreasonable to expect the two latter 
descriptions of persons to contribute equally with the 
l'unner.—

Calcutta i October <5, 1829. 
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The arrival of the French Ship Nancy, Capt. OrEZEvre, 
from Bourdcaux the 26th June, was announced on Tues¬ 
day. The Agincourt, Cnpt. J. Mahon, from London 
1.4th April, was reported yesterday. Her passengers are 
From London: —Mrs. Mahon; Hevd. J. Richards; 
Revd. Win. Maish ; Mr. John French, Free Merchant; 
Mr. George Forbes* Cadet. 

There have been also arrivals from the Eastward, for 
particulars our shipping list may be referred to. To-day 
the arrival of the Matilda , Capt. Marcfiant. from Mosam- 
bique 23d August, and Johanna 7th September, is the only 
one stated in the report. 

The following e^raots are from the Penang Gazette of 
the 31st August, and 4th and 7th September:— 

“ Penang, Aug. 31.—The Honorable Company’s Ships 
Buckinghamshire , Capt, F. Ada/*s, and Macqueen, Capt. 
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James Walker, passed this Island on their route to Ch|nf 
on the 12th instant, all jgrell. 

“ Late on Wednesday evening last, accounts wetp 
brought from Mount Palmer, sent by the Jemadar at the 
police Tannah stationed there, that a Brig manned entirely 
with Europeans was laying aground within IjQO yards pf 
■the Beach; at day-light the following morning, the H. C. 
Schooner Sylph, with two large cargo boats were dispatch* 
ed to her relief. We have since learnt from the Supra cargo 
(Mr. Prince), who arrived in town yesterday morning, 
that it is the American Brig Anne, 106 days from Salem ; 
the Commander mistaking Pulo Bittong for Pulp Tpcoose, 
had borne up in the thick hazy weather, which has pre¬ 
vailed for these several days past, and ran the vessel 
far in the mud before it was noticed, Before the 
Supracargo left the Brig, the Sylph and boats had arrived, 
and as the weather has moderated, considerably, it is 
hoped she will be got off with little damage and may he 
expected in the harbour during the day. 

" JPennng, Sept . 4. —The if. C. Ship Sir David Scott, 
W. Hunter, Esq. Captain, left the harbqur op Monday 
morning fpr China., 

“ We have much satisfaction in stating that the Ameri¬ 
can brig Anne, reported in our last, to be on shore on the 
West side of the island, has been got pff and came into 
the harbour on Saturday afternoon.

The weather for the last 48 hours has been exceeding¬ 
ly disagreeable, rainy and gloomy. We trust it will 
pot continue so many hours longer, and that this un¬ 
pleasant change is the immediate precursor of cold dry 
weather. We have heard of little or no news, general OP 
Jqcal, for tl|e last three days. 
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On Monday last, the Persian Prince Futteh TJlee ]£han 
Went up tp Barrackporc, on a vigit to His Excellency |he 
Marquess of Hastings. During His Highness’s stay 
there, his Lordship gratified him with a sight of a Steam 
Engine, which seemed to excite his admiration, and to 
afford lum much pleasure. His Highness returned to 
town this morning, apparently impressed with a deep 
£euse of his Lordship's kind attention and hospitality. 


There was a launch yesterday at Fort Gloster, and not¬ 
withstanding, the unfavorable state of the weaher, the 
party assembled from Cal cut’.a to view the spectacle* 
were highly gratifie*! by the beautiful style in which 
the .Ship glided off the stocks about 2 o'clock, P. M. The 
Ship, which is a perfect model of naval architecture and 
does the greatest credit to the artist Mr. Davis, was 
christened the James Colvin.

The remarks which we made in the India Gazette qf 
the 3d Instant, expressive of our disappointment at not 
seeing more Natives at the meeting which was held at 
the Town Hall on the preceding day, and of our hope 
that the Natives generally would contribute to lessen the 
distress of their Irish fellow-subjects have, if we may 
judge from the letter signed A Native, in our Cor¬ 
respondence department, of to-day, hurt the feelings of 
sonic members of the Native Community. We are sorry 
if this is really the case, and can assure the respectable 
Natives of Calcutta, that our observations, however blunt¬ 
ly thrown out, were intended rather to rouse their atten¬ 
tion, than to excite their anger. So much for the 
respectable Natives of Calcutta, we come now to 
those whom we cannot allow to be in that honorable 
class, at the head of whom we beg our Correspondent 
A Native to take his place without loss of time. 
His letter we lyive given exactly as we received it, 
though the production is below Criticism, its spirit 
js evident. We can do milling but smile at the 
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Inferences drawn respecting ourselves/ but when we 
Jeffil that the case of the Backergunge Subscription 
so far from being creditable to the Europeans of this Pre¬ 
sidency, is "A Disgrace to this European Name! ! !" 
"We hasten' to express our indignation at this black calum¬ 
niator’s contempt of truth, lest we should be supposed 
to silently approve of such a deliberate libel upon the 
Europeans, who ltindly contributed according to their 
means, to relieve thousands, who comparatively received 
but little aid from their Countrymen. We will not say 
iha£ the conduct of the wealthy Natives or the poorer 
Natives of the Presidency in the Backergunge case, wa« 
a.disgrace upon the Native name, but we would suggest to 
Natives the propriety of their not forcing Europeans to 
make comparisons between Native, and European liberality, 
even upon that one occasion, lest they should say with 
Dogbery that u Comparisons are odorous.” For the few 
Natives who have kindly come forward in aid of the Irish 
Charity, we, in common with the generality of the 
European Community feel grateful; to those who have 
kept back—preferring to expend thousands upon the 
festivals and orgies of Doorgah Poojah, we have no right 
to say anything. If they consider theNautehesa better 
field to exert their munificene in, than a vast space of 
Country covered with the dead and the dying—they have 
their religion on their side, and he who Is intrenched 
behind a religious barrier is admirably fenced in, even 
against the reproaches of suffering humanity. 

By the joint philanthropy of Natives and Europeans-^* 
it is, however, delightful to observe, what a large fund 
lias been raised in Calcutta for the poor forlorn suffering 
children of Erin. The amount it will be seen by a 
reference to the subjoined list already exceeds, fifty three 
thousand Rupees! In producing such an aggregate for 
the relief of human misery. Natives and Europeans have 
nohly united, and may they ever be thus united in what¬ 
ever 1ms improvement or benevolence for its basis. We 
refer our readers also to the proceedings of the Committee 
of Irish relief, on the 15th and 16th instant, and the sub¬ 
joined letters of the Chairman, by which it will be seen, 
that the Christian Pastors of Calcutta, of whatever deno¬ 
mination, Episcopalian, Presbyterian* Catholic or Inde¬ 
pendent, have kindly volunteered their services in the

That your Petitioners are extensirely engaged in the trade of 
tile East ladies.

Mother Country, and that Bills have been ordered to be brought 
in to extend the Cobtmtnrcihli’iAteTco^rse of those Colonies wiih 
the United State* of ArtieTira, frith Independent Spanish America, 
hud the Continent of Europe, 

That your Petitioners are cordial Friends to fevery measure, 
which .proceeding oh fair and- impaiiial grounds, has for its 
principle the removal of those restrictions, which at the present 
moment fetter the Commerce of this Country. 

That your Petitioners^ actuated by these sentiments, indulge a 
confident.hope that your Honorable House will not confine its 
views to the West India Colonies, hut that consistently with the

Frdin the Calcutta Exchange Gazette we have taken a 
copy of Ihe Petition to Parliament from the European and 
Native Merchants of Calcutta, for the equalization of 
duties upon East aqd West India Stic ins —We went to 
the Exchange on .Saturday, to look a. me Petition, and 
observed that the principal Mercantile men of this City 
have already put their signatures to it. 

Accounts from Allahabad, dated the 10th instant, state, 
that owing to the late continued and severe drought and 
heat, there was every prospect of a scarcity unless lain 
should fall. This, we confidently hope, has taken plac- *— 
if we may augur such a desirable change—from the cir¬ 
cumstance of its having rained so heavily here of late. 
It was feared, too, that the cold weather crop would fail 
from the dryness of the ground. Wheat o i the HHltsold 
in the bazar as high as 13 seers for the Rupee. 
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Tine subscription for the suffering Irish, lias already 
exceeded Fifty-six Th!ohsan& Rupees, and the Committee, 
tiS may he seen by documents that follow, have made tip 
the‘suin'of Fo'u* Thousand Ftiunds Sterling, to he remitted 
by the Adrian to an English Banking house. To the 
Committee of Relief the greatest praise is due, for the 
Xeai they have shewn and the personal trouble they hove 
undergone since they were formed. With the fullest sense 
of this, we art sure that the other members of the Corn* 
xnittee have felt with us* that to the unwearied solicitude 
of their distinguished Chairman in the cause of suffering 
humanity, and to : his personal influence, widely and daily 
exerted, words cannot do jti&tict!'. Were we to give ut¬ 
terance to all that We feel, when we thihk of the active, 
warm and "kind Interest which the Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee has taken in the work of charity, we might per¬ 
haps hurt a delicacy of mind for which we have the high¬ 
est respect. We cannot, however, omit expressing a 
hope, that some means may he taken of letting his poor 
pountrymen at home ’ know how ’ much they owe to the 
indefatigable beneficence of Sir Francis Macnaohtvn. 

The Reverend Doctor Bryce (as we mentioned he 
would in our last) preached a Sermon yesterday morning 
at the Kirk, in aid of the Irish sufferers. The text wa« 
taken from the 34th verse of the XIII. Chapter-of the Gos¬ 
pel of Saint John : 

« A new commandment 1 give unto you, that you love 
one another; as l have lov-d you, that ye also love due 
another.' 

The Treacher commenced his discourse by stating 
generally how emphatically charity had been ordained as 
one of the first human duties by our Saviour Jesus Christ. 
He proceeded to make a comparison between the ancient 
Jews, Pagans, and Christians; and forcibly pointed out 
the great difference in theory-and practice between each 
as respected conduct in general, and charity in particular. 
He'then entered into a view of the effects of Christian 
charity on morals j and concluded by making a mo?t 
powerful and pathetic appeal td the compassion of those 
who heard him in favor of our fellow men and fellow 
Christians of Ireland. • Could any one listen to such a 
beautiful appeal to the best feelings of the. heart, un¬ 
moved, he would be t a greater object of pity than those 
starving beings for whom the worthy pastur of St. An¬ 
drew's so ably ami tin press! vely roused the sympathy of 
his congregation. Wp particularly admired a passage in

, his discourse,in which lie-alluded to the. effects of Charily 
on tlm Hindoo and the Mussulman, who no longer viewed 
the sacred Ganges* or the shrines of Mecca, as its limits* 
but joined their Christian brethren in solacing the afflic¬ 
tions of their fellow creatures in a far distant land. VVe 
regret our disability to give the passage itself as it was 
delivered; ami now that our reflexions have, bcpn so par¬ 
ticularly culled to a consideration of the ppjpt, we do 
think that there is something allied to sublimity n 
knowing that a poor sou of Erip, has his cup replenished 
by the philanthropy of a native of Hindoo^a'i. If such 
a spirit should spread, it must humanise the whole 
earth, and give mankind the reality of that golden age for 
which so many millions have sighed in ages of violence, 
war and rapine. The congregation was pot so nu¬ 
merous as ope might expect. The H,on*bfe Sit; Francis 
Macnaghtjrn was present. 

The Reverend T. Marshman, we lparn* has. volunteered 
to preach a Charity Sermon, for the distressed Irish at 
Seraniporc; ami, the Honorable. Colonel Erefting, t.ie 
Governor of the Settlement, haying, humanely given his 
consent to the measure. Dr. Mars#man will put his bene¬ 
volent intention pi. execution ,ut the Dguiish Church on^ 
Sunday next, the !^th instant.. 

Late as was the hour of our return, lpst night, after 
hearing the Reverend Mr. Hjpi, preach p, Charity Sermon^ 
for the suffering children of Erin, we could not reconcile it, 
to our feelings, of Chvifttbia courtesy, much less of Chris¬ 
tian gratitude, to pass, oyer his uncommonly meritorious 
eftort of mind and heart for the forlpru f the famished, amt 
the desolate,—in silence. 

The, Reverend Gentleman began the service by reading 
the XI. Chapter, of the Apts of the Apostles. The three- 
last verses, pf which were peculiarly appropriate to tlie 
melancholy occasion* which assembled., the exceedingly 
numerous congregation to whom, the Chapter was read— 

. And there stood,up one of them named Agabus, and 
aigmlied by the spirit. that, there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world : which came to pass in the days 
of Claudius Caesar. 

Then the disciples, every i^an. according, to his ability, 
determined to send relief unto the'bretliren which dwelt in 

slllXlCli 1 ^ 

Which also they did, and sept It to. tlxet. ^hlers by the 
hamls of Barnabas and Saul/' 
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The text wag from the let Epistle General of John, ttfif 
.Chapter, and 17th verse— 

" But whoso hath this world's good,and seeth hisbrd- 
ther have peed, and slnjtteth up Tiis bowels of rompassidm 
from him, how dwelleth the love of God in him ?" 

We have no time to give even an abstract of the senSe 
of the admirable discourse delivered by the Revd. Alh 
Hill —no time to dwell with the admiration^e experi¬ 
enced at die time when he, as it were, made ns acquainted 
with a reason to be proud of our being, which we felt 
not before, by calling our attention to the creation bf 
the world—and that impressive pause which the Omnipo¬ 
tent made when after creating all things he said, * htt 
us make man in pur image after our likeness.’ We 
may imagine, said the Reverend Gentlemen, the feelings 
of an earthly potentate, were he to hear that his image 
had been trampled upon contemptuously by rebels. From 
this he passed In a rapid manner to a supposition of what 
the feelings of the Deity might be conceived to be—at 
beholding his image Uam trampled under, and delivered 
over to the tyranny of poverty and disease. 

In impressing upon his audience, that it was not the 
amount of worldly contributions, but the sacrifice made 
by the individual from his means, which found favor 
in the eye of heaven ; the preacher impressingly referred 
his hearers to the history of the poor widow who cast in 
her two mites into the treasury, and the sublime sacrifice 
of all that was dear to human nature, which the Pat¬ 
riarch Abraham offered to m^ke. The Reverend Gen¬ 
tleman then founded his eloquent nppeat' in favour of those 
distressed objects for whose sake he stood up so power¬ 
fully, on these grounds—as Men, as Britons, and as Chris¬ 
tians. We have a reluctance in slurring over what touched 
our feelings so directly, but time and circumstances pfe3* 
us. The Reverend Gentleman painted the moving situa¬ 
tion of a drowning man making signs for help in a deep and 
broad river. Could there be, (asked he) any one standing 
upon .the bank', beholding that distressed, imploring being, 
and not plunge in to give him help ? From the agony of 
the individual; the Christian orator passed to the tre» 
mendous vial of afflictions poured upon a wnoi.rc nation, 
The preacher in appealing to ins audience in favour of the 
distressed Irish, as Britons became very animated,—-and 
judging from our own personal experience at the mo¬ 
ment, he touched the chords of human sympathy with 
the energy and pathos of a Master. He warmed the 
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eetings of hWfcddience?, 4rt tile first instance, yqry jra-* 
.duallyi—and then all at <?nc* electrified them by 'pro- 
^Bouncing, in glowing language, the names of men dear 
to Iceland and human nature. Farther, however, we 
.must not permit our pen to go. We ate conscious of hav- * 
Jng given put a very lame, idea 5 to pur readers of what 
Waa done at two Christian temples yesterday in aid of 
human wretchedness, but we judged it better, to attempt 
giving even a very desultory and general idea, than nuhe 
c at all. Some on the subject of Irish distress may think 
us prolix. We had rather at any time be considered more 
tedious than' unfeeling,,

Placed oh a rich soil and in * picturesquely beautiful position, in 
the centre of a fine strait which is opd vast harbour, and surrounded 
by fe*tile though yet BBC ultivated-tr acts of land, ibis little spot 
bids fair to' become one day a -vast eommerlcal and agricultural 
establishment.—ptrbaps inferior only to Calcutta.

lizatiou. The l)utch do not cirtiiee; they trample on the Na¬ 
tive* ; they are a-'nation yet fettered by the ancient rules of our

Thin » a specimen of what 
they would do: it remain#tu be Seen what they d>iil do, or rattier 
what they will be allowed to de, fnrfhe question is reduced to whe¬ 
ther we are to ailowfftemtd drive us from a valuable mart for our

Those who are acquainted 
viitn-the mafty culls upon an European Soldier’s scanty 
means in this country, cannot fail* to appreciate, as it de¬ 
serves, the generosity which led these gallant fellows to 
make what- we know must be a considerable sacrifice 
from their allowances. 

We hope that the benevolent labours of the Clergymen 
here and in the neighbourhood, who are yet to preach 
Charity Sermons in the good cause, will be attended with a 
similar degree of success as crowned those of their pre¬ 
decessors at St. Andrew’s Kirk, and the Union Chapel. 
Next Sunday, the Reverend Mr. Thomason will preach a 
Charity Sermon at the usual hour of the forenoon in 
Mission Row. The Reverend Mr. Stathham will preach 
on the same day at Howrah $ and the Reverend Vicah 
Fre Manuel Da Santa Theresa will preach at 8 o’clock 
in the morning, of the same day at the Chapel of Nossa 
Senhora De Rozario. As an instance of the kind and uni¬ 
versal interest taken in the cause, we may mention that 
Captain Driver of the Clyde, under an impression, we 
believe that besides bills of exchange j articles of con¬ 
sumption would be remitted for the use of the sufferers, 
offered to convey them freight free. 

We are extremely sorry to understand, that considerable 
distress prevails at the Cape of Good Hope, in conse¬ 
quence of the failure of the crops. We refer our 
readers to two articles on the subject, taken from the Cape 
Town Gazette of the 22d June, It was found necessary by 
the Government ai the Cape to make a loan of Govern¬ 
ment money to the distressed landholders, to enkble them 
to purchase seed corn. In Albany there was such a scarci¬ 
ty of the necessaries of life, that a subscription was com¬ 
menced, and we much fear that the situation of our fellow

The first Calcutta Assembly of the season was held last 
night at the Town Hall. The upper room was lighted up 
in a magnificent style, but, as usual, the fashionables did 
not begin to drop in until an hour and a half beyond 
the one specified to open the ball at. Up to half past 
ten, the Votaries of Terpsichore did not muster in. any 
very cheering numbers. By 11 o’clock the scene became 
more animated, and there was a fuller and more brilliant 
attendance than the dilatory and meagre commencement 
of the business had led us to anticipate. Quadrilles and 
country dances alternately were kept up till 19 o'clock* 
when supper was announced,.and all descended to th® 
lower hall. We were happy to observe, that the regu¬ 
lation of having supper at 19 o’clock exactly, was so 
strictly adhered to j. and would fain hope that it will 
have the effect of prevailing upon the lair charmers, 
who grace the Assemblies with their presence, to perform 
the duties of the toilette at an earlier hour than 9 
o’clock. They will be pleased to recollect, that they 
have only three small hours for dancing before suppt.. 

After supper last night, dancing was resumed, and 
lasted with great spirit till 9 o'clock this morrhig. 
The arrangement of having the refreshments in one of the 
upper side rooms, instead of in the lobby as it used to be, 
is a very judicious one. So far as we could observe, the 
supper and wines last night were excellent. The next 
Ball, we doubt not, will be better attended, for the Holi¬ 
days have induced lftany heads of families to leave Calcut¬ 
ta smoke and din for a short time, and the Doorgwi Foujah 
Nautches very likely drew away others for the night. 
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ATTACK NEAR SOOKSAGOR. 

A letter from Kishnagur, dated the 17th instant states lliat the 
Servants of Mr, Henry Imhtch had jus$ arrived at that plane, and 
bad brought information that his Boat Wits attacked bv abont 
twenty-five persons, who came in another. Boat, near the village of 
Muddea, a little below Sooksagor, at about T o'clock in the evening 
of Tuesday last, who sank the Boat they had-attacked, and though 
the Servants saved themselves by swiining, yet no- tfhcee had beau 
found of Mr. Imlach; and from^the depositions of the Servants, 
which were made on oath, there appeared no probability of Lis 
having escaped. 

It is at least to be hoped that the Government will direct an 
enquiry into this villainous transaction, so near to the very seat of 
power; and. authorize a suitable reward for the detection of the 
miscreants. The active Magistrate of that station has taken that 
interest in the affair which becomes a zealous Public Servant; but, 
as the occasion itself is an extraordinary' one, so we think extra* 
ordinary means should be taken to trace out the perpetrators of the 
crime aud bring them to condign punishments. 

We observe among the Advertisements that a Reward of 5,000 
Rupees is authorized to be paid, by Colonel-Imlach, the Auditor 
General, through liis Attorney, Mr. Trebeck; but independently 
of the interest which the Family and Friends of the Deceased 
must naturally feel in discovering the barbarous authors of such 
an outrage, the Guardians of the State cannot he less interested in 
aiding and facilitating such discovery for tbes jke of Public Justice 
and the iuterests of the community at large .—Calcutta Journal. 


MURDER OF MR. IMLACH. 

In addition to the particulars already published respecting the 
murderous attack on the boat of Mr. Imlach, we insert below a 
detail of all that can he collected lespecting this diabolical affair 
by one who has taken some pains to investigate it:— 

41 I have endeavored to comprehend and imbody all the paiticu- 
lars, yet there are still some on which 1 am not sufficiently informed. 
Enough however is known to convince me that Imlach’s death was 
not the effect of accident , but the result of a deeply laid and 
desperately executed plot. The conspiiators were, 1 have no 
dnubt, very correctly informed of all Mr. lmlach's movements in 
Calrutta, either by co>rupii«g his servants, or by means of some 
secret agent employed by themselves. They knew the time when 
be quitted the Presidency,—by what conveyance he went—the 
number of his attendants—and whether or not any of the latter 
were armed, 1 saw Mr. Imlach on Saturday evening, the 12th, 
and lie then said his intention was to attend the Supieme fonrt on 
Monday morning, to transact Some law business,.and, that done im¬ 
mediately afleiwaids to embark for Moisgunge. I should suppose 
lie did so, as by the evecing of the 15th, he was near Suoksaugor, 
the place where he was ; so attroc.iously attacked. 

From the statements of Sheik Boxoo, and Kindi Huxsh, two of 
W.. Imlach*. servants, Who escaped by swimming, it appears that 
shout seven o’clock in the evening of the >5ih, when neai the vil¬ 
lage of Mendia, a place of little note, B'tuaUd a little below Sook- 
aaugor, a boat came hastily, up and almost immediately ran along 
side the Paupsway, in which Mr. Imlach was, and hoarded her. 
The aggressms who were armed with bludgeons, nr short sticks. See. 
commenced a furious ami instantaneous attack on the servants, who 
it is reasonable to conclude, from the known character and dispw 
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nitron of servants in this country, would, on, the very first view of 
their calamity, be confused and terror-struck. Tlie number of the as¬ 
sailants, as stated by the two servants,was twenty-five; but when' 
we recollect that Tuesday evening, was rainy, and at seven o’clock 
extremely dark, it is scarcely probable that in the midst of that 
drearl anil confusion which-is ever more or less general dmiug a 
nocturnal attack, and with,little chance of escape fioin a violent 
death, either in Bnxoo or Khodah Buxsh should have possessed 
sufficient energy, .hardihood, or presence uf mind at the lime, to 
enable them to look on deliberately at these desperadoes fur the 
purpose of counting them. 

“Tliis part of the story therefore is at least doubtful, though whe¬ 
ther there were 25, or 250, or twice that number, is in my opinion 
of little consequence ; as whether few or many, they effected their 
object. It is not said whether any questions were Asked, as to 
whom the Pannsway belonged, or who was in it, which,, in common 
cases,, when we are in seaitb of a person, is usual and customary; 
but without any sort of confere.ttce or any shew of uncertainly, the 
assailants suddenly and fearlessly pulled alongside, boarded the 
Pannsway, and by simultaneously jumping on the side of the boat, 
swam pod her. Most probably, as the evening was wet, Mr. lmlach 
was underfire chopper ; and if he,was, while the waver was rush¬ 
ing in, could not extricate himself; but the servants know nothing of 
this, nor do they say what became of him, or indeed whether they 
saw him at all, either during the attack or nr any time afterwards. 
The aggressors, it appears, made no attempt to plunder ; nor did 
any conversation pass, or any part of their conduct indicate such a 
design ; but they called out to each other to strike at and prevent 
the escape of any ene, meaning Iheieby not only to destroy Mr. 
lmlach, but the servants also, as the escape of any of them might 
lead to a discovery. 

“Mr. lmlach had with him in Bank Notes the sum of 2,500 Rs. re¬ 
ceived on the 14th from the bouse of Palmer and Co. yet as no 
se.irch was commenced, or any manifestation given of such au 
intent, the object of the attack efrutd not have bent plunder. 
Revenge however is a powerful passion, and when strongly excited, 
who can tell when it will stop or what will be the consequences. 
The Malays will run a-Muck ; the Africans will years after air out¬ 
rage avr-»»;e themselves. The Ltalian6, Spaniards and Portuguese 
are more prompt in their measures, and so are the French and some 
other nations ; yet all aie vindictive. 

“The natives of Bengal, though supple and HCrnmndating, are ne¬ 
vertheless sensible of injuries ; and, if opportunity serves, will have 
their revenge ; audit is to this ungovernable spirit of frantic vin¬ 
dictiveness that I ascribe the death of Mr lmlach It is well known, 
not only at Moisgunge hut at the Sadder station and at every 
place in the vicinity of Nudea, that between Mr. lmlach and a man 
of some influence and possessed of property as well as power, a dead¬ 
ly hatred existed ; their disputes were of long standing, and arose, 
as I am informed, from a clashing of interests. Indigo manufactu¬ 
rers are seldom at peace ; and some, 1 am obliged to say, hv in- 
cioachinents and unjustifiable conduct in various ways, have them¬ 
selves to think lb I it. flis adversary had been harshly Inatcd; 
he had appealed to the rourfs of justice, wheie after a lapse o t tin.* 
—he gained no led!•ess”** , * ,H, **

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IMMOLATION AT HOWRAH. 

To the Editor of the Journal. 

Sir,—K nowing that you are a Pliilanthiopist, I beg leave to 
inform yon that directly opposite to Fort William, and not abut e 
100 yards to the south ward of the late Mr. Will&m Jones's dwellii g 
house at Seebpore, on Monday morning at gun-fire, a widow, the 
mother of a large family, was put on a pile of combustibles, and 
burned to death, attended with circumstances of cruelty at whuh 
human nature shudders, which 1 shall endeavour to describe partly 
as seen by myself and as informed by others 
On Friday the 11th instant, about noon, an old Brahmin (lied, 
and at the time of his death was possessed of considerable riches’ 
and had 2 wives, one of whom was many years younger than the 
other, and by each of these wives he had a large family of children 
boys and girls, now living. The momentUiis man expired, his eldest 
son, heir to all his property, posted'off to AUypore, and applied to 
C. R. Harwell, Esq. Magistrate of the suburbs of Calcutta, for a 
licence to burn fits own mother and his stepmother, with the body of 
his father; but it appears Mr. Harwell then granted a licence for 
one wife, the eldest, to be burned only. Confident, however, that by 
another application leave would be obtained to burn the other wife 
also, the pile was raised and every prepaiation made to burn them 
both on the following day at noon; but at the hour of noon on Sa¬ 
turday no licence from Mr. Harwell for the destruction of the 
youngest woman had arrived, and no licence was granted during 
the whole of that day. " 

The news of this rather novel circumstance soon spread along 
Seebpore and Howrah, and thousands of people all of descrip lions 
were assembled to learn the particulars, and many of them and to 
me the family a d Brahmin friends of the deceased voluntarily 
oonfosse.lt, that ci her both wives must be burned, or neither of them 
could be burned as the one for tchom the licence was obtained had 
declared that she ivould not be bjurncd alone. 

On Sm-d.iy, (ircmnstances remained just the same as on Sa. 
turday, for Mr. Harwell was indexible, and no licence to hum 
the youngest wife could they obtain from him, notwithstanding 
they used every ar!, artifice, and invention, which the craft and 
running of a Brahmin could conceive. 

On Sunday, as on Saturday, erowds of people were is attendance 
from morning till ni^lit, and to all the Europeans who enquired 
the. declaration of the deceased’s family, and the attending Biahmin 
were the same, that the one wile could not be burned alone, she 
baling dissented therefrom, and great, hopes began now to he en¬ 
tertained by the hunir le that Mr. Harwell’s firmness would save 
them both; but the poor creatures were all this time, from tire 
moment their husband had breathed his last, on Friday at noon 
kept locked up and not allowed to taste a morsel of victuals of 
any description, and the hope which had been entertained of their 
beiug saved from the flames, was greatly damped bv the fear that 
both would Ire starved to.death by their merciless keepers. 

On lire following morning, Monday the <J4th instant, at gun fire 
notwithstanding the previous repeated-acknow ledgements and con- 
Cessions of the attending Brahmin and the family and friends of 
the deceased, that they conld not burn the one wife alone, at that 
•elected peiiud when they thought few eyes would be open to 
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tiew their proceedings, the elder woman was dragged from her 
prison of etarvation, made to mount the pile and clasp the putrid 
carcase of her so long deceased husband in her arms, the stench from 
which at that time was intolerable. Two thick pipes, previously 
prepared, were then passed over the bodies, and two long lexers of 
bamboo, crossing each other, were likewise employed to pinion 
her down, the uncensumed four ends of which are still to he seen 
on the spot. 

All things being thus arranged, the oldest son and heir, who was 
to succeed to the property, set fire to Ihe pile, which spot-oily burnt 
nnd consumed his own mother, and at this act it is said that he trium- 
phantly exulted ! 

The other poor woman being still in confinement, end no nourish* 
meat supplied, is uow seized with delerium, and a few hours more 
will no doubt end her existence also, actually starved to death. 

Who are they, who can read this statement without being filled 
with horror and disgust ? And who are they, who can with ease 
avert and prevent similar occurrences, who ought to hesitate 
a moment ?

PROCLAMATION. 

By his Excellency, the Right Hon General Lord CHARLES 
HENRY SOMERSET,one of His Majesty’s Most Honor- 
able Piivy Council, Colonel of His Majesty's 1st West 
India Regiment, Governor and Commander in Chief of 
His Majesty's Castle Town, and Sctllement of the Cape 
of Good Hope, in South Africa, atid of the Territories and 
Dependencies thereof, and Oidinaiy andViec Admiral of 
the same. Commander of the Forces, See. &e. See. 

Wheieas it has been represented to me, that certain Indivi¬ 
duals, (probably ignorant of the Laws of the Colony,') have 
proposed to ■ onvene Public Meetings* for the discussion of 
Public Moasun s, and Political Subjects, contrary to the Law 
and usage of this Place ; I deem it, therefore, necessary 
thus, publicly, to notify, that all Meetings so convened, are 
contrary to Law, and that every Person who attempts to 
oouvene any Meeting or Assemblage of such nature, without 
my sanction' and authority, or the authority of the Chief 
Local Magistrate, in distant Districts, where the object of 
such Meeting may be of so urgent a nature, that my authority 
and sanction cannot be ohtained, or any Person attending 
such iiiiSHiictioncd Meetings, is guilty of a high Misdemeanour, 
and is severely punishable for snebOffence ;—and I, moreover, 
hereby warn all Persona who may* notwithstanding, lie 
induced 10 convene, or attend, any such Public Meeting, that 
the Local Authorities have been autboiiscd and requited to 
disperse the siuttc, and after the promulgation of these Pre¬ 
sents, to a< rest and bring to Justice, all aud every Individual 
vi ho shall infringe the ancient Laws and Usages of the Co¬ 
lony entrusted to my care. 

A ltd, whereas certain ignorant, malevolent, or designing 
Persons, have thought proper to assert and insinuate that 
the Governor of this Colony is not duly made acquainted 
with the Petitions 01 Complaints preferred by those who feel 
themselves aggrieved, or who have occasion to address mo, 
as lit* Majesty’s Representative, on their respective eases 
and interests, I do, therefore deem it ndviseable to acquaint 
all Persons, that in no instance is any Petition, Memorial, or 
Letter, addressed to iiris Government, which does not come 
under my immediate cognizance, or ■‘‘in which the Older 
is not giteii under my own Hand ; and that in most instances, 
the coniraiy supposition is alone adduced, to cover language 
and expressions which could not be tolerated, if addressed 
immediately to His Majes y’s i.epiesetrlative, without offence 
tu the .Laws, in this case piovided

And I do, hereby, further jnake known, that participating’ 
moil anxiously, and sfinoerely, in the distress which has been! 
iiuavuidnhly felt, from the total failure of two successive Har¬ 
vests, and various other nausea, by such of my Countrymen a£ 
sought an akyluin in this Settlement, in the year 1820, I shaft 
unceasingly duurt evei*y opportunity of redressing tlieir teat

v t ie all, as was the custom, locked up in their respective ctdfs. 
llmv ninny prisoners were confined in ench cell we have not learnt, 
i.i t should suppose, judging from the size of Prison, not less than 
iiinnfiiror eight. Tt appeais, however, that the men iu one ol the 
cel's, dug a Hole through the wall into tin* aiea, at which they rot 
out, and then liberated those iu the other cells by prizing the doors 
offllifir einges-' All Ibis was effected without the Sentries seeing 
tin m or hearing a noise. The Guard consisted of 30 of our Sepoys, 
and a number of Ij regulars belonging to th^e Raja. Ipside the Door 
was a Havildar and 6 nr 8 Sepovs—twp of whom stood sentry, the 
rest were stationed without the. Goal'. The Prisoners finding them* 
selves thus at liberty, and stil^ unoheseried, made a rush at the 
door, and- about Eighty got out, Refoie> th.it> was entirely ac¬ 
complished^ the Guards both inside-netd 1 out had taken the alarm— 
a portion of the tatter opened a fire upou-tlie doorway, whilst the 
Sebuudics followed and fall upon'the'fugitives. Possession of the

Nearly 36(Tyards of the 
outer wall of ttm city of Surat bad been washed away, two' 
bridges had been destroyed and the . remaining wall and 
bridges were so damtged that considerable repairs would be 
required. Part of the wall of the Adawlut also was carried 
away, and the buildings immediately on this river face, were 
much injured by the rush of water when the wall gave way. 
Four hundred houses are reported to have fallen at Randier, 
but fortunately only one life was lost there.

EXTRAORDINARY DEATH. 

.The following is the melancholy end ot Captain West, of 
the Indian Whaler, who visited Port Jackson in March 1821 
to refit, and resumed her voyage in the ensuing month .‘ — Cap¬ 
tain Moore, of the Woodlark,informs us, that the unfortunate 
Commander spdken ot, was heading bis boat as usual one 
day, about three mouths .since, off 'New Zealand, when the 
frail bafk wan stove in by a blow from the whale to wliioh they 
were fast, and the animal, almost at the same instant, seized 
Captain West by the middle of the body, and nearly tore him 
asunder. He was immediately picked up snd taken on board, 
when the vessel made for the land ; and Ihekapless mariner, 
scarcely alive, in a wretchedly .mangled condition, was con* 
veyefl on shore, where all the assistance that could be render¬ 
ed was promptly afforded; hut, in four days after the acci¬ 
dent, Captain West entered the eternal world He was in* 
terred in Mr. Hall’s garden at New'Zealand, alongside of Mr. 
Wilson, his chief officer, who bad fallen a victim to miserable 
intemperance, nnd who bad been interred about 15 months 
before. The vessel goes home, therefore, uuder the com¬ 
mand of the second officer. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

By the Woodlark a letter has been received from the Re¬ 
verend Mr. Williams, of the London Missionary Society, 
stating the safe anival^of the brig .Queen Charlotte, Captain 
Heury, at the Bay of Islands, on tier way to the Society 
Islands.- The Iteveiend Gentleman says, that the vessel nar¬ 
rowly escaped being cut off at-the North Cape ; the uatives in 
that vicinity being -very unfriendly and hnihaiotis. By an¬ 
other channelwe lear.n, that Missionary efforts are rendered 
fruitless, and suspended pro&empore, owing to the state of con¬ 
fusion and warfare into which the whole island by this time 
may be plunged. SJiuHt/hee, that aspiring and enlightened 
chief, who Ims but lately ie to rued from England, dreams and 
talks of nothing ies« than the total suhjugaUou of the whole 
island to his sway. AH his views are directed to that one 
object.; and he has actually issued a mandate to setue of the 
Gentlemen of the Missiouary.body, prohibiting th«'ir departure 
fioiii the present place of residence un pain of the conse¬ 
quences, being determined to class tbeTriend with the foe who 
shall dare to impede.or obstruct his measures; and he will 
give no passport of safe conduct, therefore the Christian amis 
are, in this instance, for a lime unavoidably grounded. This 
chief has pinfiled considerably by his visit to England ; having 
tbancc obtained a vast expansion of mind, and imbibed in- 
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calculable knowledge. His observation npon Europeans, and 
tlicir customs, bus been so parlicularlyclose, that there is as 
much distinction, in point oC mental endowment, between tho 
other chiefs, and Ae that now contends lor the New Zealand 
erown, as exists, comparatively speaking, between the Chris¬ 
tian and the infidel. His quickness of perception is none of the 
least of his acquired qualities, which, joined to unusual 
strength ofmjnd, and a determination to conquer, lenders him 
xofy formidable. As to ability to effect the iu tended enslave¬ 
ment, when the Woodlark left, he bad one of the best armies 
that New Zealand ever witnessed ; it consisted «f 2000 picked 
men, and those were daily being joined by Olivers, who seemed 
to wish Mr. Shmgkqe to be thchr King. This force, beaded 
by S/iunyhee in person, was.on the eve of setting out toi the 
River Thames, intending to cxtei minute all the refractory in 
that vicinity, and thus strike teiror into the hearts of all. It 
is thought that he will*aocomplfeh liia vast undertaking; but 
how Hit Hew Zealand Majesty will be able to retain his blood* 
bought dignity, and suppies^ the epvy of lhenuineious chiefs, 
who. govern the mighty tribes, is a problem that time alone 
can solve. At all events King Shwiyhee will be reuowued in 
the annals of bis country. No other information comes by 
this opportunity that is further important; at least, uothing 
that we can venture to repoit upon, without further, and tho 
most unequivocal testimony. 


HORRIP ATTEMPT AT ASSASSINATION. 

(From the Sydney Gazette of 21 si June, 1822.) 

Few tiansactions aie iceorded in the annals of human guilt 
that are stamped with so deep and horrid an atrocity, or so 
destitute of every circumstance that coaid' soften and mitigate 
• the ciirne, as that which is now our paiafal task to lelate. On 
the evening of Satuiday last, the 15th instant, a little after 9 
o’clock, as Mr. KoaeitT Howe, the Printer and Publisher of 
this Gazette, was walking from the Mission house, iu Prince- 
street, lie observed a suspicious man ci ossing the street, op¬ 
posite the chapel; but, apprehending nothing serious, he 
proceeded along the foot-path, and the man continued to 
walk before him, at the distance of sis or seven yards ; till, 
on coming to an abrupt cnrvatme in the sliest, the villain 
suddenly tiirnctMiack, rushed on Mr. Howe, plunged a bayonef 
into his breast, and instantly disappeared. The dreadful ery 
of “ Murder >” aimtned-the whole neighbourhood—multitudes 
hurried into the street—but it was too late to overtake the 
cowardly mwassin, wire concealed by the dark mantle of night, 
hut too well eluded pursuit. Air. Howe ran as far as Air. 
Scott's door, where, exhausted by the effort, he fell into the 
anus of his dismayed friends, and was carried into the house, 
wftli. riug in his blood, and apparcntly iu the agonies of death. 
Siiigieul aid bring fbiuediately called in, it was ascertained 
to he a rigged tiiaugular punctured wouutl, about two inches 
fimu iht lift breast externally, perforating iuto the cavity of 
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the thorax. The lung appeared fortunately, to have es¬ 
caped unwonnded \ a eircumstSnce perhaps solely attributa¬ 
ble to the point oi the instrument having hern broken off. 
Had the wound perforated -that viscus, there is too macli 
reason to dread, from its proximity to the larger blood-vessels, 
that its effects would have been instantly fatal. weapon 

with which the foul deed was perpetrated was found in the 
street, at a short distance from Mr. Howe’s bat; Bnd it « as 
truly the most liOTrid kind of instrument which copltj he 
thrust into the human body. It was ap old bayonet, fastened 
to the end of a poll about four feet long ; the blade thickly 
incrusted with rusl, about an inch of flic point broken off, and 
the edges hacked like the toeth of a saw. ’When picked up, 
it was stained with blood about four inches deep; which 
shews with what desperate force the stab must have beep 
given, and how narrow was the escape from instant death. 

Hut from wbat motives could this deed of horror have 
been perpetrated? It is obviong that the coldblooded as¬ 
sassin sought Only bis defenceless victim’s life; for no sooner 
had lie given the deadly thrust, than ho uttered a shout of 
expltatipu, threw down the weapon, and, without the 1c st 
attempt at robbery, hurried from the spot. His only motive 
must have been—revenge But Mr. Howe’s character was too 
just and inoffensive to have given any reasonable cause for 
ap diabolic a passion. The infatuated man must have (ong 
blooded over some fancied injury, till his passions were 
wrought into a frenzy, fit for the most ruthless deeds. Though 
the night was too dhik for the ro$an’s person tp he', distinctly 
recognised, Mr. Howe had an instant suspicion of one pf two 
individuals. Loth of whom were immediately lodged in pus- 
tody,; but one has been since liberated, being able to prove 
that be was jn his own house at the time the attack was 
made. The other Remains, under suspicion, for faitbcr exami¬ 
nation. 

It is to be earnestly hoped, for the sake both pf public jus¬ 
tice and of ppbiic security, that the perprtratoi, whoever 
be maybe, will not escape detection. A reward is offered 
for such evidence as shall lead to his conviction; h (,t » in a 
case of spell alarming atrocity, to which every one’s feelings 
must be iutpnsely alive, we believe campion humanity will 
create a universal desire te facilitate the ends of justice. 

To the dreadful transaction already stated, we have tp add, 
that at the la<*er end of last week, late in the evening, a 
servant of Mr. Qcorge Palmer's was attacked in Cockle Bay 
by a set of men, wh.o, after robbing him of all the money he 
bad in his pockets, mast brutally attempted to murder him by 
dashing stones at his head. They we*‘re providentially inter¬ 
rupted in their bloody woik by the approach of constables, 
who succeeded in securing some of their number. Thp poor 
man is now in lh e Hospital, his head hrpised ip a slushing 
erudition ; bpt bis icpovery is not dispirited of.

Fioin the depositions made at the 
Poli'-p Office (wb understood His (midship** to say) the case ap¬ 
peared to he of a nature which might either have been adjusted 
tlieie, or entirely hushed up, miher than to bring it into Comt r 
vihere it could not fail to excite the greatest indignation.—What 
induced his Lordship to think that the affair might have been settled 
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without bein'; brought before flip Court, was, that the charge he'd 
not been made at the Police Ofhce for months alter the occurrence 
took place; another circumstance which led hitn to some doubt, 
was that tiir father of the giil came, to him a few days ago to solicit 
that a com pioinise might be made in tins affair. His Lordship 
thought it fair to lay these ciinim-taiices before the Gentlemen 
of the Jury, that they might foina their judgment accordingly. 

Another offence, of which the venerable Judge thought it his 
duty to apprise the Gentlemen of (he Jury, was a charge against 
the inletior Officers of the Police.—It appeared that certain of

She 
was an Dp-Country Hindoostanee Girl wiili vvli.uu the Prisoner 
liad co-habited, and apparently about 20 ycais oi age- This poor 
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iunfortunate creature had woilnds upon her person of the most des¬ 
perate nature to the enormous number of eighteen; one of her 
thumbs was cut off altogether, in short she presented a gaslly 
spectacle of crue.lty that would bate softened the hardest heart. 
A deadly weapon with which the wounds had been inflicted, stain¬ 
ed with blood and broken m three places, was produced in Court 
before the brutal assassin, who seemed totally insensible of the 
enormity of the act for which he had been dragged lurward to an¬ 
swer at the bar of justice. 

The feelings of the dudgeon the Bench were s.o much affected, 
that he could with difficulty go on with the trial; and in address¬ 
ing the Jury he staled that of all the tiials for Minder ov"r win oh 
he had ever presided, and of all the horrid circumstances it had 
been his lot to investigate in the whole course of Ins judical life, 
lie never met a case of such appalling atrocity. His Lordship jp- 
gretteil, and was sure the. July would join with him in regretting, 
that as the law now stands, no severer punishment could be 
awarded to the prisoner, dimi confinement in the Common Jail ot 
Calcutta, in which he believed the Prisoner would live without 
any reluctance : to such a monster it was in fact no punishment at 
all.

‘ "There was a-Charity Sermon preached at the'C&thedrdl 
yesterday forenoon by the Revd. X>. Corbie. The highly 
appropriate text chosen for the occasion, was from- the,7th 
to the 11th'verse of the XV. iChapter of Deuteronomy 
“ if there be among you a pour man of one of thy 
brethren within any of thy gates in the* land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from thy ‘poor brother : 

"But thou shalt. open thine hand wide unto^im,<wnd slu.lt 
surely lend him sufficient for his meed, i» that which he 
w&nteth. 

Beware that there be. nOtm* thought in thy wicked 'heart, 
saying. The seventh*year, the year of release, is*&t-'hand-; 
mil thine eye be evil against thy poor brother,mind thou 
givest him nought, and 'he cry unto the Lord against 
thee, and he sin unto thee. 

Thou shalt surely give him and thfue’' heart shtk.il not 
be grieved when thou giveSt unto min'because that for 
this thing the ‘Lord thy God shall 'Wessthee in all thy 
works, and in all fihat thou putteSt ‘thine hand unto. 

* For the poor shall never cease outnsf the land: therefore 
1 command thee, saving. Thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poorj and to thy needy, hi 
-thy land.' 
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In his excellent discolirse tlie Revd. Gentleman parti¬ 
cularly impressed tlie importance of Charity as a Christian 
and human duty Upbii his bongregation. He cited the 
Sacrifice of himself as d tansbrh for sinners by the blessed 
Redeemer, as the sublimest example of Charity; and ex¬ 
horted his hearers to imitate him as %r as lay ip theiir 
power,-by relieving huinan misery. The Reverend Gentle¬ 
man then touched more particularly upon the distressing 
Subject, to which his discourse had immediate reference*— 
And beseeched those who heard him, “ hot to heardeii 
their hearts nor shut their hdnds from their poor bre-. 
thren,” nor to wait apathetically in etpectation of “ the 
seventh year the year of release;’' M the same tithe that 
he enforced the hecessity of Charity upon their minds, 
he begged thein to remember that the giving of alms 
alone did not secure man’s Salvation, although, it was. 
highly pleasing in the sight bf the Dfeixy. In stating' 
this, he wished to guard those who heard him from the 
dangerous fallacy of imagining that any thing besides the 
mediation of the Redeemed could save man. The Re¬ 
verend Gentleman reminded his congregation, that Charity 4 
ought to be continual in its operation—and that although 
the present occasion was a most urgent one, still we 
should always be prepared, us far as our means would per¬ 
mit, to believe distress 5 consequently that Charity was a 
duty that ought to be fulfilled on every occasion that there 
is a call for its exercise. Towards the conclusion of his 
discourse, he pointed out the necessity for Charity being 
fulfilled in the most chearful manner—and guarded his 
hearers against want of sympathy, and most earnestly beg¬ 
ged them to remember that to give cheatfully was pleas¬ 
ing in the sight of Heaven, and to give grudgingly dan¬ 
gerous, inasmuch as it might bring .down upon rnan tlie 
displeasure of the Almighty. He then, in a most emphatic 
manner,reminded those who heard him, that the sin of un- 
charitablencss, boweveir lightly considered, was a deadly 
sin, that would enblnger the salvation of the soul as un¬ 
questionably as crimes which matt was in the habit of con- 
sBering of a darker dye.—He coucluded by referring to 
the injunctions uttered by the head of our religion respect¬ 
ing charity—and by shewing that uncharitableness would 
be the sin by which many should be lost, to whom the 
last judge would turn add say—“ 'Depart from me ye 
accursed-" 
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Our readers will we doubt not be extremely glad to. ob¬ 
serve how well the Irish relief subscription gets on. At 
Cawnpore we learn that it succeeds exceedingly well, and 
we may anticipate a rich harvest of charity from that and 
other large and populous stations of the Mofussil, where 
we understand active and able exertions are making for the 
good cause. It is to be hoped the funds may be realised 
with as little loss of time as possible, since the months of 
April and May next will be the grand crisis when the In¬ 
dian remittances should, if practicable, reach their dca-> 
tination.

The Madras Gazette o. 19th October reached us yesterday; 
it aunouticed the safe arrival of the Providence, Captain 
Owen, at Madras, on the 23d ultimo. A list of her pas¬ 
sengers will be found in its place. From the Madras Ga¬ 
zette we select the following appeal on the subject of Ire¬ 
land, and regret that we have not space for the whole of 
the original. 

“We once more presume to trespass on the patience of 
our readers by recalling their attention to the sufferings of 
their Irish Brethren—and as an apology for our impor¬ 
tunity, we solicit their perusal of the proceedings in Calcut¬ 
ta relative to the adoption of measures for the relief of the 
Sister Kingdom.—Presumptuous would it be to suppose 
that any argument we could adduce would benefit the cause 
we obtrude on the notice of the Community of this Presi¬ 
dency.—Such faith have we in their patriotism, such con¬ 
fidence do we entertain of their charity, as to feel the 
assurance that thfc generous spirit of emulation will arise 
with all its vigor, alike to vindicate the British character 
and imitate the example of the Indian metropolis-—The 
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illustrious names that grace the Committee of Calcutta, 
loudly bespeak the keenest sensibility to the wrongs and 
sufferings endured by the unfortunates of the Emerald 
Isle.—Our public prints have teemed with Subscriptions 
to perpetuate the memory of the Scottish Bard, the immortal 
Bums—and on a very recent occasion We have bad the 
felicity to peruse the warmest expressions of gratitude from 
the Missionaries of Mount St. Bernard for the cordial as¬ 
sistance received from the inhabitants of this Presidency in 
prosecution of their views, comparisons aie generally 
odious; and loudly as the manifestation of Charity in’ the 
two instances alluded to calls for our admiration—yet we 
cannot refrain from the reflection that the claims of our 
starving Brethren in' Ireland demand a paramount consi¬ 
deration. That in this enlightened bge, and under a Brit¬ 
ish Government, she should endure as great evils as in the 
rudest times ; that whatever was of good in her cup, 
should, bv a wretched fatality be converted into evil, .mti 
that all kinds of causes have combined in plunging lur 
into wretchedness—that moral as well us natural ones ha-. 
aggregated to blight her happiness—these surely are suffi¬ 
cient to awaken those feelings of Brilish philanthropy 
which once was the spontaneous theme of admiring na¬ 
tions. Ere long it may be our duty to record that Bombay 
has caught the holy flame. —It is superfluous to remark 
that the Asiatic Journal and other periodical publications 
note down every local occurrence of interest in the three 
Presidencies. What apology then have tie to offer for 
allowing our sensibility to remain torpid on a question that 
has been embraced with feelings of the most enthusiastic 
ardor and glowing charity throughout the Metropolis and 
the Countries of England?—Imitated in Calcutta, where 
different methods have been suggested for the selection of 
those most likely to prove beneficial.—We again most 
cordially repeat the offer of our columns—we again assert 
that the distracted state of Ireland and the sufferings of 
her wretched children, are attributable in a great measure 
to the bitter pangc of poverty and starvation—causing 
those violent passions which excite the poor wretch whom 
they degrade to a frantic indulgence of vicious desires, so 
hostile to the finest feelings and best principles of our 
nature. Then let it be the boast of our humanity to miti¬ 
gate their rigor by removing the certaiuty of their execu¬ 
tion. It is not to avenge, but to preveut-evil; not. to satis¬ 
fy a violated duty but to guard it from future violation; 
not to encrease misery usp we may think it just, but to 
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augment happiness because we know it to be glorious, that 
we should direct our highest powers and finest sympa¬ 
thies—the production of the greatest possible good should 
be regarded as the proudest effort of human wisdom and 
mortal virtue.” 


If what is called the cold, weather -were always to be th e 
climateof India, England would be depopulated. Every one 
would fly from the lugubrious banks of the. Thames to the 
gay city of Palaces. We have heard many Indians who had 
returned home after a long sojourn in this country, com¬ 
plain woefully of the coldness, formality and disagreeablg- 
ness of the folks in JSngland, compared with the hos¬ 
pitality, suavity, and liberality which every one experiences 
here, but which no one duly appreciates, until the period 
of enjoyment is past. W.e have witnessed what were in 
the fashionable language of the day, called Routs in 
Eng'and : but we never experienced at any of them the 
umnmglcd pleasure which we enjoyed Friday night at Mis. 
('. Trowkr’s brilliant At Homk. At these same routs, 
satisfaction, enjoyment and urbanity were all put to the 
lout! On the occasion which we deem it such an agree¬ 
able duty to record, things wore on a very different footing. 
The guests (amounting to about 200) who assembled nt the 
elegant and hospitable mansion, which formed the scene 
of last Friday’s festivities, went there with a full conviction 
of passing a. delightful evening ; and though we have 
not taken their notes upon the subject—if any reliance 
is to be placed upon happy faces and gay groupes. sure 
we are that their expectations were more than amply 
gratified Quadrilles seemed the favorite donee, and not 
fewer than three sets at a time were seen in the ball room 
during the evening. A sumptuous standing supper was 
laid out in a spacious and picturesque recess, formed by 
erecting an awning with side screens over the. great terrace 
at the eastern end of the mansion. This seemed a favorite 
lounge during the evening, and many couples might be, 
seen reposing afte** the fatigues of the dance upon couches, 
on each side. Nothing could exceed the polite and hos¬ 
pitable solicitude of the Master, and the delicate, fageinat-, 
ing, and unwearied attentions of the Mistress of the 
mansion to their guests. These had evidently the utmost 
success—for whatever side we turned to, we saw happy 
faces, and heard the laugh of gladness, or the sound of en- . 
livening music. After seemingly enjoying themselves to* 
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the greatest satisfaction, the fashionables began to retire 
about half past one in the morning, but the rooms were not 
•emptied before half past 2 o'clock : when those who had 
lingered so long, reluctantly tore themselves away from 
the delightful scene, not because their spirits were quite 
flagged, but out of consideration for their fair hostess, whom 
they had beheld with admiring feelings exert herself during 
the evening with an active degree of urbanity and kindness, 
that called forth the sincere admiration of every one who 
experienced its delightful effect, and which no one who was 
not a witness of it can imagine from an imperfect des¬ 
cription. Surely, surely these are golden links of social 
life that make us forget the clanking iron fetters that usual¬ 
ly bind down the spirit to the compion servitude of being ! 

A state of exile, we all know, is one of severe probation, 
and lays bare springs of human conduct, which at nonie 
might be concealed. It is the true touchstone of talent 
and morals. Great as is the extent of the British terri¬ 
tories in the East, there is not a British individual within 
their limits, whose pursuits are not known to his neigh¬ 
bours, as well as to his own family. Genius becomes mark¬ 
ed in exile, which at home might have slumbered in a 
corner of the mind. There the busy hum of life in its 
most active state, the bustle of society, and the mechanical 
exertions dependent on the calls of necessity, as well as an 
impression of discouragement, prevent its expansion. It 
is only a genius of the first rate order that can at once 
burst through all these trammels, and mount at once to 
the zenith of poetry and fancy ; a Bohns, a Byron. The 
second, third, and fourth rate sons of genius generally keep 
back timidly in the shade. While the Eagles of poetry are 
soaring to the sun, the notes of the linnet are heard in the 
grove. Or as Cowper has happily versified the idea, 
“ The nightingale may claim the topmost bough. 

While the poor grasshopper must chirp below." 

Habits of business often repress the latent, spark of genius, 
for men of business generally estimate a thing by its utili¬ 
ty. It must be pal pa hie,and have relation to the materiel 
of human wants. Accordingly, the fine arts are held in no 
very great estimation by them, and we doubt if old Homer 
himself would be listened to in a counting house. We do 
not here deny that there may be genius even in a counting 
house, but we conceive that it has been turned into ano¬ 
ther channel from what nature had intended. Take out of 
the counting house an individual possessing true poetical 
feeling though repressed ; send him abroad on the face of 
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the Earth among mountains and forests, and falling waters 
and strange men 3 nature will re-assume her original 
power, and even habitual restraint cannot prevent him 
from giving utterance to his though is in numbers. 

“ lie writes in numbers, for the numbers come.” 

Behold a youth leaving his friends tor a slate of exile. 
Whatever moral obliquity lie has, must be discovered j 
whatever his hobby be must now appear. A new world 
opens upon him—he experiences (he excitement of new 
ideas, and soon acquires a permanent character. He be¬ 
comes like a flower dipped in a petrilactivc stream, which 
formerly yielded to the summer breese that birthed over 
itj but now hardens (if we may be allowed the expres¬ 
sion) into eternal bloom. 

In the East a literacy turn is highly useful to the indi¬ 
vidual possessing it, for it saves him from the perils of 
idleness, than which no greater foe to human happiness 
exists. Of this we need not seek a better illustration than 
one which is open to the conviction of all ;—the state of 
the poor European Soldier, who rushes into excess to a- 
void the nightmare of the faculties, which the uneducated 
mind labours under in hours of vacancy. The literary or 
the scientific man has a charm against ihc blighting as¬ 
saults of care, which the illiterate or unscientific man has 
not. The scientific man experiences a degree of de¬ 
light in searching into the vmsteries of physics, which is 
vastly superior to any of the sensualist’s pleasures, and 
which unlike them leaves no sting of regret behind. The 
literary man, especially if poetical, may he more an object 
of pity than of envy to bis more robusteous neighbours— 
the mere men o( ‘lie world 3 but were the benevolence of 
bis nature (the true source of his sensations and pursuits) 
known to them, their pity would be changed imo respect. 
There is a joy of social gaiety, and a joy of solitary con¬ 
templation. Those who have experienced the latter in 
any intensity, need not be reminded of its exquisiteness. 
Those who have not, would only laugh at an attempt to 
describe what is unintelligible to them ; for men are 
prone to laugh at what thov do not understand To this 
class we do not address omselves ; but to those who 
deem mental pursuits the be.it recreations, and the sm-est 
preservatives against worldly grossnesses and the hardness 
of feeling they induce ,* to those who themselves possess 
literary lnsbits, uffd who are ready to smile indulgently 
at any modest endeavour to extend the little circle ot our 
Indian literature, we address ourselves. 
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Hitherto our observations were general—they are now 
about to become particular ; for we were led insensibly into 
afield of rambling reflexion by taking- up a little volume 
of Poems, published this day at Calcutta. We forget whe¬ 
ther it was Burns or Hogg who said that he would rather 
- be the author ol one good song than the mere lord of a 
manor. We certainly are not guile so enthusiastic in our 
admiration of a good song, and yet a good song is a 
good thing in its way; and he who is fortunate enough 
to have composed one, adds a mite to the literature of 
his time, it is true it may not live for ever; but if it 
pleases even for a short time, it is not without its use. It 
is the opinion of many, that no woman, however unattrac¬ 
tive, need die unmarried unless she likes ; and that how¬ 
ever disagreeable or ungainly a man may be, he need not 
despair of getting a wife. This we give implicit credence 
to, for we have verily seen strange pairings within the 
compass of nnr own experience. In the same way, we- 
believe, no man cu i r put his pen to paper but his writing 
gave pleasure to some person. He is the most fortunate 
who can please all. Perhaps oriental lucubrations may 
not be pleasant to the palate of a stern critic in England,, 
for whose eye they were never intended j but they cer¬ 
tainly do excite feelings of pleasure in the bosom of am 
Indian, and by him xhey ought to be viewed with a conir 
placem v ot judgement proportionable to his grateful recol¬ 
lection of the amusement or instruction he derived from, 
them. Many things have been written and are written* 
among us that do great credit to their authors. We 
recollect a little work entitled “ Satires in India," which 
evinced uncommon shrewdness of observation, great pow¬ 
ers of ridicule and high knowledge of the ars potlica in 
that department. What is become of the author? Wo 
wish lie would favour the India Gazette occasionally. We 
have not forgot the feelings of pleasure of a different kind 
which we derived from reading “ Thu Exile," a melan¬ 
choly poetical tale, parts of which arc not inferior to Fal¬ 
coner's Shipwreck, in descriptive power and pathos. The 
“ Songs of the Exile," too, have secured a share of pub¬ 
lic approbation, and called forth a rude ussanlt of vulgar 
criticism from some writer in the Asiatic Journal. Some 
extremely pretty fugitive pieces appear occasionally in, 
the pages of our contemporaries, which* we have felt re-, 
gret at not being able to reprint in our own columns,, 
from the demand made on our space by other matter.. 
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At tlie head of these >ve would place " Bernard 
Wycliffe," a poetical contributor to the Calcutta Jour¬ 
nal; whose pieces are characterised by a true afflatus of 
poetry. We wish he would write oftencr.—In the Go¬ 
vernment Gazette, a series of Cantos have appeared, headed 
** India,” from which we, in common with many, have 
Jrdceived considerable amusement. It seems to us us if the 
author had started without any specific plan—and finding in 
himself a great facility at versifying, he continues olf hand 
to sketch with great humour and merit, scenes familiar to 
all Indians. A collection of poetical vagaries of this kind 
some years hence will be very interesting to such among 
us as may be spared to return to their native land, ami 
who may wish to preserve in their most vivid form traces 
of customs, men and things that they can never behold 
again. We have performed what is a mo-1 pleasing duty 
to us, in giving a passing tribute of our admiration to 
the writers whose lighter labours we have alluded to. 
There are several others who might be mentioned also, 
but we forbear. There is one, however, who has fre¬ 
quently contributed to our columns, and whose name 
attracts our particular notice, from the circumstance of 
his having this day published a small volume of Mis¬ 
cellaneous Poems ;—we mean Mr. Richardson, of the. 
Bengal Native Army. There was nothing very remarkable 
to demand our notice in the political world and as the 
publishing of a book of poems is an event in our little 
poetical world, we have not cared to devote so much of 
our present number as we have done, to the considera¬ 
tion of Indian Literature of the lighter kind. 

We do not approve of all the poems in Mr. Richard¬ 
son's collection ; though those that we like less, may be 
the most pleasing in the opinion of others. We deem if. 
proper to speak thus frankly, lest our praise should be 
considered more hollow than otherwise. A melancholy 
vein of feeling runs through Mr. Richardson’s lavs. It is 
we believe a fact, that the poetical temperament always 
gives a solemn or a sad tinge to the events of life. As a 
specimen of Mr. Richardson's manner, and of the blend¬ 
ing of this pensiveness of spirit with a benevolent dispo¬ 
sition, we may take the following:

CORRESPONDENCE. 


TO Tire EDITOR OF THE INDIA CAZKTTE. 

Dear Sir, —Knowing that your valuable paper is at all 
times open to the exposition of grie' anees of a public 
nature, I make bold to send you the following observa¬ 
tions on those suffered by a numerous, industrious, and. 
very respectable class of speculator, more familiarly 
known by the denomination of Indigo Planters. Altho’ I 
may not be competent to the task, from my inexperience 
in the line j still having been of the fraternity, riming the 
first few years of my residence in this land of “ nnlk 
and honey," the few observations I have been enabled 
to make in that short time, l have no hesitation in sub¬ 
mitting to the public, in hopes that they may call forth 
the latent powers of more experienced, more interested, 
and more able ht~ds. What I mean to bring more par¬ 
ticularly to your notice at this time, is the very set ere 
loss that the old established Planter sustains from in- 
croachments made on his cultivation by innovators, in con¬ 
sequence of which the Zemindar loses his rent and Go¬ 
vernment their revenue; and how such inevitable loss to 
all parties may be prevented. I do not suppose that there 
is any trade carried on in Asia (that' 1 is not a monopoly) 
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jin which there is mdr&^c&jntATii&eited, more money put 
iu circulation, and that tends more immediately to the 
relief and support of the Ryott,than that of Indigo—^the 
■Flan ter in this country is sltti&fed far differently from per¬ 
sons of the same description in all other parts of the' world* 
he is precluded from holding land in his own name (if a 
Briton) beyond a few biggas - 3 the only mode which is left, 
is that of making advances- to the Ryott for the plant, and 
getting him to enter into agreements, for producing a 
certain quantity for every Rupee he receives:—the Ryott 
failing in his agreement, is liable to be confined to gaol 
for debt and breach of contract. In pursuing such sum¬ 
mary measures, the Planter would seldom or ever find 
them tend to his advantage; he is consequently induced 
to advance more money in the Ryott, in hopes that the 
ensuing year will enable him to pay off all scores, which 
it very often does. If in the mean time that the Ryott is 
in debt, there is any person villain enough to build a 
Factory within the cultivation of that already established, 
all the Ryotts will instantly flock to the new projector, 
and measure the same lands to him that they had al¬ 
ready measured, and had been in' the habit of measuring 
yearly to the old Planter, who, when he finds this to be 
the case, must in self defence commence an action in 
the Zillah Court against the Ryott, who is sure to be cast 
and sent to jail. There he remains so long as he does 
dot pay the demand, and the Planter finds it convenient 
to pay for his maintenance. Suppose for a moment that 
the whole of the Ryotts of thirty or forty villages were to 
be confined in the above mentioned manner for some 
months, what a scene of ruin and devastation would be 
the result; the least part of which would be the loss- 
sustained by the Zemindar in not being able to collect his 
and paying Government their revenue. What 1 would 
propose, and what 1 have every reason to think would 
meet the concurrence of every person connected with' 
thfe line, is- an order by Government in Council pro¬ 
hibiting all persons from building a Factory within three' 
coss of one already established. Such a regulation would 
materially benefit all parties, and tend to promote the 
good' order and peace of the district. Do you -think, 
Mr. Editor, that any good and just reasons exist against 
such a regulation being passed ? and ought not the right 
of prior possession to Jbc a sufficient claim for the Planter 
to entitle him to the management of right to that cultiva¬ 
tion which he has had for years, and justify Government 
in countenancing such a claim l 
Jfov. 6, 1099 . 


GOOD COPPER. 
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No arrivals froin Sea. 

A Correspondent jut Jnbbulpore writes—" 'there is At 
.small degree of alarm in this neighbourhood at present. 
Three Companies from BhopaUl with guns, and Cavalry 
from Saugor, have been ordered to be in readiness. 
Report says, the Callinger man with 1,200 horse and 
as many Infantry, with Scindtah's son-in-law, are in 
motion. It is likely enough that they are connected with 
the preparations now making in some way or other." 

There has been a heavy storm of rain at Asseerghur, 
and its neighbourhood. Houses fell, and a quantity of 
property was lost or damaged, but we have heard of no 
loss of lives. Much discontent r anil misgovernment it is 
reported, prevail in Scindiah's dominions. 

To-morrow evening at 8 o’clock, Mr, Scheidlenberger, 
we understand, will have a Benefit Concert at the elegant 
mansion of Mrs. J. Shakespeare, (in Chowringhee) who 
with the kindest consideration has permitted her house 
to be devoted for the evening to a purpose highly in¬ 
teresting to the lovers of music in general aud to the 
friends of a professor whose talents, modesty of charac¬ 
ter, and quiet worth, have won their respect—in parti¬ 
cular. Several of our ablest amateurs will assist at the 
Concert, but there are attractions of a more delightful 
kind in prospect we learn—Mr. Scheidlenberger him¬ 
self, we believe, will lead. 


■ From the Calcutta Journal of this morning, we take, the 
two following items of local news :— 

Sporting .—We have been requested by the Stewards of 
the Races to mention, that the First Calcutta Meeting 
has heeu altered from Monday the 8th to Monday tha 
16th of December next. 

Magistracy.—We understand that 8. Swinton, Esq. J. P. 
Larkins, Esq. an.l G. J. Siddons, Esq. have recently been 
put in Commission as Justices of the Peace. 

Several days ago there appeared in the Obituary af a 
Contemporary's paper, the name of a Lady who died in the 
Fort. In the notice which recorded the melancholy event. 
was this remark :— n It is lamentable to state, that an 
hour elapsed before Medical assistance could be pro¬ 
cured j the attack commenced at 11 at night, and at 8 
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itext morning this Lady was no 'more.” The impressive 
left upon our own minds upon perusing the above re¬ 
mark, was, .that none of the Medical Staff of the Garrison 
were to he found when the lady was taken ill. From our 
knowledge of these gentlemen's characters as Medical 
Officers and humane men, we felt perfectly satisfied, that 
even in the event of their not having been found in their 
quarters for a whole hour, they could perfectly well ac¬ 
count for the circumstance upon more gratifying grounds 
than might be inferred from the perusal of such a remark a9 
the one quoted. We happen to be well acquainted with 
the nature of the duties which the Garrison Medical Staff 
of Fort William have to perform. We know that they 
are at times troublesome, and arduous in the extreme j 
and that disadvantages appertain to the situation of a me¬ 
dical man officiating within the Fort, which a professional 
man elsewhere is not liable to. We can conceive a case to 
happen, in which the three gentlemen forming the Resi¬ 
dent Garrison Staff of Fort William might ail be found ab¬ 
sent from their quarters a whole hour, in consequence of 
separate calls upon their professional aid or the necessity 
of holding a consultation. People, in general, perhaps are 
not aware that the whole duties of these Gentlemen are not 
confined within the walls of the Fort. They extend to the 
Cooly Bazar—to the Bow Bazar, and other external and 
distant points. Supposing three persons to be taken sud¬ 
denly ill at one and the same moment—a thing neither 
improbable nor impossible, especially about the end of 
October;—the three medical gentlemen of the Garrison 
proceed to their assistance j—during their absence a 
fourth person is attacked with a fit of cholera or some 
other dangerous malady—a messenger is dispatched to the 
quarters of the Medical Staff—‘the messenger returns 
and states that not one medical officer is at his quarters 
in the interim the jjerso’n last attacked dies:—What 
should we say of the indiscretion of a surviving friend, 
who without enquiring into the cireumstances of the case, 
Would blazon to the world that medical aid could not be 
procured ? Would not a person who had written in an 
incautious or wounded spirit a paragraph tending to im¬ 
plicate the professional character of the Medical Staff, 
regret it on finding out the real state of things ;—but 
would it not have been much better to have avoided the 
possibility of injuring others, and vexing one's self, by 
forbearing at first from entering a remark which conlcl 
do no possible good and might do harm ? We may be 




told that thferet was no hum meant by; such a remark 
is lamentable to -state, that an hour elapsed be- 
fore* medical assistance could be procured. If tbejre was 
tm harm meant, there cobid be no good. Cui bono ? 
Why-was the thingmenHpned ? it is .nothing uncotnmort 
for a'Sick fiersoa to be an hour without assistance* 
There was te plain minds, then, only one inference left—*- 
that* there.vtas some neglect on the part of the Medical 
Staff. This we knew could not be the case, but the hun¬ 
dreds who read the notice could not know this. That the 
remark was*calculated to produce an erroneous impress 
sionr, is proved by the fact of the Most Noble the 
(Governor of the Fort having instituted an inquiry'in to 
the affair. The result of that inquiry: his Lordship has 
kindly put it in the'power of tlie Garrison-Medical Staff 
of Fort William to publish, and we-have supreme satisfac¬ 
tion ia giving insertion here to the sentiments expressed 
by his Lordship on the subject through the Town Major. 
They add another proof to the many already-on record of 
his Lords,hip's benevolent solicitude for the well being of 
every department, and his anaiety not only that every one 
under bis cuntroul should perform his duty well, but 
that no one should undeservedly suffer in the good opi¬ 
nion of his toelgihbours.

A letter from Slieeraz, of the 6th Sept, mentions, that 
a repmt had arrived there cif hostilities having com¬ 
menced between the Russians and Turks. This may have 
reference to former rumours. We doubt not but the sin¬ 
cere wish of Russia is for. hostilities, but so far as we 
could judge from the posture of events by the last ac<- 
t’onnts from Europe direct, we would say in Editorial 
language, that the Slieeraz report ** wants confirmation.** 

The French Ship Bordelais sailed from Bordeaux or 
the 18th June, and has been for somefime expected. She 
reached the Sand Heads on the 5th instant. Off the Car 
Nicobar Island she saw two large English ships, and 
though in view of them for several days, she had no op¬ 
portunity of learning their names. They appeared to ’go 
into the Nicobar, probably for water. Ferhaps they xhight 
have been the Winchelsva and Marchioness of Ely, mr the 
David Scott, and some other ship. Tile L't Seine , from 
Havre, we also learn is in Pilot s water, but she is not 
a*late dep .mue. 
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His Excellency the Mast Noble the Goterkoh GtNEXAt 
and the Marchioness or Hastings attended divine ser¬ 
vice yesterday morning at St. Andrew’s Kirk. The text 
upon which the Reverend Dr. JSxYck founded his excellent 
discourse on the occasion, was the 34 v. of the XXIII. 
chap, of the Book of Job —‘* Oh that I knew where X 
might find him ! that I might even come to his seat !’* 

THE CALCUTTA EUROPEAN FEMALE ORPHAN 

ASYLUM. 

A fifth Report of that truly excellent institution the 
European Female Orphan Asylum having been publish- 
ed within a few days back—we deem it our duty Jo notice 
it with a view of making the merits of the institution more 
generally known. The Report' itself sensibly and clear¬ 
ly written, and proves to the satisfaction of any reasonable 
mind that the purposes for which the European Orphan 
Asylum was originally founded have been already crowned 
with great success. To keep it always in the state of active 
usefulness in which it now happily operates,—must be a 
consummation devoutly to be wished for by the Christian 
and philanthropist. To do this, it is necessary that the 
funds should often be replenished, and constantly kept 
up in a state fit to meet the demands piade upon them. 
Hitherto they have thrived extremely well;—and the diffi¬ 
culties of the first large outlays that generally attend an 
establishment in its infancy, having been got well over, 
it is to be hoped that the institution will continue to 
prosper by the kind aid of the community in general. We 
would fain interest our readers ps much as possible in 
favor of tins Asylum where the poor Orphan of the British 
Soldier fiuds a refuge from the dangers of idleness and ig¬ 
norance, the snares of vice, and the horrors of want. It 
is an admirable Schno^ where not only the lessons of reli¬ 
gion and the principles of morality are taught, and instill¬ 
ed j but where the mind is moulded to the useful purposes 
of life, and habits of discipline, and Industry practically 
enjoined- 

The number of children actually under charge of the 
institution is sixty-four, and the Report remarks that, 
generally speaking, they enjoy excellent health—a circum¬ 
stance which is attributable under Providence “ to the un¬ 
wearied urn! judicious attention of the Mistress to the 
health of the girls, and especially to the skill and attention 
of the Medical attendant.” It is proper to observe, that 
Dr. Browne kindly gives his attendance to the Institution 
gratuitously. The Lancasteriau plan is not forgotten, ac¬ 
cordingly some of the elder girls sufficiently advanced and 
qualified, lighten the labours of the Mistress by undertaking 
some of ihe inferior departments of the School. One of 
tnese, Mary Anne Jackson, (53d Regt.) lias acquitted 
herself so’fveli that she has been raised from her class un4 
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“appointed Assistant 'JFeachei*. After noticing Some necessa¬ 
ry outlays upou the buildings of the Asylum, the Report 
proceeds , 

* l It is a subject pi great thankfulness, .that in ad¬ 
verting to these new. outlays the Committee can. report 
jfavQur^bjy of their funds* The; balance against the Asylum 
is now reduced to a, few hundred rif|»ees. Those who have 
watched the origin and progress of this institution, must 
■ consider.it as affording an honourable, proof of; the disposi¬ 
tion that exists in the country, to support plans of benevo¬ 
lence i and as aji instance, amongst many others;, of that 
marked Providential support which has upheld the Orphan's 
cause. In the year .1817' a debt of 37.*00 Rupees was 
iucurred by the purchase of the Asylum premises, with no 
other prospect of repayment than that wnich arose out of 
the nature of the case itself, and confidence in .the Divine 
blessing. In the short interval that has elapsed, that whole 
debt has been discharged—other debts incurred by new erec¬ 
tions have also been nearly liquidated; so that, after paying 
nil the extraordinary and current expenses of the school , the 
small sum of about 300 Rupees is the balance remaining 
due." 

The Supreme Government, it will be recollected, granted 
a monthly allowance of Two Hundred Rupees to the In¬ 
stitution. The Marchioness of Hastings from the be¬ 
ginning has given it her most cordial patronage, and se¬ 
veral ladies of the Presidency have followed her truly noble 
example in taking a personal interest in it; and there 
can be no doubt that without their united fostering care it 
never could have attained its present flourishing condition. 
A wholesome system of surveillance has been establish¬ 
ed;—a journal of behaviour is kept up, and the commenda¬ 
tions or censures of the Committee at their monthly meet¬ 
ings, tend to keep in force constant habits of self control, 
and general propriety of conduct. The Managers advert 
to the kind and able labours of General Nicoi.ls, (the late 
Quarter Master General of His Majesty's Forces in India) 
tor the good of the Asylum in terms of well merited 
thankfulness. In the Appendix of the Report is a copy 
of a circular letter written by that benevolent and gallant 
man to the Commanding Officers of Corps, entreating 
theii good offices for. the Asylum. The practical proposi¬ 
tions in the circular, and the solicitude that breathes 
through it for the benefit of the Institution, reflect the 
greatest crpdit upon the head and heart of the writer. Sub¬ 
joined we have a list of the principal persons connected 
with the Asylum, the names of the Orphans, in it, with 
an abstract of the state of the funds, and the rates fit 
which needlework is performed. Recommending it on?e 
more to the consideration, and .support of our readers and 
the benevolent public in general,; we for the present take 
leave of the European Female Orphan Asylum with th»

We 
have no hesitation in saving that we never heard 'he In¬ 
strument player! in a more brilliant, powerful, and elegant 
manner than hy the lady who had the Piano parts in Spag- 
noi.etti’s Pot Pmirrie, the Conreito of Griffin, and the 
Nottuvnn of Krkutzek, (in which Mr. SriiEinLENUKRCKR 
had the Violin). Her fingering in rapid passages especially, 
is wonderfully clear, neat, distinct, and nervous ; nor did 
it in the least Sag where great exertion was requisite, and 
this particularly struck us with respect to the left hand. 
Of the fair Vocalists who delighted the audience we 
want words to express our admiration. It is a very for¬ 
midable thing, we are freo to confess, to rise even at a con¬ 
vivial meeting and make a speech. How much more for¬ 
midable must it be for a lady to stand up and sing before 
a large and fashionable assemblage of people, many of 
whom she is but slightly acquainted with; some of whom 
she is aware are connoisseurs, and for all of whom she 
cannot fail having a kind of awe! To make the voice obey 
the will with the most rapturous success under the disad¬ 
vantage^ arising from the diffidence a person feel in such 
a situation, argues a great deal for the voice itself—and 
still more fur the kindness and amiableness of the Indi¬ 
vidual who to please others undergoes such an ordeal. 4 
lady whose vocal powers had often been mentioned to 
v.s. but whom we never had the pleasure of hearing our¬ 
selves before Friday night, sang that exquisite little 
song the “ Bed Hose" most beautifully. Her voice is 
one of great compass, and she disdains little forced 
ornaments ; accordingly the noble simplicity of her style 
of singing is immediately apparent, and places her science, 
taste, and natural pathos in the best possible light. The 
Lndv who sang “ the Biro ’ 1 we had heard before at a 
private party, and heard her again on Friday evening with 
sensations of enthusiastic admiral inn. St is not for 
strength, grandou or, fullness that her voice is remark¬ 
able; hut for its delicacy, unstrained melodiousness, and 
above every tiling for its indescribable sweetness and 
fi< rih'ilt'y. There is something exquisitely thrilling in her 
shnk>‘: and a (hat icttr of feeling and sensibility about 
her style of singing altogether, that were we requested to 
give an idea of it, we must refer the enquirer to his recol¬ 
lections of a nightingale, pouring forth its enchanting 
jpelody in a solitary grove. The same lady also sang the

of the town. At the King's last Ball. Waltzes, we learn, 
predominated during the evening. The Walt* certainly 
is a beautiful dance, but it will take a long time so entirely 
to conlinentify English feelings as to make it a popular one. 
Quadrilles then having decidedly dropped a peg from the 
high estate they held, country dances being rather 
politely endured than heartily patrpnised ; waltzing being 
anti-national, and apt to make old-fashioned people look 
grave,—the question is, what will the votaries of Terp¬ 
sichore next introduce ! Without aspiring to the attribute 
of prophecy, we think we can foresee that the time’will not 
he long, ere Minuets shell become the fashion again. 
Perhaps , Spanish Fandangos and Guarachas may follow, 
and for aught we know in this age of boots, spurs, swords 
and metallic mountings, thePyrrick dance may be restored 
to its ancient state of favor and perfection, To return to 
last nights ball,—the spirit of the scene was, if we re¬ 
collect right, in the Zeniih of its brilliancy about 11 
o’clock. As we wish to be faithful Chroniclers, we must 
not forget to mention, that that Jewel of Saltatory excel¬ 
lence, the Spanish Dancb, was swafedand jerked through 
with great majesty and spirit. Between the dances, the 
fashionables promenaded aboutj either in the body of 
the fine hall itself, along those noble galleries 
formed by the long ranges of massive columns on each 
side. Would that these columns were less in number or 
less in bulk, or that they had been formed of metal. We 
observed several new faces among the crowd, and many 
of the Qai hys for the first time had an opportunity of see¬ 
ing the costume of the Lancers,—some of the Lancer 
Officers being present. Supper was announced attwel f 
exactly. The attendance at it was not exactly what we 
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could wish, though we are aware that Mr. Gun/eb’s 
establishment, of servants is considerable* Mr. Gunter 
himself, as well as Mr. Hoofer, were very active in 
endeavouring to meet'die wants of the company, but their 
individual exertions were not sufficient for such an occa¬ 
sion, and their servants, Sofar as we could perceive, oid 
not divide their attentions judiciously, or exert themselves 
to the utmost. We particularly noticed the great trouble 
many gentlemen, nay whole groups, had, before they could 
get a drop of wine, claret particularly. When it did 
come however, it was good. We cannot say the same of 
tlie beer, of which there were two hinds in circulation. 
One good, the other were we asked .whether it was good 
or not., we should reply with Signore Majocchi, *« ru, her 
no than yes.” Unless such things are commented upon, 
they cannot be remedied. We have noticed them from a 
convietion that our remarks will be taken kindly, and 
that Mr. Gunter and Hooper would much rather hear 
the honest truth pointing out defects that admit of easy 
amendment, than know that murmurings “ not loud but 
deep” existed upon the subject. Daucing, we learn was 
resumed with uuubated spirit after supper. The Bateuse 
-upon a large scale we believe, concluded the salta¬ 
tion of the evening. This dance, we suspect, lias been 
iiorrowed from a species of Malay “ trial by battel,” in 
which the accused is hemmed within a wide circle of per¬ 
sons holding daggers. If he can escape, his life is the reward. 
In the Bate use, ouv has to .'tin a somewhat similar gauntlet. 

It is true when a gentleman is the centre of tue circle, 
that he does not see opposing daggers pointing around him ; 
but is not his peril in another way just as great a c the Ma¬ 
lays ? If there are no daggers, there are bright eves, 
and bewitching smiles, which wound as surely, and much 
more deeply. 

We have beard it suggested, that instead of the mode 
which now holds of couples standing up to dance a coun¬ 
try dunce according to rules of precedency, the thing 
should be settled by the drawing of silver tickel* num¬ 
bered 1, 2, 3, and so on. Each couple to stand in the set 
according to the.number engraved cm the ticket drawn by 
the Lady. To us it appears that this is the most eli¬ 
gible mode. It is certainly the most expeditious—and to 
the majority, ft are inclined to thiuk, it must be the most 
pleasant. 

From what we have lately learned, we would advise’ 
persons anxious to go to England by an overland route, 
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not to proceed through Persia. If they do, they must make 
U)> their minds to be excessively annoyed and harassed. 
Should they take Persia in their route, from an expecta¬ 
tion of seeing romantic and beautiful landscape, line clas¬ 
sic remains of art, or being most hospitably entertained, 
they cannot fail of meeting with a miserable disappoint¬ 
ment, 

A friend has shewn us letters lately received from a 
gentleman travelling overland towards England. About the 
beginning of the present year, the gentleman in question 
reached Khorasan, his letter descriptive of his journey, 
being dated in the middle of February. We believe that 
he is the third European who has penetrated so far into 
that barbarous country. One of these was a Frenchman, 
supposed to have died there—thc« other an Englishman 
of the name of William Shawe, of Leamington Priors, 
near Warwick, who came to Indiasome say by the way of 
Herat, Candhan, Lahore, &e. 5 others by tbe way of Kerwan 
having embarked for India from some of the poits in the 
Gulf. The Correspondent to whose letter we are indebted 
for this information, saw his (ShaWk’s) name written in 
a book at Mushed belonging to one of the Chief Priests $ 
and if Shawe has perished or miscarried on' the way, it 
may be interesting to his friends to be able to trace his 
progress thus far. It was told to our Correspondent tynit 
he had been stript near Herat by thieves. He was believed 
to have come from India for he had not arrived by way of 
Teheran. He wanted money at Mushed, fur bills' on 
Teheran or India, but no one would give it him. t 

Our Correspondent reached Mushed safely after much 
annoyance, ^particularly as respected servants and baggage 
carriage. Perhaps, he says, there is not in the world a 
more abandoned, wicked, and troublesome race than the 
Muleteers andCumel drivers of Persia j and those within 
the boundaries of that lawless part of it, called Khorassan, 
are still more abandoned than elsewhere. They live in 
strife,—and whoever has any thing to do with them, 
must bid adieu for the time to quietness and peace. 

The next accounts of our traveller are from Tahreez, 
bearing date the 3 u of Augustlast. He reached that place 
in safety after a most tedious, a disagreeable, and a dan¬ 
gerous journey, from Mushed through tbe independent 
Coord states, and through the country of the Gocklan 
and Yarnont Tonrkomans to Astrabadj where he 
through Mazunderan to Resht, in Gheelan, along the 
shores of the Caspian Sea, The Cholera had made its 
appearance at Tahreez, where it was carrjiug eff the

To persons who go m the suit of Ambassadors, this may 
not be the case.} but i&Jrhose who neither wish for or can 
afford many, it will, Fthink, be found they are not m ge¬ 
neral disposed, to pay much attention or respect. They 
.cheat and impure worse than in India, and if a quiet life 
be wantecl, the price you must pay tor it is exorbitant.'*

The Madras Courier of the 29th ultimo, reached us ibis 
forenoon. It contains uu news. From its leading article 
■we select the following remarks :— 

‘'Contrary to general expectation, the ship David Scott 
has not loade her appearance, and‘taking into con-i.Jor- 
ntioii the strong Northerly winds that have prevailed :br 
the last fix days, it is very improbable that she will be 
able to touch at this Fort—-it is likely that she is even 
noW-on hrv way to Bengal direct On the 25s.li October 
last year, the Ships Culheiine and Sophia, which sailed 
from England the 8th v©f June, were corupi lied to pur. 
iajlo -Pondicherry having.«i», vain attempted to make 
the Fort of Madrasi.'. Sbthe'of the expected Ships this year 
will probably be obliged, to follow, a similar course. It 
Pallid seem, however, that the' winda are still variable 
and unsettled in the Bay* .for owr reference to the Calcut¬ 
ta Shipping reports, WC h$d under the head of Sang or, 
pctober"5tb, that the Mscfory, and Navaj hud both passed 
to Sea bound for Madras } 'and unless they have passed 
the Poit,Wekuow not how to account for their non-arrival. 
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The state of the weather continued unusually favorable 
fuJTJ$ (tip ping frequenting this Port, until Saturday, when aii 
approaching change was apparent—The Monsoon fairly 
set in on Sunday night, since which a great fall of raiu has 
taken place. The currents ran with considerable force 
yesterday, but the Surf was not particularly high, and the 
wind has fortunately continued moderate. 

“ In the absence of all novelties at our own Presidency, 
we were agreeably surprised on Friday hy the announce¬ 
ment of the arrival in the Hooghley of a Ship which left 
Liverpool so late as the 14 th of June, which is ten clays 
subsequent to the dale of former despatches. The simple 
fact of such an arrival was all that was communicated 
by that day’s 'J appal, and we waited with anxiety all the 
following and subsequent days, in*expectation of receiving 
promised details of all that she might communicate. The 
swelling of the Rivers by the late heavy rains, however, 
or some other equally provoking cause, operated to occa¬ 
sion a complete disappointment in this respect, for no 
further Tappal had reached the Presidency when the 
Courier was put to the press. We have noticed this matter 
of the Tappals so minutely to account for the Courier not 
being so full aud complete as usual.” 

Supreme Court .—A very important trial, deeply interest¬ 
ing; to Paieuts, took place at the Supreme Court yesterday, 
of which we can only at present offer a brief notice. The 
Plaintiff in the case had taken the 2d Officer’s Cabin on 
the G un-de(k for his children proceeding to England on 
boa d I lie Golconda , Captain Edwards* Major Alexan¬ 
ders children occupied a Cabin on the Quarter-deck. 
This anangement continued until the arrival of the ship 
at Madias, where Colonel B'acker applied to Captain 
Edwards for a passage to England, Captain Edwards, in 
consequence, for the accommodation of Colonel Blacker on 
the Quarter-deck, removed the Plaintiff 's children into the 
filth cabin on the starboard side, abreast the pumps, 
through which the pumpdil passed, close to the Steward’s 
pantry, and servants’ mess, ami not many feet from where 
the cows were kept, and at the same time removed Major 
Alexander’s children from their own cabin, into that pre¬ 
viously occupied by those of the Plaintiff. Sir Francis 
Mac.naghten, the Judge on the Bench, declared it ashis 
ninnioiHhat a Captain had no light to remove children from 
one Cabin (o another after a particular one had beeu speci¬ 
fied and engaged even if the change were for the better, 
much lessi n the present case, when it was but too evident 
that Captain Edward* had dune so for his owu advantage, 
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His Lordship said t,b»t as vindictive damages were not call¬ 
ed for by the Counsel tor the Plaintiff, he should merely 
award such, the least he could give, as would express 
his sense of the improper conduct of Captain Edwards ;— 
Damages 500 Kupees, and all costs. 

A report, has reached us, which we believe rests on good 
authority, and which w-e earnestly hope may prove true,—? 
that an engagement has been concluded between Captain 
Moresby. ofH. M S the Miewai, on the part of the Go¬ 
verns of the Mauritius, and the lmaum of Muscat, by 
which the latter agtees to prohibit entirely the sale of Slaves 
from his dominions to all Christian nations, and .promises to 
confiscate all Ships with their cargoes which may be found 
on his coasts engaged fb that traffic. Our information 
further states, that the lmaum has agreed that all vessel* 
under .his flag having Slaves on board for sale to Christian 
nations, and found beyond a line drawn from Cape Delgado, 
the most southern point of his African posses sions, and 
passing sixty miles to the south of the Island of Socotra to 
Diu Head, shall be liable to be treated according to the 
provisions of the British law. Our readers are aware of the 
eagerness and activity with which this traffic has been pur¬ 
sued by the French merchants of Bourbon, assisted by 
funds and support from the mother country, and of the 
exertions of Governor Farquhar and the British Naval Offi¬ 
cers to suppress it. Of late the trade has been chiefly main¬ 
tained by the facilities afforded it at Zyoongeebar, a pos¬ 
session of the lmaum of Muscat on the. coast of Africa; 
from whence large supplies of t-laves are annually drawn 
to the lmaum s Asiatic territories and to the dominions of 
other Mahometan states. His Highness is understood to 
have promptly complied with the suggestions of the British 
Government., to adopt measures for pi eventing the European 
Slave merchants from resorting thither, and it is to be 
hoped that the measures accomplished by Captain Moresby, 
whose meritorious and unremitting exeilums against the. 
Slave traders have already been so conspicuous, will be 
the means of effectually cutting off this almost only remain¬ 
ing source of a traffic so pregnant with human misery. 

The assent of the lmaum, who will sustain a considerable 
loss of revenue, and to whose religion and laws, Slavery 
and Slave trading art* not repugnant, is a proof at once of 
his liberal and enlightened undostanding, and of the 
influence of the English Government, as well as of ns 
beneficial direction; it would be well if some Chii-uiaa 
Sovereigns would take example by his conduct.

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NEW STEAM ENGINE. 

In our paper of Saturday, we adverted to the Steam 
Engine, erected a',l Chandpaul Ghaut, and we now proceed 
to give an outline of the building and machinery connect** 
ed therewith. The house which contains the Engine, 
Boiler, and Pumps, is a neat regular octagon, in the Done 
style, of 50 feet diameter inside. The exterior hasex¬ 
cellent effect, and the chimney (a chaste Doric fluted column)! 
upwards of 70 feet high, rising from the centre, gives it 
more the air of an antient Ma-us oleum than the receptacle 
of a Steam Engine. The North and Souih sides have a 
door in ea**h, the former leading to the Engine and Pumps, 
&c. and the latter to the Furnace and Boiler. The re* 
maining 6 sides have a corresponding number of Venetians-. 
The angles are agreeably relieved by double fluted pilasters, 
jesting on a basement about 4 high, and supporting a 
chaste cornice appropriate to the order of theibuilding. The 
interior is bisected by a wall, separating the Furnace and 
Boiler from the Engine, with two side doors, to give access 
to either. The Boiler is circular, the bottom concave, and the 
top terminating in a dome, which foim h.is htherto been 
supposed the best calculated to receive full effect from a 
lrmitled quantity of fuel. 

The Engine, and in fact the whole apparatus, were made 
by the Butterfly Foundery Company, of which Mr. 
Jessup, the contracting Engineer in Calcutta, is, we un¬ 
derstand, a partner; and the ramifications of the connect¬ 
ing pipes and fountains aie from the drawings of Mr. Henry 
Jessup, (now in Russia) and expressly designed for this- 
country. The Engine itself is a neat and well fitted sub¬ 
stantial machine, calculated for constant labour, without 
the ostentatious finery of secondary artists, where endless- 
gaudy polishing is studiously introduced to catch the eye. 
Its power is equal to 12 horses, according to Boulton and 
Watt’s data, and capable of raising about 34,000 gallons 
of water per hour, or 3,238 butts in 12 hours. This quan¬ 
tity of water is raised by two pumps of 12 inches diameter, 
each making 8 strokes per minute, with a, lift of 3 feet, and 
equal to a column 9& feet high and 12 inches diameter; this 
stream is again conveyed by pipes leading to the centre 
of the principal reservoir, where it is forced up through 
a hollow pillar 10 feel high, surmounted with a Vase, from 
whence it falls into a beautiful mushroom cascade, gently 
cooling the surrounding air. A few days longer will suf¬ 
fice to put the Engine in full operation, and put an end to 
all complaints about dusty roads, to the great satisfaction 
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of.the public; and the work, which being: partly under¬ 
ground, possesses mueb more mertt than meets the eye, will, 
with all judges, secure the fingjneer tjtat consideration to 
which his well known* jabiiities and ,scientific acquirements 
entitle him. . ^

On Thursday last, the 2(1 st nit. the following melancholy 
accident happened at the garden house of Mr. Chew, on 
11 utulidghatir rcfad :—Two Oirfs’of the name oF ’Cox; living 
there with several others of. 'the same family* .asked permis¬ 
sion of their mother, Who was also living there* to go and 
bathe She objected ; however they went privately without 
permission, at what hour is not precisely known* but it 
might be about 11 o’clock. The one was from II to 12 
years of age* the other about a year older. In bathing, it 
anpears thev had gone into the tank, close by the bathing 
house; and that they had a small cord tied to the door of it, 
tripping to which they ventured much beyond theii depth. 
Toe cord having unfoitnoatety given 'Way, left them both 
in the most perilous situation, from which the elder sister 
with much struggling aud difficulty extricated herself, but 
the younger went down. The elder stnpifleii by the 
danger from which she had escaped and alarm for (he fate 
of her sister, had not presence of mind to call for assist¬ 
ance, but. lingered at the side of the tank in hopes she 
would see her come up A Sirdar Dearer* one of the ser¬ 
vants of the l.o ise, observing ber in this distressed state, 
suspected there was something wrong, and sent a female 
servant to inquire what was the matter. The latter having 
gone up to her, asked her why she stood there in the sun 
at that time of the dav in her haihiitg dress, staring into 
the tank- She made answer, that her sister was drowned. 

The al irm being instantly given, every exertion was 
made by the family to save her. Everv one of the servants 
who cmild swim plumed into the tank to seaich for her; 
a messige wsis disnatched to Mr. Blacqniere to send some 
of his Divers, who altho’ riot just at hand, were sent as 
speedily as possible ; some fisherman in the neighbourhood 
being also offered a reward to use their endeavours, they 
after a great deal of search succeeded in finding the body, 
whi n h was brought «fp, us may be supposed, quite cold 
and lifeless.

Thfe Commodore was expected to sail 
again about the end of the tponth, for the Malabar Coast 
and Bombay- There had been some boisterous weather 
at Trincomalie, Accompanied .by heavy rains.

0 rif.ie 3 and , after inquiry into the case, 
dlsiiiissed him' wjtlx apologies and marks of .respect. 

In his letter from TabreeA out traveller mentions, that 
Abbas Mjkkkza, the Prince of Tahreez, had. ranted -with his 
army to jtfag?zeed, ,wHefe it ,wa« ..said the Turks were 
drawn up ifi force ready to oppose Kim. The Persian 
army is .represented as, miserably, equipped and served. 
Mohey there was tipnerand, t^e soldiers Were almost re¬ 
tained Hy force 1 . .Both parties,.it is supposed, were, afraid 
' to come to blows, and there was.; a kigd of probability 
that matters, might'perhaps epd rq ,« h allow peace. He 
considers English trade in manufactures us capable of 
great extension in Persia, particularly cotton goollfcj but 
thinks that the fqeilitiea which the Russians have of water 
‘ narriage all the way from Moscow tot he Caspian, and 
‘by it to all .quarters of J^ersia* nui9t always give them 
great advantages over the British. <

Frt>rn that time delicious 
huits come in. ’|‘he grapes, .peaches, apples, pears. and 
pinrabs of Persia, as well as cherries, melons, , pomegra¬ 
nates, See. if.c. $re s?id to be remarkably fine of their kind, 
and very cheap. In travelling through Persia, it should 
be borne in recollection, that every servant must be mount¬ 
ed on mule or on horse back. H^rs^p were, at the time 
mir Correspondent wrote, considered dear* .being from 3 toi 
400 Persian Its. for decent ones, and } to 200 for Yabmis 
or Pons. He considers a tent or beiUte.ad unnecessary. 
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there being numbers of caravan seralfc spread over the 4 
free of the couirry, and for the latter, a mattress is all 
that is requisite,' v,irh cosaeea or blankets according to 
the season, for the we ither is extremely cold in the spring 
and winter momiis. As !*»r Vl,>h ‘.i:indars, r if one has good, 
servants, he consider# it better udo without them. They 
are generally hungry expectants, who look to receiving in 
the* end more than the expence they save onej and grind 
the poor vi,lagers who dread and hate to see an English* 
man -attended by a Mehmandar. If servants, however, 
are not‘trust worthy, the Mehmander is usefhl to keep 
them in order, and make arrangements for eat tie and car¬ 
riage.

The extent of the injury done in the case is this, $ civi 
right has been infringed, and it is allowed, to and for the 
advantage of the Defendant, without however any damage 
being intended, or in fact happening to the PJaintiff ; it 
appears the latter brought hi« action t«* establish the point, 
that a Captain of Ship has no right to remove a Passenger 
from the Cabin he has engaged; and in so doing be has 
done a service to the Public; and it is but justice to the 
Captain to add, that nor the slightest insinuation was made 
that the Children either did, or might have suffered from 
the change; but if such removal was allowed mdiscrimi 
stately much injury might occur. "On the whole. 1 * does not 
appear that the character of the Captain is at .ill impli¬ 
cated, and we trust that he will receive ample proof of the 
confidence of the Public, in the number and respectghiiity 
of his future Passengers.

The e$se of Boileait versus Edward^, which came 
before tha Court on Wednesday, is one of sufficient interest 
to the Public at large, to deserve a more full and ciicum- 
§tanti:il Report than most of the cases that come befo,c that 
Tribunal for decision. Parents and, Guardians are especi¬ 
ally interested in such a case as the whole question rums 
on the right of Children to retain certain Accommodations 
chosen for them on board Ship by those having tin- eh u-ge 
of embarking them for the voyage, when such choice i* ap¬ 
proved and acquiesced in by the Captain. '» omina> ders 
of Ships are also deeply interested in the question, as the 
decision given in this case must convince *I>eui that when 
certain parts of the Ship are contracted tor, vhethtr ver¬ 
bally or in writing, they can have no subsequent rght. on 
any pretence whatever, to remove the occupants of sm.li 
parts of the Ship to any other place, whether in their own 
opinion more favorable or not, without ihe full consent 
of the parties themselves. As the motive of Mr. Boileap, 
the Plaintiff, in bringing forward this Cast , was not to seek 
vindictive damages, but merely to obtain a sol mil and pub¬ 
lic decision on the question, for the sake of Jufucp, s»nd 
the interests of the community at. large, we really Hunk he 
deterves well of the Public for his determination • and both 
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the Defendant and all ottas of the same profession ought 
also to he aware that the ifinits wiiioh are thus set to the ex¬ 
ercise of their discretion is beuetici. ) to ihe world, and may 
lead even ip the ex ten-ion of contiJonee in their obser¬ 
vance of engagements, since it is shewn thdt all breaches 
of them, arising from wha'ever motive, nu.v be redrfssed 
in a Court of Law. and Damages oin.lined in cases ofin- 
jtliy sustained that wp’ulcj be more than a counteibalance to 
any profit to be made by such changes.

Sir, 

For tbt benefit, and even preservation of Children sent on hoard 
Ships for England, it is necessary to make known to the Public in India, 
that glaring and unpardohable instances of misconduct in the Com man- 
deis of some of the Ships home ward bound occui, reganhr.g Children 
placed under their Eire. No sooner is the ship out of Pilot’s watei, thari 
some of the Children, whom the parents or then friends hast seen com¬ 
fortably settled iti the Cabin actually purchased for them, are lemoicd 
to one much less suitable to them, peihaps below, ami peihap* crowded 
with other Children ; or the Captain waits till he reaches Madras, and 
if there he lias applications for accommodation more than his ship ca „ 
conveniently supply, he dues not hesitate, even iu the face of the rest of 
the passengers, to remove such Children as occupy Cabins, that aft Want¬ 
ed for the new passengers, to a very inferior one, and one that is atfiong 
the OHicets’ Cabins below. If this is not sulhcient, perhaps in conse¬ 
quence of other passengers requiring accommodation from the Cape of 
Good Hope, the same uufortunate Children are removed again further 
forwards even to the mainmast. 

Independent of this *ery improper conduct to Children, a similar kind 
e^'treatment is sometimes shewn to time-expired men and Invalids of Hi> 
Majesty’s Regiments, who are crammed into a space not suftkienft fot 
tialf the number accommodated iu it. This hat all occurred in a Ship that 
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very lately' pnt into the Cape, as reported on her arrival ; and it is hoped 
that this. conduct of the Captain both to the Invalids and * hildren, will 
he mailr known iu England, as well .is India, though redress, it. is leaied, 
juay not he obtained. Indeed seeking redress is vain, when ( luldien 
have suffered in health, and instead of recovering their strength m any 
< ahins at sea, new diseases are brought on, and even the lives of Children 
end ii vied. 

In the ease beforr us, several < hildren weie ill, and one dangerously 
so; anil when some kind passengers, having * hildren of their own wished 
to take the suffering ones into their Cabins, the Medieal man pig,mini 
it, by saying the complaint might be infectious. Some however, 'ere 
received into more healthy Cabins, by the humanity of certain passen- 
ffers on board. 

)>ij eSt . tircuinstanrcs shew the necessity of strict written Agreement 
*ejf»g sigued by Commanders ot ships taking Children, that in the event 
of conduct as the above being known, they may be made to suffer the 
penalties of the Law.

him) yes that was his.—No. 5 was equally as good a cabin as No. 2; 
some persons preferred No. 5—Most of the children were generally 
in Mrs. Showers's cabin during the day; the Ship had been pmnped out 
ten or twelve times during the voyage home, bjt always by the pump for¬ 
ward ; there wis no occasion for using the main puntps, whifch were only 
worked two or threj-e time*, and that to try them. 

Croat-Examined by Mr. Err gusto ». 

Q. I believe .you have been promoted lately ; yon were Third and ira 
now Second Officer of the Golc&nda ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And expect to be First ? 

A. 1 might, and perhaps another. 

No. 5. was an excellent cahin, would not mind taking it for his hirtb, 
(on being reminded of Ins oath) would, however prefer N ». 2 for his 
cum use. A passenger, Mr. Willis, on the voyage out preferred it to any 
other, all the. cabins were of the same price, the. pott in No.2 might 
have been open when the one. in No. 5 was shut, but very seldom. No. 
2 was not much preferable to No. 5, it might hare befcu a little better. 

Q.—And how did you like Cows ? 

A.—I did not dislike them. 

Q.—Why did not you go to five with them then ? 

A.—t did, my cahin was close to ttiem. 

John Raker, Examined by the Advocate-General. 

lit’as Carpenter of the Goloomoa, on her last voyage to England, 
knew of the removal of the children from cahin No; 2 to No. 5, had to 
bar the ports in nil cabins every evening and unbalr them again in the 
morning * never saw Any difference in them, the ports used to he 
generally open in the day time as far forward as No. 6. No. 2 might 
perhaps he ventured open when No. 5 was shut, the ports were always 
very tight; as to the cabins being wet, be saw no difference in them, 
sometimes he foutid them dty, sometimes not, according to the weather. 

Cross Examined by Mr. Money. 

The GonroNPA U 8a0 Torts, and drew, when leaving Madras, 23 feet. 

Charles Rowdrn, went on hoard the Golconoa as passenger from 
Madras to England ; afterwards at the f Ape, became Captain’s Steward, 
Captain Edwards was always vet v attentive to the Children. 

Cross Examined by Mr. Fergusson. 

Went home as a < barter party passenger. 

ft.—How came von to prefer that mode, of going home ? 

A.—It was not optional. 

Q.—l suppose not, you were sent home for jrour good deeds I presume ? 

A.— Not. for arty bad ones. 

Here closed the evidence for the Defendant. 

Mr. fc’F.nutrssoN in his finai address to his Lordship siiid, that he 
Wnniii retract nothing he had said, that lie considered the evidence for flic 
Defendant as nothing,that Captain Edwards had been guilty of a gross 
violation of Ms dntv and breach of promise in his ronduct towards the 
children. It wa* such a breach of duty, a* in a Commander was 
highly disgraceful aad reprehensible. Mr. Hoileau did not wish to put 
any thing in his pocket, but he had nevertheless the hope that his 
Lordship would award damages, and no common damages eithet against 
a man who could heliave in such a manner to children entrusted to Ins 
immediate rare, for the sake of apaltrv gain oh* few hundred in pees, a* 
was evident from Colonel Blacker’s' pas sage money Why dul he not 
■av, “ No 5 is meant for yon; if tha t suits, yon well and good ; if not, 

I cannot take trou, t cannot do an injustice to others to accommodate 
voii." Besides, if he had determined upon taking Colonel Blacker, 
H’hy did not he remove Major Alexander s children, who ultimately 
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made room for the Colonel into No. 5; But no: Mr, B oilcan's dnldTea 
were less rained than Majdr Alexander’*, whose interest in this country' 
he dreaded. Was there a man, he would ask, who had any experience 
at sea whatever, hut would prefer No. 2 to'No. 5,—But no— favour Major 
Alexander's children in preference. 

The second Wlttii-ss TMt, Llbvd) ‘ might have been exasperated, and 
perhaps justly too., 1 He; (the learned gentleman,] would notentaf into 
the merits of the case J aB to tire Servant Jasper having stolen a Silver 
spoon, that was in his opinion sufficiently refuted. % 

The idea that General Ashe should have made remonstraucess to Col. 
Blacker or C.ipt. Edwards respecting the removal of the Children, after 
the Colonel was once On board, is absurd ; why should Gen, AShe have 
endeavoured to embroil himself with his brother passengers, and those 
of his own cloth too for the sake of children he ftaid no charge of. No—he 
pieferred quietly to make them comfortable: jtl his own part of the ac¬ 
commodation. That this Second Officer, who‘'yfas third before and ex¬ 
pects to be first', who basks in the sunshine of his Captain's smites, should 
prefer No. 5to No. 2,' appears* nothing extraordinary; hut after all, 
lie acknowledges that for his own usd be wOutrt like to have No. 2 as the 
best. 

With respect to the main pumps not having hern worked more than 
twice or tin ice, that is to say that occasion might' not have compelled 
them to work them constantly. As to Captain Edwards behaving kindly 
ami establishing a school for the children, all that is very good; but, 
observed the learned Gentleman,** aperson may do me the greatest injury 
In life and yet behave with great personal kindness towards mef but where 
Ins own interest is concerned, he says, do not depend upon me, I must, 
look out for myself” 

•pii,- learned Counsel would trouble his Lordship with no Author details, 
hut should conclude by observing tluifaltbo' -Mr. Hoifeau tfkt not wish to 
e'liich himself at the, expens-: of the Defendant, yet he hoped lii.s 
Lordship would award unh Damages, not vindictive Damages, but such ns 
would prove an effectual stop to proceeding* of this Kind in future, and 
i,i doing so he would request his Lordship to consider what the feelings 
of a parent must he who knew his children to be used as Mr. Soileau’s 
liml been. 

His Lokusiiii* then addressed the Court to the following effect 
The present cave was indeed‘one of the most interesting that had ' long 
hi.-en brought before the Court, and lie was vary happy it had been 
In ought, before him, though it was one which at theisatne time-gave him 
great pain, as it proved how little trust could be placed in persons going to 
England who had children entrusted to their care.

up something in the way of a paragraph to our readers. 
Unfortunately we were prevented, by circumstances over 
which we had no controul, from reaching the Town Hall 
until about twenty minutes alter 10 $ when we entered the 
chamber usually allotted for such preliminary meetings, 
and found it empty. On the table stood a lair sheet of 
paper, unstained by pen and ink. We sat down for a little, 
but perceiving no likelihood of the meeting becoming 
more numerous, we sent for Mr. Gunteh. From him 
we learnt, that at the hour advertised, either four or five 
of the Sons of St. Andrew came according to requisition ; 
that they remained some twenty minutes, when, des¬ 
pairing (as we did afterwards) of seeing any further 
acquisition to their •strength, they went away without 
coming to any decision.. In this state, then, the matter 
now stands. It is not for us to say whether the absence 
of the Sons of St. Andrew is attributable to indiffer¬ 
ence — or want ol" proper information respecting the 
hour and day of assembling to settle preliminaries— 
or want of opportunity. To the latter two causes we 
would rather ascribe it, than to lukewarmness. Last 
year a meeting on the usual large scale, was prevent¬ 
ed by causes of about as much importance as that which 
set the people of Lillipul about the ears—the breaking of 
the eg^ at the small or large end. The cause no lon¬ 
ger exists ; we hope then, that a meeting will yet be¬ 
held : and here we would remind our rentiers- who were 
present, of the harmony which prevailed at the last hap¬ 
py assemblage of the Sons of St. Patrick. Shall it be said', 
that the Sons of St. Andrew were the first to shew the 
damping example of omitting to commemorate their tutelar 
Saint’s "natal day, and of coldly permitting an opportu¬ 
nity to pass, of hanging another wreath upon the shrine of 
honest nationality ? Shall it be said, that he who basso 
often presided over the sons of the Saint in this far dis¬ 
tant. land, to the delight of all who heard him saw the 
last anniversary which he is fated perhaps ever to behold 
nvuong us, pass unheeded by t We cannot believ e it y and. 
short as the time is for preparation, wc anticipate that St. 
Andrew’s eve IS'ZS, will be ushered in as- splendidly aud* 
hospitably as any that ever preceded it.

Wm. MacLeod versus - Humphries. 

This was an action brought by the Plaintiff, who was 
one of the Attornies of the Court, against a Gentleman 
from the sister kingdom of Ireland, residing in Calcutta, 
to recover damages for an assault alleged to have been 
committed upon him by the Defendant. 

Mr. Eaton, as Junior Couusel for the Plaintiff, stated 
the cause of action. 

The Advocate-General then rose, and addressed the 
Court for the Plaintiff, detailing and commenting on the 
circumstances, in a mamv r -that afforded much amuse¬ 
ment to the auditors. It appeared that the parties hap¬ 
pened to meet some time ago in a certain Lane called 
Goomghur Gully* where Ladies of a certain description 
love to reside, and where the Plaintiff had a residence. 
The Defendant, with some other persons, was standing 
at the door of one of the houses at the time the Plaintiff 
was passing by. and the Plaintiff having hoard some one 
uttering a noise like the mewing of a cat, could not help 
expressing his approbation, and made some such observa¬ 
tion as the following, by way of soliloquy—“ How na¬ 
turally that cat mews !" The Defendant overhearing this 
expression, called out to him to know what he was mut¬ 
tering? The Plaintiff replied that he was merely ex¬ 
pressing liis approbation of his talents for caterwauling. 
The Defendant then demanded of the Plaintiff if he in¬ 
tended to call him a ert? adding, that if he did, he must 
take the liberty of telling him, that he, the Plaintiff, was 
a gieater cat than himself. 

Here the Learned Counsel submitted to the Court, 
that this was rather a compliment to his Client; as the 
Defendant admitted, that if both were cats, his Client 
was the greater cat of the two ! 

The Plaintiff then informed the Defendant, that cats 
* could scratch as well as mew ; upon which the Defendant 
advanced up to the Plaintiff,and said, “ I'll teach you to 
scratch;” and being from a certain part of the United 
Kingdom, he struck the latter with his Shilelah,* or more 
properly speaking, with a Malay cudgel. The Plaintiff 

* ll appeared by I he eviifence af'lerwauls adduced, that like (he 
*Jh is liman iu Jtosuui, the Del'endaut had nothing in bis baud but bis 
Fist. 
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was thereby overthrown, and falling prostrate upon an 
ill-smoothed bed of bricks, he tore his Inexpressibles. 
While lying, like Hmiibras en perdu among the bricks, 
he called to his brother Hector, who came to him in his dis¬ 
tress ; and being like his namesake of old, a Man of War, 
he soon overcame the Defendant, who then with his 
companions made his retreat t and the Plaintiff sent 
Hector after them to find o.ut their names and places of 
abode. 

The Learned Gentleman took occasion to observe, that 
surely the Court would not allow one. of itsAttornies to be 
beaten in that kind ol way, without a cause, and in so very 
obscure and unsatisfactory a manner. The Plaintiff s case, 
he said, would be proved by the Defendant’s friend, who 
was a very respectable young man, and must speak the 
truth as it hud occurred he had indeed no other witness 
that he could call. 

Here Mr. Fgrcusson in an audible voice called out for 
IIncToa —“ Where was Hector in this glorious day ? ' 

The Advocatk-Gknkrat. remarked, that as his Client vvaa 
upset on the bricks when Hector came out, he could not 
speak to the first assault. 

The Defendant’s friend was then sworn and put into 
the Witness-box to be examined by the Plaintiff’s Counsel. 
The first question that fell to be put, was about the mew¬ 
ing of the cat \ at which the risible faculties of both Coun¬ 
sel and Witness were so highly excited, that neither of 
them could proceed. At length, to restore gravity, his 
Lordship began to examine the Witness, who said,— 

“ I know the Defendant; I was in company with him 
on the evening in question in Einaumbaug Lane. We 
were standing together at the door of a house. A Gentle¬ 
man was passing by, and the Defendant began to mew 
like a cat. When the Plaintiff had got about 20 yards 

past us, he turned round and said—“ That’s d-d like a 

cat.” It turned out to be Mr. MacLeod that said so. 
The Defendant said, he would let him know what sort of 
a cat he was. The Plaintiff bid him do so ; and at his re¬ 
quest the Defendant turned towards him. The Plaintiff 
held up his fis., to the Defendant, and repeatedly said, 
“ strike me, strike me if you dare,” evidently provoking 
the Defendant to strike first. The Defendant. then laid 
hold of him and gave him a good shaking. They wew; 
nearly both of the same size . O ie y struggled together, 
and both fell into the ditch. After they had extricated 
themselves, I observed that the Plaintiff had tore certain 
parts of his breeches.’ 
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Cross-Examinbd bv Mr. Fergusson. 

** After Mr. MacLeod got up, he culled for a Cliowkey-* 
rlar, when out came Hector at the sound of his Brother’s 
voice, and began to beat the Defendant, and also lent me 
(Witness) a blow.” 

Mr. Fergusson then submitted to the Court, that upon 
his plea of .von assault demesne , the witness for the Plaintiff 
had proved the Defendant’s case, and that he was there¬ 
fore entitled to a judgment in his favor. For it was clear 
that the first assault was made by the Piaiutiff lifting 
his fist up to the Defendant,. 

To this, the Advocate-General replied, that as it had 
been proved that they stood at a distance of thiee yards 
or more from each otherf the elevation of the fist did not, 
in the contemplation of law, amount to an assault. 

Mr. Fergusson however contended, that if the Plaintiff 
held his fist towards the Defendant’s face, it was an as¬ 
sault; for the Defendant was not obliged to wait until the 
blow was actually upon his nose ! 

The Bench having sanctioned this doctrine, a verdict 
for the Defendant was given with Costs; the learned 
Judge remarking that he believed the Plaintiff would cer¬ 
tainly never have thought of advising a Client to bring 
such nn action into Court; and that it was well he had 
brought it for himself, and not in behuH' of a third party. 

From the John Bull of this morning we have taken a 
copy of the address which was presented on Monday 
last by the Grand Jury to the Honorable Sir Francis 
Macnmgiuen, as also bis": Lordship’s Reply. Never was 
there a tribute of respect more sincerely paid, and never 
was there one more unquestionably merited. 

ADDRESS 

To the Honorable Sir Francis Macnagbten, Kt. Senior 

Judge of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort Wil¬ 
liam in Bengal. 

Mv Lord, 

We, the Grand Jurors for the present Sessions, having 
completed our investigation of the several Presentments 
which have been laid before us—beg leave before we this 
clay receive our discharge, to approach your Lordship with 
the expression of those sentiments which have been excit¬ 
ed in us by the contemplation of your Public Career, dur¬ 
ing the period of nearly l£ months that you have indi¬ 
vidually discharged the high and honorable duties of your 
exulted office. 
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That the Performance of the important.functions which 
„ the Judges of this Court are delegated to discharge 
should have so long devolved on one Individual is an oc¬ 
currence quite unexampled at this Presidency—and we 
feel that we only re-echo the voice of this Community 
when we say, that the services which your Lordship has 
rendered to it, have not only demanded, but received 
the warmest approbation from a grateful Public. 

But, independently of any acknowledgement which we 
can offer, we are aware that your Lordship could not 
possess a nobler proof of the character you have ac¬ 
quired than can at once be collected from the records of 
your own Court. From these, we are assured, can imme¬ 
diately be seen how much business has increased, whether 
viewed with regard to the number or magnitude of the 
instituted suits, and than this no bettor evidence could, 
we think, he adduced in support of the consciousness 
which the Public entertain of your upright, just, and en- 



teritstiek of a British Judge. 

Impressed, therefore, with such feelings, and contem¬ 
plating the probability of this being the last occasion 
upon which a Grand Jury maybe assembled whilst your 
Lordship continues to be the sole dispenser ot Justice in 
this Court, we trust we shall not be deemed presumptuous 
in tendering, previous to the acceptance of our discharge 
from the share we have borne in the duties ot the present 
Sessions, our warmest acknowledgements of such eminent 
services, and our fervent desire that in whatever situation 
your Lordship may ultimately be placed, you may long- 
live to enjoy the retrospect of that conduct which has 
always dignified and adorned the Bench ot this 1 resident j, 
and tlie more especially of those unexampled services 
during the eventful period that you were destined singly 
to preside over the distribution of British Justice m this, 

the metropolis of British India. 

In thus giving utterance to our sentiments we only dis¬ 
charge a duty which your Lordship’s administration has 
rendered imperious, and to the tribute we have already 
offered, it will further prove a source of peculiar gratifica¬ 
tion if you will permit us to express a hope that your 
Lordship will honor us by sitting for your Portrait as a 
suitable memorial of the admiration and esteem entertain¬ 
ed for your judicial character. In preferring this reque. 
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we arc assured too that we are only anticipating a wish 
which the community in general most anxiously en¬ 
tertain.

A plan of the “ Society of Arts for Scotland,” was laid 
before the meeting by Major General Hardwick e, at the 
request of Dr. Da vin Buirwvi-ER, LLD. and Director of 
that institution. The Prospectus observes that it had long 
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been matter of surprise, as well as of regret, that Scotland 
should he almost the only country in Europe in which 
there was no general institution for promoting the useful 
acrs. The advanced state of education among the working 
classes, and the habits of reading ap-.l reflexion which ele¬ 
vate that poition of our countrymen above those of all 
other nations, have called forth powers of invention which 
have hitherto been allowed to languish in obscuiily and 
neglect A Society of Arts has been for some years 
pi ejected in Edinburgh, and was first announced lo the 
public in December 1819, und *i the name of a “ Society 
for the promotion of the mechanical and useful arts in 
Scotland, for rewarding inventions of public utility, aud 
disseminating useful knowledge among the industrious 
classes of society ” Thfc success which has attended the 
experiment of a school of arts for Edinburgh, aft'uids the 
host earnest of the advantages which would resi.lt from 
similar establishments in the principal towns of Scotland. 
The funds of the institution will he detived principally 
from an annual subsetiption of me guinea, from each 
of its members, but donations, however small, will be 
received for the support of this useful institution, of which 
his Majes'y the King is the Patron.* 

The horns of the Thibet Tail less Deer "were presented 
for the Museum, bv the Marquis of Hastings. 

Plaster Casts of the bones of the leg and great claw of 
the Me.„allonyx, were presented by the American Philoso¬ 
phical Society of Philadelphia. An account ol this animal 
is given in the fourth volume of tlieii transactions 

The Secretary presented in the name of the Hon’ble 
John Adam, Esq, three silver coins of Mahmood Sut.e 
tan, of Matron, and two others of gold, very ancient, 
from Wnrangnl. 

At this meeting the following-curiosities were also pre¬ 
sented ; 

Two Pebbles from Van Dieman’s Land, commonly called 
Von Deiman’s land Diamonds, by F. P. Strong, Esq. 

Specimens of 1 ava from Barren Island, and of Coi ai from 
Car nieobar. by Doctor Adam, in the name of Captain 
Webstfr of (he ship Juliana. Barren Island, with it* 
volcano, from which these specimens were obtained, has 
been described in the 4ih volume of the Asiatic Researches, 
bv Lieutenant (no*v Colonel) Colkbrookr, but the ac¬ 
count isaveiy brief one. In the month of March last

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Captain Webster, on ih« j>a."s-afuwi Carmcobar to 

Rangoon, had occasion to approach close to Barren 
Island. It was first visible at day-light, and at 7 a. m. 
being within 10 or 12 miles of it, lie could plainly perceive, 
■with his glass, columns of white smoke issuing horn the 
crater of the volcano. Determined upon visiting the island, 
be accompanied by his chief Officer, pulled for a snull 
bay, where it was supposed they would have no difficulty in 
landing. Oil approaching, however, to within a hundred 
yards of the shore, they were suddenly assailed by hot 
puffs of wind, and on dipping their fingers into the water 
they weie surprized to find it as hot almost" as if it had 
been boiling. The stones on shore, and the rocks exposed 
by the ebbing of the tid ■, were smoking, and hissing, and 
the water was babbling all round tlrm At this place they 
had a complete view of the cone, which did not then ap¬ 
pear a quarter of a mile distant. Having pulled a liuie 
to the southward, they landed in a cove, and commenced 
ascending an almost, perpendicular precipice, holding on by 
the grass that giewout of the ashes coveting the rocks. 
With no small danger and difficulty they reached the top 
of a lidge, where they found a small tru>, oi rather shinb, 
under the shade of which they enjoyed a full view of the 
volcano. It is an immense cone regularly sloping from the 
base, to the summil, and in appearance and color, resem¬ 
bles a heap of sifted coal-ashes, wiih cinders scattered over 
its surface. The diameter at the base is supposed to be 
about 800 or 1000 yards, at the top about 30, and the 
whole of that space seems to be occupied by the mouth. 
Captain VVmister could observe no flame, but large vo¬ 
lumes of thin while smuke kept cuulinually iftsuiiig fiom it. 
This cone stands in the centre of au amphiihcalie of lulls, 
which nearly close around it, lire only opening to the sea, 
being where the party first attempted lo land. After des¬ 
cending the acclivity Lhey lowed lo the place where they 
first endeavored to get on shore, and the rising of the tide 
enabled tb-mi to step from the boat upon lire rocks. Desir¬ 
ous of examining the crater they ascended 30 or 40 yaids, 
sinking ankle deep iu ashes at each step, but it was next 
to impossible to climb lo the mouth. The geographical 
site of the Island is said lo be accurately given by Hois- 
burgh The elevation of the volcano is about half a mile. 

Several clubs, and a spear, used in war by the natives of 
New Zealand, were presented by Dr a dam. in the name 
of E. F Bromley, Esq. Surgeon, R. N. and Natal Officer 
ou Van Dieman’s Laud. 
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Specimens of Petrefaetions by Mr Yeld of Benares^ 
including a very fine one which appears to be a fragment 
of the Palm tree, or Phoenix Dacty/tfera of Linnaeus No 
account, of its local situation, or position, w,«s for winded 
with the specimen, but it is understood to have been found 
below the surface, sopaewheie in Bundlecujid, and not 
fur from Saugor. 

Mr. Gijsgon presented the model for a hollow garden 
wall as constructed in England, and a Specimen of the 
Bengaile modof fol aung glass globes with lead. Mr. 
Gibbon also presented a coutiuuatiou of his list of Books 
in the Society^ Library. 

In the name of 5>ir Stamford Raffles, Major General 
Hardwicke piosented the second volume of the Malayan 
Mi cellany, the contents* of which we shall notice on a 
futme occasion.

Thu Sec'.ulaiy communicated to ihr meeting a Memoir of 
Bonnes. vu , ' , oinpan.ccl hv a Map, wt'h a notice of the prin¬ 
cipal Hindoo and Mussulman families in that city, by 
James Phinm'.p. Esq. The Catalogue is prefaced hy a 
few nonet a I rematks. Tiudition and piy tholugical history 
would make us believe that Benares, or K.ishee, was a 
most ancient, and a most holy place, that it smvives iu 
a^c ;t hundred lives of Brahma, each ot whose days is 
40*20 millions of years ; that it stands upon the tiident, 
or lusool, of Mahudco, never shaken by eaithquakes, nay 
that the whole town was once of pure gold, v.hmli only 
dwindled into stone and buck along with the rapid detenu- 
I’uliou of human virtue! Only 800 yeats ago, however, 
there,was but a mud village hearing the name of Benares, 
which has gradually bt-treied its nm tenuis imo brick 
and stone. From the Peisian lnstoiians it appears that 
during the invasion of India hy Maiimood of Ghaznee, 
h Rajah Bunar held possession of the Old tori, 
and town within.it, which was totally destroyed and 
plundered bv the General Musood, in A.D. 1020. It ivas 
again plundered by Qutoboodeisn in 1193. .At both 
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periods it is started that immense treasure was found, and 
innumerable idol* destroyed. In ihe reign of Maiiommuh 
Shah (1730) Mansarum. Zemindar, obtained from that 
Emperor the Suouud of llajnh in favor of h s son Bul- 
wund Sing, together with the establishment of a Mint 
and Courts of Ju>tice. The Man* Muudil, supposed to be 
the oldest building now extant, was erected by Man 
Singh, in 1550, and the astronomical instruments were 
added by Jey Situh in 1680. In Mr. Deahe’s time, not 
twenty years ago Benares contained, by census, 6,50,000 
souls, 30,000 houses of one to six stories high, and : 80 
garden houses. In general each story of %large house 
is rented by a separate family of numerous individuals ; 
the census sets down 200 inmates for a house of 6 stones ; 
Benares is famous for its Ghauts,'and the wonders of Ka- 
ahee arc summed up m these words. Hanr , Sanr^ our 
Sterice which may be translated, s< Be les, Bulls, and 
Bro;ul St aits.!" 

The* Secretary also laid before the meeting an Essay on 
the Mndnr, or Asclepias Gignnten , and its medical virtues, 
by Gan rot. Playvai a Esq The Mndar iR prepared as 
follows : The roots are dug iroin a sandy soil in the months 
of April and May. They are well washed in clear water, 
till every particle of soil is ipmoved, ihe moist tire is then 
carefully absorbed by wiping with a cloth They me allow- 
edfo dry in the open air to such a“degree that the milky 
juice becomes, in some measures, inspissated The. outside 
brown crust is then 10 be scraped off, and the rind left, pure 
and white. The rind is now lo be sliced off or separated 
from the woody part, and dried for use. When reduced to 
ti powder it must be preserved in bottles, well worked, 
a£ it is apt to attract moisture. The Mndar is a powerful 
Ionic and alterative, a stimulant and deobstmeut, and, 
combined with opium, a sudorific. It has been given with 
great advantage in syphilis, lepra, in t utaneous ei options, 
and dropsv, in rheumatism, hectic fever, and tabes from 
glandular obstructions ; in tape-worm, and intermittenls. 
It lias been fum'd very efficacious in that species of fencer 
so common among the natives of India called Lupus, and 
in all the varieties of leprosy or elepbantias is. In the 
horse it appears effectual y to cure bursaftee, a disease 
common and destructive m this country. The dose is 
about five grains (wire a day. It is sjso employed ex¬ 
ternally, in n!t eis, &c. The occash nal use of it, in the 
Presidency General Hospital, appeals to piove that it is a 
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remedy of considerable activity, and highly deserving the * 
notice of medical practitioners. 

Remarks or/the loifeer parts of Koonawur, by Lieut. A. 
Gfraed, 13th Regt N. I/were presented to the meeting 
Lv the Secretary. Koonawur is a tract of country lying on 
both hanks of the Sutlej, the habitable part seldom -ex¬ 
ceeding eight miles in breadth.' The mountains are from 
- 18,000 to 20 000 f ( ;et above the level of the sea. The re¬ 
marks are in gicat detail, and give a comprehensive des¬ 
cription of mi interesting portion of upper India. Among 
the Tartars,/Lieut. Gsuarq sa.vs, cheating, ly r ng, and 
thieving are unknown, and they may be trusted'with any 
thing; they have the nicest notions of honesty of any pen- 
pie on the face of the earth, and pay an inviolable regard 
to property. 

The Work of Dr. Hamilton, (late Buchanan) oh ihe 
Fishes of the Ganges, was presented in the name, of the 
author ; and the first part of the Transactions of the 
Astronomical Society of London was received fiom the Se¬ 
cretary of that Society.

The last remark in the quoted extract from the Report, 
will be gratifying to those who have friends aboard the 
David Scott, which Ship, we have no doubt, will arrive 
in the course of the present week, or at the uttt o l of the 
uext. 

An Extra Report on Saturday evening mentioned the 
arriuil of the Indiana, frmu Penang.

li'iinn a communication received by the Indiana, and 
dated Singapore 1st October, we learn that Col.F aruchar, 
the ltesiden 1 , l»ad received a letter from Mr. Tobias, the 
lhitch Commissioner in Borneo, giving hi n to understand, 
that Ships could not in future be allowed to trade to Sinka- 
wang as they have been doing for the last two years ;—on 
account of circumstances that had recently occurred. 
What these circumstances are, the Dutch Commissioner 
does not explain ; but our informant adds, that it was 
understood at Singapore, from the Nakhodas of Prows 
belonging to that quarter, that the Chinese population, 
consisting of about 80,000, had risen in opposition to the 
Dutch, who it was considered would experience much 
diilicully in putting down the malcontents. 

Siukawang is situatod between SamKtos and Pontiann, 
and, with the Chinese, at all these iliee places, our 
trading vessels, it scalps, were wont to h Id intercourse 
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and drive a considerable trad? in pieee goods and opium* 
receiving gold dust in return. The species of blockade 
on the part of the -Dutch with respect to Sinkawang, 
may have some effect on the Singapore trade in piece 
goods, and prevent that rising Settlement from being 
visited by so many prows as on the preceding year. It 
is, however, doubtful whether the Dutch will be able to 
keep up the blockade effectually. Whether they do or not* 
we suspect that they are exceedingly jealous of British 
influence in the Bastern seas, and ever ready to avail 
themselves of any pretext for throwing difficulties into 
the way of the British trader On the topic communicat¬ 
ed by our Singapore informant, we cannot at present 
dilate* not being in possession of the circumstances that 
led the Dutch Commissioner to issue what may be term¬ 
ed his Order in Council against British trade; but we can 
hardly imagine any circumstance which could give him 
reasonable grounds for giving such an prder. It would 
have been fair enough, perhaps, to desire that no vessels 
should carry munitions of war to Sinkawang,: but further 
we can hardly understand a cause to justify such an 
order, for the Chinese of Sinkawang cannot, we belieVe, 
be starved into obedience by a b’oekade ; it canm t, th r> 
fore, be an apprehension of their receiving victuals from 
isea, that could have led to the order. From all we can 
learn, Singapore is. growing daily into greater and greater 
-importance, and our kind and worthy neighbours the 
Dutch, it is well understood, have an eye to it. The 
facility with which Java was wheedled out of Britannia's 
lap, leads the crafty Hollanders to imagine that the ac¬ 
quisition of Singapore is no difficult matter j and the pro¬ 
bability is that they are. yight. Were the truth l$;uown, 
we doubt not but there are sheets upon sheets, of specious 
memorials on the subject in the Foreign Office, and 
which my Lord Londonderry neve?; reads. If his Lord- 
ship was ignorant (and it is so said), of the geographical 
situation of Java, how can it he expected, ihnt a place com¬ 
paratively so unimportant aq Singapore, could “ find princi¬ 
ples of resurrection” in his Lordship's cognizance or me¬ 
mory. We really wish that some onu competent to do so 
would take hold of l»iei Lord*hip's button for half an hour, 
and impress upon him the necessity of our having a 
counterpoise to the Naval power of the Dutch in the 
£ istern seas. Such a person wttuld, to strengthen the 
argument, point out what an admirable settlement Singa¬ 
pore is in a political as well hs commercial point of 
view; and that if fostered by Ministerial countenance, it 
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might acquire " qew strides qnd dimensions of prosperity." 
There are qther arguments, but they could only pro¬ 
duce effect upon the Philanthropist. We deny not that 
iiis Lordship and his adherents may be entitled to thaf 
glorious cognomen', but we know pot in what quarter 
of the world we are to look for the effects of their philan¬ 
thropy. If we enquire at home, we find Ministers vehe¬ 
mently resisting a reduction of tastes that press hard upon 
the Iftwer classes ; and by every means in their power 
endeavouring to enrich themselves by plundering the 
pockets of the people whose liberties they have uniformly 
Strived to abrogate. In, proof of their philanthropy, we 
Shall not, we guess, be reminded of the vote of thanks to 
the Manchester Magistrates, o^ qf the. infamous Milan 
Commission with its consecutive green .bags, perjuries, 
filth an4 persecutions. Neither tip we expect to be re¬ 
ferred to Ireland j,n testimony of the philanthrophy of 
Ministers—much Less to Genoa, Ragusa, Parga, or t e 
Ionian Islands. Where, then, are we to find the proofs 
of it ? We should be happy to hail them if we could ; but 
really to find'them in the acts of the Leopard Administra¬ 
tion, js like looking for needles in a barrel of tar. 

Among the Exports of the week, we observe for the 
American market 51 chests of Assufoetidn, 1,100 hugs of 
Saltpetre, 9 bags of Elephant’s Teeth, 76* chests of 
Jndigo, and 15 tubs of Qamphire. Several packages of cow 
hides have also been exported,—as well as horqs and 
horn tips. Among the Imports are 369 peculs of Coffee 
from the Eastward, by the Venus. The French Ship 
Bordelais has brought 1,130 cases of Claret and 1000 
cases of Gin.

Let it be femetnleredy 
too, that the dihe sufferings to which the Irish papers 
allude, were fexperientied In ‘he genial su'-'m r months. 
If during the season of tinkers and sereiK- Wt .uher the 
afflictions of the ponr\iere So keeii, wluit must tlu-y he 
it! the season of cold; raid, snow, and tempest! Atrt ady had 
fit mine and disease produced such appalling effects, that 
the writers who were spectators of them could not prevail 
upon themselves to enter into $ detailed description of- 
them. Thus we find the Irish Editors merely alluding to 
them—for, say they, the reality is so frightful, that H 
would fill the mind with images of loathesome hotror 
that would haunt the ioul perpetually, and which few 
minds could bear.

BATAVIA AND SYDNEY INTELLIGENCE,. 

fli'rfnry, June 7,1822 '-By the Actions a letter has been receded 
From a Gentleman at Batavia, who very recently left this Coliny 
*»u his return to f-.rtia To his fiiend, wko lias been so extremely 
oMising as to conlide, the epistle to ouv cave for the benefit of an 
evpi-enquiring Public, he relates, lint no lt-33 than one hundred 
mid two thovsnwd inhabitants of the inland of Juva had been swept 
away, in tin* course of the last year, by the contagion—the eho'ti'a 
woritu*. As the letter contains information bmh non*! and interest, 
lug to this part of the wot Id, we have made some "extracts, which 
me ’he mo»e r .tfifled to attention, fioin the strong consideration of 
being enabled to stamp them as facta that will admit of no hereaf¬ 
ter refutation The wril(fi proceeds to giro a description of Bo- 
ta\ia tu 

« The drsl-Has# -houses have only two stories, but .very Spacious 
mid airt, hauhg windows in everydirecilun as large ay those in 
fumt of !viac«jHa»ie-slreet Obapftl. But what .is astonishing, and 
tmtd w>r;iMe ronshheriiig the Climftrt, they are'built as dpse.jto each 
•>;ln>r ns they ure fu . Cheapsi$«; Through every priBcipjffb stnet 
1)ie»e i> a canal, 'which at this season (March) is lull’ of Water* 
This is the rainy season; and, there,'., is,, a constant currefit toward* 
the sen, which carries all the filth vriUtit; but, in the dry season, 
when the snu exhales the greatest partofj^he water, and the fimall 
(junniit v remaining b#r.mnes Stagnantit produces deleterious 
and unwholesome’effects,which are mentally feltt'hut the Du’ch 
are f.ml of canals—it is characteristic of their mother country^ The 
'streets arc naved, and very cleap, shaded with trees of thick foliage 
and water being ao convenient^ fihe toads ate constantly kept damp 
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which renders them tolerably cool. There is a fine fish market, ant 
it is abundantly supplied with a variety of delicious fish. The bead 
kind of animal food, for this climate, being light and’easy of diges¬ 
tion, beef and mutton, and the terra- jffrme species, are neither 
•good nor plentiful, excepting poultry. Mr. Loane has just import¬ 
ed some Van Diemen's ’Land mutton; but the Dutch are a parsimo¬ 
nious set, and are not inclined to.give much encouragement to thuse 
who have furnished them with dainties, articles of state, and ani¬ 
mals of pleasure. The Governor has not a decent horae to ride. 
He is a Baron of Holland. You might think it incredible, but It 
is too true, Mr. Loane brought four fine horses from New Holland 
and they offered him a price for them that would not pay him the 
cost and expences incurred in bringing them here. The only taste I 
cun discern amongst' them is, awakwardiy crowding their houses 
with furniture. They have also a gieat propensity to tipple, which 
greatly aids the effects of the climate upon their constitutions. 
Business here is conducted with ease and comfort. The merchants 
are said to be honorable, liberal, punctual, and sincere. The prin¬ 
cipal mei can tile houses are British: but the whole are united, aud 
combine against a swindler, or when the common interest is attack¬ 
ed. The hours of business are frum nine in the morning to three im 
the afternoon; and all-bills must be paid by twelve o’clock. Any 
put off, after that time, is sure to affect the credit of the house, and 
of course is cautiously avoided; and never happens only in cases 
of embarrassment. After three, all the men of business leavo 
Batavia, and retire to their country*houses at Ryswick or Walter- 
redeo, two (or in fact a continuation of one) villages, at a distance 
across a canal from three to five miles fiom Batavia. The air at 
these places is considered purer, because it does not lay so low aa 
Batavia. The houses are detached with large giound* and gardens 
nod a free currency of air around them. To do the Dutch justice, I 
think they surpass us in building houses. In a warm climate they 
have a better plan altogether than the British. Their houses 
hre more capacious, convenient and airy; and the out-houses 
belter arranged. Attbese comfortable houses we ai rive about four 
o'clok. When we alight, ws set down a little while to get breath 
and cool; after which we take a glass of winebitters, and then all 
disappear to take a nap or snooee till half past five, when we are 
warned by the servants to prepare for dinner; to which we sit 
down about six o’clock, having previously taken something to 
make our appetites angry. I like much their mode of cooking; 
and the nice variety of dish ea they serve up. The wine particul 
larly drank is claret; though some, after dinner, take Madeira to 
revive their spirits ; but claret iB most suitable for the climate, 
being light and cooling. The Dutch have a very low uatural flow of 
spirits; so that they faricythey require something ardent tn inspire 
them. The fruits of the island are really delicious. Immediately 
after dinner we take a cup of, coffee, and then defile off in pairs for 
a ride or drive, and amuse ourselves abroad generally till 8 o'clock 
when we reassemble to pass the evening: the amusements of which 
me music, dancing, cards, smoking, of Which the Dutch are pecu¬ 
liarly fond; and social cgnfab, accompanied with wine. Some of 
these amusements continue to about 11 o’clock, when we all group 
together for the last hout; con over the speculations of the daj r , la*v 
litigations, &e.; take the last glass (which it often proves to many); 
and, at nudnight, retire. We rise early, and commence the bustle of 
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the day with a cup of coffee; then a ride on horseback till seven, 
when we diess ; and at eight sit dawn to breakfast, which ia more 
like a luncheon—we take beer and wine, instead of tea and coffee; 
alter this, each sets out to his vurioua occupations, and so we are 
dispersed throughout the day.—1 can say bat little about the ladies, 
as 1 had only one opportunity of observing them, and that was at a 
ball, where there weic few that could speak English.—The man* 
neis of Dutchmen place foreigners under great restraint, and their 
latest aversion to the English is very bunglingly concealed ”

By private letters from Unsliirc we learn, that the Piinoe 
Royal of Persia had obtained a signal victory over the Turks. 
As the latter were besieging the port of Inprah Kail ad, tho 
garrison earnestly entreated assistance of the former. The 
Persian troops proceeded to their telief, and the Turks ad¬ 
vancing from their position, a rencontre ensued, when the 
Turkish arrfry was soon thrown into disorder and completely 
routed. They were pursued to their encampment, which was 
taken, with about 8000 prisoners, twenty guns with their 
stores and ammunition. On the cause of their hostility wo 
cannot at present otter any remarks ; nor will we descant on 
its consequences farther than by stating the improbability' of 
its embroiling the European powers in the contest. 

We have had an opportunity of inspecting Ihe print ad¬ 
vertised in our last Courier of the battle of Kiikee ; and con, 
sideling the disparity in numbers of the hostile ainrirs ill tho 
field, which necessarily led to lire Biitish being formed in a 
sni.ill compact body, opposed to a mass of undisciplined 
troops, which could give rise to very little vaiicty of operations- 
thn ingenious olliccr who originally drew the sketch, has cer¬ 
tainly made the most ol his slender materials. The scenery is 
said by those who are familiar with it, to be unitedly exhi¬ 
bited, and there is great spirit of execution and fidelity of

the enemy made powerful attempts to outflank ns, in which 
they appear to ha< r ,: hecu foiled try our artillery, the effect of 
which is well described. We are happy to find so respectable 
a memorial of a battle highly creditable to the Bombay annv, 
and tire result of which unquestionably gave a tone and cha¬ 
racter to the subsequent operations, by proving how complete¬ 
ly a loy al and well disciplined band could overpower a force 
six times greuter^n strengih, but unaccustomed to a cool and 
collected application of its intrinsic energies.

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BOMBAY SESSIONS. 

Ob Monday the trial of the issue we have before allude4 
to, < ame on to be heard. Itwasen indictment, for a libel, th« 
Kin it 0 n the prosecution of Major Isaac Kinnersley against 
William Shotton. David Malcolm and John Bax, Esquires, 
trading under Hie fiitn of Shotton, Malcolm and Co. 

The indictment contained two counts: the first charging, 
in the usual language of indictments for libels* the defendants 
with composing, publishing and sending a libel to the pro- 
secutor, in a letter written to him, rebutting in strong language 
the correctness of assertions made by hiru in a letter received 
from him by defendants ; the second count was for publishing 
the libel by a communication first to the Commander in Chief 
and afterwards to the Governor in Council. We had madu 
arrangements for giving a rather detailed report of the pro¬ 
ceedings in th:s case : but from motives of delicacy to parties 
not immediately before the Court, and also from having been 
informed that other legal proceedings, are in contemplation, 
and that a publication now, or pending those proceedings, 
might prejudice the interests of the parties; we abstain 
from saying more at present, thau that, whan the case for the 
prosecution had closed, the jury under the direction of the 
Court found that there was no evidence against two of the 
defendants, Mr. Shotlou and Mr. Malcolm, and a v«rdicj of 
not guilty was accordingly entered as to them. The trial 
then continued against Mr. Bax : andafter a loug day, in wh'di 
various points of law were very acutely and siren no usly 
im»ited by the learned Counsel on either side, the Kfecmdor 
summed up the evidence, and gave lira direction and opinion 
to the jury, as required by the act of the late King on the mat¬ 
ters in is'iue, in Ihvoi of the defendant. The jury retired for 
about 10 miuuies, and then returned a verdict of not guilty.

ADDRESS TO THE MOST NOBLE THE MARQUESS OF 

■HASTINGS., . 

Town Hall, Calcutta, Monday, Nov. 25,1822, 

. The object of this Meeting, to express the tee lings of the Com* 
jnunity here on thu approaching departure of the MaAQCESs of. 
Hastings, drew together, as might he expected?a very large and, 
respectable assemblage of the Inhabitants, of Calcutta; Gentlemen 
in the Civil and Military service of the Honorable i'bmpauy ; Mer¬ 
chants, Tradesmen, dtc. besides Natives of this Country. *' 

. About 11 o’clock, on the rrioiidn Of Major-General Hardwick, Mr. 
Udny, Senior Member of the Board of Trade’, was called to the 
Chair. 

The Cnaixmaw opened the husiness of the day, by addressing 
tj»e meeting as follows;— , 

Gentlf.mkn, 

In occupying the Post with which you have honored, me on the. 
present occasion, I fear lest my humtHe endeavor to pyuitray some 
of the leading features of the Administration of the Marquesiof 
Hastings, should fail to do justice to the transcendent services ren¬ 
dered In bis country by that illustrious Nobleman, iu the heuedts 
of which, we ot this community, so largely partake. 

Viewing the Military operations undertaken by'His Lordship’s 
Government, it I* important to observe, that they lmve all originated 
in riiotives of a nature purely defensive, so that hut for the unpro¬ 
voked knsiilities of other powevs the Marquess of Hastings Would 
have left the dominions of the East India Company in India bound¬ 
ed by the name limits, as at the period when lie assumed the reins 
of Got erwnent, and thus the distinguished Military talents possess¬ 
ed by his Lordship, would have slumbered in a slate of peaceful 
inactivity. 

We discern In the conduct of the M.nqpesB of Hastings, on 
wotkiug of h tn In lion to aggrandize himself at the expeuce of the 
States around him ; no insidious policy to excite weaker neiph* 
boms to commit acts of vi»l£iice in order to profit by their temnity ; 
No, Gentlemen, the policy of the Marquess of Hastings has been 
invariably marked with a character tuuiily, open, honorable, and 
sincere. 

A dating and insolent Foe, upon our Northern Frontier, after 
reiterated acts of insult and aggression, obliged him to draw the 
Sword, when forbearance became no longer consistent with houor— 
the Enemy was grappled with amidst his rugged mountains, driven 
from one fastness to v another, finally vanquished, and deprived of 
the means of futuie'annoyance. 

, The WarofNipaul was strictly one of self-defence—no less so 
was the opposition called forth by the incursioiii of barbarous free* 
hooters into our Piovinees, spreading wide rain and tie'natation, 
and oppressing the peaceuble and unoffending iiilnbitrtis with 
ferocious cruelty—multiplied acts of h similar uatuie demanded cor. 
responding eftoits not only lo restrain, but to strike at the root of 
the evil, by following these mm gutters into their native haunts, 
thereto annihilate them root and brunch and thus secure the perma¬ 
nent comfort and senility of our own possessions. Rut what a 
mighty effort did the accomplishment of thU object require, what 
wisdom to plan, what skill to execute I—to assemble the Aiuiiea 
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of the three Presidencies on the scene of intended action—to com 
l>ine and regulate their respective movement*, and whilst the main 
object wai pursued, to guard against every possible contingency; 
a dubious Ally oh the oue hand,, an open Enemy on the other, 
added to the machinations of seeming Friends, all disposed to 
counteract our views and to uphold those whom we were bent to 
destroy—hut every obstacle was triumphantly overcome by the 
wisdom and foresight of the Marquess of Hastings, and a great ad- , 
dition of territory made to the resources of lire State. On the con* 
spicuous theatre of central India, his Lordship has raised an im¬ 
perishable monument to his fame. Unlike other Conquerors, our 
conquests have been followed by the diffusion of blessings to the 
conquered, by imparting to’them security of person and property, 
and the inestimable benefits of civil rule. Countries hitherto the 
seat of anarchy, desolation, and rapine, have been tranquillized, 
and rendered safe and secure—the Husbandman who formerly 
sowed his fields in terror, and reaped them almost in despair, may 
now be said to sit every man under his own vine and his own Fig- 
tree, no one making him afraid, he mav turn his sword into a plough-, 
share, and his spear into a pruning hook. 

Of a nature less imposing, but equally solid and benufic'al, has 
been the civil administration of the Government of the Marquis o 
Hastings, for a just dispensation of the Laws, and fnaii invariable 
aim to protect the Rights, and promote the Imppiness of all plac< d 
under his sway. I mention with particular pleasuie Hie solicitude 
evinced by his Lordship to impart to the Native Inhabitants of 
these Provinces the benefits of moral instruction, through the esta¬ 
blishment of Schools, and the extension of other mea-s of know¬ 
ledge ; a boon has thus been bestowed upon them of inestimable 
value. 

'/'he Marquess of Hastings leaves India in a slate of perfect tran¬ 
quility, with every prospect of its continuance, secured as th t 
object is, so far as human prudence and toiesiglit can effect it. 
Public credit, under his auspices, has been advanced to a slate of 
unexampled piosprrity, and instead of the reasures of England 
being poured into the lap of India, we have seen the abundant 
pecuniary reomces of these territories transported to the aid of 
the Indian finances at home. 

In thus expression the sentiments with which 1 am pressed re¬ 
garding the Mm queue of Hastings’s administration of I*, nisli In¬ 
dia, I leei that no degree of colouring is required, a plain nd-itiuu 
of occurrences, which have parsed under our observation, is the t>est 
eulogy of the services he has rendered to his country. It is InuMy 
gratifying to find that those services have been so justly, aid 
fully appreciated, by the organs of the East India t'oinpuuy at 
home. I thus do hut echo the opinion they have formally recorded 
and transmitted to bln Lordship, with their Resolutions of ihanks 
of the unremitting zeal and eminent ability with which he has ad¬ 
ministered the Rnveinment of British India, with such high credit 
to himself anil advantage to the public Interests. 

I am confident that the welfare of India will ever bean object 
dear to the heart of the Marquess of Hastings ; and I cannot utter 
a more cordial wish for this country than that it may still continue 
to bp benefited Up his counsels, invaluable as , they are., fiom the 
intimate knowledge and unbounded experience he possesses, of 
its vasi and various concerns. 
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- It is impossible that we should part with sash a Ruler, so ceer- 
teous In his manners, seucessibla andaffabie to all,/without. the 
eincerest. regret. I therefore beg. leave.to move, that a..Committee 
lie appointed, with ins trsclioaslo prepare aaadd.ress to the Mar* 
tqp.ess of Hastings, expressive Of the uefeigned regret of the British 
liihahitants of Calcutta at (the Jess they are about to sustain, by 
his Lordship'sBepartare for Europe,—to declare the. high respect 
and esteem we. personally-bear to his Lordship’s character, and to 
reader a j*»t tribute of apptaese, to. ibe merits of Ids, long and 
ard nens administration-- 

Major -General HARO WICK seconded the Motion; and the* 
moved that a'Committee be appointed to retire aad.djEaw up an Ad* 
dress, and was proceeding to read certain names, when 

The Revd. Dr* BRYCE presented himself to the attention of the 
meeting, and.observed that it would be more expressive, he thought, 
of the free and unbiassed opinion of the people -of India, if instead 
of being referred tea Committee, the Address were snWuedof 
the General Meeting, for by the time the Committee-had prepared 
their Address, n great *umber now present might have' gone away, 
aituer from being tired waiting so looft or from the necessity of 
attending to their own affairs. Now, if any person present had a* 
Address i catty, let him propose it. He for his own part had taken 
the. liberty—perhaps an officious one—of preparing an address, 
which he should submit to the Meeting ; and many others', might 
nave the same intention. He therefore moved that one of these

Dr. BROWN seconded the Motion, and requested the Chairman 
to put it to the vote. 

A show of handls.being called, there appearedtobca decided 
Majority against the Committee. 

Dr. BRYCE then submitted that it was .eienrly the sense of this 
Meeting, that there should be no Committee. 

Those in favour of.the Committee not being quite satisfied, an¬ 
other show of hands was called for, on which nitre appeared, ont 
of a Meeting of several hundreds, not more than 40or 60 bauds 
held up in favour of a. Committee. 

A Geutlem&n near the Chair asked if the business of a public 
meeting e\er was or cnqjd be managed without a 'Committee; 
adding that at least nothing of the kind lia-d ever occurred in Cal¬ 
cutta before. 

Dr. BRYCE replied, that the proceedings of piiblie Meetings'had 
very frequently been conducted without Committees, and it. could 
also be done here, and that even without much greater trouble or 
less of time. Thus, sen address might' be proposed and read; any ' 
other Gentleman might move a second address as an 'amendment ; 
and even a thiid Address might be'proposed if necessary, setting 
aside the former two ; the Meeting being left to choose that which 
was most generally approved. 

Mr. HOLT MACKENZIE (Secretory in the Territorial De¬ 
partment) then addressed the Meeting—urging the propriety of 
deferring to the < liairman, who had proposed a Committee. 
From the difficulty they had already experienced in coming to * 
decision bn one pimple question, he represented: the impracticability 
of getting through the business if every clause were to be first 
discussed and put to the vote in an open Meeting. 

Dr. BRYCE remarked, that at any rate every‘danse of the 
Address most be discussed in the Committee, and it must again 
be discussed in the Meeting when submitted for its approval. 

Mr. MACKENZIE resumed He observed on the great 
difficulty of writing au Address suitable to the present* occasion, 
and how few’-at this Meeting could be qualified to ‘ the task, ami 
that therefore it might he better done by a few select persons 
titan in the general Meeting. There was no man whom he thought 
more capable ef framing a proper Address than Dr.'Bryce, yet he 
(Mr. McK-) who from his situation must be * allowed', without 
arrogating any merit to himself, to he better arquainled with Lord 
Hastings' Administration, than the Reverend Doctor,—he was con-, 
voiced, that no man could frame an Address on the spur of the 1 
moment, and Wit weie left to the Meeting,th;it it Would not be done 
that day. Whereat by including peisnns of different sentiments nod 
opposite views in the Committee,an Address might* be pi minced lh.iV 
would secure tile geueial approbation. The comparative adwuc- 
ta&ea of die two modes he considered a mere question of orilhi»i'-!ir. 
Allowing that tbpreRvere 500 persons present, everv one, tiftih*.

Has not the Press been very instrumental in 
producing these beneficial effects ? So thinks our Brother 
of the Courier, and so think we. In Bengal the subscrip¬ 
tion has not yet closed. The amount at this moment 
exceeds a Lack and half by three thousand and odd 
Rupees. At the commencement of the subscription for 
the distressed inhabitants of Buckerguugj^, it will he re¬ 
collected that the Editor cf the Calcutta Journal deliver¬ 
ed five gold Sovereigns to the Committee of Relief, being 
the subscription of a benevolent person at Kiddet pore we 
believe, who perhaps could ill afford it, but who neverthe¬ 
less generously made such a great sacrifice from his means 
to the afflictions of his fellow creatures, and tho’ advanced 
in life, walked into town to deliver his contribution. 
At the time, every one who heard of this noble instance 
of pure philanthropy, passed those remarks upon it that 
might naturally be expected to be elicited by such a cir¬ 
cumstance. We have the pleasure now of noticing a 
somewhat similar instance of genuine generosity of sen¬ 
timent and kindness of heart, and it adds to our satis¬ 
faction to reflect that the person of whom we have to 
speak, is evidently a plain simple unlettered Sailor. Be¬ 
low is his letter, bearing the signature of John Ta^g, 
Esgr. whether this be a real or assumed name, we know 
not, but it is evident to us that John Taco, Esquire, must 
be a fine warm hearted fellow, and we should like nothing 
better than to havfc the opportunity of giving him a good 
glass of Grog. We assume that John Taco is a sailor 
from the phraseology of his letter, which we have given 
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verbatim et literatim as we received it.,. Those who will 
tear in mind what a Sailor’s wages are, and what tempta¬ 
tions he is liable to on shore—and what numerous claims 
there are upon his little purse, cannot fail to appreciate 
the generosity of Jack Taco as it richly deserves.

Certain names are very taking, particularly as respects 
Novels and Romances. In days of yore we remember well 
with what avidity we Were wont to search into the co¬ 
lumns of a circulating Library Catalogue, until we met 
the name of some Romance, corresponding to idformed 
in our minds by instantaneous association respecting the 
grand, the tender, the terrible, and the' horrible, In tht 
way we were led to peruse several works of fiction Which 
otherwise we might never have glanced at. Among them 
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we remeUafee* "The Romance of the Forest"— 1 "Anj^etfr 
Guicciardini or the Bapdftpf the Alps f" Surely though* 
we—looking more intensely. .at the Catalogue, this must 
be ngbod tfcing. There wus in, the Bandit of the Alps in 
short something so sounding, that we could not resist the 
temptation of reading it.-/Then'came "A T»le of Myste¬ 
ry”—"The Mysteries of thto^bo ”—« The Bravo of 
Venice,” and hundreds of others* which to recapitulate 
would he needless. This at any rate proves that the 
title of a work—and especially of a work of fiction, is 
not that trifling matter, which some may be disposed to 
consider it. The title of. a work may put a man in mo¬ 
tion, and send him miles in a particulardirection. Of this 
we had personal proof *on Friday evening last. An ad¬ 
vertisement accidentally met odr eye, stating that on that 
Evening the melo-drama of “Meg Murnoch or the Hao or 
thr Glkn” would be acted at Hum Hum. The last par* 
of the title to this melo drama, stuck like a leech to the ima¬ 
gination. Meg Murnoch or the Hag of the Glen \ It must 
he a good tiling. Must go, and off we set accordingly to 
see the Hag of the Glen. As we had never rend the tiling? 
Fancy was busy in guesses on the way to Hum Hum, This 
Meg Murnoch, thought we, must be a witch, ami perhaps 
she may have added an exquisite interest to her feats, by 
having committed a murder or two in a quiet way. We 
found the HumHumTheatre full of people; but alas! 
very few ladies. The interval previous to the perform¬ 
ance, was too long. This is a fault which,, so far as eur 
observation goes, has always prevailed at Hum Hum. At 
length the performance commenced. We cannot enter 
into the history of such a thing as Meg Murnoch, We were 
not far wrong in anticipating that she would turn out a 
witch. The interest of the piece turns upon Lord Malcolm., 
a child who is heir to great Estates, which the ambitious 
Lord Walter (Blaekmore) is anxious to secure for his 
own son Lord* Fktzabran, (Fawcett.). To accomplish 
this, he resolves upon the murder of the child Lord Mal¬ 
colm, (Master Kennedy,) and hires assassins for the pur¬ 
pose. These assassinB are . members of a banditti, that 
harbour in " the Glen,” and with, whom Meg Murnoch is 
connected. This Meg Murnoch is an edition of Meg Mer-. 
rilies, and ar. object of terror to the peasants m the neigh¬ 
bourhood, who wtll not pass “ the Glen” after sun set. 
A Melodrama is the [forte of the Dum Dnin performers* 
Accordingly Meg Murnoch passed off extremely well. 
The scenery was remarkably good, every thing consider- 
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. iog} and the acting was so too. Frank-ling’s Meg, Murooc 
•^asa very fine effort throughout. Meg’s first abearance a* 
the window orf the ale house, was Yery gopd, and imide 
the audience start. The scene in the castle where the Lady 
Bertha, the'Child Malcolm and Duncan fell asleep under 
the influence of an opiate, while the assassins enter the 
window and carry away the child, created that intense in¬ 
terest in the audit nee, which was the best testimony of 
its being well acted. The combat between Meg and the 
Assassin called down well deserved applause. Andrew 
(Morgan) occasionally displayed blunt humour, but he 
goes into an extreme. His manner is too slip shod and 
careless. The sceuery of the piece did great credit to 
the taste and ability of the machinist. The letter H. in 
the course of the performance wlis very roughly handled. 
Thus we heard of tf Haceidcnls,” of ‘'Jiandrew”—-Harms 
for arm 1 ', &c, Nothing tends more to turn a serious pas¬ 
sage into ridicule—than a mistaken aspiration of tliis kind. 
Surely, the Solecism may easily be got rid of it with a 
little care and attention } There were gross errors in 
costume, which to aCaleJonian eye were rather offensive. 
The interval between the play and the farce was tedious 
beyond patience—a comic Song was sung, than which 
nothing could be in worse taste. We exerted ourselves to 
smile if possible at the wretched exhibition, but it defied ns. 
Let not our Dum-Dum friends be offended at our frank¬ 
ness on this occasion. We were not solitary in forming 
the wish that such a low vulgar rant had not been obtruded. 
It made some in the Pit laugh. We had nothing to 
desire in the “ Weathercock." Tristram Fickle (Frank - 
ling) sustained his part with capital spirit. He was ill 
dressed—but that perhaps depended more upon the state 
of the theatrical wardrobe than his taste. We liked him 
less in the Lawyer, but in the Soldier (especially the 
fighting scene) he was extremely successful. To see him, 
and not to laugh, was impossible. In the succeeding 
scenes, he was 1 equally excellent. Brief wit was very, 
creditably supported—so was old Fickle. Sneer (Mor¬ 
gan) was easj and natural—-and his quiet unstrained 
ironical touches told remarkably well. Varielta (Mrs. 
Francis) particularly as the fair Quaker, was most capital. 
She looked very well in the last scene, being dressed 
very judiciously—We congratulate her spun the gentility 
of her demeanour upon the stage, which is generally very 
striking. During the play, the c«W- wind blew in very 
piercingly upon the side boxes. This, on account of the 
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Ladies, 9)ioaTd W guarded agafost in. future. Aftp* 
conclusion of the f«er&»rtBB«»c€, there was an elegant Suj*- 
per given at their Mesa Room, by the Officers ot the Ar¬ 
tillery, to their friends who had sat out the play, 

A dance succeeded the supper, but this we did not 
wait 10 e$e. 


T)n Saturday evening there turns a jovial Meeting of a 
few of the Sons of St. Andrew;,.

The city 
of London, fori most to answer every call of humanity, had 
taken the lead on the present occasion, nndJhad been nobly 
followed from every corner of the United Kingdom. It «a ( 
not made a national question in which Irishmen only weto 
confirmed, hot a question of univeisal' Charity which fou- 
cerned all who possessed heart to feel for the stiffl rings of 
their fellow creatures. Tiro liberality of our Country uteri at 
home had been dispensed towards the starving people of l*e- 
laad, with the same feelings as if this calamitous vi«i<ation of 
Providence had fallen upon Yorkshire or upon the Highlands 
or the Lowlands of Scotland. In catling on this corn in unity 
to follow tiro example of England, it was proper to edict to 
tire circumstance that m harvest will have intervened before 
our bounty reach the objects for whom it was destined. But 
whether it should have pleased Cod to send a year of plenty or 
to prolong the season of want and of misery, it was well 
known from fatal experience that a single harvest never re¬ 
paired the effects of a famine. A year of plenty indeed was not 
to he hoped for, since the voracious cravings of hunger bad 
driven its victims in those districts where the famine prevailed 
to seek a temporary subsistence in the seed from which the 
next harvest Should have sprung. Besides.pestilence and 
a sad train of misery never failed to follow close on the bet-la 
of iamine. To preservo existence the wretched survivors 
must have parted with alt their little possessions. An ample 
field fur Charity must remain open to the liberal and humane. 
W« were now called upon to shew that we trie of that 
character. Charity was the tuling dictate of the Christian reli- • 
gion and the best principle of-the human mind. We must 
be infidels as to faith and heat (legs as to feeling, if we were 
untouched with sympathy for the present miseries of Irishmen 
and were not eager to come forward for their relief. In the 
midst ©fa general defalcation in the resources of the Cone try, 
notwithstanding 4hq distress which extended equally to the 
agricultural, commercial, and manufacturing interest*, out of 
lopogses thiisreduced,the people of England, did trot allow 
their Charity to abate hat proffered a tstonificcnt aid to their

After this munificent display of benevolence it would be an 
insult to our readers to enlarge upon the general subject of 
Irish distress, or upon the duty of endeavouring to relieve it ;

that we are now in possession of accounts from Ireland up to 
nearly the end of June, which prove that no mitigation, hut 
rather an increase of the univeisal distress had taken place ;

very immaterial one, cau be clfected for the next two years. 
In those place* where famine was most pressing the horrois 
of this dreadful calamity had been aggravated by the spread of 
the typhus fever, which had broken cut with a malignancy ex¬ 
ceeding all former example. To surh a dreadful extern lias 
misery piovailed in many parts, that the fair daughters of Ire¬ 
land have becoin.. Atnagous and her Sous all but Cannibals. 
Thus we read of a party of fifty women almost in a state of 
nudity attacking a Vessel laden with Potatoes at anchor on 
the Coast, overpowering the little crew, and distributing the 
vegetables in their raw undressed [state to their tarnished 
families —of the truth o( this occurrenre there is no doubt. 
Again — Galiynani’s messenger of the 12th of June, recites An 
following dreadful circumstance, for llyi truth of which be 
vouches. “ On Monday morning last a gentleman, who is a 
it member of one of our siib-comuiiUecs’ had fifty heads of 
»« cattle blooded. A crowd of persons assembled at the time. 
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*' be Iran fighting for the blood to use if instead of food. Shocked 
at the scent 1 , the gentleman instantly threw (pm Ilia meal 
** store to satisfy the cravings of the people, and pievent them 
“ from resorting to a measure exceeded only by canniballism. 
** This occurrence took place within the range of our tour » 
committee’s labouis. How or when the present maiO of 
“ tilings will terminate, we cannot foretell.*' 

The. Irish Papers indeed abound with descriptions of scenes 
of this description hut we will not harrow up the feelings of 
our readers by their recital. The sojourners at our out sta¬ 
tions and Jiillahs will require, weare persuaded, oo stimulus to 
induce them to follow the noble example which has keen set 
at the Presidency. Let them be assured that the accounts 
from the distressed Counties are still deplorable and arc in 
fad heightened by every arrival, and let nu man withhold his 
mite according to his means. When they read of poor 
wr> tubes selling their last raiments, and stripping their ema¬ 
ciated bodies for food ; “ of others plucking the wild suit leaf. 
11 and the hitter sea weed, to assuage the torments of hun« 
** ger ; nay, so ravenous, and so intent in their sad labour, 
“ that the tide had suriounded them unobserved, and they 
•* have found in iho ocean-wave an end of all their miseiies; 
“when they i-ad of these things, and n fleet how many 
“ thousands of mcir fellow-creatures are reduced to this pi- 
“ liable stale, can they want a inolire, each in his sphere, 
** and according to his means and ability, to do all that may 
“ be done.” We wMI conclude these hurried remarks by 
expressing a hope that every peison will hasten to swell thw 
aggregate of the Subscription that his example may be quickly 
lollowed by olheis.

The early hour of three o’clock, at which the Purwannah 
Numbers close at the Custom Bouse, ought certainly to 
induce the early and most convenient part of the day 
to be given to public a ccommodation. I have often seen 
the Custom House so dreadfully crowded by Natives and 
others, with applications* that it has been almost impossi- 
ble to move until such time as an Official Gentleman makes 
his appearance ; the rushing forwatd that then takes place 
amongsr the Natives, in order to get the Peons to pass m 
their different applications, can be compared to nothing 
but a crowd at the opening of the Doors of Drury l ane 
Theatre, in order to get seats to see a favorite Play or Per¬ 
former. 

The delay which the Merchants experience in transacting 
business in the Inland Custom House, is not the only 
existing evil ; but often loss of property by pilferage on 
the Wharf during the night, (of course subjected to ibis 
by not being able to finish their business in the day bn 
which they commenced), a circumstance of late very pre¬ 
valent, But a lew months ago Messrs. B. and Co. lost 
property in this way to the amount of about £.300.

LETTER FROM SAUGOR.

Sir,—T he following communication ha« just been re- 
ved from a Correspondent at Sau^m :_ 

Oft the 23d ultimo. Captain Blair, Commandant of the 
Kohillahs, was ordered out ro Bhilsn, with 200 of his men ; 
together with 2 guns, and 3 companies of Seapoys, which

Matter were to have joined them from Dabree. Oh reaching 
“Rautghur, their destination was changed to Gunge 
Basaudah. which place they reached on the 27 th, and on 
'the $1 st of the month were joined by three Companies of 
‘the 2-1 st from Saugor, as a detachment of that strength 
could'not be supplied from Dabree, on account of the sick¬ 
ly state of the Post. On the 2d instant, the Detachment 
again moved and encamped at Seronge on the 3d, since 
when they have been reinforced by 3 more Kessallast)f 
Rohillas, from Lehore and Dabree, besides a portion of 
the Contingents of the Nawaub of Bhopaul’s troops. TJie 
cause of dhe'movement of tins Detachment appears to .be as 
'follows:- 1 - 

Umbajee Ghautka, a Mahratt&h Sirdar of Scindeah’s, ia 
demanding of that Prince the arrears of his pay, went < 
little further than the rules of decorum and duty warrant 
•on such occasions, m consequence he received his dis¬ 
charge : a discontented Son-in-Law of Scindeah’s, (Ram- 
rao Patunker, alias Appall Saheb,) joined his party, and 
both moved off from Gwatier, first toward Dultea, and 
afterwards to Nurwier; thence they applied to the Resident 
for a passport to Poonah, iu the vicinage of which both 
were bom. 

Major Close granted one for three hundred and filly 
•armed men, exclusive of Camp Followers, but they were 
averse to s eparate their Troops and would not agtee to ike 
measure ? probably dreading some foul play in the Duibar 
when once divided: To check the progress of this body 
to die Southward, the Saugor Detachment were ordered 
out. At present they occupy a position on the banks 
of the Scind, a little to the North of Kalabaugh, negotiat¬ 
ing with the Durbar, from which the Maharaje's Gooroo 
lias arrived to endeavour to bring about a reconciliation, 
which he will either effect, or they will agree to terms and 
proceed on their journey, with a reduced number of fol¬ 
lowers The following is a statement of their Forces: 
1,500 Horses, 500 on Ponies and foot, 8 Elephants, 20 
Jamels with Jinjals, 13 ditto Rockets. I ditto Noubut, 35 
Sawarrie, 500 Carriages, 10 Nakurches and 22 Palankeens, 
altogether about 4000 people; and a proportionate 
quantity of Baggage and Specie .—Considering all things, 
it is not very likely that they will have a stomach for a tist 
with the Roiiiituhs. As to the Foot, it is well-known a 
Mahratfah always keeps at a respectable distance <rom 
Jack’s Bayonet,- therefore the gallant Rohillas would chiefly 
have to cope, and to add oue more iaiuel to the many 
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they have already gathered during the late Malirattah and' 
Pindarric Campaigns. It is but bare justice to sav, that* 
a more active, brave, and dashing set of fellows are not in- 
the Service, and they.- will ever remain so, as-Jong. as they* 
are so ably commanded.

1 am happy to have succeeded in obtaining the ac¬ 
companying account* of the Suspension Bridge recently 
constructed by Lieut. Schalch. 

This Bridge is to be erected over Tolly’s- Nullah at> 
Kallyghaut, and will prove a great accommodation . to 
the Multitudes.who resort-to that, vicinity. It is- now in. 
frame on the River side near Baloo Ghaut, where it has 
excited the admiration of numerous visitors attracted to* 
behold a work .so interesting from’ its novelty, and so 
honorable to the ingenuity and' mechanical skill of the 
Architect. It will not be acceptable to modest, tho* 
eminent merit to dwell on the ability^ manifested in the 
first introduction' of this, useful, invention, into India ; ; , 
but the Public will.appreeiate the industry and*patience 
exerted in this successful experiment* when. they learn* 
that the Bridge has been completed under Lieut. Schalch’s 
superintendance. without the aid of any European Me¬ 
chanist to paiticipate in the task of training Native Ar. 
till errs to operations so difficult, so complex, and, to them, 
so entirely unprecedented* 

The Governor General inspected the Bridge,on Thursday, 
and expressed himself highly gratified. The Bridge 
was in His Lordship’s presence surrounded with Troops, 
Cattle and-. Ordnance, who passed over it without causing 
any material vibration or creating the slightest suspicion, 
of its strength. 

When the proofs of-the solidity of the Bridge as des¬ 
cribed in the “ observations ” are adverted to, none 
can be sceptical enough to doubt the complete success of 
the experiment. We may soon hope, therefore to see Bridges 
on a similar principle,.tho' on,a more enlarged scale, super¬ 
sede the unsightly, structures at Allypore and Kidderpore;. 
but whatever may be the magnifienre of these future erec¬ 
tions,. the comparatively humble Bridge at Rallyghaf. will, 
remain a monament of the vigorousand enterprising genius 
that had* led the way to improvements which may one 
day be hailed among the most beneficial which. British 
superiority has introduced into India.

6th October.

“ >>nthe 18th October, 182*2, in Lat. 38 54 S. Long. 
47 00 E. spoke the ship Thames, from Falmouth 6th of 
July, 1822, bound to Calcutta. 

“ On the 22d November, in Lat. 7 49 N. Long. 93 30 
E. spoke the Portuguese ship Resolution , from Lisbon, 
bound to Calcutta—out 116 days—with Wine cargo.” 

We have been favored with the sight of a duplicate 
letter by this opportunity, bearing date 25th September^ 
the original of which had been dispatched by the JJamd 
Scott , of whose safety serious apprehensions began to be 
entertained, but for which we trust, there are now no 
grounds whatever, indeed ^e expect hourly to hear of 
her arrival a£ the mouth of the river. By the duplicate 
alluded to, we regret to understand that several Ships had 
been wrecked off the Cape in the tnonth of July^as may 
be seen from the following extract:— 

“It is :ny painful duty to acquaint you with the loss 
of the following vessels in Table Bay, during the month 
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of July last, in one of the most severe gales of wind ever 
experienced here ; viz. the Sarah, Norton, from Bombay 
hound to London, on the night of the 9th; the Royal 
George, Povtditch, from Van I>ieman’s Land, bound to 
London;, the coasting Schooner Good. Intent; and Brig* 
Adriatic , Leander, Lavinia, Cffive Branch, and Sun, on the 
afternoon and night of the frftth. The three first mention¬ 
ed brigs were landing their cargoes from London for this 
place, and the two latter taking cargo, and nearly laden 
for London. We regret to say that the Royal George is 
the only vessel out of the whole of the above that has 
been got off, and is now refitting for Sea. Jhe others have 
been condemned and sold. The Sarah was said to have 
started one of her bow planks, r filled at her anchors, cut 
and sunk before she reached the Beach. We are happy 
to say however, that but few lives have been lost by 
these wreclts.’* 

Plentiful supplies of grain from different, quarters had 
reached the Cape, so that fears of a scarcity had ceased, as 
the supplies received would last till, the coming in of the 
new crops, which were expected, to prove very abundant. 
No encouragement, therefore, exists at present for ex¬ 
porting grain to the Cape. The arrivals of wheat and rice 
are from England, the Mauritius, and from Bengal, on the 
Francis • Charlotte, which had reached the Cape on the 
24th July. Advices Wad been received of the Scotia and 
Robarts, from Bengal, with grain. 


We have seen several letters from Persia, received with¬ 
in the last few days. One of them dated Tabreex 28th. 
August, states that the Cholera was prevailing throughout 
the country, though its ravages had ceased at Tahreea, 
where 60 in a day had been the maximum of deaths. 
Observes the wriCerw |he letter—‘'The Prince of Persia 
gained a great, victory, ^over the Turks at Topra Kulla,. 
near Knvan ; it was father a flight, indeed, than a battle 
hut the disease making its appearance very violently in 
ills camp, he took fright, retrograded, and. has- returned-, 
to the vicinity of Tabreez! His armyds dispersed : in¬ 
deed it is now almost a. joke to taM: of a. regular army, 
here. , The Turkish army was totally disposed, and did-, 
not stand a moment. The old Caimukan, Prime Minister 
to the Prince here, died by the Epidemic a great loss t* 
this country, for he was an honest, and, for a Persian,, a., 
wonderfully patriotic man. His son succeeds him. 
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w Persia is just now in a fait way of becoming terribly 
’disorganized and falling into confusion. The crisis, I 
suspect, will be the King's death,—an event that camiui 
be far off. Khurasan, since 1 left it, 1 hear is in open re¬ 
volt, and the disaffection to the reigning family is increas¬ 
ing every day, as is their extortion. It will not be a coun¬ 
try for any Englishmen to go through soon, and I would 
decidedly advise any one who consults his ease, to' keep 
out of it, and prefer the way by Egypt, or a good India- 
nstan.” 

The Russians (states our other Correspondent) are 
going to fix a Concil General at Auzaee in Ghilan. The 
Persians don’t like it, bu{ dare not object to any thing 
the Northern Autocrat dictates. In a letter from the 
same gentleiuau, dated at Sliai Dorab the 27th Sept., he 
describes the country about that site of the supposed 
ancient city of Darius, as very fine* There ‘are some 
good sculptures and other remains he says, which bespeak 
its former grandeur. At present,, like all other cities in 
Persia, it is in a sad state of decay. From Siieraz by 
the way of Fassa to Slmx-i-Dorab, the route is very 
pleasant, and the plains of Fassa and Dorab are described 
as being very extensive j well irrigated by numerous 
streams, and interspersed with rich gardens producing 
the finest fruits. He recommends any person desirous of 
going up the Persian Gulf with a view to an Europe 
overland journey, to land at the military station of Bassi- 
dorc—to make their preparations there-—to cross over to 
Linguar, and to go up to Sheeraz by the Dorab route, by 
which means their path lies through a pleasant country— 
they avoid the three wearisome ranges of mountains which 
they would nave t« ascend and cross by the way of llushire 
—and though last not least, they have an opportunity of 
seeing the two ancient cities of Dorab and Fassa. 


T1IE THEATRE. 

Richard tl»e 111. was performed again on Friday evening 
last, after an interval of more than five months since its 
former representation. The cast of characters was, ge¬ 
nerally speaking, *the same throughout. The triumph of 
the Tragic Muse on the Chowringt ee boards neve* attained 
u greater climax than it did on tin- occasion. The house, 
was literally crammed, and that at an early hour. Many 
had to stand duiing the whole performance for want of 
cats, and aoine, we believe, returned home for the j tuut 
eazsu. The number of the audience we calculate at be- 
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tween nine hundred and a thousand. The performance t 
commenced on the arrival of the Governor General anil the 
Marchioness of Hastings, who on their entrance were wel¬ 
comed with nine rounds of applause. 

Much as we thought of our celebrated Amateur’s first 
appearance in the character of Richard, we did not ex¬ 
pect those strides of improvement, and marks of careful 
revision, which we observed on Friday. The last was by 
far a more beauteous and grander whole than the first. 
There was less apparent effort, and more simplicity a 
clearer insight into the subtleties of the part, and a deeper 
tone of feeling, than we observed on the former occasion. 
Of tnis we had an example in the opening soliloquy— 
N’oww tbt ivintt-r of our discontent 
‘■ln'.ic (jloruMo. su-amer by this sun of York." 

We have a viv> ! recollection of Kean’s manner of doing 
this soliloquy—we disliked his opening of it extremely, 
and thought it much more fantastic than natural. With 
his arms a kiujbo, and his eyes louring downward under 
frowning Lmws, lie hotted in with almost one jump upon 
the stage, and <>r*'wlc'l forth the words —“ Now is the 
winter, &c.’*- Not till beginning, to discant upon his own 
deformity, did he appear to have the proper conception of 
the author’s intention. The soliloquy evidently opens in 
a joyous manner, and ought to be so represented. It 
is the solitary exultation of au aspiring mind that anti¬ 
cipates further success, and riots for a moment in the 
recollection of the past. The winter of discontent had 
fled—all is summer, and in a sunshining humour Gloster 
enters and gives utterance to his thoughts, which com¬ 
mence gaily like moon-beams passing over a rugged chasm 
in a lofty precipice. It smiles a moment, but a cloud 
obscures it, and it then resumes its stern aspect; and 
the traveller as he passes it shrinks unvoluntarily as he 
looks down into the dark abyss. Garrick, we are told, 
gave the joyous opening intimated to the soliloquy in 
question. Our Amateur however had not seen Garrick, 
and had therefore to rest entirely upon his own conception 
of the tiling, which turned out a remarkably fine one. 
If lie recollects, we found fault with the manner in which 
he executed the soliloquy on his first appearance—we now 
cancel fill objections. Formerly, wq thought he ad¬ 
dressed the audience top much. On Friday last he really 
did seem alone ; his eyes moved with the quick wild¬ 
ness df^pne who secs coming events casting their rapidly 
flitting shadows before. His movements had the mer- 
culiasm of a man, who finds a deep game succeeding 
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to .In’s wishes. There was a bileful glare of satisfaction 
and excited anticipation' about him, up to the instant 
that he recollected his own deformity— 

“ But / that am not shap’d for sportive tricks/’ 

Here all his joyousness forsook him—tlie ’ glgumof it 
passed' away*, leading'the mind darkfet* than it waft, ahd 
bent oh whatever might £atiat£* hrs revenge on na¬ 
ture, for marring him' as’ #be had doiie. In thift'vindic¬ 
tive spirit, ambition ift ready to lead’him* into an^y' ex¬ 
cess he feels a deadly hhte to afl around hiln, because 
they are not mishapen like himself ; and he determines, 
siime he cannot be loved, that he shall be feared. All this 
was most powerfully expressed in the countenance, and , 
by the judicious gestures of our Amateur, in tl e opening 
soliloquy, on which we have enlarged more than we in¬ 
tended, because it gofts.'so completely to c'ohfmn an asser¬ 
tion made by us on a former occasion—time he is n'oi au 
imitator of Kean. That he maj in sparse passages adopt . 
some of Kean’s ideas—-such, for instance, as a’ touch or 
two in the “ good night” scene—we allow; bu' he does ' 
not imitate his general manner, and ift devoid of many of 
those catch trap tappings' on the breast, i ltermiuuble 
pauses, and strange starts!. which are the vims’ of Kean’s 
style, but which are at" the' guide time tio relieved by his 
siipercinment beatifies, than one forgets them- in'lnm, but 
remembers them in a copyist, who wants penetration 
to distinguish between gems and jfaste, and mixes both in¬ 
discriminately. 

The courtship scerie with Lndy Anne was most admirably 
executed ; and the train of sneering reflexions that follow-' 
ed, commencing t! was ever worn, n in this humour 
wooed ?—was ever Woman in this humour'won ?"—whs 
tittered in the happiest vein or sarcasm ; and the actor look¬ 
ed as well as spoke the sense of the auth »r in a. tone of 
most exquisite irony. His hypocrisy in the scene where 
he enters’ between the two IJislmps reading a hook of 
prayer, was indicated with much talent, which appealei 
to greater advantage from the composure “With which the 
Itoyal Hypocrite demeaned himself. Wc were also much 
pleased with both parties, in that scene where he endea¬ 
voured to make the D'ltke ‘ of Buckingham his tool in'the 
nmrdCr of the Princes—and where Ins chagrin 'became 
so evident on finding that “ high minded Buckingham 
grew circuinsfpect.” The insulting abstraction of manner 
with which he listened to the poor Courtier, while dun¬ 
ning him for the Earldom of Hereford, and “ the mo . e- 
ables.” was a masterly piece of natural acting j and noth- 
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lag could be more expressive of lofty scoria than the 
haughty impatience with which he turned upon his quon¬ 
dam friend with the cutting words— v ' 

“ Thou troublest me—I’m not in the vein." 

The whole of the scene with Stanly was vfery fine—es¬ 
pecially the start, and piercing look of powerful scrutiny 
with which alter Stanly has replied that he knows not 
What Richmond is doing on the seas except by guess j 
he fixed his basilisk eyes upon him, and with quick sub¬ 
tleness enquires— 

“ Well ifi you guest ? n 

The manner in which he asked the question— 

“ What do they do in the' North, 

When they should seme their Sovereign in the fTe*f, M 

was loudly applauded. The whole of the last Act was 
spirited to a super-eminent degree. What we liked less, 

, was the “good night!" before Richard retired to his tent 
on Bosworth field. It was too hurried; his air was not 
abstracted enough, and the lines drawn by his sword were 
too straight, and too abrupt. It is not an easy matter 
to frighten an audience now-a-days, but certainly a senti¬ 
ment of awe may be produced, and we have seen it pro¬ 
duced; by the appearance of the Ghost in Hamlet, and 
the apparition of Banquo in Macbeth’s chair; but there 
was no such impression consequent upon the parade 
of Ghosts behind Richard’s couch on Friday. The audi¬ 
ence beheld these same ghosts with the most provoking in¬ 
difference; nor did all the powers of Rosin, and the sliding 
board, produce the slightest supernatural effect. The 
speeches put into the mouths of the ghpsts, could never 
have been intended to have been spoken. One yawns in 
the midst of them, and feels very much inclined to exclaim 
with Sir Perten^x—" I-Iand yeer jabbering, man—hand 
veer jabbering.' The Phantomologies ought at least to 
have been abbreviated, and some change ought to have 
been made in the external appearance of the phantoms. 
They looked most edifyingly substantial. At'long last, to 
their own, to the audience’s, and to Richard’s relief, they 
vanished, and Richard started out of his dream of horror ! 
Our feeble words can give no idea of, this start of terror, 
nor of the fearful cry of the guilty victim of desperate 
conscience, when he exclaimed— 

“ Rive me m v horse—bind up my wound*— 

Have merry Jesu ! ” 

The Battle of Bosworth was very spirit stirring, am) 
the interest every moment became more and more intense 
J.ufi the ruthless but brave Tyrant drew nearer his end. One 
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really therefore wished that the gkllant Despot could be 
again remounted, when in the whirlwind of the battle he 
exclaimed with thrilling; energy, that had a dash of dest 
perute sublimity in it— 

* I think there be six Riehmon(Js in tbp field i 

Five hpve 1 sUitt to-day, instead of him : 

A horse! a hpue ! niy kingdom for a horse!' 

At last the two sworn foes met—Richard and Richmond-* 
and glared upon each other with mighty hate, .The mortal 
conflict between them sets all language at defiance. It was 
grand and terrific to a degree, and must be seen to he ap¬ 
preciated as it deserves. It was not a mere stpgeclashing 
of swords, but a combat, having the appearance;of A dfead* 
ful reality. Our Amateur here could not be surpassed— 
he fought like a chaffed Lion, The audience viewed the 
fight with the most intense interest? and when Richard 
fell like a crag from the face of a precipice, so highly 
wrought were the feelings of thtv audience, that the^r were 
miinit* sted not only by the most deafening'Clapping of 
hands, but by shouts, and cries of “ Bravo !” from all parts 
of the house. When Richard fell, the curtain ought to 
have dropped ; every thing after bis tremendous conflict 
ami. hi a sublitpe fall, appeared tame and prosaic in the ex¬ 
treme. 

IVe have said so much above, that we have po space 
to ent^r into particular details respecting the otht r charac- 
.. t-.Mg. Indeed we have nothing to add to our former ob¬ 
servations with reference to their merits. There were 
errors of costume, and occasionally of scenery and pageant¬ 
ry, which we were rather surprised at. Richard himself 
was most splendidly and correctly dressed,. In the ex¬ 
cursions and alarms, several men of either army now and 
then came out of holes and corners in a most unaccount¬ 
able manner. The Banner of the Red Rose, was seen 
one time with the York party, and another time with the 
Lancaster adherents. The Prompter at times was in 
great demand. By the way, the next time the young 
Duke of York repeats these lines— 

“ Uncle, nty brother mocks both you anti 1 me 

Because that I pin little like an ape; 

He thinks that you should bear me on your shonlileib." 

he should not make a circuit of the stage with one shoul¬ 
der raised, and a halt in his leg, like a wounded partridge. 
The melancholy scene in which the women parted with 
the young Princes was more lugubrious than touching 
Grief at Chowringhee was toe clamourous: at Drury 
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Xtane we recollect it was pathetic and occasioned many a* ! 
sparkling eye among the audience to he dimmed with 
tears. Not a tear could be shed at €>howringhee for love 
or money. We were on the watch for this most unques¬ 
tionable testimonial of natural pathos—but no. This, 
however, inighf, for aught we know, have been attributable 
to an intense feeling of grief—for w^ hive often heard, 
that the-deeper grief becomes, the drier it gets. Really 
it were devoutly to be wished for, that a saloon adjoined 1 
the Theatre, in which the ladies might sit until their car¬ 
riages oame in turn to the portal. On Friday they' had to 
stand, many of them, twenty ipinutes in a narrow stair- 
cp e y ps^d to- the cuttingly cold and unwholeabrtre 

We ought to have prefaced our theatrical reiqarks by 
statijig, that our tragic Amateur, during the whole period 
ms astonishing performance, laboured undej consi- 
derableindispo$ition~; and that had he consulted his own 
comfort lpss than' the accommodation • of the public, the 
J^lay would have' been put off.

ADDRESS 

TO THE MOST NOBLE THE MARQUIS OF HAS¬ 
TINGS , GOVERNOR, GENERAL, Ac. Ac. 

Monday, Dfc. 9. 

The Chairman having notified to the Settlement, that in 
conformity with the instructions of the General Meeting of 
flie 25th of Nov-ember, he and the Committee had done 
themselves the honor of waiting upon the Marquess of 
Hastings, and that his Lordship had appointed this day at 
eleven o clock for receiving the address, the Chairman, ac¬ 
companied hy the Committee and a great number of the 
Inhabitants of Calcutta, proceeded to the Government 
House at the tnne^appoiuted.

My Lopd; 

Wii thr Bri ri'« Inhabitants of Calcutta, cannot 
allow ourselvi s to witness tUe departure of your Loidship for 
Europe, without -offering to you the tiihute of our most 
unfeigned Respect and Esteem We trust we are not pre- 
sumntu'xis, m adding to this tribute, our nvsl unqualifi¬ 
ed admiration, of the wise and enlightened Policy of your 
Loidshio’ft Government, dm mg the period you have held 
the reins of Administration in this Country 

Your Lordship has already received the high and en¬ 
viable Rewards which, under the British Sceptre, await the 
Statesman and the Warrior, who lias uniformly promoted 
the best Interests of the Empire, and sustained the Cha¬ 
racter of the English nation for Justice, Probity, and Va¬ 
lour. 
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Athidst the lustre of the distinguished and honorable ap¬ 
plause which surrounds your Lordship's name, we are 
presuaded you will receive with the warmest cordiality of 
(feeling, the sincere heart-felt expressions of Regard and 
Esteem, now offered to you by a Conmiinilv over which 
your Lordship has so long presided. Enjoying as we 
Have done the most ample means of appreciating the up¬ 
right, mild, and conciliating virtues by which your Lord¬ 
ship is so eminently distinguished, we cannot contemplate. 
Without the deepest regret, the moment at-which you are 
to bid us Farewell! But we beg to assure your Lord- 
ship, that the recollection of these virtues will never be 
erased from our heads 

It will fall to the lot of the future Historian of India, to 
do justice to acts, by which in the Council, and in the 
Field, your Lordship’s Government of Hindoostan lias been 
rendered so pre-eminently illustrious. But we, the im¬ 
mediate Spectators of these great events, cannot restrain 
ourselves from again expressing the sentiments which they 
are so eminently calculated to inspire. We have already 
had the happiness of congratulating your Lordship on the 
distinguished success that attended your wise and vigor¬ 
ous measures in the prosecution of two just and necessary 
Wars, in which you have been engaged, and we have seen, 
with the highest satisfaction, the testimony we then bore, to 
the wisdom and energy of vour Administration, confirmed 
by the Applause of your King and Country. When \ou 
took into your hands the reins of Administration, dangers 
of no comni'in magnitude threatened the Peace and Sta¬ 
bility of the. British Power in the East. Before ihe rvatch- 
fulness and vigour of your Lordship’s rule, these dangers 
ipiickty di.sappeaied, and Ind<a presents, at this moment, 
a scene of Happiness and Ti anquillity, unexampled in any 
foimer period of her history. The resources of our Power, 
whether they are sought in the attachment of our Native 
Subjects to the British sway—in the respect which our 
Government commands from surrounding States,-—or in 
the. ene.reasing amount of a Revenue, drawn from an indus¬ 
trious and contented People, have multiplied beyond our 
most sanguine, hopes, and every succeeding year of your 
Lordship’s Government, has beheld our Dominions in 
tile East, more and more consolidated, on the best and most 
stable of foundations. 

Knowing the peculiar interest which your Lordship must 
always take in the happiness of Central India, we cannot 
deny ourselves the pleasure of congratulating you on the 
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tricreasing Peace And Prosperity -of this portion of th# 
Country—Provinces that have been long a prey to the most 
cruel and lawless devastation, present at this day no dan* 
gers to intimidate the Traveller,""vn pursuit of his honest 
avocations, and the Husbandman now sows and reaps tit 
security, where but a short time ago he was exposed to 
unrelenting and predatory hands, ready to descend upon 
his Fields, and seize the fruits of his labour. 

W# have likewise long admired the zealous and hearty 
alacrity with which your Lordship has uniformly entered 
into every scheme for the diffusion of knowledge and 
civilization ever the vast continent of India. We have 
often beheld you bending from the high duties of your Sta¬ 
tion, to aid the endeavours of the humblest Individual, who 
devotes hi* time and his talents to the moral Instruction

of onr Native subjects, and the numerous and highly pros* 
pering Schools, which, tinder your Lordship’s patronage, 
have arisen over Hindustan, bespeak the interest you have 
taken to have been no less operative than cordial. 

We have also witnessed the uniform readiness and 
energy with which your Lordship has countenanced every 
plan for promoting the splendour, and the heahhfulness 
of the Capital of British India The Public Edifices which 
have arisen in Calcutta, under your auspices, will proclaim 
to future ages* the care with which your Lordship pro¬ 
vided for the Religious and Commercial convenience of 
the European Community—-while the Native Population 
will point with gratitude and exultation, to the Public 
works of your Lordship, as worthy of the proudest days of 
their ancestors. 

But it were vain to attempt enumerating the splendid 
'and benevolent acts by which a Government distinguished 
by every thing Great and Good, has been rendered so truly 
dear to us. We are unable to discover a single Province, 
in the wide-extended Empire over which vour Lordship 
has so long ruled, that has not tasted the happy fruits of 
your wisdom, energy, and benevolence—and in which the 
name of the Marquess of Hastings is not honored and 
revered.—TheHeganfand Veneration with which this name 
will ever be pronounced, by the British Inhabitants of Cal¬

Deeply impressed with these Sentiments, we Cannot 
contemplate without regret the departure of a Governor 
General, who in the fruits of hift administration* has left 
us so rich, a Legacy as your Lordship' has bequeathed, 
and who in Private Life has civen us so eminent an example 
of ail that is dignified and amiable ;, and we should be lost 
to every Generous and Grateful feeling, if we djd- not 
assure your Lordship, that you hear our w&rnteftt and 
most sincere wishes for your Health and Happiness in 
your Native Country—for c those of your Noble, .(ipnson, 
and every Member of your illustrious Family, and did we 
not embrace this opportunity of recording the high 
Regard and Esteem, with which we have the Honor to be.

Mr. Editor, 

Accompanied by another Gcptlcman, I lately went on na 
CXttufsioiirto (lie Const of Quedn, hopposile this Inland. IV* 
entered tlteremboindiure of a deep and bioad stream called 
Jooroo, and Our attention was attracted In an Alligator which 
had that morning been caoght by some Ma'njsby a do ice 
which 1 believe is very generally employed on Continental In* 
ks. A bait ia laid inclosing a bit of wood disposed lengthwise 
— To this is tied along rope which is fastened to n tree or to 
alloat W* the river—The Alligator having swallowed the bait 
makes off with it— and the moment ho meets «ith a cluck fiont 
be rope, the hit Of wood or stick fixes itself acioss the sto* 
mack or, throat of the aiihnnl. ft is then dragged on shoie, its 
jaws are tied firp^ly together with rattans, and its feet are also 
hbdnd tightly back. These ligatures deprive it of the 

power of getting away. 

The Malays iiifouued us that they thought this Alligator was 
the one which bad some days before cai lied down and killed 
a fisherman of the tillage—Out curiosity induced us to have 
*h opi aed On the soot. Instead of finding any remains of a 
btMBrtlk body, the Stomach of the nnimnl contained a water 
•Make, some unclidkoived flakes, supposed to he the skin-of a 
Buffalo, and (which it is the object of this account pniticulmly 
to nofioe) a quantity bfjnavel, and stones ur pebbles of various 
aiROSaadpropeitiev The la-gest of the stones might have 
wrojfbed * psund, and the whole together.four or tuuic pounds, 
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If wo are not to consider the presence of these atones 
Mefely adventitious, it only bo admitted that tlie Alligator, 
liko the gallinaceous tube of birds mature* to swallow stones 
in order to assist in the attiitioa and digestion of hti food, 
although that ia essentially different from the food of the letter. 

It does not seem very probable that the Alligator, as has 
been ceiijni tar* d regarding the Pangolin and seme other tea* 
tfcreous animals swallows stone* instinctively, in order that 
asupplyot eaitliy muter may be afford*d to the absorbant 
vessels far the formation of its scaly eoverling. Iho nature of 
the lood he daily consumes would answtr tins par pose. Be¬ 
sides those stones bore no appearance of having been ebemf- 
nally acted ai)onby the jmoes of the stomach they se*ined 
as if they had been 801 aped up at random Horn the bed of 
the stieam 

The Alligator of tbit Coast is of a large and dangeronv 
specie*—they are algo bold—for it is not above a week since 
a large and tavomit* Bull dog was snatched away by one 
et tin se horrid reptiles from the side of its master who was 
walking on the ben houls a few paiesfioin it It ran badly 
be doubled that the Gentleman owes Ins life to the piovideiiti* 
al presence of lusdog Ills well known all ovi r India that 
the Alligator prefers dogs to almost any other kind ol tom], a 
fact whii h has also been alledged us applicable to the L he eta 
or Leopard 

All the creeks, Inis and streamsuf thrs Coast swarm will 
AUigitois.

THE MARQUIS OF HASTINGS. 

My Lord, 

The hour now approaches, when British India is to be 
deprived of the Model which your Loidslnp’s Character 
has afforded for its hnmhle invitation. Not to deplore the 
loss of Talents and of Viitues so rare and so conspicuous, 
would be impossible ; but the pain is, in some measure, 
alleviated, by knowing that you are returning, in the ful¬ 
lest gratification of the best ambition—si ill further by 
your Counsels to serve your King and your Countiy. And 
tnay we hope that amidst the duties and the splemioms of 
your high Jot, lqdia and her Gratitude may nut be foigot* 
ten! < 

The bright career of vout Lordship’s Military glory is 
still fresh iu ouf memories ; and though t ine may soften 
its lustre* the results are widely and deeply felt.

ence which is the characteristic pf* aboriginal Asiatics. 
This apparently systematic apathy seems to originate in 
the want of stimulus tp engage in this under taking. 
They , robably look op with seeming indifference, while 
their hearts qre heating with emotion, until they see 
some one boldly come forward^ and, by Steady perseve¬ 
rance; bring a number of Cohntry-Boms tp meat at in¬ 
tervals, until a namp firmly and currently , established 
without the. use pf any other designation. But this is not 
the way tp go. about a business. Let them in a collective 
body advance, by thinking that nobody will come forward- 
singly.

Chowringhee Theatre was full even to cramming oa 
Friday evening. This we believe to have been principally 
attributable to the circumstance of its having been un¬ 
derstood to be the last time that the Marquess of H artincs 
and the Marchioness would honor the house w ith their 
presence. At an early hour it was difficult to find a seal, 
and many had to stand during the whole of the perfor¬ 
mance. We seldom witnessed a finer display of beauty 
and fashion in Calcutta. Opposite the stage, in a straight 
line, and to the back of the front boxes, stood a trans¬ 
parency representing an Escutcheon, on which were 
quartered the Arms of the house of Bastixos ami Looi>- 
otm, surmounted by a scroll, on which appeared in 
illuminated characters,one simple word, but which spoke 
emphatically to the feelings —“ Faskwull !" It hen the 
Marquess aad Marchioness entered tire house, they tur* 
received with hearty rounds of applause,' which continued 
several seconds. In his Lordship's box we observed Ilia 
Excellency the Hoti’ble Sir E. Paokt, ami Lady H.

The first part of the evening’s Entertainment consisted 
of the Senior CoMlAs's excellent Comedy of the Jkiwc* 
Wifk, which was judiciously and strongly cast, so as to 
include our priucipal Amateurs. 
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The Aft*. Oakly ofthe night washy the VeteranAmateur 
who had the pan df the Biilce of Buckh^lth in Richafd 
'the Third. The character was supported in his best style, 
and gave a perfect Idea of thd gentlemanly teased, affec- 
6 ' tionafe wavering, and often Indignant husband.—-In Major 
Daftly we were extremely happy to Observe the retiitn to 
the boards of an Amateur who possesses vfcfy high requi¬ 
sites fdr genieelribmedy. We hope hd will appear often, 
and dbnlihuet© gfatify his friends with such rich speci¬ 
mens of domic power as he displayed olf Friday evening. 
tVe were much struck with the manly Simplicity of his 
manner throughout, and the chaste style of his perfor¬ 
mance altogether. He was exactly what vVe should con¬ 
ceive a gay elderly military Bachelor of the last century 
to be.—-X ?harles waS by the Father of our Theatre • and if 
he did dot perhaps rippefar quitf juvenile etfough for the 
part, he did it great jbstice. tn the tipsy scene hd, Vites 
inimitably successful.— Sir Harry Beagle, we ate pretty 
sure, wa$ riot a congenial character to this Amateur 
WiO represented it. He looked too much of the Geh- 
ueman for the boisterous fox-hunter .—Russpt was very res¬ 
pectably supported : occasionally he raised the exposiula- 
tory tones of his voice to too High a pitch. —Lord Trin¬ 
ket was most delightfully entertaining. The part was 
in tie hands of the gentleman who made his debut oil our 
boards its Dick Dashall. We have seen several performers 
ofrtierlt in tbe character, but never one from u hom we 


derived more real and .hearty amusement than from the 
Lord Trinket in question. He simpered, and lisped, and 
picked his steps utul hiS wprdg, '*¥Iih a fantastic polish of 
!$&• was fudicrons in the extreme. He placed 


his pauses with much judgment, and brought out" 'pen 
honor" with such aii easy drawl of supferfashionable 
slan-', that It always told upon the risible muscles of the 
audience.— Captain O'Cntier Wai a very creditable per¬ 
formance, add lit good keeping. Tbe costume (par¬ 
ticularly the head) was perhaps n little outre —The little 
that Paris had tit dp, was well done.—The part of Mrs , 
Oakly is a vety arduous ©He, anti requires something 
more than mere 'iequaintaace With the stage. It requires 
au iusight into human nature, and particularly as it 
mows 'in the higher .walks of life. To discriminate 
between the different shades of the effect produced 
by the same passion on different grojfei^qf Kfe> is 
toe duty of the philosophical votary of, .the. Dramri, and 
not au easy one. Our Mrs. OaHy of Chowringbee was 
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very successful in pourtraying the stronger features of the 
character, and throwing out the bolder outlines j but she 
rather failed, we think, in delineating the softer tints of 
the back ground of the picture. As a whole, we would* 
have the part performed in a more piano key. The two 
best scenes were—the one in which she and Mr. Oakly 
make it up, and then quarrel at his proposing to bring 
Harriett into the house,—and the one in which she sinks 
in affected hystericks upon her chair, while in vain ex¬ 
pecting that her husband will as usual coax her out of 
her tantrims.*—J/arrieff was very pleasing; but raally we 
have to entreat of her to speak in a more natural tone, 
and not to strain and crack her voice as she does. Alto¬ 
gether the Jealous Wife went off with much eclat—much 
more so indeed than we expected for a Comedy notpoa- 
sessing much bustle or incident, but having at the same 
time a natural, easy and smart run of dialogue. Just as 
the Curtain was about to drop at the end of the 5th Act, 
the Managers, the Amateurs of every description that usu¬ 
ally support the Theatre—-in short, the whole of the Calcut¬ 
ta Corps Dramatique, ranged themselves upon the stage, 
to bid a respectful farewell to those Illustrious Persons 
who are about to quit India for ever, and to whose dis¬ 
tinguished patronage and kind encouragement the Drama 
in Calcutta owes so much. The Amateur who played the 
part of Oakly then walked forward a step or two in front 
of his Theatrical brethren, and with much feeling, taste 
and effect, spoke the following Farewell Address, written 
for the occasion by a Gentleman well known on the 
boards 

Hare ends our mimic life. There rests a part 
To play, which needs no prompter but the heart! 

Which strong in truth, though in expression weak. 

Of real love andgratiliirie would speak—

It,was a pity* we think, that the Address was not delay* 
>d until the termination of the whole of the evening’s En¬ 
tertainments. This was an opinion which we heard very 
generally expressed by persons whose judgment in such 
matters we respect. As ii was, the melancholy Farewell 
tones did not harmonise very appropriately with the merry 
Farce which immediately followed it. This was the 
•• RicviF.w, or the Wags of WiNnson,'’ which was one of 
the best g«t-up little things we remember to have seen 
at Chowringhee, where it was often, we believe, performed 
before, but never with better spirit than on the occasion 
alluded to. The peculiar excellencies of our Chowriii- 
ghee Caleb Quotem are so well known, that it would be 
superfluous to enlarge upon them. Oh Friday he was as 
erst the merriest, most mercurial, ahd most volatile of 
grave diggers. It was enviable to hear and to witness 
the g«i«ty of heart and action with "Which he appeared 
to whisk through his multifarious and never sufficiently to 
be admired employments. — Looney MncThoulUr was by 
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the Amateur who made such a capital debut as Denmuot 
O’Flin in “ My Landlady's Gown.” The expectations which 
then he raised were most delightfully fulfilled in his Loony 
MacThoulter. In Irish parts we do not suppose there is* 
his equal ir Calcutta. Indeed we may well call him our 
Calcutta Johnson. In dress, look, attitude, accent, and 
manner, he was every thing that could he wished. He 
is a great master of the ludicrous, and without laugh¬ 
ing himself, makes others laugh very heartily. This partly 
arises from a certain droll gravity which he assumes, and 
i he unconstrained tone with which he felicitously deals nut 
the genuine Hibernia nDoric .—John Lump was by the Oakly 
of the play. John ami Loony formed a fine relief to each 
other,andon one or two uccasions,c$peeially the letter scene, 
were irresistibly laughabte .—Deputy Bull, as he. generally 
does, supported his part very well.—The Sir Harry Bea. 
gle of the play was Beaugard, who charmed the audience 
with one or two good songs, particularly “ Is there a heart 
that never loved,” which he sang in a chaste si vie of 
simple pathos that we never heard surpassed.—Tile 
part of Lucy introduced a fair candidate to tin* public, 
whom we hope t,o see often. Ir, was a h.ghly cre¬ 
ditable fiist appearance, and she i» particularly an acqniM- 
tion on account of her vocal powers, which made a very 
favorable impression. She should study amt practice a 
good deal. If sire does, we doubt not but sue will be¬ 
come a favorite.— Grace GuyLuve was au exceedingly fair 
effort, and t v ie female who performed it improve ,~ pro¬ 
gressively.—We forgot to do justice in the proper place 
to the Amateur who performed the part of Lady L'rettove, 
iri the first piece. A.-> usual, she did her pari extremely 
well, and called forth frequent and unequivocal marks oi 
approbation. 

The Curiam having fallen. Lord and Lady IJastinus rose 
to depart. The feelings of the audience were again tes¬ 
tified by loud rounds of applause, which continued until 
his Lordship and her Ladyship begsin to descend tire 
stair-case that leads out of the house. 


On the afternoon of Friday we did our-clvt ■> the nlcii 
sure to step into Air. Dhummond’s Academy k- die Hur- 
ruJitollah, for the purpose of witnessing the periodical 
Examination of # his numeious pupils, European and Na¬ 
tive. We were highly gratified by all we saw and herd, 
and found a crowd of people assembled, like ourselves, ti> 
witness the progress of the children in their education. 
Jti consequence of having arrived at a rather late Loui 
at the School, we are uot competeut to enter yxw any 
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vejy detailed remarks. The bays of the Arithmetical 
class solved several difficult questions with ease and 
precision, and it was at the option of any visitor to put 
what questions he chose. In the Geographical class there 
was the same obvious advancement. The Mathematical 
pupils also seemed perfectly to understand the different 
problems so far as they had gone. The English reci¬ 
tations from different authors, were extremely meritori¬ 
ous, and reflect great credit upon the scholars and their 
teacher. A boy of the name of Derozio gave a good 
conception of Shylock ; and another fine little fellow, 
named Euv.’i.v Turnbism., gave Portia’s appeal, and 
the speech on Mercy, with appropriate gesture, feeling, 
and correctness of accentuation. Column's humorous 
Vagary of the Poetical Apothecary, was recited also by 
Dehozio, and wiih capitally ludicrous effect.—The spe¬ 
cimens of Penmanship were remarkably beautiful. Per¬ 
haps loo much so : we do not think the labour and time 
thrown away upon ornamental penmanship at all com- 
peu^a ; ed by the acquirement of a flourishing hand writ¬ 
ing. We observed several Drawings also, which were 
very praiseworthy. Jiut what pleased us best of all per¬ 
haps, was the healtv, cheerful, and orderly appearance of 
the children. It was an interesting sight to behold the 
Native children sitting side by side with the sons of 
Europeans. This i« as it should be. The Natives begin 
to duly estimate the value of education. Those who are 
educated together must contract kindly feelings inwards 
each other, and this must in the end prove generally 
beneficial. 


A Scientific Gentleman of the name of Mack, we 
observe, intends to deliver a course of Chemical Lec¬ 
tures at the chambers of the Asiatic Society in Chow- 
ringhce. We trust that this meritorious attempt at open¬ 
ing a new source of mental gratification to the Calcutta 
Public, will be patronised as it deserves. Chemistry is a 
branch of science which is capable of affording instruc¬ 
tion and amusement to all classes, and some of its ex¬ 
periments are occasionally calculated to astonish by 
their results, or to-charm by their splendour and variety 
of change. Most people are apt to imagine Chemistry a 
dry and dull study. This is a very great mistake ; and 
»uch of our readers as choose to go andgudge for them¬ 
selves, may easily be convinced, that Chemistry, on the 
contrary, is a very edifying and delightful pursuit.

Pear Sir,—M y Boat has just been received upon the 
Parent Stream of the mighty Gunga, I came from Calcutta 
by that most sacred branch, the Bagrattd, and 1 have had 
a most tedious passage to the junction. The BUagrattd is 
very low for the season of the year; In some places so veiy 
shallow, that l h$d considerable difficulty in getting a light 
Budgerow over. Should there net be a great rise before the 
neat rnns, l fear this passage will be altogether shut 
From Cutwa to a little beyond J ungay pore, *he navigation 
of this branch of the Hirer is reniieied extremely danger¬ 
ous, from the great number of trees in it- I conceive 5i e y 
might be removed at a very slight expence; some of them 
are quite sunk in the water, and their existence merely 
marked by slight bamboo poles erected on the spot, which 
in all probability will soon be sweeped away by the action 
of the strong current. 

To the North of Moorshedabad one very large Tower 
or Bastion has fallen into the Hirer, and it requires care 
to pass it: it is possible that a boat might come upon it 
at night. The b inks of the Bagratte present every ap¬ 
pearance of recent inundation,—From enquiries made at 
the villages on the banks, no great mortality appears to 
ptevail; and by what I can learn, they appear to be free 
from Cholera. I had no opportunity of ascertaining if this 
disease prevailed in any great degree at Mooched ah ad 
Ibis is a city, I believe, that has been much afflicted with 
this disease—The usual passage into the gieat River by 
Seebgunge, is this season emiiely shut up; but it is open 
by Mohungunge, which is much neaier. I came by this 
Mohana j neat aHs entrance, a very large Indigo woik has 
been almost destroyed d, -*»>«• .great rise of the River: a

■ t ? erl the pride, and gratification lie felt in placing-in his Loid-

deliver. His lordship in reply to this feeling Address spoke 
*vio the following effect. “ The gratification I feel on re- 
ptivinjf a document so highly to be valued, is enhanced by 
its being conveyed to me thro’ your hands ” 

His Loidship then rose with that dignity for which he 
has been so long conspicuous, and made the following 

REPLY. 

“ Bret brew, 

“ The compliment which you have offered to me is pe¬ 
culiarly affecting, and grateful to my Feelings. It ought to 

M As you have yourselves observed, each of you has 
affixed his name to the General Address with which 
honored some days ago. There is of course a Mo. 
your wishing to come forward again and, as J can- 
understand it, the quality of that Motive is most 
g to me; you have desired to bear a more precise 
iphatic testimony of my conduct That observation 
jjgpth Masons reciprocally exercise over each other, not 
as a Privilege but as a duty, binds the Craft to be strict 
in a Public Profession of Opinion ; so that, where it can 
commend, the coulmt ndation stands vouched by the known 
Caution. Your Approbation of me may be mistaken, may 
be undeservedly partial, may be exaggerated in Phrase ; but 
it must be sincere, and as such I take it to my Heart. 
(Applause.) 

Yon have thanked me for the Encouragement I have 
given here to Masonry, and for the Vigilance I have exerted 
for it’s preserving an accurate course, 'fhat fostering core 
was incumbent on me from the Superintendence which I 
have held. But I have not considered the fulfilment of 
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such an Obligation as a dry duty. I have felt a lively inter¬ 
est in the promotion of what l believe to be highly benefi¬ 
cial to .Society. The Veil thrown over Masonry renders ii‘» 
operation silent and unobserved; yet the influence of a 
Bodv spread thru’ all Classes of Society, pervading every " 
Cuole, and -diffusing (tho’ by it’s separate Members) opi¬ 
nions digested ami matured from remote periods in the 
Brotherhood, must be powerful in it’s effect. I think the 
traces of k’s useful sway are discoverable if we cast our 
eyes on older tunes. Reflect upon that semi-barbarism 
whicn was the condition of a!l the states of Europe in ages 
not long past. What apparent cause was there for a 
sudden and rapidly progressive Mitigation of the rude Op¬ 
pressions which characterized ihe Day? If none such 
can be confidently pointed out, is it not reasonable to re-., 
cur to an agency which while it is unobtrusive, must in 
it’s very nature be active.The Secrecy observed in Masonic,. 
Pioceedings and die rigid scrutiny exercised into the Pi-> * 
vate Character of candidates for admission, excited the 
curiosity of the Higher Ranks, and at the same time remov¬ 
ed every fear of their discrediting themselves by be¬ 
coming Members of the Fraternity. Once iniii.ited, they 
received lessons which never could have rearheu them in 
any other situation. They were taught that throughout 
the necessary gradations in a Community, and amid the un¬ 
avoidable distinctions arising-from Talents or Properly, man 
was still die Brother of man. This primary position once 
adopted, all Coiollaries from it were readily embraced,'’. 
Doctrine imbibed in the Lodge, became the Rule 
for the man of Might in his Public Sphere, and his 
disseminated the Principles of Humanity and Jntnqa 
the utmost extent of the circle. Surely this is not a visionary 
supposition. Observe the. difference of Character between 
the nations of Europe where Masonry has flourished and 
those in which it has been proscribed ; and let the Contrast, 
so favourable for the former, suppoit my hypothesis. The 
proof will be stijl stronger if you advert to the Despotism, 
the Ferocity, the Degradation of manhood in the Asiatic 
Regions where no casual ray of Masonry has ever pierced 
the gloom In Europe, what were once Masonic Principles 
alone, are so generally prevalent that it would now be 
difficult to make it believed that they were once acknow¬ 
ledged only in a confined society: yet it is well that the 
sanctuary for them should still exist. Our Forms are only 
constant inculcations to us of the moral rules which 
ought to be observed in all Times, Cases and Situations. If 
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1 may have been fortunate enough to have recollected therft 
in the exercise of authority, as you would kindly persuade 
me, I am most happy. 

Now, in the truest spirit of fraternal affection, t bid 
you Farewell, with this parting Injunction; continue to 
Fear God, to Honor the King, and to keep pure the 
Cratt.’’ 


His Lordship having finished, the applause was general, 
and continued; the Band struck up God Save the 
King,” and the Procession returned in reversed Order, each 
Bioiher passing t® the right of the chair ef state on which 
His Lordship had been sealed who with his accustomed 
urbanity and kindness, had descended returning the res* - 
pectful and fraternal greetings of his Brethieu as they 
passed, with affectionate condescension and iegard. 

The whole filed off in perfect regularity and order,

The Coach¬ 
man however continued to drive on> crying out that, there 
was room enough, and tok the Axle Cap off the Buggy 
wbi- h was immediately upset with the Driver and lux 
Friend.

In the course of the same day an application was made 
to the Magistrates for redress, which cost'-the Complainant 
one rupee and four anuasi;—The Coachman whom his 
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Blaster protected, attended the Police with a note from lus 
Employer and the Complaint came to a hearing before Mr. 
Justice Birch; who declared that he was sorry there was no 
provision in the Bye-law by which the *. oachman could be 
punished for driving furiously in'the streets, and causing 
the injury alleged to have been done both to the Com* 
plainant and his Buggy, and that therefore he could not t«ke 
cognizance of the matter. The Plaintiff urged that he was 
informed of grievances of this nature having before been 
redressed by the Police, and that the Magistrates had even 
caused the aggressor to give security for making jjood the 
damage, adding that he and his Friend were hurt by {.he 
fall and his Buggy considerably damaged by the obstinacy 
of the Defendant, arid that he could prove that in the 
instance in question the damage was occasioned wantonly: 
—The learned Magistrate repealed his incomp- tency to 
go into the matter, and that he could not tiry the defendant 
even for an assault, recommending the Plaihtiff to tue the 
Coachman in the < ourt. of" ReqyesiSLfor the expenses in¬ 
curred in impairing the damage. 

Now, Mr- Editor, I will feel particularly obliged by 
some of your Correspondent ehTig4ugjLLijQu£.me on this 
su’ijeci, as to th*» m ‘.isures which the injir.cd in such case 
can adopt to obtain redress, without bavin* recourse to a 
civil action in the Supreme Court, because the enormous 
Expense of such a process would deter many from pro¬ 
secuting such offenders and thus allow them to escape 
With impunity.
